SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

To  the  Townspeople: 

The  reports  contained  in  this  book  are  from  the  several  de- 
partments devoted  to  Town  Government.  We  hope  that  citi- 
zens find  them  interesting  and  informative. 

It  is  our  belief  that  this  has  been  a  stimulating  year  for 
Southbridge.  The  number  of  persons  voting  in  the  elections 
has  indicated  a  strong  interest  in  government.  Admittedly,  at- 
tendance at  local  Town  Meetings  has  remained  negligible  and, 
for  this  reason,  our  Board  has  approved  and  encouraged  dis- 
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cussion  and  study  of  this  problem.  We  shall  continue  to  focus 
interest  on  this  vital  matter  of  town  meeting  representation. 

We  are  asked  so  often  about  the  duties  of  Selectmen  that 
we  felt  this  might  be  a  good  place  to  enumerate  some  of  them, 
as  follows:  Prepare  warrants  for  all  special  and  annual  town 
meetings,  elections;  negotiate  with  Federal,  State  and  County 
officials  in  cooperative  programs  (roads,  waterways,  dams,  etc.); 
hold  the  many  hearings  necessary  in  regard  to  street  and  side- 
walk land-takings,  lights  and  telephone  pole  installations,  li- 
quor license  transfers,  ordinance  violations,  departmental 
meetings,  and  innumerable  others.  Handle  negotiations  for 
street  lighting;  garbage  collection;  insurance  on  town  build- 
ings —  equipment  —  vehicles  —  town  personnel.  Select  jur- 
ors; name  election  officials;  appoint  many  town  committee 
members  and  officials.  Submit  for  bidders  such  varied  items 
as  obsolete  equipment,  road  materials,  construction  contracts, 
new  vehicles,  fuel  oil,  town  reports,  uniforms,  office  furniture. 
Issue  licenses  for  all  liquor  establishments,  restaurants,  taxi 
owners  and  taxi  drivers,  auto  dealers,  innholders,  lodging 
houses,  mechanical  amusement  devices,  and  others.  Our  week- 
ly meetings  are  busy  ones  with  individuals  or  groups  appearing 
for  a  variety  of  reasons.  The  newspapers  and  radio  cover  these 
meetings  quite  thoroughly  so  that  they  are  well  detailed  to 
the  public. 

The  foregoing  is  only  a  sketch  of  the  functions  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  Selectmen,  but  we  trust  that  it  will  give  the 
reader  a  general  idea  of  this  particular  office. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  various  Commit- 
tees, Boards,  Department  Heads  and  Employees  who  have 
served  the  town  well  in  this  year  1962.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  bor- 
row money  from  time  to  time  in  accordance  with  Chapter  44, 
Section  4,  of  the  General  Laws  and  to  renew  notes  as  provided 
by  Chapter  44,  Section  17.

so  that  Section  3  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Section  3  —  The  Compensation  Plan  —  The  Compen- 
sation Plan  when  established  by  vote  of  the  Town,  shall 
consist  of  minimum,  intermediate,  and  maximum  salaries 
and  wages  to  be  paid  to  all  employees  of  the  Town  in  any 
position  subject  to  the  Classification  Plan,  being  set  forth 
in  Exhibit  B,  B-l,  B-2,  B-3  and  B-4,  annexed  hereto  and 
being  hereby  made  a  part  hereof,  and  the  Compensation 
Plan  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  by  vote  of  Town 
Meeting," 
or  act  anything  thereon.

Gentlemen: 

I  have  today  obtained  a  copy  of  the  recommendations  of 
the  Finance  Committee  on  Articles  to  be  voted  upon  tonight 
at  the  Special  Town  Meeting,  and  I  find  that  Articles  5,  6,  7 
and  16  have  been  recommended  for  indefinite  postponement. 

Article  5  calls  for  the  construction  of  a  storm  drain  on 
Bellevue  Avenue.  The  present  system,  which  is  a  system  in- 
stalled by  the  Developer,  was  found  to  empty  out  on  to  pri- 
vate property.  Requests  were  made  by  the  private  property 
owners  to  eliminate  this  condition.  In  eliminating,  we  are 
creating  a  hazardous  condition  by  causing  the  water  to  run 
off  across  the  Street. 

Article  6  calls  for  the  construction  of  a  storm  drain  on 
Dennison  Drive,  and  unless  this  drain  is  built  there  will  also 
be  a  hazardous  condition  on  Dennison  Drive. 

Article  7  was  inserted  in  the  warrant  at  the  request  of  the 
Highway  Superintendent  as  a  result  of  the  break  through  of 
a  stone  culvert  during  the  months  of  January  and  February  of 
1962,  whereby  water  coming  out  of  the  ground  created  a  haz- 
ardous condition  and  was  temporarily  repaired  by  the  High- 
way Department.  In  order  to  avoid  the  repetition  of  the  ex- 
perience that  Mr.  Benoit  had  last  year,  this  Article  was  in- 
serted in  the  warrant. 

Article  16  calls  for  the  construction  of  a  storm  drain  on 
Columbus  Avenue,  and  was  requested  by  the  Board  of  Sewer 
Commissioners  and  myself  as  Town  Engineer.  On  December 
14,  1959,  a  meeting  was  held  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Finance  Committee,  the  Town  Engineer,  and  Mr.  McCann, 
member  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners.  The  Board 
of  Selectmen  received  a  letter  dated  December  7,  1959  from  the 
State  Board  of  Health  requesting  approval  by  the  Finance 
Committee  for  the  construction  of  a  trunk  line  and  relief  sewer 
in  Crystal  Street.  It  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  all  at- 
tending, that  the  overflow  of  sewage  in  the  Mechanic  and  Crys- 
tal Street  area  is  primarily  due  to  the  existing  amounts  of 
storm  and  ground  water  entering  the  system.    The  following 
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was  strongly  recommended:  "That  all  legal  means  available 
to  the  Sewer  Department  be  used  in  connection  with  all  in- 
formation that  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  will  be  able 
to  obtain  to  eliminate  as  quickly  as  possible,  the  infiltration  of 
storm  and  ground  water  into  the  system."  All  persons  at  the 
aforesaid  meeting  expressed  a  desire  that  the  above  conditions 
be  taken  in  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  having  to  spend 
money  for  new  trunk  lines  and  addition  to  the  sewage  system. 

During  the  construction  of  a  storm  drain  on  Spring  Street, 
I  found  an  excessive  amount  of  ground  water  in  the  sewer 
system  in  the  area  of  Columbus  Ave  ,  whereupon  I  notified  the 
Board  of  Sewrer  Commissioners.  They  in  turn  completed  an 
investigation  as  to  the  source  of  this  additional  water  in  the 
system,  and  found  it  entering  a  sewer  manhole  on  Columbus 
Avenue.  They  then  requested  Article  16  to  be  inserted  in  the 
warrant,  and  I  concur  with  their  request  as  to  the  immediate 
need  of  the  construction  of  a  storm  drain  on  Columbus 
Avenue.  1 

I  have  therefore,  prepared  substitute  motions  for  Articles 
5,  6,  7  and  16.  which  I  urge  you  to  request  the  passage  of  at 
this  meeting.

VOTED:  That  the  sum  of  $1,167.70  be  transferred  from 
School  Building  Committee,  Site  Clearance  Account,  to  the 
School  Committee,  Cole  Avenue  Steps  Account. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate, borrow  or  transfer,  the  sum  of  $800.00  to  the  School 
Committee,  Cole  Avenue  Steps  Account,  or  act  anything 
thereon. 

VOTED:    Indefinite  postponement. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  zon- 
ing by-laws  extending  the  Multiple-Family  Resident  District 
on  Coombs  Street,  Southbridge,  Massachusetts,  from  the  north- 
erly line  of  the  Multiple-Family  Resident  District  northerly  to 
Main  Street  and  to  extend  easterly  to  the  present  terminus  of 
the  General  Business  District  and  to  extend  southerly  to  the 
present  terminus  of  the  Multiple-Family  Resident  District,  or 
act  anything  thereon. 

(Finance  Committee's  recommendation:  That  action  be 
referred  to  the  Town  Meeting.) 

The  moderator  announced:  "A  two-thirds  vote  necessary 
to  carry." 

The  following  motion  presented,  seconded  and  carried: 
VOTED:    (unanimous)    That  the  Town  do  not  amend  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  as  requested  in  Article  7. 

During  the  pros  and  cons  on  this  article  Atty.  J.  J. 
O'Shaughnessy,  legal  counsel  for  some  residents  of  Coombs 
Street,  said  the  article  is  "a  deliberate  attempt  to  circumvent 
the  laws,  and  should  be  fought." 
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Dr.  R.  Dresser  of  Main  Street,  started  to  give  what  he 
called  a  "chronological  order"  of  a  dealing  which  the  Desautels 
sisters  of  71  Main  Street,  had  experienced  with  a  contractor, 
who  would  stand  to  gain  by  rezoning,  according  to  Dresser. 
Moderator  Stark  ruled  that  the  reading  of  the  chronological 
order  would  have  no  bearing  on  the  question  at  hand. 

Mr.  E.  Ryan  read  the  first  paragraph  of  the  zoning  laws: 
"By-Laws  establishing  a  zone  plan  for  the  purpose  of  promot- 
ing the  public  health,  safety,  convenience,  morals  and  the 
general  welfare;  dividing  the  town  of  Southbridge  into  districts 
and  etc."  Mr.  Ryan  argued  that  only  one  person  would  stand 
to  benefit  by  a  zoning  change   .  .  .  the  landlord. 

Mr.  E.  Ryan  explained  the  term  "multi-family."  He  also 
informed  the  inhabitants  that  if  this  zone  change  was  voted  it 
would  be  detrimental  to  the  promotion  of  public  health,  safety, 
convenience,  morals  and  the  general  welfare. 

On  October  18,  1962  at  10:09  A.  M.,  I  received  a  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  the  hearing  conducted  by  the  Planning  Board  on 
October  15,  1962,  concerning  a  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  to  extend  the  Multiple-Family  District  on 
Coombs  Street  from  the  northerly  line  of  that  district,  norther- 
ly to  Main  Street  and  to  extend  easterly  to  the  present  ter- 
minus of  the  General  Business  District,  and  southerly  to  the 
terminus  of  the  Multiple-Family  District. 

The  notice  of  the  hearing  was  read  by  the  secretary.  No 
one  rose  to  speak  in  favor  of  the  proposed  change.  Many  resi- 
dents of  the  area  and  other  interested  citizens  spoke  in  opposi- 
tion and  pointed  out  that  the  suggested  change  would  bring 
more  traffic,  decrease  play  area  for  children,  devaluate  prop- 
erty and  hurt  the  financial  interests  of  those  in  the  area.  Chair- 
man Arsenault  announced  that  the  Board  would  make  its  rec- 
ommendation at  the  Town  Meeting  on  October  22,  1962.  The 
hearing  was  closed  at  8:45  P.  M.

A  Hearing  was  held  on  October  8,  1962,  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Room  14  and  adjourned  to  the  Memorial  Hall  in  the  Town 
Hall,  wherein  abuttors  were  represented  by  John  J.  O'Shaugh- 
nessy.   The  unanimous  decision  of  the  Board  is  as  follows: 

"That  a  variance  be  granted  for  a  Multiple-Family  Dwell- 
ing (5  apartments)  in  the  Two-Family  Residence  District  on  the 
property  located  on  the  easterly  side  of  Coombs  Street  bounded 
and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  an  iron  pin  in  the  ground  at  the  easterly  line 
of  said  Street  at  the  southwesterly  corner  of  land  formerly  of 
George  Desautels  and  now  of  Alice  Desautels  seventy-nine 
and  eighty-five  hundredths  (79.85)  feet,  more  or  less,  to  an 
iron  pin  in  the  ground  at  land  now  or  formerly  of  one  Robert; 
thence  S.  16°  15'  W.  along  the  westerly  line  of  said  Robert  land 
about  fifty-seven  and  nine-tenths  (57.9)  feet  to  a  stone  bound; 
thence  N.  70°  20'W.  along  land  formerly  of  Hormidas  Trem- 
blay  eighty  (80)  feet  to  a  drill  hole  in  the  easterly  line  of  Coombs 
Street;  thence  N.  16°  15'  E.  fifty-two  and  forty-five  hundredths 
(52.45)  feet  along  the  easterly  line  of  said  Coombs  Street  back 
to  the  iron  pin  at  the  point  of  beginning." 

The  reason  for  the  issuance  of  this  variance  is  consistent 
with  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  Chapter  40A,  Section  15, 
Sub-Section  3.  The  Variance  was  granted  because  it  would  in- 
volve substantial  hardship  to  the  Petitioner  and  relief  granted 
would  not  be  a  substantial  detriment  to  the  public  good  and  it 
would  not  substantially  nullify  or  derogate  from  the  inten- 
tion and  purpose  of  the  Southbridge  Zoning  By-Laws.

The  proposed  amendment  imposes  no  new  taxes  but  gives 
the  General  Court  the  power  to  pass  an  income  tax  at  gradu- 
ated or  proportioned  rates  and  is  a  change  in  the  constitu- 
tional limitations  now  in  effect  on  the  power  of  the  General 
Court  to  pass  tax  measures.  The  proposed  amendment  would 
add  a  new  Article  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth 
by  which  full  power  and  authority  is  granted  to  the  General 
Court,  in  the  alternative  to  the  power  and  authority  to  tax  in- 
comes in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  XLIV  of  the  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution,  to  impose  a  tax  on  incomes  at  rates 
which  are  proportioned  or  graduated  according  to  the  amount 
of  income  received,  irrespective  of  the  source  from  which  it 
may  be  derived,  and  to  grant  reasonable  exemptions,  deduc- 
tions and  abatements.  It  further  provides  that  any  property 
the  income  of  which  is  taxed  under  the  provisions  of  the  pro- 
posed Article  may  be  exempted  from  the  imposition  and  levy- 
ing of  proportional  and  reasonable  assessments,  rates  and 
taxes  as  at  present  authorized  by  the  Constitution,  and  that  the

Article  shall  not  be  construed  to  limit  the  power  of  the  General 
Court  to  impose  and  levy  reasonable  duties  and  excises.

SUMMARY 

This  act  increases  the  compensation  each  member  of  the 
General  Court  shall  receive  for  each  regular  annual  session 
from  fifty-two  hundred  dollars  to  sixty-seven  hundred  dollars 
and  increases  the  additional  compensation  the  President  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall 
receive  from  fifty-two  hundred  dollars  to  sixty-seven  hundred 
dollars.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  au- 
dit of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for 
the  fiscal  year  1961,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  and  rec- 
ords of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  town  accountant. 

The  town  accountant's  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  appropria- 
tion accounts  being  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  record  of 
appropriations  and  transfers  voted  by  the  town  meetings,  and 
with  the  finance  committee's  authorizations  of  transfers  from 
the  reserve  fund.  The  necessary  adjustments  were  made,  and 
a  balance  sheet,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  report, 
was  prepared  snowing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on 
December  31,  1961. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  ana- 
lyzed and  compared  with  the  town  accountant's  books,  with 
the  departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and 
with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  select- 
men's warrants  and  with  the  accountant's  records. 

The  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  cash  bal- 
ance on  January  25,  1962,  was  compared  with  the  amount  of 
cash  in  the  office  and  in  the  banks,  as  shown  by  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  of  deposit. 

The  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash  on  January  25, 
1962,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  shows  a  discrepancy  of 
$9,609.00,  due  to  the  fact  that  three  checks  presented  as  part  of 
the  cash  in  the  office  could  not  be  accepted  as  cash  and  credited 
to  the  treasurer,  since,  in  checking  with  the  bank  on  which 
they  were  drawn,  it  was  found  that  there  were  not  sufficient 
funds  in  the  accounts  to  cover  any  one  of  the  checks. 

Of  these  three  checks,  two  were  issued  by  an  individual 
payable  to  the  treasurer  personally  in  the  amounts  of 
$4,550.00  and  $3,450.00,  respectively.  The  third  check  in  the 
amount  of  $1,609.00  was  payable  to  the  town  and  covered  a 
period  of  three  years'  fees  for  alcoholic  beverage  and  other 
licenses  for  a  local  establishment. 

In  checking  further,  it  was  noted  that  the  town  treasurer 
had,  over  a  two-year  period,  drawn  twenty-six  checks  totaling 
$9,075.00  payable  to  the  town  of  Southbridge  and  four  checks 
totaling  $900.00  payable  to  himself,  none  of  which  appeared 
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on  an  approved  warrant.  These  checks  were  all  endorsed  by 
the  treasurer  and  cashed  at  local  banks. 

Funds  to  cover  the  three  checks  previously  mentioned, 
were  subsequently  deposited  in  the  individual  accounts,  and 
on  January  31,  1962  these  checks  were  deposited  and  credited 
to  the  town  treasurer's  account. 

The  audit  of  the  treasurer's  accounts  was  extended  to 
February  12,  1962,  and  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash 
as  of  that  date  shows  that  the  balances  in  the  banks  were  in 
agreement  with  the  cash  book  balance. 

The  maturing  debt  and  interest  payments  were  compared 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  were  checked  with  the  can- 
celled securities  on  file.  The  outstanding  bonds  and  coupons 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  balances  in  the  bond  and 
coupon  accounts,  as  shown  by  statements  received  from  the 
banks  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes  and  for  group  insurance  premiums  were  examined  and 
the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies  were  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined,  and  all  transactions  were  compared  with 
the  books  of  the  town  collector  and  the  town  accountant. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the 
investments  of  the  several  trust  and  retirement  funds  in  the 
custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  examined 
and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and  the  withdrawals  being 
verified. 

The  records  of  collections  from  parking  meters  were  ex- 
amined, footed,  and  compared  with  the  treasurer's  recorded 
receipts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  tax,  excise,  assessment,  and  depart- 
mental accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  audit, 
as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and 
proved. 

The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer,  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  and  the  account- 
ant's books;  the  abatements,  as  entered,  were  compared  with 
the  assessors'  and  other  departmental  records  of  abatements 
granted;  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  proved; 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  controlling  accounts  in  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  and  departmental 
accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number 
of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  deferred  sewer  assessments  were  exam- 
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ined.  The  transfers  to  the  tax  levies  were  verified,  and  the 
apportionments  due  in  future  years  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and 
sporting  licenses  issued,  and  from  miscellaneous  licenses  and 
recording  fees,  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  payments 
to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and 
Game.  The  cash  book  additions  were  proved,  and  the  cash 
balance  on  January  25,  1962  was  verified  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of 
deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  board 
of  selectmen  and  by  the  police,  fire,  health,  school,  library,  and 
cemetery  departments,  as  well  as  by  all  other  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books,  and  the  cash  on  hand 
in  the  several  departments  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  fur- 
nish them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  checking  the  paid  vouchers  on  file,  it  was  noted  that 
some  departments  have  been  retaining  the  original  bills  and 
invoices  in  their  own  files  and  transmitting  copies  to  the  town 
accountant  for  entry  on  the  warrants  for  payment.  It  is  rec- 
ommended that  all  original  bills  and  invoices  be  transmitted 
to  the  town  accountant  as  often  as  once  each  month  for  his  ex- 
amination, as  required  by  Section  56,  Chapter  41,  General 
Laws. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  all  bills  for  reimbursement 
of  expenses  be  submitted  in  sufficient  detail  to  substantiate  the 
correctness  of  the  charge. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to 
this  report  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several  cash 
accounts,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title, 
and  departmental  accounts,  together  with  schedules  showing 
the  transactions  and  condition  of  the  trust  and  retirement 
funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  received 
from  the  several  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  as- 
sistants and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  the 
period  from  January  26, 1962  to  March  17,  1962,  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is 
in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  William  Schwartz, 
Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  the 
period  from  January  26,  1962,  the  date  of  the  previous  exam- 
ination, to  March  17,  1962,  preparatory  to  the  transfer  of  the 
books  and  accounts  and  the  cash  and  securities  to  the  newly 
appointed  temporary  treasurer,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.   The  cash  book  was  footed,  and 
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the  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  rec- 
ords of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into 
the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  compared  with 
the  warrants  of  the  selectmen  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  dis- 
burse town  funds  and  with  the  town  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  balance  on  March  17,  1962  was  proved  by  re- 
conciliaion  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by 
the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the 
investments  of  the  several  trust  and  retirement  funds  in  the 
custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the 
income  being  proved  and  all  transactions  and  balances  being 
verified. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes  and  for  group  insurance  premiums  were  examined.  The 
payments  to  the  proper  agencies  were  verified,  and  the  bal- 
ances in  the  general  treasury  were  reconciled  with  the  ac- 
countant's ledger  controls. 

The  surety  bond  of  the  newly  appointed  temporary  treas- 
urer was  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation 
of  the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  payroll  deduction  and 
tax  title  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  transac- 
tions and  condition  of  the  trust  and  retirement  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was  ex- 
tended by  the  several  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation

An  efficient  and  orderly  highway  system  is  a  basic  element 
of  our  local  economy,  and  an  engineering  analysis  is  being 
made  of  the  main  arteries,  primary  and  secondary  streets  in 
the  Town  of  Southbridge  to  determine  their  classification  of  de- 
creasing importance  and  decreasing  order  of  urgency  for  im- 
provement and/or  reconstruction.  This  analysis  will  be  based 
on  the  current  and  potential  use;  also  present  conditions  of  our 
highway  system.  Priority  will  be  set  up  according  to  the 
following: 

1)  Safety; 

2)  Roads  which  provide  maximum  service; 

3)  Roads  which  provide  minimum  service. 

Based  on  the  figures  compiled  for  the  period  from  1951  to 
1960  inclusive,  the  average  expenditure  for  capital  improve- 
ments has  been  $100,000.00  per  year.  This  figure  includes  cost 
of  roads,  sewers,  drains,  recreation  and  miscellaneous. 

We  have  reached  the  position  of  being  able  to  reconstruct 
one  or  two  streets  per  year,  and  even  this  is  becoming  increas- 
ingly difficult  due  to  the  rising  costs  of  general  government. 
With  approximately  20%  of  our  highway  system  in  good  re- 
pair, we  must  find  additional  sources  of  income. 

Again  this  year,  all  work  was  done  with  the  full  coopera- 
tion of  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
which  resulted  in  better  work  and  a  great  saving  to  the  Town 
of  Southbridge. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of 
your  Board,  and  other  Boards,  Committees,  and  Departments 
for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

Pre-School  Services: 

Registration  for  pre-schoolers  attending  both  public  and 
parochial  schools  was  held  at  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High.  This  is 
a  joint  program  of  the  Health  and  School  Departments.  Fol- 
lowing registration,  two  clinics  for  mandatory  pre-school  phy- 
sicals were  held  in  the  Board  of  Health  offices.  Children  not 
attending  reported  to  their  family  physician  for  examination. 

There  are  three  nursery  schools  in  operation  in  the  town. 
These  are  visited  twice  yearly  and  more  if  indicated. 

Immunization  Clinics: 

These  are  held  for  both  school  and  and  pre-school  children. 

Four  clinics  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall  for  Diphtheria,. 
Tetanus  and  Whooping-Cough  immunizations.  Sixty-four  re- 
ceived a  series  of  three  injections  at  monthly  intervals  and  four 
hundred  and  twenty-one  received  a  booster. 

Salk  Polio  Vaccine  clinics  were  held  at  the  schools  for 
children  in  grades  2  through  12.  Eighty-three  received  the  ini- 
tial series  and  one  thousand  eighty-six  were  given  a  booster. 

Four  clinics  for  Type  I  Sabin  Oral  Polio  Vaccine  for  pre- 
schoolers were  held  in  the  Town  Hall.  Twelve  hundred  and 
eighty  pre-schoolers  received  the  vaccine  which  is  taken  from 
a  cup.  At  the  school  clinics  two  hundred  and  ninety-one  re- 
ceived the  vaccine. 

Six  clinics  for  Type  III  Sabin  Oral  Polio  Vaccine  for  pre- 
schoolers were  held  in  the  Town  Hall.  At  this  time  eleven 
hundred  and  seventy-nine  received  the  vaccine.  At  the  schools 
three  hundred  first  graders  received  the  vaccine. 
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Dental  Services: 

A  dental  survey  was  conducted  in  all  town  schools  for 
pupils  in  grades  1  through  6  by  a  State  Dental  Hygienist. 
Parents  were  notified  of  needed  dental  care.  Four  hundred 
and  seven  attended  dental  clinics  held  at  the  Board  of  Health 
Offices.  Prophylaxis  was  given  and  cavities  filled  whenever 
possible. 

Tuberculosis  Services: 

Home  visits  and  conferences  with  ex-san  patients  and  con- 
tacts were  made  as  needed.  Forty-six  patients  were  seen  at 
the  out-patient  clinics  sponsored  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  at  the  Worcester  County  Sanatorium.  In  addi- 
tion this  year  ran  out-patient  clinic  for  X-rays  of  patients  re- 
ferred by  family  physician  was  initiated  in  June  at  the  Har- 
rington Memorial  Hospital.  This  program  is  being  sponsored 
by  the  Southern  Worcester  County  Health  Association  and  the 
Board  of  Health.  To  date  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  pa- 
tients have  attended. 

School  Activities: 

These  are  varied  and  many.  Chiropody  examinations 
were  given  to  pupils  in  grades  2,  4,  6  and  8  by  the  chiropodist. 
Parents  were  notified  of  defects  needing  attention. 

The  Maico  hearing  test  and  the  Mass.  Vision  test  were 
given  to  all  pupils  from  grades  1  through  12.  Retests  done 
when  necessary  and  parents  notified  to  have  child  further  ex- 
amined by  ear  or  eye  specialist  when  a  failure  occurred.  It  is 
our  aim  to  keep  our  children  in  the  best  possible  physical  and 
mental  health  in  order  to  have  them  lead  a  healthy  and  normal 
school  life  and  become  good  and  responsible  citizens.  Reports  of 
these  tests  and  all  other  clinics  held  mailed  to  the  State  Dept. 
of  Health.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  visits  were  made 
to  the  schools  during  the  year.  Health  conferences  totaling 
1195  were  held  with  physicians,  nurses,  teachers,  parents  and 
pupils,  as  well  as  with  social  workers  and  public  health  per- 
sonnel. Home  visits  made  whenever  necessarv.  List  of  handi- 
capped  children  in  parochial  schools  made  out.  Conferences 
and  lectures  on  school  health  practices  attended  during  the 
year.  A  one-week  school  health  workshop  at  Simmons  College 
in  Boston  was  attended.  Also,  in-service  program  on  New 
Trends  in  Mental  Health,  at  Worcester  State  Hospital. 

T  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  thank 
all  those  who  have  cooperated  and  helped  to  make  our  pro- 
grams successful.

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REPORT  OF 
BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

The  most  comprehensive  revisions  to  the  Social  Security 
Act  since  it  was  enacted  in  1935  occurred  during  the  past  year. 
The  1962  Public  Welfare  Amendments  emphasize  the  need  to 
change  the  present  image  of  Public  Assistance  from  a  "relief 
giving"  agency  to  a  "service  giving"  agency. 

Local  agencies  must  inaugurate  programs  of  social  serv- 
ices for  families  with  children,  the  aged,  and  the  disabled  re- 
cipients, in  order  to  receive  the  1962  increases  in  Federal 
matching  funds  for  assistance  payments  and  administration 
expenses. 

To  meet  these  new  Federal  requirements,  social  workers' 
caseloads  will  have  to  be  reduced  and  more  frequent  visiting 
will  be  necessary.  New  standards  for  caseloads  and  fre- 
quency of  visits  are  presently  being  developed  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

A  major  problem  that  will  hinder  the  development  of 
services  to  applicants  and  recipients  of  public  assistance  is  the 
difficulty  in  securing  experience  staff. 

Five  programs  of  assistance  are  administered  by  this 
agency,  each  with  its  own  laws,  rules,  regulations  and  services. 
The  Old  Age  Assistance,  for  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  who 
are  in  need;  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  to  meet  the  needs  of 
children  who  lack  the  support  of  a  father,  either  by  death,  de- 
sertion, or  divorce,  it  also  includes  the  children  of  unemployed 
fathers;  Disability  Assistance  for  the  permanently  and  totally 
disabled;  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged,  for  persons  over  65 
years  of  age  whose  income  and  resources  are  insufficient  to 
meet  the  costs  of  necessary  medical  care;  and  General  Relief 
for  those  who  are  in  need  temporarily  and  are  not  eligible  for 
the  other  programs. 

The  total  welfare  cost  for  these  five  programs,  including 
salaries  and  administration  expenses  for  the  year  was 
$639,765.3-6.  Federal  and  State  reimbursements,  and  recov- 
eries amounted  to  $505,395.19,  making  the  local  share 
$134,370.17. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-two  applications  were  taken  dur- 
ing the  year,  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  were  approved  and 
seventy- three  were  rejected.  An  average  of  six  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  persons  were  aided  each  month  under  these  pro- 
grams. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincerest  thanks  to  the  various 
organizations  and  individuals,  too  numerous  to  list  here,  who 
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throughout  the  year  provided  extras  to  the  recipients  of  pub- 
lic assistance.

DEPT.  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

For  the  report  of  your  Civil  Defense  Department  for  the 
year  1962,  we  would  like  to  touch  only  on  the  activities  of  im- 
portance for  the  past  year.   They  are  as  follows: 

Because  of  the  civic  minded  spirit  of  the  Southbridge  Skin 
Divers  Club  a  Civil  Defense  Underwater  Rescue  Team  was 
formed  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Joseph  Robidoux  as  Under- 
water Rescue  Chief.  We  are  proud  to  say  that  all  members  of 
the  club  joined  Civil  Defense  in  this  effort.  These  men  were 
called  out  twice  to  perform  their  duties  which  they  did  with 
admirable  skill. 

Your  Auxiliary  Police  has  also  put  in  2,167  man  hours, 
plus  1,720  hours  of  schooling  and  36  hours  of  monthly  meetings 
for  the  year.  The  man  hours  work  would  come  to  a  cost  of 
$3,251.50  at  a  $1.50  per  hour  basis.  We  are  proud  to  report  that 
these  men  are  now  fully  uniformed  and  are  expecting,  in  the 
coming  year,  to  be  equipped  with  firearms. 

Also  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  has  been  organized 
under  the  capable  direction  of  Fire  Chief  Alva  Gregoire  and 
they  are  now  equipped  to  a  sixteen-man  strength,  we  hope  to 
equip  an  additional  nine  men.  They  will  be  taking  the  pre- 
scribed training  for  CD.  Auxiliary  Fire  in  the  coming  year. 

Your  Rescue  Department  has  been  trained  and  hope  to 
train  further  in  heavy  duty  rescue. 

During  the  Cuban  Crisis  our  office  was  opened  every  night, 
including  weekends,  for  two  weeks,  distributing  literature  to 
the  public,  answering  phone  calls,  etc.  Your  Director  also  at- 
tended various  Area  and  State  meetings,  including  the  Gover- 
nor's Conference,  in  order  to  determine  the  best  steps  for  this 
town  to  take.  The  local  news  media  was  most  cooperative  dur- 
ing this  crisis. 

The  School  Department  has  also  organized  Civil  Defense  in 
the  schools.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  much  needed  step  towards 
complete  Civil  Defense  in  Southbridge. 
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Let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  the  town  of- 
ficials for  their  wonderful  cooperation  in  the  past  year.  May  I 
say  that  they  have  all  risen  to  the  needs  of  Civil  Defense. 
Again  I  thank  you  all  and  my  staff  who  have  put  in  tireless 
hours  and  efforts  to  make  this  Department  the  success  that  it 
was  in  the  last  year.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Warden  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending   December  31,  1962. 

The  past  year,  deadwood  and  broken  branches  were  pruned 
out  of  Town-owned  trees.  Eighteen  trees  were  cut  down  and 
removed.  Six  stumps  were  removed.  Two  trees  were  braced 
and  cabled.  Tree  preservative  applied  to  cavities  that  needed 
repainting. 

Seven  dead  elm  trees  were  cut  down  and  removed  on  the 
following  Streets:  Crescent  Street,  Brook  Street,  East  Main 
Street,  Corner  Elm  and  Everett  Streets,  South  Street  and  West 
Street  Corner.  Three  dead  elm  trees  were  cut  down  and  re- 
moved from  Henry  Street  Field. 

Thirty  Town-owned  Shade  Trees  were  root  pruned  and 
transplanted  on  Town  streets  where  trees  were  removed.  Fif- 
ty-eight Shade  Trees  were  purchased,  planted,  and  guyed  on 
new  streets,  Charlton  Street,  Crestview  Drive,  South  Street, 
Westwood  Parkway  area  and  Pleasant  Street.

REPORT  OF  THE 
DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

Forty-six  elm  trees  were  removed.  Dead  elms,  storm  dam- 
aged elms  by  wind,  lightning,  snow  and  ice.  Eight  elm  stumps 
were  removed.  Deadwood  out  of  elm  trees  on  Town  owned 
property  were  removed. 

Town  owned  elm  trees  were  sprayed  twice  with  a  hydrau- 
lic sprayer  using  Sevin,  Malathion  and  DDT  emulsion. 

Dormant  in  the  spring  to  control  Elm  Bark  Beetle,  to  pro- 
tect elm  trees  from  beetle  feeding  all  bark  surfaces  of  living 
elms  that  may  be  invaded  by  bark  beetles  from  infected  wood. 

Summer  (leaf  spray)  to  protect  elm  leaves  of  elms  from 
being  fed  upon  by  elm  leaf  beetle,  it  feeds  on  the  leaves  of 
elms  and  when  it  is  abundant  the  leaves  become  brown  and 
fall  off.  Such  defoliation  weakens  the  trees,  and  many  valuable 
elms  have  been  killed  as  a  result  of  outbreaks  of  this  insect. 

Dutch  elm  disease  is  probably  the  most  serious  shade  tree 
problem  facing  our  community  today.  The  situation  is  how- 
ever far  from  being  hopeless.  Using  proper  methods  can  do 
much  to  maintain  a  large  percentage  of  our  elms  for  many 
years  to  come.

Our  library  placed  among  the  top  ten  of  48  win- 
ners and  will  receive  a  check  for  $1500,  earmarked  for  books, 
on  April  21  (National  Library  Week).  A  copy  of  the  letter  that 
accompanied  our  application  for  the  award  is  appended  to 
these  remarks. 

The  Southbridge  Woman's  Club  chose  the  library  as  a 
service  project  and  began  a  three  year  program  of  planting 
flowers.  The  colorful  beds  excited  much  interest. 

In  the  fall  our  new  automatic  charging  system  was  in- 
stalled after  months  of  preparation  aided  by  the  contributed 
hours  of  Peggy  DeAngelis  and  Barbara  Earls,  both  high  school 
students. 

With  the  installation  of  a  microfilm  reader  the  news- 
paper file,  filmed  in  1961,  was  actively  used. 

After  29  years  of  outstanding  service,  Oswald  Laliberte 
was  replaced  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  Edgar  V.  Lewis. 
Edward  Sheehan  moved  from  the  community  and  was  re- 
placed by  Henry  Madore. 

The  librarian  attended  the  American  Library  Association 
Convention  at  Miami  Beach,  presided  at  two  meetings  of  the 
Bay  Path  Library  Club,  was  a  hostess  at  the  first  Governor's 
Conference  for  Libraries,  served  as  Reading  Badge  Consultant 
for  the  Boy  Scouts,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Central  Regional  Library  System.  Book  talks 
were  given  to  the  Webster  Women's  Club  and  the  National 
Secretaries'  Association.  Mrs.  Alfred  Eddy  was  asked  to  talk 
on  Children's  reading  at  a  Dudley  P.T.A. 

Instruction  in  the  use  of  library  materials  was  given  to 
14  classes  through  the  8th  grade.  As  all  three  high  schools  now 
have  librarians,  the  public  library  need  no  longer  assume  this 
responsibility  for  upper  grades.  Seven  Scout  troops  (Boy,  Girl, 
Brownie,  Cub)  met  at  the  library. 

The  library  continued  to  sponsor  the  Great  Books  Dis- 
cussion Group,  the  children's  film  program,  a  weekly  story 
hour,  the  summer  reading  club,  the  creative  writing  contest, 
and  the  weekly  newspaper  column. 

A  suggestion — a  small  addition  should  be  added  to  the 
building  eventually.  The  summer  reading  club  must  meet  in 
three  sections  for  lack  of  space,  and  other  children's  pro- 
grams, now  conducted  in  one  end  of  the  Children's  Room, 
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seriously  hamper  the  use  of  that  room.  We  also  need  more^ 
space  to  make  use  of  our  collections  on  local  history. 

Gratitude  is  forever  owing  to  the  Trustees  for  their  co~ 
operation  and  foresight  and  to  the  staff  for  their  untiring 
service.  Edward  Zuiss  continued  to  give  endless  hours  of  serv- 
ice. The  Southbridge  Evening  News,  the  Police  Force  and  Fire 
Department,  the  administrations  of  both  public  and  parochial 
schools  have  been  exceptionally  helpful.  The  townspeople 
were  demanding  as  well  as  appreciative  which  is  essential  to 
the  vitality  of  our  library. 

It  was  a  good  year. 


Letter  that  accompanied  library's  application  for  1963 
Dorothy  Canfield  Fisher  Book-of-the-Month  Club  award.  Ad- 
dressed to  Russell  Thacher,  Award  Director  of  Book-of-the- 
Month,  dated  September  26,  1962. 
Dear  Mr.  Thacher: 

The  Dorothy  Canfield  Fisher  Library  award  serves  to 
alert  all  library  personnel,  including  the  trustees,  to  the 
awareness  of  a  library's  needs  in  order  to  better  serve  its 
clientele.  Since  the  library  card  may  be  referred  to  as  a  pass- 
port to  a  free  education,  then  it  follows  that  the  library  which 
is  the  source  of  this  education  must  be  kept  in  optimum  condi- 
tion so  that  it  may  render  the  best  possible  service  to  its  com- 
munity. 

The  Jacob  Edwards  Memorial  Library  in  Southbridge,. 
Massachusetts,  is  a  library  of  40,000  volumes  serving  a  com- 
munity of  16,000  people.  It  has  a  monthly  circulation  of  seven 
to  eight  thousand  volumes.  The  librarian,  Mrs.  Tien,  through 
her  regular  visits  to  the  schools,  her  extensive  weekly  column 
in  our  local  newspaper,  and  her  organizational  ability  is  for- 
ever creating  an  increase  in  the  use  of  our  library  facilities. 
Her  personal  appearances  on  behalf  of  the  library  in  various 
local  schools  have  brought  many  more  teachers  and  students 
from  both  public  and  parochial  schools  to  the  library  shelves. 
She  directs  the  regular  deposit  of  books  in  all  the  schools.  For 
six  consecutive  years,  during  Book  Week,  a  Creative  Writing 
Contest  for  students  of  the  elementary  grades  is  held  by  the 
library.  During  the  school  year  weekly  story  hours  and  nature 
film  programs  are  conducted.  The  Summer  Reading  Club  for 
children  is  so  popular  that  it  must  meet  in  three  sections  to 
accommodate  the  large  number  interested.  In  the  fall  of  the 
year  regular  library  instructions  are  given  to  the  fifth  graders 
in  the  use  of  the  children's  section  and  to  the  eighth  graders 
in  the  use  of  the  adult  area.  For  adults  the  library  offers  the 
Great  Books  Club  now  enjoying  its  fourth  year. 

Since  1954  our  library  has  undergone  a  face-lifting  pro- 
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gram  which  has  seen  the  installation  of  a  completely  new 
lighting  system  eliminating  all  table  lamps.  The  dark  oak 
furniture  has  been  converted  to  limed  oak.  The  dark  walls 
and  drapes  were  changed  to  gay  pastel  colors.  Three  large, 
unused,  dusty  rooms  in  the  basement  were  converted  into  one 
long  room  which  was  furnished  with  child  size  furniture  and 
serves  as  a  lovely  children's  room.  This  room  is  supervised  by 
Mrs.  Herz,  the  children's  librarian. 

The  trustees,  who  are  local  business  and  professional  men, 
are  all  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Library 
Trustees.  Under  their  guidance  there  is  a  constant  eagerness 
to  improve  the  facilities  of  the  library  so  that  it  may  better 
serve  its  friends.  A  recent  undertaking  has  been  the  micro- 
filming of  the  local  newspapers  which  had  been  kept  on  file 
for  one  hundred  years.  An  automatic  charging  system  is  being 
installed  and  is  almost  completed.  The  book  budget  has  been 
increased  to  $6,000  thereby  fulfilling  all  qualifications  to  re- 
ceive state  aid.  The  library  is  active  and  eager  to  participate 
in  the  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System.  Our  librarian 
is  a  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Central  Regional 
System,  the  first  to  be  established  in  Massachusetts.  She  has 
been  instrumental  in  organizing  an  informal  regional  co-oper- 
ative plan  among  small  area  libraries.  She  is  encouraged  to 
attend  meetings  and  conventions  at  the  expense  of  the  library. 

The  co-operation  between  librarian  and  trustees  has  been 
such  that  it  has  placed  the  Jacob  Edwards  Memorial  Library 
in  an  enviable  position  for  the  high  quality  of  service  it  gives 
to  its  readers.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and 
Agent  for  Veterans'  Benefits,  since  October  15,  1962,  the  date 
of  my  appointment,  I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  activities 
and  services  rendered  for  the  year  1962. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  available  to  all  veterans  of  Southbridge  and 
their  dependents,  seeking  information  pertaining  to  their 
rights  and  benefits  under  Federal  and  State  Laws. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  department  to  inform  all  eligible 
veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  benefits  within 
the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

Photostatic  copies  of  discharges  are  being  developed  for 
Southbridge  veterans.  In  additon,  copies  of  marriage,  birth, 
death,  and  other  certificates  were  made  for  Veterans'  Benefits 
and  claims  against  the  Veterans  Adminstration.  Necessary 
forms  were  filled  out  covering  lost  discharges,  burial  allowance 
and  yearly  income  questionnaires. 

Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and 
other  branches  of  the  government  pertaining  to  education, 
training  subsistence  allowance,  insurance  payments,  medical 
treatment,  hospitalization,  compensation  and  pension  for  vet- 
erans and  their  dependents,  re-employment  rights,  employ- 
ment difficulties,  unemployment  compensation,  as  well  as  nu- 
merous telephone  calls  and  letters.

VETERANS'  BENEFITS 

Under  Chapter  115,  and  its  amendments,  each  application 
for  Veterans'  Benefits  submitted  to  the  town  after  thorough 
investigation  by  this  office  is  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  for 
approval,  as  under  this  chapter  the  state  agrees  to  reimburse 
the  town  for  one-half  of  all  aid  granted.  An  investigator  for 
the  State  Office  periodically  checks  the  local  agent's  office,  in 
addition  to  personally  contacting  the  recipient  of  veterans' 
benefits. 

Under  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his 
dependents,  meet  all  requirements  of  eligibility  and  he  falls 
in  need  of  financial  assistance  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  he 
is  granted  Veterans  Benefits.    The  amount  varies,  and  is  de- 
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pendent  upon,  the  particular  needs  of  the  individual  case.  Any 
amount  received  from  Federal  benefits  or  other  financial  grants 
is  deducted  from  the  amount  that  is  allowed  by  this  depart- 
ment, therefore  helping  to  reduce  that  which  must  be  ex- 
pected by  the  town. 

As  of  December  31,  1962,  there  were  85  active  cases  on  file, 
aiding  135  persons.  In  addition,  many  cases  were  pending 
settlement  and,  as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is  main- 
tained and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where  awards 
are  considered  unfair  or  insufficient. 

For  a  list  of  expenditures  and  reimbursements  of  this  de- 
partment, please  refer  to  report  of  the  Town  Accountant. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  town  depart- 
ments, officials  at  the  Holyoke  Soldiers  Home,  Roxbury  and 
Boston  Veterans  Administration  Hospitals,  local  industries, 
veterans  organizations  and  their  auxiliaries  and  all  others  who 
helped  to  carry  out  the  service  of  this  department. 

I  also  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Santa  Fund  who 
responded  to  our  appeal  so  generously  at  Christmas  time 
and  to  various  persons  who  wish  to  remain  anonymous.

REPORT  OF  THE  SWIMMING  POOL  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee: 
Dear  Sir: 

At  your  request  I  am  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the 
swimming  pool  supervisor  for  the  1962  season. 

Attendance: 

An  encouraging  trend  in  increased  parent  participation  in 
pool  activities  was  observed  during  the  1962  swimming  season. 
More  parents  are  now  enjoying  the  facilities  of  the  pool  with 
their  children  than  ever  before.  The  clearing  of  the  pool  bot- 
tom several  years  ago  is  unquestionably  responsible  for  this 
encouraging  trend. 

Instruction: 

More  than  500  youngsters  and  adults  participated  in  the 
Red  Cross  Program  which  was  conducted  by  the  Southbridge 
Red  Cross  Chapter  during  the  morning  hours.  Instruction 
ranged  from  beginner  swimming  to  advance  life-saving.  This 
is  an  excellent  program  and  should  continue  to  receive  our 
complete  support. 

Rescues: 

A  sure  drowning  was  averted  by  the  excellent  teamwork 
of  the  lifeguard  staff  and  the  fire  department  in  early  July. 
Fifteen  other  bathers,  representing  less  serious  cases,  were  also 
rescued  by  the  lifeguards  during  the  season.  The  importance 
of  efficient  supervision  can  never  be  over  emphasized. 
Health  Care: 

Periodic  water  tests  taken  by  the  engineering  firm  of  Met- 
calf  &  Eddy  revealed  that  the  pool  water  was  of  excellent 
quality  for  bathing.  The  sprinkler  system  now  in  use  to  con- 
trol the  flow  of  water  in  accordance  with  the  bathing  load  has 
proven  most  satisfactory. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  committee  and  the  staff  for  their  wonderful  cooperation 
during  the  1962  swimming  season.

REPORT  OF  HENRY  ST.  FIELD  SUB-COMMITTEE 

We  report  increased  activities  in  an  area  composed  of  three 
(3)  ball  fields,  an  asphalt  basketball  court,  covered  this  year  but 
not  entirely  completed. 

No  league  games  are  played  on  this  court  but  boys  and 
girls  of  all  ages  play  scrub  games  and  practice  daily. 

We  have  a  playground  section  composed  of  slide,  swings, 
etc.,  patronized  from  morning  until  nightfall,  seven  days  week- 
ly from  April  to  November. 

Little  League,  composed  of  six  teams,  and  Minor  League, 
four  teams,  used  one  of  the  three  diamonds  in  which  25  games 
were  played,  plus  practice  sessions  held  non-scheduled  nights 
and  Saturdays,  or  24  boys  played  ball  each  day  from  April  to 
July. 

Lassie  League  Softball  played  and  practiced  from  May  to 
August  30th  on  a  new  diamond  in  which  96  girls  participated 
in  a  six-team  league,  plus  four  All  Star  home  and  home  out-of- 
town  teams. 

Community  League  Softball  afforded  recreational  activi- 
ties for  approximately  90  to  100  men  and  youths  of  the  area. 
Six  teams  were  entered  in  the  league,  playing  4  nights  weekly, 
also  Saturday  and  Sunday  games,  from  May  20th  to  August 
31st,  with  open  dates  for  practice  on  a  diamond  used  exclusive- 
ly for  softball.  Their  season  ended  in  September  with  a 
tournament  and  playoffs.  This  softball  field  was  newly  seeded 
last  Fall  and  is  in  very  good  conditon. 

Elementary  Schools  were  allotted  the  use  of  two  diamonds 
or  ball  fields,  (afternoon  games)  for  12  hardball  games  (boys) 
and  12  softball  games  (girls).  Eight  (8)  teams  participated  with 
approximately  120  boys  and  girls. 

Junior  High  played  tag  football  with  four  (4)  teams  par- 
ticipating in  12  games  or  50  to  60  youths  engaged  in  this  Fall 
pastime. 
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Playground  softball  games  were  also  held  on  Henry  Street 
Field  during  the  months  of  July  and  August. 

A  IV2"  water  line  has  been  installed  across  the  field  to 
provide  water  for  the  softball  and  Lassie  fields. 

A  4-foot  chain  link  fence  (permanent)  separating  softball 
and  Little  League,  eliminates  installing  and  removing  snow 
fence  in  the  Spring  and  Fall. 

The  Lassie  League  field  has  been  improved,  but  for  a  sat- 
isfactory playing  area  for  the  girls  we  recommend  a  few  things 
to  be  done,  such  as: 

A  backstop  instead  of  a  batting  cage  (presently  used). 
Fill,  raise,  loam,  and  seed  the  left  field  section  for  safety  pur- 
poses. 

A  Carnival  was  held  in  the  parking  lot  with  fireworks  in 
an  undeveloped  section.  A  circus  was  denied  access  to  the  de- 
veloped area  by  this  Committee,  because  of  possible  destruction 
which  could  occur. 

The  Annual  Halloween  Children's  Party,  preceded  with  a 
Horrible  Parade,  rides,  fireworks,  etc.,  was  held  on  the  field 
October  31st. 

Because  of  increased  activities  already  mentioned,  we  re- 
quested $300.00  more  to  finish  our  season,  and  voted  at  a  special 
Town  Meeting,  which  we  received,  enabling  us  to  serve  the 
children  and  youth  recreational  facilities  and  activities  we 
are  proud  of.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

FOR  1962 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.  This  is  the  seventy-first 
in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

The  annual  school  report  is  accepted  as  an  opportunity  to 
place  before  the  citizens  of  the  community  information  about  the 
educational  system  which  may  not  be  generally  known.  It  is 
the  only  medium  through  which  the  Superintendent  and  his 
staff  may  reach  large  numbers  of  people.  The  following  pages 
have  been  written  with  the  hope  that  some  questions  that  have 
arisen  of  late  may  be  answered  and  that  the  public,  especially 
the  parents,  will  be  better  informed  as  to  the  aims,  plans,  and 
philosophy  of  the  Southbridge  School  System. 

The  basic  philosophy  of  our  schools  is  this:  that  there  be 
available  to  each  child  in  the  system  the  opportunity  to  develop 
his  innate  abilities  and  talents  during  his  stay  in  the  public 
schools  to  the  extent  that  the  facilities  and  staff  can  contribute 
to  his  mental,  physical,  and  moral  growth. 

Enrollment  Trends 

In  1954,  when  work  was  first  started  by  the  present  ad- 
ministration toward  the  addition  of  a  new  high  school  to  our 
school  plant,  it  was  predicted  that  the  total  enrollment  in  the 
Southbridge  Public  Schools  would  reach  2,250  pupils  with 
approximately  750  of  these  on  the  secondary  level,  by  Septem- 
ber of  1962.  The  following  comparisons  of  enrollments  between

Since  1954  a  new  parochial  school  has  been  built,  and  the 
parochial  school  population  has  increased  from  1,439  to  1,475. 
It  may  be  observed,  too,  that  the  public  elementary  school  en- 
rollment is  now  about  what  it  was  in  1954  and  is  showing  signs 
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of  decreasing.  Attendance  at  the  secondary  level  is  reaching  the 
crest  from  which  it  should  recede  slowly  in  succeeding  years. 
However,  any  great  change  in  anticipated  occupancy  during  the 
next  few  years  will  tax  the  new  building  to  capacity. 

Evaluation 

Surveys  of  the  Southbridge  School  Department  have  been 
made  in  two  areas  of  instruction  during  the  year.  Elementary 
grades  were  visited  by  a  supervisor  from  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  and  a  letter  of  approval  was  received  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  with  special  commendation  for  the 
Advanced  Elementary  Program. 

The  accrediting  agency  of  our  area  as  far  as  college  en- 
trance is  concerned  is  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools.  A  high  school  in  order  to  obtain  or 
retain  membership  in  this  organization  must  be  evaluated  at 
least  once  every  ten  years  and  must  meet  criteria  designed  to 
measure  the  developmental  capacity  of  the  school.  These 
criteria  are  developed  by  the  New  England  Association,  taking 
into  consideration  modern  educational  philosophy,  techniques, 
equipment,  and  school  plant.  Preparation,  experience,  and  ef- 
ficiency of  the  staff  are  also  part  of  the  survey.  Thus  an  ideal 
school  is  created  on  paper,  and  the  school  being  evaluated  is 
compared  objectively  with  the  ideal. 

In  December  a  group  of  twenty-one  educators,  each  a  spe- 
cialist in  his  own  field,  moved  into  Southbridge  and  visited 
Southbridge  High  School  for  three  full  school  days.  Evenings 
were  spent  in  preparing  reports.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  third 
day  the  final  set  of  reports  was  read  to  the  staff.  The  visitors 
found  the  school  excellent  in  many  phases  of  the  work  and  at 
least  good  in  all  others.  They  praised  the  administration,  the 
staff,  the  equipment,  and  there  were  several  favorable  comments 
on  the  acceptability  of  the  building  as  an  educational  facility. 

There  are  many  recommendations  to  be  considered  in  the 
future.  Among  them  are  these: 

1.  That  a  Director  of  Music  be  named  to  coordinate  and 
articulate  the  music  program  1-12  for  the  realization 
of  a  more  balanced  program. 

2.  That  additional  equipment  be  purchased  for  the  Physi- 
cal Education  Program. 

3.  That  there  be  a  separate  science  library. 

4.  That  the  teaching  duties  of  heads  of  departments  be 
arranged  to  give  more  time  for  supervision  and  co- 
ordination. 

5.  That  the  Library  be  brought  up  to  the  standards  set 
by  the  American  Association  of  School  Libraries  as  soon 
as  possible. 

These  are  but  a  sampling  of  recommendations  made  by  the 
evaluating  committee;  but  they  indicate  that,  although  the  rat- 
ing of  Southbridge  High  School  is  high,  there  is  work  yet  to  be

done  in  improving  the  educational  potential  of  our  secondary 
school. 

New  Services 

We  now  have  remedial  assistance,  especially  in  reading  and 
arithmetic,  throughout  the  elementary  and  junior  high  school 
grades.  In  the  three  large  elementary  schools  the  principals,  all 
of  whom  have  had  training  in  this  work,  have  charge  of  the 
program.  At  Pleasant  Street  School  a  teacher  is  available  every 
afternoon.  Teachers  of  classes  of  retarded  pupils  end  their 
regular  classes  at  12:30  P.M.  and  spend  the  rest  of  the  school 
day  with  pupils  from  grades  6,  7,  and  8  who  need  assistance  in 
the  fundamentals. 

There  are  eighteen  non-English  speaking  students  in  the 
school  system.  If  they  were  left  in  regular  classes,  they  would 
receive  very  little  of  the  personal  attention  required  to  give 
them  a  knowledge  of  the  English  language.  In  addition,  the 
presence  in  some  cases  of  two  or  three  of  these  boys  and  girls 
in  one  classroom  could  not  help  but  impede  the  progress  of  the 
rest.  Consequently  they  have  been  segregated  mornings  into 
one  group  under  the  direction  of  an  experienced  teacher  who 
has  in  a  comparatively  short  time  reduced  the  language  handi- 
cap of  all  and  has  been  able  to  send  a  few  back  to  regular  classes. 

We  have  known  for  years  that  there  has  been  a  need  for 
speech  therapy  for  many  of  our  pupils:  Lisping,  stammering, 
difficulty  with  certain  specific  sounds,  although  not  common, 
are  handicaps  which  are  prevalent  enough  to  demand  attention. 
Our  problem  has  been  to  find  a  person  trained  to  cope  with  this 
very  special  type  of  difficulty.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Wor- 
cester Hearing  and  Speech  Center  we  have  obtained  a  graduate 
speech  therapist  who  spends  one  day  a  week  in  our  elementary 
schools. 

A  doctor  trained  in  psychology  is  available  to  us  one  day  a 
month  and  assists  our  health  department  with  the  very  import- 
ant problem  of  disturbed  children. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Raymond  Benoit  the  adult 
education  program  has  been  expanded.  The  courses  offered  now 
include  a  class  for  non-English  speaking  adults  and  a  class  in 
Spanish. 

Looking  Ahead 

A  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  made  in  our  school  sys- 
tem during  the  past  several  years.  We  have  a  modern  high 
school,  increased  guidance  counseling,  heads  of  departments  who 
are  working  continually  to  improve  the  teaching  in  their  particu- 
lar field,  physical  education  which  will  include  a  full  program  at 
the  junior  high  school  level  beginning  next  September,  an  ex- 
panded hot  lunch  program,  and  many  other  advantages  for  the 
students  in  our  schools.  However,  as  with  all  other  human  agen- 
cies and  institutions,  public  education  in  this  rapidly  changing 
world  cannot  stand  still.   That  which  attempts  to  remain  in 
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status  quo  becomes  atrophied  and  loses  part  of  the  function 
for  which  it  was  intended. 

We  are  investigating  the  feasibility  of  introducing  modern 
mathematics  throughout  the  school  system  from  grades  1-12. 
Some  of  the  new  material  is  being  used  in  the  eighth  grade  and 
in  the  high  school  but  without  a  complete  foundation  it  is  neces- 
sary to  retain  much  of  the  traditional.  Time  may  come  when 
college  entrance  examinations — and  a  mathematics  test  is  re- 
quired of  all  who  take  these  examinations — may  be  in  terms  of 
the  new  approach.  We  must  be  ready. 

The  teaching  of  French  to  the  Advanced  Elementary  pupils 
has  been  extremely  successful.  Those  of  this  group  who  en- 
tered high  school  in  September  had  studied  French  for  four 
years.  It  is  quite  possible  that  the  opportunity  to  study  French 
should  be  extended  to  other  groups  in  the  junior  high  school. 


REPORT  OF  THE

The  year  1962  marked  the  first  full  year  of  operation  for 
the  Southbridge  High  School.  It  was  a  year  of  encouraging  suc- 
cess but  saddened  by  the  loss  of  our  Principal,  Dr.  James  M. 
Robertson,  who  died  in  February  after  a  brief  illness. 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  therefore,  I  am  hereby 
submitting  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal  of  Southbridge 
High  School. 
Graduation 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  public  secondary  educa- 
tion in  Southbridge,  graduation  exercises,  held  at  Dresser  Street 
Field  on  June  15,  1962,  included  both  members  of  the  Academic 
and  Trade  Divisions.  This  can  be  considered  an  important 
manifestation  of  the  spirit  with  which  Southbridge  High  School 
was  constructed  and  accepted  by  the  members  of  the  com- 
munity; that  is,  a  "merger"  of  both  "schools"  to  the  extent  that 
students  in  each  could  derive  the  greatest  educational  benefits 
from  a  new,  modern,  secondary  school  structure. 

In  all,  one  hundred  twenty-three  members  were  included  in 
the  first  graduating  class  of  Southbridge  High  School:  eighteen 
from  the  Trade  Division  and  one  hundred  five  from  the  Academic 
Division.  As  a  matter  of  record,  the  names  of  the  graduates  are 
included  in  this  report.

An  important  step  in  the  general  upgrading  of  educational 
services  to  our  students  was  taken  during  the  summer  of  1962  by 
the  addition  of  a  professionally  trained  school  librarian  to  our 
staff. 

The  task  confronting  our  librarian  upon  her  appointment 
was,  to  say  the  least,  most  challenging.  Complete  organization 
of  library  facilities  was  needed  since  none  existed.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that,  within  a  month,  Southbridge  High  School  stu- 
dents were  able  to  use  all  library  facilities  although  admittedly 
still  greatly  limited  because  of  the  insufficient  number  of  vol- 
umes available  as  of  this  date. 

Since  the  library  in  a  school  serves  as  the  "hub"  of  curricu- 
lar  activities,  it  is  hoped  that  budgetary  appropriations  will  be 
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sufficient  to  meet  the  minimum  standards  (10  books  per  stu- 
dent) of  the  American  Library  Association  within  the  next  two 
or  three  years.

Curriculum 

Southbridge  High  School,  because  of  the  varied  student 
population  it  serves,  may  be  classified  as  a  comprehensive  high 
school.  By  definition,  its  curriculum  must  attempt  to  meet  the 
needs  of  three  types  of  students:  the  college-bound,  the  com- 
mercial or  business  student  (who  may  be  terminal  or  who  may 
enter  a  business  school),  and  the  definitely  terminal  student. 

Before  graduation,  every  student  is  required  to  take  a  pres- 
cribed number  of  courses  in  English,  mathematics,  science,  so- 
cial studies,  and  physical  education  in  order  to  provide  him  with 
a  more  meaningful  foundation  in  these  areas. 

In  our  educational  philosophy,  we  hold  to  the  premise  that 
the  school  has  the  legal  and  moral  obligation  to  provide  every 
student  with  a  program  that  will  help  him  to  develop  to  his  full 
educational  potential.  And  to  achieve  this  goal  of  meeting  in- 
dividual differences  in  need  and  ability,  Southbridge  High 
School  offers; 

Honors  courses  for  advanced  college  preparatory  and  high- 
ability  students. 
Standard  courses  for  students  of  normal  ability. 
Basal  courses  for  students  who  experience  difficulty  in  academic 
achievement. 

Language  Laboratory 

A  major  development  in  the  Language  Department  was 
brought  about  in  1962  by  the  installation  of  a  language  lab- 
atory  consisting  of  eighteen  stations.  Regular  laboratory  periods 
are  now  scheduled  for  every  student  in  French  and  in  Spanish 

classes. 

With  the  proposed  addition  of  eleven  more  stations,  the 
difficulty  we  are  now  experiencing  in  scheduling  will  be  elimin- 
ated, and  we  will  be  providing  our  students  with  excellent  lab- 
oratory facilities. 

Evaluation  and  Accreditation 

On  December  5,  6,  and  7,  a  visiting  committee  of  twenty- 
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one  competent  and  experienced  educators,  assigned  by  the  New- 
England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  con- 
ducted a  detailed  evaluation  of  our  plant,  program,  and  person- 
nel. The  purpose  of  this  type  of  evaluation  is  to  determine 
whether  a  particular  school  meets  the  prescribed  academic 
standards  of  the  Association  for  full  accreditation.  Since  South- 
bridge  High  School  already  holds  institutional  membership  in 
the  Association,  the  main  purpose  of  the  evaluation  was  to  deter- 
mine whether  it  is  qualified  to  retain  its  academic  good  standing 
in  this  professional  affiliation. 

We  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  preliminary  report  of  the 
committee  was  most  gratifying.  The  report  states  in  part  that 
"The  members  of  the  visiting  committee  agree  that  Southbridge 
High  School  is  an  excellent  school  and  has  developed  an 
adequate  program  for  meeting  the  collective  and  individual 
needs  of  the  students  it  serves."  The  chairman  of  the  committee 
further  emphasized  his  conviction  that,  on  the  basis  of  his  com- 
mittee's findings,  Southbridge  High  School  would  receive  full 
accreditation.  We  are  now  awaiting  official  notice  from  the  As- 
sociation. 

Projected  Areas  of  Research 

In  addition  to  maintaining  a  continuous  evaluation  of  our 
present  curriculum  offerings  and  activities,  we  are  planning  on 
the  investigation  and  study  of  certain  new  trends  in  secondary 
education  and  how  they  may  apply  to  our  own  situation.  Such 
new  approaches  as  team  teaching — two  or  more  teachers  operat- 
ing as  a  team  in  planning  and  giving  instruction  to  groups  of 
learners;  programmed  instruction — the  use  of  teaching  machines 
to  accelerate  the  rate  of  learning;  the  ungraded  school  concept, 
and  a  few  other  less  dramatic  trends  will  be  areas  of  investiga- 
tion for  us  in  1963. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  our 
entire  staff  for  their  help  and  cooperation,  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  Mr.  Fox,  for  his  understanding  and  guidance,  to  the 
members  of  the  School  Committee  for  their  support,  and  to  the 
many  others  wrho  have  contributed  to  the  total  success  of  South- 
bridge  High  School  during  1962. 

REPORT  OF  THE 
SOUTHBRIDGE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Robert  H.  Cole  Division 

Raymond  L.  W.  Benoit,  Director 

This  year  marks  the  first  full  year  where  the  trade  school 
boys  enjoyed  the  privileges  offered  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  the 
traditional  high  school.  The  program  is  working  very  wrell  with 
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the  exception  of  assemblies.  The  auditorium  is  too  small  to  ac- 
commodate both  schools.  Rally  assemblies  were  held  in  the  gym- 
nasium and  in  some  cases  the  late  comers  had  to  stand.  The 
varsity  sports  program  has  not  attracted  as  many  trade  school 
boys  as  anticipated. 

The  enrollment  for  the  trade  division  was  high,  resulting  in 
a  waiting  list  of  twenty-five  boys — a  waiting  list  for  all  trades. 
This  list  was  made  up  of  both  local  and  out-of-town  boys. 
Thirty-three  per  cent  of  the  entering  class  had  an  I.Q.  of  less 
than  ninety.  The  unfortunate  thing  is  that  among  the  boys  on 
the  waiting  list,  there  were  boys  with  I.Q.'s  above  one  hundred. 

I  believe  a  course  in  occupations  should  be  offered  to  the 
students  in  the  eighth  grade.

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 

Raoul  O.  Lataille,  Principal 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  signs  on  the  educational  scene 
today  is  the  awakening  interest  of  American  parents  in  the 
school  their  children  attend. 

The  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  School  is  experiencing  its 
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first  complete  school  year  as  a  junior  high  school  and  is  adjust- 
ing to  the  changes  that  took  place  in  the  concentration  of 
Grades  6,  7,  and  8  as  the  Junior  high  school.  Some  of  these 
changes  are: 

Grouping  of  Pupils 

Grouping  is  the  assignment  of  pupils  in  a  particular  pattern 
for  instructional  purposes.  Since  September  1962,  most  pupils 
housed  in  the  junior  high  school  building  have  been  divided  into 
five  ability  groups  based  on  the  following  factors: 

1.  Mental  ability 

2.  Results  of  past  standard  achievement  tests 

3.  Past  classroom  performance  of  daily  work 

4.  Anecdotal  records  when  they  are  available 

5.  Teacher  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  principal 
As  a  result  of  this  careful  evaluation,  each  regular  class- 
room pupil  is  placed  in  a  particular  group  for  each  one  of  his 
subjects  according  to  the  five  criteria  mentioned  above.  This 
means  that  a  pupil  may  be  assigned  to  the  top  group  in  mathe- 
matics, to  a  three  group  in  science,  to  a  two  group  in  social 
studies,  and  to  a  four  group  in  English. 

This  type  of  scheduling  allows  a  student  to  maintain  his 
identification  with  a  particular  homeroom  section  for  part  of  the 
school  day;  yet  provides  for  his  individual  intellectual,  acad- 
emic and  social  needs  at  the  same  time.  All  assignments  for 
grouping  purposes  are  designed  for  the  better  instruction  of 
children. 

This  affords  each  child  the  challenge  of  maintaining  high 
achievement  if  he  is  to  remain  in  a  higher  group,  while  there  is 
an  incentive  for  those  in  the  lower  groups  to  work  toward  an  ad- 
vancement into  a  high  group.  Reclassification  of  a  child  may 
be  made  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  as  mentioned  in  the  previous 
paragraph. 

Discipline 

Discipline  or  conduct  is  one  matter  on  which  the  school  can 
feel  generally  that  the  parents  of  every  child  want  information. 
Many  parents  are  apprehensive  as  their  youngsters  approach  the 
teens.  They  want  them  to  come  through  those  years  strong  and 
fine.  When  they  hear  of  those  who  do  not,  it  concerns  them. 
They  want  to  make  sure  it  does  not  happen  to  their  child.  They 
look  to  the  school  for  help.  This  makes  the  whole  matter  of 
discipline  of  great  importance  and  interest  to  them. 

A  demerit  system  of  discipline  has  been  established  this 
school  year  at  the  junior  high  school  which  informs  the  parents 
of  the  offense,  the  number  of  demerits  given  for  each  offense, 
and  the  total  number  of  demerits  accumulated  to  date.  This 
form  also  requires  the  signature  of  the  parent  and  the  return  of 
the  signed  notice  to  the  school.  An  explanation  of  demerit  pro- 
bation and  how  pupils  may  remove  demerits  is  also  given  on  the 
xeport  to  the  parents. 
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Physical  Education 

We  were  happy  to  be  able  to  initiate  a  physical  education 
program  as  part  of  this  year's  curriculum  at  the  junior  high 
school.  We  were  even  able  to  extend  the  program  to  include  the 
pupils  of  the  retarded  classes. 

The  program  is  achieving  its  purpose  of  developing 
strength,  vigor,  and  coordination  in  each  individual  according  to 
his  capacity. 

Physical  fitness  tests  were  given  to  each  pupil  by  the  physi- 
cal education  instructor  at  the  beginning  of  this  school  year  and 
will  be  followed  by  another  similar  series  of  tests  at  the  end  of 
this  school  year  to  determine  the  amount  of  improvement  in 
each  child. 

The  after-school  athletic  program  has  been  continued  this 
year  to  give  junior  high  students  an  opportunity  to  participate 
in  competitive  sports  with  proper  supervision. 

Our  appreciation  and  thanks  are  cordially  extended  to  the 
members  of  the  School  Committee  who,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  have  voted  to  increase 
the  junior  high  physical  education  facilities  for  the  next  school 
year. 

Manual  Arts 

The  facilities  of  the  woodworking  shop  in  the  junior  high 
school  have  been  extended  to  include  the  remedial  groups  of  our 
regular  classes. 

This  has  been  done  for  the  purpose  of  exposing  more  com- 
pletely the  boys  who  are  not  academically  gifted  to  some  more 
concrete  experiences. 

Instrumental  Music 

For  the  first  time,  a  junior  high  school  band  was  formed 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Paul  Sweet.  This  newly  organized 
band  made  its  first  public  appearance  and  performed  commen- 
dably  in  the  school's  Christmas  Program. 

Advanced  groups  and  beginners  groups  practice  two  to 
three  times  a  week  as  part  of  their  curriculum. 

SRA  Tests 

For  the  first  time,  last  September,  a  specific  attack  on  the 
problem  of  general  weaknesses  on  basic  and  major  subjects  was 
made  through  the  administration  and  evaluation  of  a  series  of 
tests  published  by  Science  Research  Associates,  Incorporated. 
Although  the  results  of  these  tests  showed  no  drastic  weaknesses, 
they  had  value  in  the  diagnosis  of  faults  and  in  pointing  out 
areas  where  improvement  of  certain  skills  could  be  made.  Steps 
have  been  taken  to  remedy  this  situation. 

All  junior  high  school  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for 
their  splendid  cooperation  and  their  truly  efficient  work.  With- 
out them  a  principal's  task  is  obviously  impossible.  But  with 
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conscientious  teachers  at  this  level,  we  will  make  great  strides 
forward  in  the  future. 

I  also  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  sincere 
appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  to  Mr.  Fox  for  their  support;  to  all  the  supervisors,  the 
nurses,  and  to  the  junior  high  school  secretary  for  their  numer- 
ous services;  to  all  parents  for  their  understanding  of  our  work; 
and  to  the  custodians  for  their  work  in  the  upkeep  of  the  build- 
ing. 


CURRICULUM  COORDINATION  REPORT 

Raoul  0.  Lataille — Coordinator  for  Grades  1-8 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  elementary  schools 
during  the  past  year.  Foremost  of  these  changes  was  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Curriculum  Coordinator  for  Grades  1  through  8. 
His  major  functions  are  those  of  a  consultant  and  a  resource 
person. 

An  effective  educational  program  is  contingent  upon  con- 
tinuity and  coordination  of  instruction  and  curriculum.  The 
program  must  include  development,  improvement,  and  coordina- 
tion of  the  curricula  in  all  the  elementary  schools  and  in  the 
junior  high  school. 

The  coordinator,  in  carrying  out  policies  and  practices  of 
the  schools,  works  directly  with  building  principals  whose 
responsibility  it  is  to  articulate  policies  and  practices  to  the 
teachers  in  various  areas  of  the  curriculum. 

DEVELOPMENT 

The  development  of  a  sound  curriculum  is  based  on  two 
principal  objectives: 

1.  To  find  out  how  our  present  curriculum  is  coping  with 
individual  differences 

2.  To  learn  the  scope  and  sequence  of  subject  matter  from 
grade  to  grade 

We  are  attempting  to  develop  a  curriculum  that  is  organ- 
ized to  provide  continuity  in  the  development  of  necessary 
knowledge,  skills,  concepts,  and  generalizations.  Otherwise,  the 
schools  risk  the  possibility  of  gaps  and  overlaps  developing  in  its 
program. 

A  study  is  presently  being  made  for  any  weaknesses  in  the 
continuity  of  the  curriculum  in  each  subject  in  Grades  1  through 
8. 

IMPROVEMENT 

There  are  certain  improvements  that  have  been  made  and 
others  which  are  being  formulated: 

Remedial  Program 

A  program  which  takes  care  of  individual  differences  has 
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been  developed  to  encompass  many  areas.  At  the  elementary 
level,  each  principal  is  carrying  out  a  program  in  which  the  slow- 
pupils  in  each  grade  are  segregated  from  their  regular  class  at 
definite  intervals  and  are  helped  in  overcoming  some  of  their 
weaknesses  in  reading  and  arithmetic. 

Non-English  speaking  pupils  who  only  recently  have  come 
to  the  United  States  are  provided  with  a  special  teacher  to  help 
them  learn  to  read  and  to  understand  what  they  read;  learn  to 
express  themselves  properly  in  English;  and  learn  the  art  of 
writing. 

It  is  our  hope  that  the  services  of  this  remedial  reading 
teacher  can  be  increased  to  include  the  many  pupils  in  junior 
high  school  who  have  these  difficulties. 

Language  Aris  Program 

Many  changes  are  taking  place  in  or  are  contemplated  for 
the  elementary  and  junior  high  levels  in  an  effort  to  correlate  all 
the  language  arts,  i.e.  spelling,  oral,  and  written  expression. 

Spelling  has  been  our  first  attack  of  the  language  program. 
This  was  done  by  compiling  a  complete  list  of  spelling  rules  and 
meanings  of  prefixes,  suffixes,  antonyms,  etc.  These  leaflets 
were  distributed  to  all  pupils  from  Grades  3  through  8,  for  class- 
room explanation  and  reference.  Lists  of  graded  spelling  words, 
most  frequently  misspelled  words,  and  graded  contextual  words 
are  being  prepared  for  all  levels. 

COORDINATION 

Reading 

Reading  is  communication.  It  is  finding  out  what  the 
author  said.  It  is  more  than  word  calling.  It  is  getting  the 
thought  for  which  the  written  or  printed  word  stands.  It  takes 
more  than  skill  in  the  mechanics  of  reading  to  be  a  good  reader; 
it  takes  understanding  of  what  is  read.  Therefore,  stress  in  com- 
prehension at  all  levels  will  be  increased,  while  the  skills  in  the 
mechanics  of  reading  are  maintained. 

Phonics 

Skill  in  phonics  is  something  for  a  child  to  learn,  master, 
and  use  all  through  his  school  years.  The  first  simple  sounding 
of  letters  as  an  aid  to  word  recognition  leads  to  the  making  of 
new  words  by  changing  beginnings  and  endings,  to  the  analysis 
of  word  structure  and  the  change  of  a  word  to  a  different  part 
of  speech  by  prefix  ad  suffix  change,  to  the  interpretation  of 
diacritical  marks,  to  the  understanding  of  syllabication,  and  to 
the  use  of  the  dictionary. 

Arithmetic 

Understanding  must  be  considered  of  basic  importance  in  a 
child's  learning  of  arithmetic — understanding  first.  Arithmetic 
must  also  be  meaningful  to  the  child.  This  must  be  done  in  the 
classroom  by  relating  the  principles  and  processes  of  arithmetic 
to  the  child's  environment  and  experiences. 
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Skill  in  manipulating  or  reciting  numbers  by  rote  is  of  little 
value,  if  any,  without  the  understanding  that  makes  it  possible 
to  use  the  skill  in  meeting  everyday  problems. 

Science 

Children  today  live  in  a  world  where  science  and  technology 
have  changed  the  whole  way  of  living  from  that  of  even  twenty- 
five  years  ago,  and  where  changes  of  still  greater  import  are 
clearly  indicated. 

The  children  need  our  help,  as  parents  and  teachers,  to 
learn  the  effective  way  to  discover  answers  to  their  questions,  to 
grow  in  ability  to  solve  problems  in  a  truly  scientific  way,  to  be- 
come better  thinkers,  and  to  grow  in  appreciation  of  and  interest 
in  the  scientific  aspects  of  their  environment.  Our  elementary 
and  junior  high  curriculum  is  incomplete  unless  it  takes  these 
science  interests  and  needs  of  children  into  account. 

Social  Studies 

The  elementary  and  junior  high  approach  to  social  studies 
must  ultimately  be  that  of  character  building  and  understand- 
ing. We  must  constantly  continue  to  strive  for  obedience, 
courtesy,  manners,  respect  for  other  people's  property,  health, 
honesty,  thoughtfulness,  cleanliness,  fair  play,  and  respect  for 
authority. 

We  must  always  take  into  consideration  the  level  with 
which  we  are  dealing.  At  the  elementary  level,  we  are  dealing 
with  the  age  when  children  are  most  impressionable,  sentimen- 
tal, and  depend  so  much  on  the  love,  care,  and  attention  given 
by  the  parents  and  the  teachers. 

It  is  tremendously  important,  therefore,  at  this  level  to 
work  incessantly  to  adjust  the  child  as  completely  as  possible 
for  more  reliable  independence  and  personal  stability  in  the 
junior  high  grades. 

At  the  junior  high  level,  we  are  dealing  with  a  much  more 
inquisitive,  and  active  child  who  wants  to  know  the  who,  what, 
where,  when,  and  why  of  everything  he  encounters.  That  is  why 
we  call  this  level  the  exploratory  stage. 

May  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  elementary  and 
junior  high  teachers  for  their  patience  and  understanding  in  the 
coordination  of  the  elementary  curriculum  with  the  junior  high. 
May  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  four  elementary  princi- 
pals for  their  understanding  cooperation. 

REPORT  OF  ADULT  EDUCATION 

Raymond  L.  W.  Benoit,  Director 
There  were  three  hundred  and  twenty  adults  who  have  par- 
ticipated and  are  still  participating  in  the  Adult  Education  Pro- 
gram conducted  at  night.  These  students  are  enrolled  in  fifteen 
different  classes.   Twenty-three  are  in  the  Blueprint  Reading 
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and  Drafting  Class,  most  of  whom  are  employees  of  Hyde  Mfg. 
Company.  Twenty  young  Puerto  Ricans  started  a  course  in 
English  speaking  and  simple  arithmetic.  Fifty-nine  men  and 
women  are  busy  refinishing  valuable  pieces  of  furniture.  Another 
course  which  proved  to  be  popular  was  Investment  and  Securi- 
ties. There  were  fifty-six  people  interested  in  this  course.  The 
most  popular  course  was  the  sewing  and  dressmaking.  There 
were  eighty-five  women  in  four  different  programs.  Twenty-four 
men  and  women  took  advantage  of  the  new  beginner's  Spanish, 
and  by  Christmas  the  students  were  exchanging  courtesies  in  the 
Spanish  language.  Typing  continues  to  be  popular.  This  course 
was  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  University  Extension 
program.  This  course  was  the  only  one  where  there  was  a  tuition 
charge.  The  welding  course  under  the  Trade  Extension  program 
started  with  sixteen  men.  Our  woodworking  hobby  class  drew 
sixteen  men. 

We  had  enough  students  for  our  Party  Food  preparation, 
which  is  a  five-week  course,  but  we  were  unable  to  procure  a 
qualified  teacher.  We  hope  to  solve  this  problem  next  year.  We 
would  also  like  to  introduce  a  course  in  oil  painting  for  begin- 
ners, rug  weaving,  and  rug  braiding. 

In  summary,  I  feel  that  we  have  three  hundred  and  twenty 
happy  and  satisfied  adults  who  feel  kindlier  to  all  of  the  town's 
educational  problems.  This  makes  for  good  public  relations. 

REPORT  OF  THE 

ADVANCED  ELEMENTARY  PROGRAM 

Edith  A.  Manzi  Supervisor 

The  initial  accelerated  class,  having  satisfactorily  completed 
its  studies  through  grade  eight,  is  presently  enjoying  a  challeng- 
ing year  as  freshmen  at  the  Southbridge  High  School. 

The  Advanced  Elementary  Program  continues  for  the  fifth 
year.  Through  the  use  of  flexibility  in  our  programming,  we 
have  been  constantly  revising  our  courses  and  techniques,  there- 
by offering  maximal  opportunity  to  each  student.  We  continue 
to  accelerate  our  science,  English,  mathematics,  and  French 
courses,  while  adding  depth  and  enrichment  to  our  social  studies 
and  literature. 

As  a  broadening  aspect  of  the  program,  our  students  engage 
in  educational  activities  outside  of  the  Southbridge  School  Sys- 
tem. One  of  our  eighth  graders  attended  a  French  summer 
course  on  scholarship  at  Assumption  college.  Another  student 
was  the  Worcester  County  finalist  in  the  Lowell  Tech-WBZ-TV 
Science  Count-Down  at  1962.  Five  students  participated  in  the 
Mathematics  State  Fair  at  Salem  State  College.  In  the  fall  of 
1962,  two  eighth  grade  students  scored  in  the  top  five  percent  of 
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900  participants  in  the  Assumption  Preparatory  School  entrance 
and  scholarship  examination. 

Our  students  are  enthusiastic  participants  in  all-school  ac- 
tivities such  as  intra-mural  sports,  musical  programs,  school 
band,  and  art  projects — all  of  which  contribute  toward  develop- 
ing well-rounded  individuals. 

REPORT  OF  GUIDANCE  AND 
PLACEMENT  DEPARTMENT 

Dr.  Lewis  A.  Kyrios,  Director 

Guidance  services  directed  and  coordinated  by  staff  mem- 
bers with  specialized  preparation  are  an  integral  part  of  our  edu- 
cational program  and  are  especially  designed  to  assist  in  focus- 
ing the  entire  educational  process  on  the  individual.  These 
services  are  organized  to  give  continuous  assistance  to  each  stu- 
dent in  knowing  himself  as  an  individual  and  as  a  member  of  so- 
ciety; in  making  the  most  of  his  strengths  and  in  correcting  or 
compensating  limitations;  in  relating  this  information  realis- 
tically to  his  needs  and  potentialities;  in  helping  him  with  the 
social,  moral,  spiritual  problems  common  to  youth;  and  in  dis- 
covering and  developing  creative  interests  and  appreciations. 

All  members  of  the  guidance  and  teaching  staffs  understand 
their  mutual  responsibilities  in  helping  each  student  to  plan  and 
carry  out  the  course  of  action  adapted  to  his  personal  needs. 

Guidance  services  provide  an  inventory  of  the  individual, 
appropriate  socioeconomic  information,  counseling,  educational 
and  job  placement,  and  follow-up  and  evaluation. 

Inventory  Service: 

Comprehensive  information  about  students  systematically 
and  organized  for  use  is  essential  for  an  effective  guidance  pro- 
gram. Our  individual  inventory  service  is  one  of  gathering,  re- 
cording, and  making  available,  information  about  a  pupil  which 
will  be  useful  to  those  teaching  or  counseling.  This  service  is 
performed  by  and  for  the  entire  teaching  staff.  Our  testing  pro- 
gram is  an  important  part  of  the  inventory  service.  In  this  area 
tests  are  administered  to  pupils  on  different  levels  and  in  various 
areas  of  skill.  Achievement  tests,  interest  tests,  and  cooperative 
tests  are  utilized  in  our  educational  testing  program.  This  year, 
the  S.  R.  A.  Achievement  series,  for  grades  six  and  eight,  has 
been  added  to  our  testing  program. 

Information  Program: 

One  of  the  important  functions  of  guidance  is  to  help  bring 
about  better  distribution  of  young  people  to  the  offerings  of  our 
schools,  to  the  opportunities  for  higher  education,  and  to  voca- 
tions. To  perform  this  function,  special  emphasis  has  been 
placed  on  our  guidance  library.  Our  guidance  library  contains 
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college  and  school  catalogues,  educational  reference  books,  and 
an  up-to-date  occupational  file.  Conferences,  interviews  and 
visitations  to  colleges,  hospitals,  and  industries  are  also  utilized. 

Counseling: 

This  phase  of  guidance  provides  individual  counseling  to 
assist  students  to  discover  and  pursue  those  courses  of  study 
which  offer  them  the  greatest  opportunity.  It  is  a  policy  of  the 
Guidance  Department  that  each  individual  high  school  student 

be  interviewed  at  least  once  a  year. 

Job  Placement: 

This  service  is  utilized  to  assist  students  who  wish  to  be 
placed  in  various  positions  in  the  labor  field.  Part-time  work 
has  been  secured  for  many  students.  Students  are  notified  when 
part-time  positions  are  available. 

Follow-Up: 

Our  follow-up  service  consists  of  a  survey  of  what  happened 
to  our  last  graduating  class,  and  a  five-year  follow-up  study.

REPORT  OF 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Pauline  Boucher,  School  Nurse 

Although  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  parents  to  keep  a 
child  physically  and  emotionally  well,  the  school  health  pro- 
gram is  planned  to  fortify  the  efforts  of  the  parents.  The  pro- 
gram offers  health  services,  health  instruction,  and  healthful 
living. 

Vision  and  Hearing 

Each  pupil  is  tested  annually  by  the  school  nurse.  When 
failures  are  noted,  written  notices  are  mailed  to  parents,  and  the 
pupil  is  referred  to  an  eye  or  ear  specialist.  Parents  may  consult 
with  their  family  doctor  for  further  assistance. 
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Physical  Examinations 

Periodic  examinations  are  done  in  Grades  one,  before  en- 
trance to  school;  then,  in  Grades  four,  seven,  and  eleven.  Let- 
ters are  mailed  to  parents  when  student  is  due  for  a  physical 
examination,  and  they  are  given  the  choice  of  having  this  done 
by  their  family  physician  or  school  physician.  Parents  of  pupils 
in  the  fourth  grade  are  invited  to  attend  while  the  examination 
is  done  at  the  school. 

Pupils  who  desire  to  participate  in  sports  must  first  be 
examined  by  the  school  physician.  The  school  nurses  assist  the 
doctor  during  these  examinations. 

Clinics 

Dental  clinics  are  held  annually,  sponsored  by  the  Board 
of  Health.  Pupils  in  Grades  two,  three,  four,  and  five  are  ex- 
amined by  the  dentist,  and  permits  to  attend  the  clinic  are  sent 
home  if  a  child  needs  dental  care.  These  permits  must  be  signed 
by  a  parent  or  guardian  before  a  child  is  allowed  to  attend  the 
clinic. 

Diphtheria  and  tetanus  immunization  clinics  are  held  an- 
nually for  those  not  previously  immunized  and  also  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  booster  doses  at  recommended  intervals.  Paren- 
tal signature  is  needed. 

Sabin  vaccine  clinic  is  held  for  immunization  against  polio. 
Parental  signature  is  needed. 

Preschool  clinic  is  held  annually  in  the  spring  to  register 
children  who  will  be  entering  school  in  the  fall.  This  clinic  is  for 
all  children  whether  they  will  be  attending  public  or  parochial 
school.  A  child  must  be  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  December 
31.  A  birth  certificate  must  be  presented,  and  the  child  must  be 
vaccinated  before  he  or  she  is  allowed  to  enter  school.  Letters 
with  appointments  and  information  regarding  the  clinic  are 
mailed  to  the  parents  from  the  nurses'  office.  This  information 
is  also  published  in  the  newspapers. 

Sickness  at  School 

In  case  of  illness  or  injury  at  school  only  first  aid  can  be 
administered.  Parents  are  contacted  and  requested  to  provide 
transportation.  The  student  is  also  referred  to  the  family  physi- 
cian for  further  treatment  if  necessary.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

To  the  Townspeople: 

Nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-three  is  the  year  in  which 
Southbridge  put  out  the  Welcome  Mat  to  new  industry,  to  new 
ideas  and  programs.  It  is  too  soon  to  assess  the  results  of  these 
efforts,  however,  optimism  appears  warranted.  Discussions 
have  been  held  with  business  leaders,  industrialists,  state  and 
federal  officials,  and  other  towns  with  similar  interests. 

Local  business  people  are  showing  a  renewed  confidence 
in  the  community,  and  the  townspeople  have  participated  by 
appropriating  funds  to  be  used  for  promotional  purposes  and 
for  a  new  public  parking  area.  The  future  is  promising. 

Other  proposals  which  we  feel  will  expedite  local  activity 
are  the  prospect  of  a  nearby  vocational  school,  the  adoption 
of  the  federal  accelerated  works  program,  our  own  local  five 
year  capital  improvement  plan,  the  updating  of  street  lighting 
on  main  thoroughfares. 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned,  and  to  our  regular 
duties,  we  have  this  year  held  several  meetings  concerning 
the  application  of  the  Massachusetts  Conflict  of  Interest  law. 
Town  officials  and  employees  have  cooperated  so  that  this  has 
not  become  a  major  problem  here. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  those  who  serve 
the  town  conscientiously.  This  year  we  particularly  commend 
the  library  department  for  its  well  deserved  recognition  in 
winning  a  national  award.

In  Re  Petition  of  Anna  D'Alessandro  for  Variance  With 
Respect  to  Premises  Located  on  Coombs  Street. 

AMENDMENT 

The  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  of  Southbridge  viewed 
the  premises  in  question  and  the  surrounding  property 
and  held  a  hearing  on  the  above-captioned  petition  on  October 
8, 1962  at  which  interested  parties  appeared  and  presented  their 
views.  Subsequent  to  the  filing  of  its  decision  on  October  22, 
1962,  the  Board  learned  that  certain  of  the  abutters  have  ap- 
pealed to  the  Superior  Court  from  their  decision  and  that  the 
matter  is  now  pending  in  that  Court.  It  has  been  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board  that  its  earlier  decision  did  not  fully 
state  all  of  the  reasons  upon  which  the  Board  based  its  grant- 
ing of  the  petition  for  a  variance  and  that  it  would  be  in  the 
interests  of  all  parties  concerned  if  the  Board  set  forth  these 
reasons  so  that  a  further  hearing  might  be  rendered  unneces- 
sary. 

WHEREFORE,  the  Board  amends  its  earlier  decision  by 

adding  thereto  the  following: 

1.  The  neighborhood  on  Coombs  Street  and  its  environs 
is  almost  wholly  developed.  The  premises  in  question  is  one 
of  the  last  remaining  sites  available  for  new  construction. 
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2.  It  would  involve  a  substantial  financial  hardship  upon 
the  petitioner  to  limit  the  premises  to  a  two-family  dwelling 
since  the  rents  would  have  not  been  sufficient  to  defray  the 
costs  of  construction. 

3.  The  vast  majority  of  the  houses  on  Coombs  Street  are 
multiple  dwellings  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  abutting  areas. 

4.  The  erection  of  the  multiple  dwelling  on  the  premises 
in  question  does  not  derogate  from  the  appearance  of  the  area. 
It  is  clean  brick  construction  and  stands  as  a  very  attractive 
building.  The  line  of  demarkation  of  the  zoning  by-law  on 
Coombs  Street  is  arbitrary  since  there  is  no  natural  or  geo- 
graphic explanation  therefor.  To  limit  the  premises  in  ques- 
tion to  a  two-family  dwelling  could  seriously  jeopardize  the 
utilization  of  the  premises. 

5.  The  granting  of  the  variance  will  insure  to  the  area 
the  use  of  the  premises  for  purposes  consistent  with  the  in- 
tent and  purpose  of  the  zoning  by-laws  since  the  area  is  com- 
posed almost  wholly  of  multi-family  dwellings. 

6.  Although  some  of  the  abutters  have  opposed  the  va- 
riance, we  cannot  find  that  the  construction  of  this  apartment 
house  type  of  dwelling  will  adversely  affect  property  values 
in  the  area  and,  in  fact,  will  serve  to  enhance  them  when  we 
consider  that  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  petition  the  premises 
were  occupied  by  a  dilapidated  dwelling,  an  eyesore  to  the  en- 
tire neighborhood.  The  building  in  question  is  a  substantial 
improvement  over  that  condition. 

7.  Except  as  stated  herein,  The  Board  affirms  its  earlier 
decision.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Public  Hear- 
ing held  by  this  Board  on  January  28,  1963  concerning  the  pro- 
posed zone  change  in  the  Cohasse  St.  area  and  described  in 
the  attached  legal  notice  (said  legal  notice  appeared  or  pub- 
lished in  the  Southbridge  News  on  the  following  dates:  Jan. 
7-11-18.) 

The  hearing  was  opened  at  8  P.M.  on  January  28,  1963  by 
Chairman  Arsenault. 

Board  Members  present:  Arsenault,  Flanagan,  Para,  Pont- 
briand  and  Desrosiers. 

The  Legal  Notice  was  read  by  Secretary  Flanagan.  An- 
tonio Tieri,  one  of  the  proponents,  was  the  first  speaker.  He 
outlined  his  proposed  plans  for  the  area  which  included  the 
construction  of  4-family  residences  with  an  initial  investment 
of  $200,000.00.  He  stated  that  the  buildings  would  be  of  2-story 
construction  with  2  apartments  on  each  floor  which  would  rent 
for  $80  -  $100  per  month.  The  buildings,  he  asserted,  would 
be  well  landscaped  and  would  contain  a  community  laundry 
and  recreation  room  in  the  basement. 

Atty.  Rosario  S.  Normandin  was  the  second  speaker  repre- 
senting over  50  families  in  the  area.  He  stated  this  project 
would  spoil  the  natural  beauty  of  the  area,  would  eliminate 
an  existing  buffer-zone,  would  devaluate  the  existing  homes 
in  the  area  and  would  be  a  traffic  and  safety  hazard.  He  sub- 
mitted a  list  of  over  60  families  in  the  area  opposing  the  pro- 
posed change. 

Chairman  Arsenault  announced  that  the  Board  would  take 
the  views  expressed  under  advisement  and  would  make  its 
recommendation  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  March  11. 
1963. 

The  hearing  was  adjourned  at  8:45  P.M.

The  following  report  read  by  Marc  A.  Arsenault,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Southbridge  Planning  Board: 

Following  a  Public  Hearing  held  on  January  28,  1963  and 
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after  considerable  discussion  and  investigation,  the  South- 
bridge  Planning  Board  has  voted  unanimously  not  to  recom- 
mend approval  of  the  zone  change  proposed  in  Article  32. 

The  Planning  Board,  however,  does  not  wish  to  give  the 
impression  that  it  is  opposed  to  the  construction  of  so-called 
"Garden-Apartments"  as  such.  The  Board  recognizes  the  in- 
vestment possibilities  involved  for  the  builder  as  well  as  the 
tax  revenue  and  other  considerations  which  might  prove  valu- 
able to  the  community  itself.  We  are  also  aware  that  rising 
land  costs  and  land  taxes  as  well  as  the  shortage  of  land  avail- 
able for  resident  construction  are  leading  to  the  construction 
of  such  facilities  in  many  communities  with,  as  far  as  we  have 
been  able  to  determine,  with  good  results.  It  is  logical  that 
such  construction  will  come  to  Southbridge.  We  feel  that  in 
this  case,  however,  the  location  proposed  is  too  close  to  Single 
Family  homes.  To  refer  to  the  Town  Meeting. 

Finance  Committee's  recommendation:

THAT  the  Zoning  By-Law  change  requested  under  Ar- 
ticle 32  not  be  accepted  by  the  Town.

REPRESENTATIVE  TOWN  MEETING 
COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Read  by  F.  Bousquet,  Chairman  of  Committee. 

By  a  vote  of  the  Town,  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  December 
10,  1962,  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  Committee  was 
formed.  This  committee  was  to  report  to  this  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  its  findings  and  recommendations.  The  substitute 
motion  which  provided  for  the  formation  of  the  Committee 
and  its  constituent  members  was  sponsored  by  Alfred  Dumas, 
Chairman  of  the  Democratic  Town  Committee.  Twenty-five 
Committee  Members  were  appointed,  and  the  attendance  at 
each  of  the  Committee  Meetings  was  excellent. 

The  Committee  first  considered  a  questionnaire  which  had 
been  sent  to  each  of  the  forty-one  towns  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  which  presently  have  Representative  Town 
Meetings.  A  series  of  eleven  comprehensive  questions  were 
asked  in  this  questionnaire,  and  general  comments  were  sought 
from  each  of  the  towns.  Thirty-six  towns,  thirty-two  indicated 
that  the  experience  of  the  Representative  Town  Meetings 
demonstrated  that  Representative  Town  Meetings  worked 
better  than  Open  Town  Meetings.  Of  the  four  towns  which 
did  not  specifically  reply  that  Representative  Town  Meetings 
were  better.  Two  said  that  the  Representative  Town  Meetings 
were  about  the  same  in  value  as  the  Open  Town  Meetings. 

One  of  the  four  indicated  that  it  had  the  Representative 
Town  Meeting  form  too  long  to  judge  it  against  the  Open 
Town  Meeting,  and  did  not  know  how  to  compare  the  two. 
The  fourth  said  that  it  made  no  difference.  Among  those  towns 
in  the  Commonwealth  which  have  adopted  the  Representative 
Town  Meeting  form  of  Government,  there  is  an  overwhelm- 
ing balance  in  favor  of  such  a  manner  of  conducting  Town 
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Meetings.  Among  towns  with  a  population  in  excess  of  12,000 
people,  there  are  twenty-six  towns  with  the  Representative 
Town  Meeting  form  of  Government.  Among  towns  with  a 
population  in  excess  of  15,000  people,  such  as  our  town,  only 
one  other  town  in  the  Commonwealth  does  not  have  the  Repre- 
sentative Town  Meeting  form  of  Government.  A  typical 
sample  of  the  comments  made  in  the  replies  to  the  question- 
naire is  as  follows: 

"Representative  Town  Meetings  have  helped  keep  the 
tax  rate  down."  "Representative  Town  Meetings  work  better; 
they  tend  to  eliminate  those  who  holler  the  loudest  from  get- 
ting their  articles  passed";  "It  is  easier  to  inform  the  voters"; 
"There  is  a  better  control  of  expenses";  "No  special  groups 
can  pass  on  special  projects". 

A  Majority  of  the  Committee  has  concluded  from  examin- 
ation of  the  survey  that  Representative  Town  Meetings  pre- 
vent the  so-called  packing  of  Town  Meetings  by  special  in- 
terest groups,  interested  in  only  one  article.  The  majority  of 
the  committee  has  found  that  a  more  intelligent  and  better 
informed  vote  is  taken  on  all  subjects  in  each  warrant  that 
comes  before  the  voters  of  the  town.  The  Committee  held  five 
meetings  of  the  whole  Committee,  and  there  were  three  Sub- 
Committees,  of  which  each  held  several  meetings.  A  series  of 
three  informative  articles  was  published  within  the  last  week 
in  the  Southbridge  Evening  News  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Committee.  Mr.  William  G.  O'Hare,  the  head  of  the  Bureau 
of  Government  Research  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts, 
spoke  one  evening  to  the  Committee  on  this  subject  of  Repre- 
sentative Town  Meetings.  Inquiries  were  made  by  individual 
members  of  the  Committee  by  personal  contact  with  Repre- 
sentative Town  Meeting  Members  of  the  other  towns. 

Representative  Town  Meetings  are  not  new  in  Massachu- 
setts. The  first  Representative  Town  Meeting  form  was 
adopted  in  1915  by  the  Town  of  Brookline.  Most  of  the  towns 
which  have  the  Representative  Town  Meetings  have  had  this 
form  of  Town  Meetings  at  least  twenty  years. 

At  this  time  the  town  must  vote  to  request  enactment  of 
enabling  legislation  in  order  to  establish  a  Representative 
Town  Meeting.  After  the  town  so  votes,  a  bill  is  prepared  and 
presented  to  the  Legislature.  After  the  Legislature  authorized 
the  town  to  act  on  the  subject,  the  town  must  vote  its  accept- 
ance. Tonight  the  town  is  not  being  asked  to  pass  upon 
whether  or  not  it  is  to  have  Representative  Town  Meetings, 
but  it  is  being  asked  to  authorize  submission  of  the  enabling 
legislation  to  the  Legislature.  Next  year,  the  town  would  then 
vote  on  the  ballot  as  to  whether  or  not  it  wanted  to  adopt  the 
Representative  Town  Meetings  at  its  Annual  election. 

The  Representative  Town  Meeting  itself  is  the  same  as 
all  other  Town  Meetings.  The  warrant  is  prepared,  the  Mod- 
erator presides,  the  articles  are  considered  and  voted  upon, 
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and  citizens  may  attend  to  speak.  The  one  difference  in  pro- 
cedure is  that  only  the  elected  members  of  the  Town  Meeting 
may  vote.  If  the  Town  votes  favorably  tonight  on  this  article, 
the  townspeople  will  have  one  year  within  which  to  study 
the  principals  involved  in  Representative  Town  Meetings, 
and  the  effect  of  Representative  Town  Meetings  on  our  town, 
in  order  to  decide  whether  or  not  they  will  vote  for  or  against 
the  Representative  Town  Meetings  by  secret  ballot  at  the 
Annual  election  of  1964.  The  recommendation  of  this  Com- 
mittee is  that  the  town  vote  to  submit  the  enabling  legislation 
to  the  Legislature.  The  Committee  concludes  that  Repre- 
sentative Town  Meetings  should  have  the  effect  of  keeping 
the  expenses  of  operating  the  town  within  control,  and  to 
keep  taxes  from  increasing  unduly.  Representative  Town 
Meetings  should  serve  to  attract  new  industry.  A  stable  tax 
rate  is  a  preliminary  consideration  for  a  prospective  new  in- 
dustry which  is  deciding  whether  or  not  to  open  its  doors  in 
a  community.  More  people  throughout  the  whole  town  would 
be  represented  under  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  form 
of  Government  than  under  the  present  system  of  Open  Town 
Meeting.  Each  small  section  of  town  and  each  of  the  various 
groups  in  the  town  would  have  representation  at  each  meet- 
ing. Under  the  present  system  a  few  people  can  vote  to  the 
detriment  of  the  vast  majority. 

In  conclusion  our  committee  recommends  to  the  voters 
that  the  town  by-laws  be  amended,  and  that  action  be  taken 
so  that  Representative  Town  Meeting  Government  be  installed 
in  Southbridge.

Read  by  Edmund  A.  Ryan. 

To  The  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  Article 
12  of  the  special  town  meeting  of  December  10,  1962,  we  the 
undersigned,  members  of  the  Representative  Town  Meeting 
Committee  submit  the  following  minority  report.  We  were 
commissioned  to  investigate  a  proposed  change  in  the  manner 
in  which  the  Town  Meetings  are  conducted  so  as  to  provide 
for  a  Representative  Town  Meeting  form  in  which  to  conduct 
Town  Meetings  in  the  future  and  to  investigate  the  advisability 
of  any  other  changes  in  the  form  of  government  of  the  Town. 

We  have  studied,  analyzed,  and  evaluated  the  information 
on  the  questionnaires  received  from  thirty-six  towns  using  the 
Representative  Town  Meeting  form  of  government,  and  after 
adequate  discussion  in  our  meeting  room  it  is  our  considered 
opinion  that  the  general  welfare  would  be  better  served  by  a 
continuation  of  the  present  manner  of  conducting  our  Town 
Meetings. 

The  essential  and  distinguishing  characteristic  of  our 
present  form  of  town  meeting  is  that  all  qualified  inhabitants 
meet,  deliberate,  act,  and  vote  in  their  natural  and  personal 
capacities  in  exercise  of  their  corporate  powers. 

We  recommend  the  repeal  of  sections  eleven,  sixteen,  and 
seventeen  of  Article  3  of  the  by-laws  of  Southbridge  adopted 
on  April  30,  1956,  which  are  commonly  known  as  the  town 
meeting  gag  rules. 

We  strongly  recommend  that  the  town  meeting  reject  the 
majority  report  of  our  committee.

VOTED:  That  the  Town  discontinue  and  abandon  as  a 
public  way  a  portion  of  Old  Breakneck  Road  (so-called),  de- 
scribed as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  Breakneck 
Road  north  of  Reservoir  No.  5;  thence  Easterly  and  Northeast- 
erly for  a  distance  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  feet,  more  or  less, 
to  a  stone  wall  running  east  located  eighty  (80.0)  feet,  more  or 
less,  north  of  a  concrete  bound  marked  SWS,  said  bound  being 
on  the  east  side  of  said  road. 

The  above  motion  passed  on  a  standing  vote.

The  moderator  announced  that  a  2/3  vote  was  necessary 
on  this  article. 

VOTED:    In  the  affirmative. 
One  vote  in  opposition  in  the  gymnasium. 
The  moderator  stated:  "It's  a  two-third  vote." 
Arlicle  44.    Atty.  Caprera  presented  his  motion  at  this 
time  for  Article  44.  His  motion  seconded  and  carried. 

VOTED:    (unanimously)  That  the  town  continue  the  25 
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member  Representative  Town  Meeting  Committee  adopted  at 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  December  10,  1962,  and  it 
request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  they  submit  to  the 
Massachusetts  General  Court  through  our  State  Representa-

Several  voters  spoke  against  the  town  purchasing  this 
parking  lot.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  the  fiscal  year  1962, 
and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for 
collection  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  comparison 
with  the  books  and  records  in  the  offices  of  the  town  account- 
ant and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office 
were  examined  and  checked,  the  recorded  receipts  being  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  in  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town.  The  pay- 
ments, as  entered,  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books 
and  with  the  selectmen's  warrants,  while  the  appropriations 
and  transfers  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of 
financial  votes  passed  by  the  town  meetings  and  with  the 
finance  committee's  authorizations  of  transfers  from  the 
reserve  fund. 

The  general  and  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were 
analyzed,  the  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit 
were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  town  on  December  31,  1962  was  prepared  and  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and 
the  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  accountant's 
books,  with  the  departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer, and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into 
the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were  checked  with  the  war- 
rants approved  by  the  selectmen  and  with  the  accountant's 
books. 

The  treasurer's  cash  balance  on  February  19,  1963  was 
proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements 
received  from  the  banks  of  deposit,  and  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  were  checked 
with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file.  The  outstanding  bonds 
and  coupons  on  February  19,  1963  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  balances  in  the  bond  and  coupon  accounts  as  shown 
by  statements  received  from  the  banks  of  deposits. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes  and  for  group  insurance  premiums  were  examined.  The 
deductions  were  footed,  the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies 
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were  verified,  and  the  balances  on  hand  were  reconciled  with 
the  ledger  controls. 

The  records  of  collections  from  parking  meters  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  several  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  all 
transactions  and  balances  were  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  transferred 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  collector's  books, 
the  reported  redemptions  and  sales  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  posses- 
sions on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's 
ledger  controls. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  of  taxes,  ex- 
cise, and  assessments,  as  well  as  of  departmental  accounts  re- 
ceivable, were  proved.  The  recorded  collections  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  the  abatements 
as  entered  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  and  other  depart- 
mental records  or  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective  controls  in  the  ac- 
countant's ledger. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  taxes,  excise,  and 
assessments  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  per- 
sons whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owning  noney 
to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  deferred  sewer  and  sidewalk  assessments 
were  examined.  The  amounts  added  to  taxes  were  verified, 
and  the  apportionments  due  in  future  years  were  listed  and 
proved  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined. 
The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued, 
and  from  miscellaneous  licenses  and  fees,  were  verified  and 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the 
Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game.  The  cash  book  was  footed, 
and  the  cash  balance  on  February  19,  1963  was  proved  by 
actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of 
deposit. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  board 
of  selectmen,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  fire,  health,  school,  li- 
brary, and  cemetery  departments,  and  by  all  other  depart- 
ments in  which  money  was  collected  for  the  town,  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  veri- 
fied by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's 
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books,  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  departments  was 
proved  by  actual  count. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  ex- 
amined and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several  cash  accounts, 
summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  and  depart- 
mental accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition 
and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  retirement  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  several  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  as- 
sistants and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

An  ac- 
celerated public  works  program  has  been  planned  which  we 
hope  will  materialize  with  the  aid  of  Federal  Funds.  A  five- 
year  capital  outlay  program  has  also  been  made  which  pro- 
vides for  approximately  $100,000.00  worth  of  public  works  each 
year  for  the  next  five  years.  I  strongly  recommend  that  favor- 
able action  be  taken  by  the  Voters  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
to  initiate  both  programs. 

Again  this  year,  all  work  was  done  with  the  full  co- 
operation of  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, which  resulted  in  better  work  and  a  great  saving  to 
the  Town  of  Southbridge. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of 
your  Board,  and  other  Boards,  Committees,  and  Departments 
for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
Account  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1963. 

Deadwood  out  of  elm  trees  on  Town  Streets  and  roadsides 
were  removed.  Storm-Damaged  elm  trees  on  Town  Streets 
and  roadsides  were  repaired.  Twelve  dead  elm  trees  were 
removed  and  eleven  stumps. 

Town  owned  elm  trees  on  Town  Streets  were  sprayed 
twice  with  a  hydraulic  sprayer  using  Sevin,  Malathion  and 
DDT  insecticides.  Dormant  in  the  spring  to  control  the  Elm 
Bark  Beetle,  to  protect  elm  trees  from  beetle  feeding  all  bark 
surfaces  of  living  elms  that  may  be  invaded  by  bark  beetles 
from  infected  wood.  Summer  (leaf  spray)  to  protect  elm 
leaves  of  elms  from  being  fed  upon  by  the  elm  leaf  beetle,  it 
feeds  on  the  leaves  of  elms  and  when  it  is  abundant  the  leaves 
become  brown  and  fall  off.  Such  defoliation  weakens  the 
trees,  and  many  valuable  elms  have  been  killed  as  a  result  of 
outbreaks  of  this  insect. 

This  year  our  Town  received  State  aid.  The  State  sent 
a  three  man  crew  with  a  winch  truck  for  two  days,  April  tenth 
and  the  eleventh.

The  Board  of  Health  met  March  7,  1963  and  organized  as 
follows:  Dr.  Raymond  F.  Haling,  Chairman;  Dr.  Armand  O. 
DeGrenier,  Clerk  and  Publicity  Chairman;  and  Mr.  Henry  E. 
Demers,  third  member. 

The  Board  made  the  following  appointments:  Ernest  Te- 
treault,  Agent  and  Sanitary  Inspector;  Mrs.  Rachel  Jolicoeur, 
Nurse;  Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Food,  Milk,  Gas  and  Plumbing  In- 
spector, and  Alcide  Fournier,  Animal  Inspector.  Two  new 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered  during  the 
year  and  two  patients  received  treatment  in  Sanatoria,  con- 
tacts suspicious  cases  and  cases  reported  to  us  by  family 
Physician  are  examined  and  X-rayed  at  the  Harrington  Memo- 
rial Hospital,  at  present  we  have  one  patient  at  the  Sana- 
torium. 

Monthly  T.B.  or  chest  X-rayed  clinics  are  held  at  the  Har- 
rington Memorial  Hospital,  excluding  the  months  of  August 
and  December. 

Changes  were  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  1963, 
the  State  will  now  license  Day  School,  and  will  pay  half  of 
Hospital  bills  for  premature  babies  and  tuberculosis  patients 
in  Sanatorium. 

Under  this  new  set  un  it  will  save  the  Town  about  $30,000. 
During  the  year  various  Health  meetings  were  attended 
all  over  the  State  by  the  Nurse,  Board  Members  and  the  Agent. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  Citizens  who  have  cooperated 
and  assisted  the  Department  in  any  way,  the  Management  of 
the  Harrington  Memorial  Hospital  for  the  use  of  the  X-ray 
room  for  our  monthly  clinics.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1963. 

Immunization  Clinics: 

These  are  held  for  both  pre-school  and  school  children. 
Five  clinics  for  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping-Cough  were 
held  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  Physician.  Sixty 
children  were  given  a  series  of  three  injections  at  monthly  in- 
tervals and  five-hundred  and  eighty-eight  were  given  a  booster. 

Thirteen  clinics  for  the  distribution  of  Types  1,  2  and  3 
Sabin  Oral  Polio  vaccine  were  held  in  the  Board  of  Health 
rooms  for  pre-schoolers  and  adults.  Separate  clinics  for  school 
children  were  held  in  all  public  and  parochial  schools. 

A  special  series  of  three  clinics  for  Typhoid-Paratyphoid 
immunization  of  members  of  the  sewer  and  highway  depart- 
ments were  conducted  in  the  offices  of  the  board  Physician. 

Dental  Services: 

After  examination  at  the  schools  pupils  who  returned  a 
signed  dental  permit  attended  one  of  the  sixty-four  clinics 
held  at  the  Town  Hall.  Prophylaxis  was  given  and  cavities 
filled  whenever  possible.  It  was  found  necessary  to  refer  some 
pupils  to  their  own  dentist  for  orthodontia,  extractions  and 
other  care.  The  services  are  conducted  for  pupils  in  grades  2 
through  5. 

Tuberculosis  Services: 

Patients  and  contacts  along  with  those  referred  for  X-rays 
by  family  physician  attended  the  Out-patient  clinics  either 
at  Harrington  Hospital  or  at  the  Worcester  County  Sana- 
torium. At  Harrington  they  are  held  every  third  Wednesday 
of  the  month  for  ten  months  of  the  year.  At  the  San  they  are 
held  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings  throughout  the 
year.  All  films  are  interpreted  by  Worcester  Co.  San.  Physi- 
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cians  and  reports  and  further  referrals  sent  to  both  the  family 
physician  and  Board  of  Health.  As  on  the  first  year  of  the 
clinics  in  town,  attendance  was  good  with  305  patients  being 
X-rayed  and  19  given  a  Mantoux  test.  Home  visits  and  con- 
ferences with  ex-san  patients  and  their  contacts  made  as 
needed. 

A  TB  survey  was  also  conducted  in  grades  1  and  10  with 
follow-up  X-rays  of  the  positive  reactors  and  their  immediate 
contacts  taking  place  in  the  Board  of  Health  Offices. 

A  one  day  Institute  on  TB  for  Grduate  Nurses  was  at- 
tended at  the  U.  S.  Veterans  Hospital  in  Rutland. 

Pre-School  Services: 

Registration  for  pre-schoolers  planning  to  attend  either 
public  or  parochial  schools  was  held  at  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High, 
as  a  joint  program  of  the  school  and  health  departments.  Fol- 
lowing registration  two  clinics  for  mandatory  pre-school 
physicals  were  held  in  the  Board  of  Health  rooms.  Children 
not  attending  reported  to  their  family  physician  for  exam. 

There  are  two  nursery  schools  and  these  are  visited  at 
least  twice  yearly  and  more  when  indicated. 

School  Activities: 

These  are  varied  and  many,  including  health  conferences 
totaling  one-thousand  nine  either  with  physicians,  nurses, 
teachers,  parents  and  pupils,  as  well  as  social  workers  and 
other  public  health  personnel.  Home  visits  made  whenever 
necessary.  List  of  handicapped  children  in  parochial  schools 
completed.  Conferences  and  lectures  on  school  health  prac- 
tices attended  during  the  year. 

Physical  and  Chiropody  exams  were  given  to  pupils  in 
grades  2,  4,  6  and  8  by  the  School  Physician  and  by  the 
Chiropodist.  Parents  were  notified  when  treatment  was  indi- 
cated. Two  hundred  and  sixteen  visits  were  made  to  the 
schools  during  the  year.  The  Mass.  Vision  Test  and  the  Maico 
Hearing  test  were  given  to  all  pupils  from  grade  1  through 
twelve.  Parents  were  notified  to  have  further  examination  by 
eye  or  ear  specialist  when  indicated.  Our  aim  is  to  help  keep 
our  children  in  the  best  possible  physical  and  mental  health 
so  that  they  may  lead  a  healthy  and  normal  school  life  and  to 
help  them  become  responsible  citizens. 

I  would  like,  at  this  time,  to  thank  all  who  have  helped 
and  cooperated  to  make  our  program  successful.

Many  children,  particularly  in  the  up- 
per grades,  were  given  advice  at  the  time  of  their  examina- 
tion. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  de- 
fects found  this  year  continues  the  trend  noticed  in  the  past 
several  years.  I  strongly  condemn,  however,  the  present  fad 
of  pointed-toe  shoes  for  children.  Many  of  the  students,  even 
the  little  ones,  are  wearing  these  and  we  have  noticed  the  be- 
ginning of  forefoot  deformities  in  these  children  even  at  this 
early  stage.  Continued  use  of  these  shoes  could  result  in  dis- 
abling, painful  and  ugly  deformities  later  on  in  life.

REPORT  OF 
BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

Five  programs  of  assistance  are  administered  by  this 
agency,  each  with  its  own  laws,  rules,  regulations  and  services. 

A  total  of  272  applications  were  received  during  the  year, 
189  were  approved  and  83  denied.  An  average  of  650  persons 
were  aided  each  month. 

The  cost  for  aid  rendered  under  all  the  programs  was 
$620,931.79;  and  for  salaries  and  administration  expenses 
$44,296.74,  making  the  total  cost  for  the  year  $665,228.53. 

Federal  and  State  reimbursements  for  aid  rendered  and 
recoveries  amounted  to  $498,327.98,  making  the  local  share 
$122,603.81.    The  State  and  Federal  reimbursed  the  town 
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$31,828.10  for  salaries  and  administration  expenses,  reducing 
the  local  share  to  $12,468.64. 

The  programs  are:  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Families 
with  Dependent  Children,  Disability  Assistance,  Medical  As- 
sistance for  the  Aged,  and  General  Relief. 

Old  Age  Assistance,  is  for  the  needy  persons  over  65; 
Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children,  formerly  known 
as  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  the  title  of  this  category  was 
changed  by  an  act  of  Legislature  this  year  and  certain  sec- 
tions of  the  law  have  been  amended  also  to  conform  with  the 
title  change  and  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act.  As  the  title 
implies,  assistance  is  provided  for  children  living  in  a  home 
maintained  by  their  father,  mother  or  other  relative  when 
death,  long  term  illness  or  other  factor  has  deprived  the  chil- 
dren of  the  normal  support  or  care  of  either  father  or  mother; 
Disability  Assistance  for  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled; 
Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged,  for  persons  over  65  whose 
income  and  resources  are  insufficient  to  meet  the  costs  of 
necessary  medical  care;  and  General  Relief  for  those  who  are 
in  need  temporarily  and  are  not  eligible  for  the  other  pro- 
grams. 

Budgeted  needs  in  all  programs  were  increased  by  five 
percent  in  September  due  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living 
index.  The  leisure  time  activity  item  in  Old  Age  Assistance 
was  increased  by  the  Legislature  in  October. 

Also  increased  were  the  amounts  of  exempted  income  for 
single  employed  children  in  computing  the  resources  of  a 
parent  in  the  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Medical  Assistance  for 
the  Aged  programs. 

We  express  our  sincerest  thanks  to  the  various  organiza- 
tions and  individuals  too  numerous  to  list  who  throughout 
the  year  provided  extras  to  the  recipients  of  public  assistance.

REPORT  OF 
DEPT.  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

Because  of  the  highly  increased  activity  on  the  Federal 
level  concerning  Fallout  Shelters,  this  department  has  spent 
much  of  its  productive  time  in  the  past  year  in  this  area  of 
work.  Public  Fallout  Shelters  have  been  surveyed,  resur- 
veyed,  posted  and  are  now  in  the  process  of  being  stockpiled 
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against  future  disasters.  The  entire  complex  of  the  local  Civil 
Defense  organization  has  been  geared  to  the  National  Fallout 
Shelter  Program. 

In  line  with  the  shelter  program,  we  have  organized  a 
Citizens  Band  Radio  Communications  Team  made  up  of  local 
civic  minded  Citizens  Band  operators  who  give  of  their  time 
and  equipment  for  Civil  Defense.  These  men  are  quite  capable 
of  providing  communications  between  fallout  shelters  during 
emergencies. 

Your  Civil  Defense  Department  has  intensified  its  training 
program  during  the  past  year.  Various  courses  were  held  in 
Radiological  Defense,  Radiological  Monitoring  as  well  as 
Rescue.  The  Aux.  Police  completed  a  10-3  course  in  firearms 
and  also  beat  and  cruiser  work.  Again  this  past  year,  the  Aux. 
Police  have  turned  in  a  huge  number  of  man  hours  of  work 
free  to  the  town.  The  total  amount  of  man  hours  worked  for 
1963  are  2,245  hours  along  with  1,336  hours  of  training  makes 
a  grand  total  of  3,581  hours. 

In  1963  the  Rescue  Squad  under  Mr.  Alphonse  Mominee 
completed  its  work  on  a  Mobile  Power  Plant.  At  a  cost  to  the 
town  of  $185.00  they  have  built  a  unit  valued  at  $4,500,00.  This 
was  done  with  492  man  hours  of  work  which  they  did  along 
with  regular  training  geared  to  the  shelter  program. 

Another  item  worth  mentioning  is  that  our  Supply  Sec- 
tion under  Mr.  Roger  Fournier  has  taken  a  complete  inventory 
of  your  Civil  Defense  Department  and  have  arrived  at  a  total 
value  of  $220,000.00. 

I  will  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  E.  James  Hicks, 
my  Deputy  Director,  and  also  many  heartfelt  thanks  to  my 
entire  staff  without  whose  unselfish  work  and  cooperation 
all  of  last  year's  work  could  not  have  been  accomplished,  es- 
pecially for  their  untiring  efforts  during  the  three  day  search 
for  the  lost  child  in  Webster.  Also  many  thanks  to  all  town 
officials  for  their  wonderful  help  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

Appropriate  ceremonies  were  held  at  an  Open  House  at 
the  library  on  Sunday,  April  21,  when  the  Dorothy  Canfield 
Fisher  Award  check  from  the  Book-of-the-Month  Club  was 
formally  presented  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
by  Mrs.  George  Galick,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Library 
Extension. 

Refreshments  were  provided  and  served  by  the  South- 
bridge  Woman's  Club.  The  building  was  decorated  by  South- 
bridge  Garden  and  Workshop  members. 

On  April  25  John  O'Shaughnessy  and  I  represented  the 
library  at  the  Second  Governor's  Conference  on  Libraries  for 
further  Award  honors. 

Whether  it  was  the  excitement  over  the  award,  the  in- 
creased number  of  books  provided  by  the  $1500  check,  or  the 
natural  course  of  events,  circulation  increased  by  11,567  over 
1962  to  a  total  of  107,134,  the  largest  figure  in  thirty  years. 
While  the  number  of  "Books  Added"  during  1963  on  the  sta- 
tistic sheet  is  not  remarkable,  remember  to  add  to  this  a  re- 
volving set  of  new  titles,  twenty  a  month,  that  came  to  us  on 
a  rental  basis  but  that  do  not  show  up  statistically.  Half  of 
these  were  paid  for  by  our  Dorothy  Canfield  Fisher  Award 
check,  the  remainder  from  our  regular  budget. 

The  Trustees  voted  to  invite  an  experienced  library  con- 
sultant, Professor  Kenneth  Shaffer  of  Simmons  College,  Bos- 
ton, to  conduct  a  survey  of  present  library  services  and  build- 
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ing  use.  His  recommendations  projected  over  a  twenty  year 
period  will  serve  as  a  guide  for  planning  future  library  activi- 
ties and  possible  building  expansion. 

Mrs.  Heather  resigned  effective  September  1  after  serving 
since  1947  as  Reference  and  Assistant  Librarian  and  twice  as 
Acting  Librarian.  Mrs.  David  Merriam  is  in  her  position. 
Mrs.  Merriam  studied  cataloging  and  reference  methods  at  the 
library  workshop  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  during 
the  summer. 

Norma  Herz  resigned  as  Children's  Librarian  and  was 
replaced  by  Mrs.  Albert  Petrelli  on  September  1. 

During  the  year  I  attended  six  major  library  meetings  in 
New  England,  several  subcommittee  meetings,  was  a  panelist 
at  a  meeting  on  "The  Student  Use  of  Libraries,"  and  was 
appointed  to  the  Personal  Services  of  the  Massachusetts  Li- 
brary Association. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  invited  me  to  help  judge  their 
essay  contest.  I  represented  the  library  at  memorial  services 
for  Miss  Ella  Miersch,  former  librarian,  and  for  William  W. 
Crawford,  former  trustee. 

Book  talks  were  given  to  the  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Club  of  Con- 
gregation Ohavath  Zion,  the  Methodist  Women,  and  a  PTA 
group  in  Worcester. 

Twenty  classes  came  to  the  library  for  instruction  or  story 
hours.  Five  Scout  groups  met  at  the  library  for  special  tours. 

The  summer  reading  club  had  97  junior  members  and  76 
senior  members  despite  inconvenient  accommodations.  The 
Creative  Writing  Contest  was  held  as  usual  during  Book  Week. 
Graduating  senior  pages  were  taken  to  visit  the  G.  and  C. 
Merriam  Company,  publishers  of  Webster  dictionaries.  The 
weekly  story  hour  is  gathering  large  numbers  of  listeners. 
Barbara  Earls'  puppet  shows  are  a  major  attraction. 

Our  Great  Books  Group  merged  with  the  one  at  Dudley. 
A  two-hour  class  for  adults  in  use  of  the  library  was  planned, 
but  due  to  crowded  conditions  in  the  building  was  not  held. 
This  will  be  done  in  1964. 

We  will  discontinue  our  children's  film  programs  starting 
next  fall.  We  can  no  longer  afford  staff  time  and  reading  room 
space  for  them.  Instead  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  film  cir- 
culation as  an  added  service  facilitated  by  our  membership 
in  the  Central  Regional  Library  System.  This  membership 
has  also  increased  the  efficiency  and  use  of  interlibrary  loan 
service. 

Cooperation  from  the  schools,  and  particularly  from  the 
three  high  school  librarians,  has  made  order  out  of  what 
might  have  been  chaos  otherwise. 

Edward  Zuiss  continues  to  keep  our  large  magazine  files 
in  good  order  and  is  assisting  with  a  typing  project  —  all 
volunteer  labor.  The  helpfulness  of  town  officials,  the  enthu- 
siasm of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  always  quick  response 
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of  the  townspeople  to  changes  makes  this  library  a  most  re- 
warding place  to  be.

DIRECTOR  OF  VETERANS'  SERVICES 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and 
Agent  for  Veterans'  Benefits  Department,  I  hereby  submit  my 
report  of  activities  and  services  rendered  for  the  year  1963. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  available  to  all  veterans  of  Southbridge  and 
their  dependents,  seeking  information  pertaining  to  their 
rights  and  benefits  under  Federal  and  State  Laws. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  department  to  inform  all  eligible 
veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  benefits  within 
the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

Photostatic  copies  of  discharges  are  being  developed  for 
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Southbridge  veterans.  In  addition,  copies  of  marriage,  birth, 
death,  and  other  certificates  were  made  for  Veterans'  Benefits 
and  claims  against  the  Veterans  Administration.  Necessary 
forms  were  filled  out  covering  lost  discharges,  burial  allow- 
ance and  yearly  income  questionnaires. 

Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and 
other  branches  of  the  government  pertaining  to  education, 
training  subsistence  allowance,  insurance  payments,  medical 
treatment,  hospitalization,  compensation  and  pension  for  vet- 
erans and  their  dependents,  re-employment  rights,  employ- 
ment difficulties,  unemployment  compensation,  as  well  as 
numerous  telephone  calls  and  letters.

VETERANS'  BENEFITS 

Under  Chapter  115,  and  its  amendments,  each  application 
for  Veterans'  Benefits  submitted  to  the  town  after  thorough 
investigation  by  this  office  is  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services,  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
for  approval,  as  under  this  chapter  the  state  agrees  to  reim- 
burse the  town  for  one-half  of  all  aid  granted. 

On  or  about  July  25,  1963,  the  town  of  Southbridge  re- 
ceived from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Treasury 
Department  a  check  for  $51,070  92.  This  check  was  for  reim- 
bursements due  us  for  the  calendar  year  of  1962. 

An  investigator  for  the  State  Office  periodically  checks  the 
local  agent's  office,  in  addition  to  personally  contacting  the 
recipient  of  veterans'  benefits. 

Under  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his 
dependents,  meet  all  requirements  of  eligibility  and  he  falls 
in  need  of  financial  assistance  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  he 
is  granted  Veterans  Benefits.  The  amount  varies,  and  is  de- 
pendent upon,  the  particular  needs  of  the  individual  case.  Any 
amount  received  from  Federal  benefits  or  other  financial  grants 
is  deducted  from  the  amount  that  is  allowed  by  this  depart- 
ment, therefore  helping  to  reduce  that  which  must  be  expected 
by  the  town. 

As  of  December  31,  1963,  there  were  83  active  cases  on  file, 
aiding  130  persons.  In  addition,  many  cases  were  pending  set- 
tlement and,  as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is  main- 
tained and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where  awards 
are  considered  unfair  or  insufficient. 

For  a  list  of  expenditures  and  reimbursements  of  this  de- 
partment, please  refer  to  report  of  the  Town  Accountant. 
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I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  town  depart- 
ments, officials  at  the  Rutland  Heights,  Roxbury  and  Boston 
Veterans  Administration  Hospitals  and  also  the  Holyoke  Sol- 
diers Home. 

This  office  aided  between  40  and  50  veterans  in  gaining 
medical  services  at  these  fine  Veterans'  Institutions.  We  also 
would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  local  industries,  veterans 
organizations  and  their  auxiliaries  and  all  others  who  helped 
to  carry  out  the  service  of  this  department. 

I  also  wish  to  express  the  thanks  of  all  veterans  to  the 
Santa  Fund  who  responded  to  our  appeal  so  generously  at 
Christmas  time  and  to  various  persons  who  wish  to  remain 
anonymous.

During  the  year  a  thorough  investigation  was  made  of  all 
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existing  sewer  lines  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Rotary  at  East  Main 
Street.  This  resulted  in  bringing  the  department  up  to  date 
as  to  actual  line  location  and  degree  of  serviceability  in  that 
area.  We  now  have  a  complete  and  accurate  plan  of  the 
area. 

The  need  for  this  came  about  when  it  became  apparent 
that  surcharging  in  the  sewer  lines  caused  the  Mechanic  Street 
sewer  services  of  the  American  Optical  Company  to  be  af- 
fected, sometimes  resulting  in  considerable  flooding  of  their 
lower  floor. 

This  condition  is  brought  about  by  wet  weather  infiltra- 
tion of  the  sewer  system  and  the  resulting  surcharge  is  un- 
avoidable. A  larger  trunk  line  on  East  Main  Street  seems  to 
be  the  only  answer. 

Some  progress  was  made  during  the  past  summer  on  con- 
trolling odors  from  the  treatment  plant.  However,  we  are 
looking  for  a  significant  improvement  in  1964.  The  treatment 
is  entirely  satisfactory  where  pollution  is  concerned  but  the 
type  of  treatment  makes  it  difficult  to  eliminate  odors  com- 
pletely. Our  thanks  are  offered  to  the  Highway  and  Engineer- 
ing Departments  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  DOG  OFFICER 

THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
Worcester,  ss: 

To  Emilien  Fournier,  Dog  Officer,  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge. 

In  the  name  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  hereby  required  to  proceed  forthwith  to  seek  out,  catch 
and  confine  all  dogs  within  said  town  not  duly  licensed,  col- 
lared or  harnessed,  and  tagged,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
you  are  further  required  to  make  and  enter  complaint  against 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  every  such  dog,  and  to  kill  or  cause 
to  be  killed  each  such  dog  which,  after  being  detained  for  a 
period  of  ten  days,  shall  not  then  have  been  duly  licensed,  col- 
lared or  harnessed,  and  tagged;  except  that  any  male  or  any 
spayed  female  dog  not  found  to  be  diseased  may  be  sold  for 
not  less  than  three  dollars,  and  you  shall  keep  an  account  of 
any  such  sale  and  forthwith  pay  over  the  money  to  the  town 
treasurer.  Before  delivery  of  any  dog  so  sold  you  shall  re- 
quire the  purchaser  to  register  and  procure  a  license  and  tag 
for  such  dog  from  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  the  dog  is  to 
be  kept,  :n  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven  of  Chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  of 
the  General  Laws.

REPORT  OF  THE 
RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

REPORT  OF  THE  SWIMMING  POOL  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee: 
Dear  Sir: 

At  your  request  I  am  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the 
swimming  pool  supervisor  for  the  1963  season. 

Personnel: 

In  order  to  provide  adequate  supervision  for  our  bathers, 
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a  staff  of  seven  lifeguards  are  employed  at  the  pool.  Four  are 
on  duty  between  the  hours  of  one  and  five;  two  between  five 
and  six;  and  three  between  the  hours  of  six  and  closing.  The 
excellent  work  performed  by  our  qualified  and  experienced 
staff  certainly  deserves  commendation. 

Attendance: 

The  pool  opened  on  June  22  and  closed  on  August  31.  The 
total  attendance  for  this  period  was  19,700:  4,500  June;  9,000 
July;  and  6,200  August. 

Instruction: 

Two  agencies  conducted  formal  programs  in  swimming 
and  lifesaving  at  the  pool  in  1963.  The  Red  Cross  Program  pro- 
vided instruction  for  more  than  400  youngsters  while  the  Boy 
Scout  Program  included  over  50  boys. 

The  Red  Cross  Program  was  conducted  in  the  morning 
and  the  Scout  Program  in  the  evening. 

Health  Care: 

The  main  control  of  bacterial  growth  was  the  introduction 
of  a  continuous  flow  of  water  into  the  pool  in  accordance  with 
the  bathing  load. 

The  water  was  examined  periodically  by  the  firm  of  Met- 
calf  and  Eddy  Engineers  and  was  found  to  be  of  excellent 
quality  for  swimming  at  every  examination. 

Rescues: 

Every  year  a  number  of  youngsters  are  helped  out  of 
trouble  by  our  lifeguards.  In  1963,  nine  such  cases  were  re- 
ported. Many  of  these  could  have  resulted  in  fatalities  had 
it  not  been  for  the  efficient  supervision  of  our  staff. 

Recommendations: 

The  following  recommendations  for  the  general  improve- 
ment of  the  pool  are  submitted  for  your  consideration: 

1.  A  complete  study  to  determine  the  most  efficient  ap- 
proach to  use  for  maintenance  of  reasonably  clear 
water  at  the  pool. 

2.  The  extension  of  pool  water  to  all  three  walls  of  the 
pool  —  at  present,  a  sand  bar  exists  on  one  side  of  the 
pool. 

3.  A  study  of  the  feasibility  and  practicality  of  installing 
an  inexpensive  chlorinating  device  (the  type  suggested 
by  a  state  engineer  several  years  ago)  at  the  source 
of  our  water  supply. 

4.  The  purchase  of  a  small  row  boat  for  lifesaving  and 
instructional  programs. 

5.  A  study  of  the  needs  for  a  wadding  pool  which  would 
be  separated  from  the  main  pool.  At  present,  our  pool 
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does  not  provide  this  accommodation  for  the  very 
young.

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LASSIE  LEAGUE 

To  Whom  It  May  Concern: 

The  Lassie  League  was  organized  in  the  Town  of  South- 
bridge  5  years  ago  by  the  Leonide  J.  Lemire  Post  6055  V.F.W. 
The  money  for  the  first  2  years  was  raised  by  the  efforts  of 
the  first  President  of  the  League  Roland  G.  Hetu.  In  the  last 
two  years  this  League  was  maintained  for  members'  children. 
The  great  appeal  of  this  type  of  recreation  made  the  V.F.W. 
wonder  if  they  were  not  performing  an  injustice  to  the  other 
children  of  this  Town  by  not  letting  them  play.  In  1961  the 
Town  of  Southbridge  was  asked  at  an  annual  Town  Meeting 
to  take  over  this  worthy  recreation  project. 

In  1961,  I  became  President  of  this  League  and  had  four 
teams  comprising  of  16  girls  per  team,  a  manager  and  two 
helpers  (female),  four  umpires,  a  President,  Commissioner  and 
a  Board  of  Directors  of  ten  men.  The  total  involved  in  this 
League  was  64  young  girls  and  28  adults.  The  appropriation 
at  that  time  was  $500.00  or  $7.19  per  girl.  In  the  years  1962 
and  1963,  $500.00  was  appropriated  each  year  but  the  amount 
of  girls  participating  doubled.  In  1964  I  am  asking  for  $500.00 
again  and  expect  to  add  on  another  two  teams  making  a  total 
of  ten  teams  with  160  girls  participating  and  49  adults.  This 
means  that  the  per  girl  cost  is  now  $3.13  per  girl  as  compared 
to  $7.19  at  the  beginning.  My  budget  now  shows  an  expendi- 
ture of  $521.00.  The  V.F.W.  will  make  up  by  their  own  effort 
the  extra  amount  it  may  cost.  They  will  on  their  own  provide 
for  the  expense  of  5  or  6  ALL  STAR  Games  played  at  home  or 
away,  they  will  provide  a  banquet  for  the  210  people  involved. 

It  may  seem  strange  to  mention  the  V.F.W.  in  a  Town 
sponsored  affair,  but  from  the  very  beginning  they  were  the 
founders  of  Lassie  League  in  Southbridge  and  the  leadership 
of  it  is  still  with  them.  I  believe  that  this  has  been  the  fastest 
growing  recreational  program  in  the  Town  and  the  reason  is 
that  an  organization  such  as  the  V.F.W.  is  running  it.  If  more 
organization  pledge  to  do  Community  Service  would  run  these 
youth  programs  there  would  be  no  hackling  over  umpires  be- 
ing paid  or  leagues  not  being  franchised  correctly.  For  all  of- 
ficial purpose  I  am  an  appointed  member  of  the  Southbridge 
Recreation  Committee  and  spend  the  money  allowed  to  them 
for  Lassie  League.

REPORT  OF  HENRY  STREET  FIELD  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  The  Recreation  Committee: 

This  area  enjoyed  one  of  the  most  successful  seasons  in 
the  history  of  its  development.  Although  only  12  years  young 
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we  have  seen  it  grow  from  a  swamp  to  an  area  that  consists 
of  three  (3)  ball  fields,  Softball,  Little  League  and  Lassie 
League  Softball. 

The  Lassie  playing  field  has  been  greatly  improved  with 
a  permanent  back  stop  erected  and  wired,  plus  a  section  of 
bleachers  for  numerous  spectators  who  have  encouraged  the 
girls  in  this  fast  growing  sport.  The  three  playing  areas  men- 
tioned have  been  in  general  use  throughout  the  playing  sea- 
son every  night,  some  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

Community  Softball  enjoyed  one  of  its  most  successful 
seasons  sponsoring  six  teams  with  games  played  nightly  from 
May  to  September  plus  a  county  tournament,  playoffs,  prac- 
tices and  extensively  used  by  independent  teams  on  Saturdays 
and  Sundays. 

The  spectator  attendance  has  been  in  the  hundredths  or 
more  per  game. 

Little  League  availed  themselves  of  the  Little  League 
Field,  of  this  area  with  games  played  nightly  from  May  to  the 
later  part  of  July,  with  numerous  spectators,  fathers  and  moth- 
ers encouraging  the  boy  in  this  national  sport. 

Lassie  League  girl  softball  games  were  used  nightly  also 
with  games  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  plus  all  star  games  with 
out  of  town  all  star  teams. 

A  total  of  128  girls  participated  and  without  the  help  of 
patient  men  and  lady  coaches  plus  the  encouragement  of  many 
spectators  this  form  of  recreation  would  not  be  successful. 

The  playground  section  was  used  to  the  fullest  advantages 
by  children  of  all  ages  with  swings,  see-saws,  slides,  basket- 
ball, etc.  with  at  least  150  children  present  daily. 

The  Elementary  schools  baseball  teams  and  the  South- 
bridge  playground  ball  teams  played  most  of  their  games  here. 

We  witnessed  numerous  baseball,  softball  and  football 
sandlot  games  played  almost  daily  from  early  spring  to  late 
fall. 

A  Carnival  held  a  week's  fiesta  with  fireworks,  also  the 
annual  Police  Dept.  Halloween  party  for  children  with  rides 
provided  and  fireworks. 

A  combination  power  mower,  Roto-Tiller,  and  wheel  bar- 
row, has  been  acquired  this  year  to  facilitate  better  care  of 
our  ball  diamonds  and  grassed  sections.

For  1963 

To  the  School  Committee  and 
Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.  This  is  the  seventy-second 
in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

INTRODUCTION 

Progress  is  once  again  the  theme  of  our  annual  report. 
Modern  mathematics  is  being  taught  in  the  first  three  grades 
and  will  be  included  in  the  curriculum  of  other  grades  next  year. 
It  is  also  being  taught  along  with  traditional  mathematics  to 
the  more  advanced  groups  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 
A  new  reading  program  selected  from  all  those  available  for 
examination  by  a  committee  composed  of  Mr.  Lataille,  curri- 
culum co-ordinator  in  the  elementary  schools  and  the  four  ele- 
mentary principals  is  now  in  use.  A  new  spelling  series  pur- 
chased in  1963,  the  new  approach  to  mathematics  and  the  new 
reading  program  should  help  us  to  attain  a  higher  level  of 
achievement  in  the  two  most  demanding  courses  in  elementary 
and  junior  high  school  curricula,  language  arts  and  arithmetic. 

However,  the  swirl  of  change  in  education  peculiar  to  this 
decade  continues  to  challenge  those  who  are  constantly  inter- 
ested in  improvement  of  the  means  through  which  educational 
development  may  be  accomplished.  For  the  first  time  a  sum  of 
money  has  been  included  in  the  budget  to  allow  purchase  of 
materials  and  visits  to  other  schools  for  the  purpose  of  research 
and  investigation.  High  on  the  list  of  our  present  interests  is 
the  process  of  programmed  instruction  now  being  used  quite  ex- 
tensively in  a  few  communities  in  Massachusetts.  The  ungraded 
high  school  has  had  a  degree  of  national  publicity.  In  this  type 
of  school  a  student  may  be  taking  sophomore  and  junior  courses 
at  the  same  time  for  instance,  and  may  graduate,  if  he  has  the 
ability,  in  less  than  four  years. 

Public  school  education  has  come  into  full  bloom.  It  is 
one  of  the  most  dynamic,  interesting  and  provocative  elements 
in  our  present  day  living. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  public  school  enrollment  in  Southbridge  went  over  the 
2300  mark  during  November  of  this  year.    The  High  School, 
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with  a  population  of  628,  has  almost  reached  its  capacity,  while 
Cole  Trade  School  has  a  waiting  list  almost  constantly.  There 
are  still  some  empty  rooms  available  in  the  Junior  High  School 
and  indications  are  that  we  shall  have  no  space  problems  in 
the  Elementary  Schools  in  the  years  for  which  predictions  can 
be  made  at  this  time. 

REGIONAL  TRADE  SCHOOL 

One  of  the  most  persistent  problems  facing  the  nation  at 
the  present  time  is  that  of  unemployment  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  gross  national  product  is  increasing  each  year.  Al- 
though the  numbers  of  new  and  more  places  in  the  working 
world  are  being  increased  with  each  succeeding  month,  the 
number  of  people  available  for  these  positions  is  increasing  at  an 
equal  or  greater  rate.  Most  of  these  new  openings,  as  well  as 
many  of  those  which  occur  from  the  normal  process,  require 
people  of  education  and,  or  special  skills. 

The  Manpower  Act  is  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Federal 
Government  to  train  those  who  are  not  employed  because  of 
this  revolution  in  requirements  for  places  in  the  increasingly 
demanding  labor  market.  These  people,  wherever  a  sufficient 
number  is  interested  in  learning  a  particular  skill,  are  given  the 
opportunity  through  federal  subsidy  to  attend  classes  taught  by 
qualified  instructors.  In  Southbridge  there  have  been  two  such 
classes  during  the  year  1963.  One  included  ten  women  inter- 
ested in  general  office  work,  and  the  other,  the  same  number  of 
men  who  were  trained  for  oil  burner  service  and  repairs.  This 
program  on  the  part  of  government  to  train  unskilled  people  to 
perform  types  of  work  new  to  them  is  indicative  of  the  vast 
change  that  has  been  taking  place. 

There  is  little  opportunity  in  labor,  industry  and  business 
for  the  unskilled  worker.  This  is  due  mainly  to  the  wave  of  auto- 
mation that  has  swept  the  country  during  the  past  several 
years.  It  has  led  to  clashes  between  unions  and  management. 
It  has  left  many  people  idle.  It  has  forced  upon  communities 
and  especially  upon  the  public  schools  the  need  to  reevaluate 
in  a  most  detailed  manner  conditions  which  lead  to  high  school 
dropouts,  each  of  whom  becomes  a  possible  addition  to  the  un- 
trained, unskilled  host  of  the  unemployed. 

Although  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  pupils  leaving  school  at 
sixteen  at  the  present  time  is  still  the  lure  of  a  paying  job,  these 
opportunities  are  constantly  decreasing  in  number.  Another 
important  reason  for  drop-outs,  in  our  opinion,  is  the  lack  of 
curricular  offerings  broad  enough  to  appeal  to  the  abilities  and 
ambitions  of  all  pupils.  The  general  course  as  we  knew  it  years 
ago  has  disappeared  from  the  course  of  study  in  many  school 
systems  because  it  prepared  neither  for  college  nor  for  a 
vocation. 
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Our  secondary  school  curricula  include  college  preparation, 
business  education  and  trade  training. 

It  must  be  stated  here  that  the  percentage  of  pupils  who 
enter  Southbridge  High  School  and  leave  before  graduation  is 
far  lower  than  the  national  average  and  below  the  state  average. 
Despite  the  low  percentage  of  drop-outs,  however,  the  number 
of  students  who  leave  is  a  challenge.  Everyone  in  a  position  to 
help  should  endeavor  to  reduce  the  number  of  drop-outs  to  the 
lowest  possible  figure.  In  doing  so  they  will  have  made  a  pos- 
tive  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  our  country. 

We  are  also  concerned  with  the  prospects  of  those  who  do 
graduate  from  high  school  who  neither  go  to  advanced  schools 
nor  have  training  in  special  skills. 

The  interest  in  vocational  education  has  increased  rapidly 
during  the  past  few  years.  Even  though  out-of-town  applica- 
tions to  Cole  Trade  School  are  not  now  considered  until  Sep- 
tember each  year  and  even  though  the  capacity  of  the  building 
has  been  increased  from  about  150  to  185  through  the  new  ad- 
dition, there  is  still  a  waiting  list  each  year  in  the  more  popular 
departments.  Those  who  wish  to  attend  Trade  School  but  can- 
not, have  the  alternative  of  taking  courses  in  the  academic  cur- 
riculum of  Southbridge  High  School  and,  since  this  last  is  a 
necessity  until  they  are  sixteen  rather  than  a  choice,  they  be- 
come potential  drop-outs. 

Only  a  few  girls  from  Southbridge  are  accepted  each  year  at 
Worcester  Trade  School  because  the  school  serves  Worcester 
first  and  then  the  towns  nearest  Worcester.  Obviously,  some 
of  the  girls  in  Southbridge  High  School  would  be  interested  in 
trade  education  if  it  were  more  readily  available. 

A  regional  six-year  trade  school,  and  several  have  been 
erected  in  the  state,  would  seem  to  add  greatly  to  the  educa- 
tional opportunities  in  the  area.  It  would  offer  courses  for  girls 
as  well  as  boys.  There  would  be  available  to  high  school  gradu- 
ates course  on  the  junior  college  level.  Vocational  education  for 
adults  would  be  an  important  part  of  the  plan.  If  all  the  towns 
which  showed  preliminary  interest  were  to  agree  to  the  erection 
of  a  regional  trade  school,  the  school  would  be  of  such  size  and 
such  variety  of  offerings  that  the  people  of  the  area,  especially 
those  seeking  particular  training,  would  benefit  greatly. 

A  few  months  ago  the  Southbridge  School  Committee  un- 
animously requested  that  a  survey  of  the  town  be  made  by  the 
State  Department  of  Vocational  Education  to  ascertain  the 
need  for  participating  in  a  regional  trade  school  project.  This 
survey,  when  completed,  will  indicate  the  number  of  students 
Southbridge  might  send  to  the  school  if  it  were  built  and  South- 
bridge  were  one  of  the  partners.  After  the  report  of  the  survey 
is  made  to  the  School  Committee  and  if  the  School  Committee 
wishes  to  pursue  the  matter  further,  the  next  step  would  be 
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to  place  an  article  in  a  warrant  for  a  town  meeting  requesting 
that  the  Moderator  be  empowered  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
three  citizens,  one  of  whom  must  be  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee,  to  the  regional  committee. 

Once  again  a  recommendation  for  expansion  of  our  educa- 
tional facilities  is  being  made  and  once  again  the  need  will  be 
apparent  to  those  who  take  the  time  to  investigate.  The  cost 
would  be  prorated  to  each  town  according  to  population  and 
the  state  would  pay  a  substantial  part  of  the  building,  trans- 
portation, and  operating  costs  of  the  plant  if  and  when  the 
project  becomes  a  reality. 

REPORT  OF  THE 
SOUTHBRIDGE  HIGH  SCHOOL

Today,  the  secondary  schools  of  our  nation  are  facing  chal- 
lenges and  changes  of  a  magnitude  inconceivable  only  a  few 
years  ago.  It  is  said  that  more  changes  will  take  place  in  edu- 
cation during  this  present  decade  than  we  have  witnessed  in 
the  last  one  hundred  years.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  "knowl- 
edge explosion"  that  is  inherently  suggesting  a  re-evaluation  of 
the  materials,  techniques  and  content  of  our  total  educational 
system.  We  now  have  more  to  teach  and  the  teaching  must  be 
better. 

The  activities  at  Southbridge  High  School  in  1963  were  con- 
ducted with  a  complete  awareness  of  these  demands  and  with 
a  serious  attempt  to  meet  them. 

GRADUATION 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  at  Dresser  Street  Field  on 
June  16,  1963.  The  Class  of  1963  included  one  hundred  twenty- 
two  members:  twenty-four  from  the  Trade  Division  and  ninety- 
eight  from  the  Academic  Division.  Mr.  Raymond  Brodeur, 
Chairman  of  the  Southbridge  School  Committee,  presented  the 
diplomas.

In  order  to  maintain  an  effective  educational  program  in  any 
school,  a  continuous  evaluation  of  curriculum  offerings  is  nec- 
essary. Following  are  changes,  additions  and  studies  which  were 
made  or  conducted  to  improve  and  strengthen  our  curriculum: 
1.  Graduation  requirements  were  increased.    To  graduate,  a

of  1967,  will  have  to  pass  four  years  of  English,  three  years 
of  Social  Studies,  two  years  of  Science,  two  years  of  Mathe- 
matics and  four  years  of  Physical  Education. 

2.  Sociology  was  replaced  by  a  course  in  Economics. 

3.  The  educational  value  of  "Programmed  Instruction"  was 
studied.  Sample  programs  in  Study  Skills,  English,  Sci- 
ence, Social  Studies,  and  Mathematics  were  obtained  and 
evaluated  for  possible  use  in  1964. 

4.  The  newer  approach  to  the  teaching  of  Physics,  recom- 
mended by  the  Physical  Science  Study  Committee,  was 
adopted. 

5.  The  teaching  of  Modern  Mathematics  was  extended. 

6.  The  newer  approach  to  the  teaching  of  Biology,  recom- 
mended by  the  Biological  Science  Curriculum  Study  Com- 
mittee, was  adopted. 

7.  English  classes  were  characterized  by  a  greater  emphasis  on 
oral  and  written  communication.  The  number  of  themes 
required  was  increased  and  declamation  practices  were 
extended. 

8.  Eleven  more  stations  or  booths  were  added  to  the  language 
laboratory. 

9.  The  development  of  curriculum  guides  for  all  courses  of- 
fered was  started  in  the  Fall  and  will  be  completed  in  the 
Spring  of  1964. 

ACCREDITATION 

Southbridge  High  School  has  received  full  accreditation 
from  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools  as  a  result  of  a  detailed  evaluation  conducted  by  repre- 
sentative of  the  Association  on  December  5,  6,  and  7,  1962. 
This  is  an  achievement  from  which  all  of  us  should  derive  great 
pride.  It  indicates  that  our  plant,  facilities,  program  and  per- 
sonnel meet  the  standards  considered  necessary  to  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  the  students  we  serve. 

In  all,  we  consider  1963  a  successful  year  for  Southbridge 
High  School  and  we  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  contributed 
to  this  success. 

REPORT  OF 
COLE  TRADE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Raymond  L.  W.  Benoit,  Director 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  1963  was  187  pupils.  There 
was  a  waiting  list  of  ten  local  boys.  We  do  not  have  an  accurate 
count  of  out-of-town  boys  because  we  discouraged  many  boys 
by  telling  them  that  their  chances  of  entering  were  nil. 

We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  bring  our  equipment 
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in  the  Metalsmith  trade  up-to-date.  The  student  will  now  get 
training  in  heliarc,  spot  welding  and  forming  of  metal  on  a 
power  press.  There  has  been  a  need  for  this  type  of  equipment 
for  a  long  time,  but  because  of  the  high  cost  we  held  back  for 
a  long  time  before  asking  the  School  Committee  to  purchase  it 
for  us. 

In  my  opinion,  the  bright  spot  of  the  year  was  the  advance 
made  in  the  planning  for  a  Regional  Trade  School.  This  new 
school  will  meet  the  needs  of  both  boys  and  girls.  The  plan  is 
also  thinking  in  terms  of  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  grade 
which  will  permit  a  boy  to  earn  an  associate  degree  in  En- 
gineering.

REPORT  OF  ADULT  EDUCATION 

Raymond  L.  W.  Benoit,  Director 
Approximately  two  hundred  adults  took  advantage  of 
courses  offered  them  during  the  evening  program.  Unfortunate- 
ly the  most  popular  courses,  such  as  sewing  and  furniture  re- 
finishing,  necessitated  our  having  a  waiting  list. 

Many  courses  were  advertised  but  the  response  was  not 
enough  to  get  started.  As  indicated  before  sewing  and  furni- 
ture refinishing  are  still  the  most  popular. 
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During  the  year  1963  we  had  two  projects  under  the  man 
power  program.  One  was  clerical  training  for  unemployed  wom- 
en and  from  all  reports  from  the  employment  service,  most  of 
these  women  have  found  employment.  The  second  course  under 
the  man  power  is  oil  burner  service  and  installation.  This  is 
for  men  who  are  unemployed  and  qualified.  This  course  will  be 
completed  the  latter  part  of  January. 

Under  the  University  Extension,  we  included  a  course  en- 
titled ''Office  Machines".  In  this  case  the  student  must  pay 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  nine  dollars  which  pays  the  salary 
of  the  teacher. 

We  had  hoped  to  introduce  some  high  school  courses  but 
the  response  was  not  satisfactory.

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 

Raoul  0.  Lataille,  Principal 

A  number  of  societal  developments  during  the  past  few 
years  have  given  rise  to  the  present  educational  reform  move- 
ment. Many  sweeping  changes  in  the  content  and  conduct  of 
instruction  will  be  affected  in  the  future  at  all  levels  of  schooling. 
Many  innovations  in  curriculum,  instructional  devices  and  school 
organizaton  have  been  developed  during  the  past  few  years  and 
are  undergoing  a  period  of  experimentation  in  some  pilot  schools. 

The  reform  movement  is  affecting  all  levels  of  schooling,  es- 
pecially in  the  areas  of  arithmetic,  science,  and  social  studies. 

Here  in  Southbridge  at  the  Elementary  and  Junior  High 
levels,  the  following  developments  are  taking  place: 

ARITHMETIC 

There  has  been  much  loose  talk  about  "Modern  Mathe- 
matics" which  has  spread  confusion  and,  in  some  cases,  has  shat- 
tered the  confidence  of  teachers.  The  term  "Modern  Math" 
has  been  very  misleading  since  it  seems  to  indicate  an  entirely 
new  arithmetic  program. 

Modern  Math  is  not  a  new  program.  It  is  merely  a  new  ap- 
proach to  the  same  traditional  program  that  has  been  good 
enough  to  play  a  central  role  in  any  "moon  shot". 

Our  main  concern  with  this  new  approach  is  1)  to  make 
arithmetic  more  meaningful  to  the  pupils  and  thereby  develop 
in  them  a  deeper  appreciaton  of  this  subject  matter,  and  2)  to 
provide  them  with  the  opportunity  of  learning  more  mathe- 
matics. 

A  reassuring  finding  is  that  most  children  enjoy  the  new 
approach  and  show  marked  aptitude  for  learning  mathematics 
by  the  "discovery  method". 
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LANGUAGE  ARTS 

Many  changes  are  taking  place  in  or  are  contemplated  for 
the  elementary  and  junior  high  levels  in  an  effort  to  correlate 
all  the  language  arts,  i.e.,  spelling,  oral,  and  written  expression 
More  emphasis  needs  to  be  placed  on  written  expression  in  the 
form  of  composition  on  various  topics. 

Our  first  concern  is  to  apply  a  systematic  approach  to  the 
problem  of  spelling  and  to  recall  one  of  the  most  important  prin- 
ciples of  learning  that  whatever  is  to  be  learned  should  be  intro- 
duced in  a  meaningful  situation.  With  this  thought  in  mind,  it 
is  agreed  that  new  words  should  be  introduced  at  each  grade 
level  in  contextual  settings  which  have  more  meaning  and  which 
are  of  greater  interest  to  the  child.  Until  now,  spelling  has 
been  looked  upon  as  a  rote  skill  rather  than  as  an  essential 
partner  to  the  language  problem. 

Our  purposes  in  spelling  therefore  are:  a)  to  teach  and 
apply  the  spelling  rules  and  principles  during  regularly  sched- 
uled spelling  periods;  b)  to  teach  each  pupil  to  spell  correctly 
those  words  which  give  him  the  most  difficulty;  c)  to  teach 
pupils  to  spell  any  new  words  that  will  help  them  to  better  ex- 
press their  ideas  in  writing. 

SCIENCE 

Children  today  live  in  a  world  where  science  and  technology 
have  changed  the  whole  way  of  living  from  that  of  even  twenty- 
five  years  ago,  and  where  changes  of  still  greater  import  are 
clearly  indicated. 

The  major  trends  in  science  are  1)  from  much  subject 
matter  to  less  but  more  emphasis  placed  on  depth  of  study; 
2)  to  help  young  people  understand  science  better  by  having 
the  teacher  suggest  ways  of  answering  problems  and  of  seeking 
answers,  rather  than  telling. 

The  children  need  our  help,  as  parents  and  teachers,  to 
learn  the  effective  way  to  discover  answers  to  their  questions,  to 
grow  in  ability  to  solve  problems  in  a  truly  scientific  way,  to  be- 
come better  thinkers,  and  to  grow  in  appreciation  of  and  interest 
in  the  scientific  aspects  of  their  environment.  Our  elementary 
and  junior  high  curriculum  is  incomplete  unless  it  takes  these 
science  interests  and  needs  of  children  into  account. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

The  major  problem  in  the  Social  Studies  is  the  learning 
load.  Most  curriculum  designs  seem  to  expect  coverage  beyond 
all  reason  and  often  results  in  frustration  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher  and  of  the  pupils. 

Long  lists  of  foreign  countries  and  peoples  are  to  be 
"studied".  Eastern  peoples  and  cultures  are  to  be  included 
along  with  Western  peoples  and  cultures.  Emerging  Africa  is 
not  to  be  overlooked. 
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The  present  is  to  be  understood;  the  past  is  to  be  known; 
the  future  is  to  be  anticipated  and  so  it  goes. 

The  point  is  not  that  all  these  things  are  unimportant;  they 
are  important.  But  the  problem  of  content  selection  becomes 
crucial. 

Social  Studies  curricula  are  being  revised  to  give  recogni- 
tion but  not  an  overemphasis  of  many  topics. 

READING 

Because  reading  is  a  major  key  to  school  progress  and  be- 
cause the  culturally  deprived  pupil  often  finds  learning  to  read 
a  difficult  task,  high  priority  should  be  given  to  a  special  pro- 
gram of  reading  instruction  so  that  the  number  of  children  who 
will  require  remedial  instruction  in  later  school  years  probably 
can  be  substantially  reduced. 

For  many  years,  we  have  been  cognizant  of  some  reading 
weaknesses  and  have  tried  our  best  to  eliminate  them  within  the 
classroom  or  by  after-school  help.  The  difficulty  has  gone  be- 
yond these  measures  and  must  be  reckoned  with  as  soon  as 
possible. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  academic  progress  of  pupils  is  always  desirable  but  it  is 
almost  impossible  unless  the  pupils  are  physically  fit.  Our  physi- 
cal education  program  is  achieving  its  purpose  of  developing 
strength,  vigor,  and  co-ordination  in  each  individual  according 
to  his  capacity. 

ORGANIZATION 

The  new  organizational  plans  attempt  to  make  better  pro- 
visions than  the  self-contained  classroom  for  individualizing  in- 
struction. They  call  for  non-graded  curricula  and  for  flexible 
arrangements  in  grouping  and  instruction  that  permits  each 
pupil  to  be  conducted  through  a  program  of  studies  that  is  es- 
pecially suited  to  his  learning  needs  and  to  his  rate  of  learning 
in  each  subject. 

All  Junior  High  School  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for 
their  splendid  cooperation  and  their  truly  efficent  work.  With- 
out them  a  principal's  task  is  obviously  impossible.  But  with 
conscientious  teachers  at  this  level,  we  will  make  great  strides 
forward  in  the  future. 

I  also  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  sincere 
appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  to  Mr.  Fox  for  their  support;  to  all  the  supervisors,  the 
nurses,  and  to  the  Junior  High  School  secretary  for  their  numer- 
ous services;  to  the  Cafeteria  personnel  and  to  all  parents  for 
their  understanding  of  our  work;  and  to  the  custodians  for  their 
work  in  the  upkeep  of  the  building. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 


ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

The  Elementary  School  at  mid-century  is  subject  to  the 
impact  of  some  extremely  important  influences.  The  recent 
growth  in  Elementary  School  population,  rapid  changes  in 
economic  and  social  conditions,  the  accentuation  of  problems  in 
our  society  as  mental  health,  continuing  changes  in  home  and 
life,  increasing  knowledge  of  child  growth  and  development, 
raise  questions  concerning  the  kind  of  education  that  is  best 
for  our  children.  Much  has  been  said  by  educators  concerning 
these  matters,  and  much  of  what  has  been  said  is  valuable. 
However,  more  attention  has  been  given  to  implications  for  vari- 
ous specific  phases  of  the  Elementary  program  than  to  providing 
a  general  overview  of  the  program  as  a  whole. 

To  provide  a  general  orientation  to  our  Elementary  School 
program  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  report.  The  physical  educa- 
tional program,  the  general  areas  of  social  studies  and  science, 
music  and  art  are  an  important  and  integral  part  of  our  total 
program,  but  to  be  discussed  here  are  the  specific  content  areas 
of  our  program  at  the  lower  level  that  have  been  improved  dur- 
ing this  school  year. 

MATHEMATICS 

There  is  no  substitute  for  the  best  classroom  proven  educa- 
tional materials!  The  main  reason  for  introducing  new  arith- 
matic  methods  into  our  Elementary  Schools  this  year  is  to  help 
more  children  succeed  in  arithmetic.  Because  many  children 
did  not  understand  this  subject  they  disliked  it  and  were  not 
interested.  For  this  reason  educators  are  attempting  to  lay 
a  better  and  surer  foundation  in  the  Elementary  School  for  the 
math  courses  these  children  will  take  in  the  future.  The  tradi- 
tional math  program  of  the  past  assumed  that  it  is  impossible  to 
explain  to  children  the  real  meaning  of  Arithmetic,  so  children 
were  asked  to  memorize  a  multitude  of  rules  which  discouraged 
them  as  they  seemed  discontented  and  meaningless.  Today 
we  try  to  make  arithmetic  more  meaningful.  In  the  primary 
grades  more  time  is  spent  developing  a  thorough  understanding 
of  ideas  fundamental  to  later  grade  work.  Children  are  soon  in- 
troduced to  problem  solving  by  the  use  of  equations  which 
formerly  were  taught  in  High  School  algebra.  Equations  help 
pupils  to  actually  see  the  different  steps  they  should  take  to 
solve  a  problem. 

The  present  emphasis  is  on  the  understanding  of  arithmetic. 
In  addition  to  teaching  skills,  we  now  want  to  teach  the  "why" 
of  numbers.  Children  feel  more  secure  when  they  overcome 
their  dependence  on  sheer  memorization.    This  new  math  de- 
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velops  discriminating  thought  processes  and  true  reasoning 
ability  which  are  installed  in  youngsters  in  a  way  that  gener- 
ates genuine  eagerness  to  learn. 

To  prepare  themselves  for  the  teaching  of  this  newer  ap- 
proach to  mathematics,  all  Elementary  teachers  enrolled  for 
a  course  in  materials  and  methods  to  teach  it.  As  in  the  past, 
Southbridge  is  showing  great  foresight  in  recognizing  the  newer 
trends  in  education,  and  this  is  only  one  phase  of  attempting  to 
keep  up  with  the  challenge  of  change. 

The  teachers  have  worked  zealously  in  applying  the  tech- 
niques learned  and  should  be  commended  for  their  untiring  ef- 
forts. Although  this  is  our  first  experience  in  the  actual  pres- 
entation of  this  new  material  in  the  classroom,  we  have  noticed 
an  improvement  in  the  actual  understanding  of  numbers. 

READING 

Southbridge,  like  so  many  systems,  took  a  "long,  hard, 
look"  at  its  reading  program  to  see  if  it  was  securing  the  best 
possible  results  for  both  its  teachers  and  pupils.  Reading  is 
the  first  and  most  important  subject  a  child  studies  when  he 
enters  school.  The  chief  goal  of  reading  instruction  is  to  teach 
the  child  to  comprehend  printed  words  and  groups  of  words. 
However,  we  must  remember  that  no  child  reads  in  the  true 
sense  of  the  term,  unless  he  understands  the  meanings  that 
words,  sentences,  paragraphs,  and  other  word  groups  convey. 
Reading  with  comprehension  is  vital  in  social  studies,  science, 
mathematics,  and  literature  because  information  and  facts  must 
be  assimilated.  Children  are  expected  to  acquire  and  retain 
facts,  understandings,  attitudes  and  skills  and  to  store  them  away 
for  use  in  further  learning.  The  child  who  cannot  read  with 
true  comprehension  and  interpretation  will  fail  to  absorb  all  the 
material  in  the  subject.  The  new  reading  series  with  accom- 
panying study  book  is  a  complete  phonics  and  language  program. 
All  rules  and  usage  of  English  are  taught  along  with  the  Basic 
Reading.   Independence  and  alertness  are  encouraged. 

Today's  children  must  cope  with  heavier  content  reading 
in  Modern  Mathematics  and  space-age  science.  An  earlier  and 
greater  emphasis  in  all  types  of  thinking  skills  is  a  "must". 
They  must  master  automatically  all  the  phonics  skills  as  soon 
as  possible,  so  as  to  be  freed  sooner  for  independent  reading 
which  is  increasingly  required  of  them  in  accelerated  classes  and 
curricula.  Stories  are  of  the  moment  and  times;  therefore,  of 
high  interest  because  it  is  the  world  they  know,  live,  and  under- 
stand. This  reading  series  is  geared  to  teach  pupils  to  4 'read 
and  think"  instead  of  the  older  "look  and  say"  method.  Every 
grade  material  stresses  phonic  skills  and  is  devoted  to  thinking 
skills.  Each  unit  in  the  series  carries  its  own  word-learning  and 
comprehension  tests.    Simple,  direct  instructions,  in  the  work- 
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books  accompanying  the  series  are  addressed  to  the  pupils  so 
that  the  activity  becomes  completely  independent. 

In  this  new  reader  a  pupil  just  can't  answer  a  study-book 
page  of  questions  with  the  aid  of  a  picture  clue.  They  have  to 
read  and  think  about  the  content  before  they  can  answer  the 
questions  correctly,  and  that  is  what  good  education  strives 
to  do. 

So  again,  Southbridge  is  in  the  forefront  in  bringing  to  its 
children  up-to-date  materials  in  the  reading  phase  which  have 
been  developed  by  experts  in  the  field. 

SPELLING 

Spelling  is  the  third  phase  of  our  curriculum  up-dated  this 
year.  The  School  Committee  is  continually  striving  to  give  the 
children  of  the  town  the  newest  and  finest  in  basic  working  ma- 
terials. A  spelling  book  was  purchased  to  build  spelling  inde- 
pendence —  that  is  for  the  pupil  to  spell  correctly  and  be  able 
to  determine  the  correct  spelling  of  words  used  every  day  with- 
out outside  help.  "My  Word  Book"  enriches  the  pupils'  spelling 
skills  and  widens  the  usefulness  of  their  learnings.  Provision 
is  made  for  fast  learners  and  slow  learners  with  needed  valuable 
words  to  be  learned  by  all.  Each  week's  work  is  divided  into 
five  parts.  The  work  every  sixth  week  is  made  up  of  special 
language  arts  lessons  featuring  a  review  treatment  of  the  pre- 
vious five  weeks'  words.  There  is  provision  for  study  words 
missed,  practice  in  word  building,  application  of  spelling  skills 
and  review  of  words  studied  earlier  in  the  program  which  are 
persistently  troublesome.  Children  see  the  word  printed  as 
well  as  written,  helping  him  see  it  as  he  writes  and  copies  it. 

The  easy  use  of  the  dictionary  to  determine  spelling  and 
meaning  is  taught  by  the  use  of  Trainer  Dictionaries.  The  pupil 
is  taught  to  think  about  spelling  as  he  writes  to  habitually  proof- 
read and  check  his  work  for  spelling.  There  are  many  types  of 
word  building  activities  also.  He  is  encouraged  to  write  clear, 
grammatically  correct  and  legible  sentences  and  paragraphs,  else 
his  spelling  ability  is  futile. 

These  three  major  subjects  —  mathematics,  reading,  and 
spelling  are  a  tangible  indication  of  the  community's  willingness 
to  provide  the  best  improved  materials  for  its  children.  It  is 
realized  that  improvement  in  any  subject  will  automatically  help 
the  improvement  of  all  subjects. 

The  American  School  System  is  unique  in  many  ways.  It 
provides  a  greater  educational  opportunity  for  the  masses  than 
any  other  country  in  the  world.  However,  we  must  not  be  com- 
placent in  our  thinking  about  our  educational  system.  Let  us 
recognize  that  we  have  a  good  start,  but  there  is  much  to  be 
done.  As  in  medicine  or  any  other  profession,  we  must  continue 
our  research  and  constantly  improve  our  practices. 
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In  conclusion,  we  all  know  that  education  in  America  has 
progressed  from  a  somewhat  limited  personal  affair,  to  a  large 
public  undertaking  reaching  into  nearly  every  home  in  the  land. 
Public  education  in  the  United  States  is  essentially  a  group  un- 
dertaking. To  our  Southbridge  citizens,  our  hard-working 
School  Committee,  our  dedicated  Superintendent,  Mr.  Robert 
L.  Fox,  and  to  our  loyal  teachers,  a  sincere  thank  you.

REPORT  OF 
SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Pauline  Boucher,  Senior  Nurse 

The  main  objective  of  the  School  Health  Services  is  to  main- 
tain and  promote  the  health  of  the  school  age  child.  The  phy- 
sical, mental,  emotional  and  social  welfare  of  each  individual 
child  are  some  of  the  important  aspects  for  maturing  with  as 
little  difficulty  as  possible.  We  all  know  that  "Growing  up"  to- 
day offers  many  barriers,  and  though  it  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  parents,  the  health  department  tried  to  lend  a  helping  hand 
whenever  possible. 

As  in  the  past,  routine  physical  examinations  were  done  and 
fewer  defects  were  noted  this  year.  Notices  were  sent  to  parents 
regarding  these  defects. 

The  vision  and  hearing  program  was  completed  and  all  stu- 
dents were  tested  except  five  absentees.  Any  defects  noted  were 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  parents. 

We  held  a  very  successful  series  of  Sabin  vaccine  clinics  for 
the  entire  school  population.  All  three  types  of  vaccine  were 
administered  at  different  times.  The  response  was  overwhelm- 
ing. We  feel  that  the  majority  of  the  school  age  population  is 
now  immunized  against  polio. 

Also  at  this  time  I  would  like  to  mention  the  Dental  Clinic 
for  grades  two  through  five  —  The  diphtheria  and  tetanus  im- 
munization clinics  for  grades  one  through  eight,  and  grades  ten 
and  eleven.  All  the  above  clinics  are  sponsored  by  the  Board 
of  Health  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Health  Department. 

The  annual  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  April  at  the  Wells 
Junior  High  School  in  the  Nurses'  office.  Letters  with  appoint- 
ments were  mailed  to  parents.  Birth  certificates  and  vaccina- 
tions are  required  before  a  child  may  enter  school.  The  chil- 
dren who  were  eligible  to  start  school  in  the  fall  were  interviewed 
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with  parents  present.  This  is  just  a  few  of  the  activities  that 
were  completed  this  year. 

Santa's  Fund  was  successful  in  going  over  the  top  due  to 
the  generosity  of  the  townspeople.  Many  of  our  less  fortunate 
families  had  a  much  happier  Christmas  when  food  baskets  as 
well  as  gifts  were  delivered  to  their  homes  on  Christmas  eve. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
school  committee,  to  Mr.  Fox,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  all 
the  school  Principals,  to  the  Teachers,  to  our  School  Physicians, 
Dr.  William  E.  Langevin,  and  Dr.  Adah  B.  Eccleston;  also  to 
Mrs.  Virginia  Page,  R.N.,  my  co-worker,  and  especially  to  all 
of  the  parents  who  have  shown  interest  and  have  co-operated  to 
the  fullest  to  enable  this  department  to  have  such  a  success- 
ful year. 

REPORT  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

Arnold  M.  Reppucci,  High  School  Music  Director 

The  Music  Department  of  the  High  School  has  been  ex- 
periencing a  period  of  growth  and  expansion.  The  band  rehear- 
sal time  has  been  increased  this  year  from  three  to  five  rehear- 
sals a  week,  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  credit.  The  small 
choir,  "The  Scarlet  Troubadours",  have  been  scheduled  for  three 
rehearsals  a  week  during  school  time,  as  against  one  outside  of 
school  rehearsal  a  week  last  year.  Credit  is  now  being  offered 
for  participation  in  this  group  also.  The  large  choir  continues  to 
meet  twice  a  week  as  last  year.  A  dance  band  was  formed  and 
meets  outside  of  school  time. 

Eight  Southbridge  High  School  students  passed  the  audi- 
tions for  Central  District  Chorus  and  Band  and  will  participate 
in  the  Central  District  Concert  at  Fitchburg  State  College.  Six 
of  these  students  have  received  invitations  to  audition  for  the 
All-State  chorus  and  band.  One  student  from  Southbridge  High 
participated  in  All-State  last  year. 

The  band  and  "Scarlet  Troubadours"  choral  group  traveled 
to  J ohnston,  Rhode  Island,  this  past  spring  and  presented  a  con- 
cert in  the  high  school,  which  was  very  well  received.  The 
Johnston  groups  are  scheduled  to  visit  Southbridge  at  a  future 
date. 

The  band  also  performed  at  all  Southbridge  High  School 
football  games  both  home  and  away,  in  several  school  assem- 
blies, and  in  two  parades.  Both  the  band  and  the  choral  groups 
performed  in  the  annual  Christmas  and  Spring  Concerts  at  the 
high  school. 

The  Music  Department  has  also  actively  participated  in 
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the  WESO  "Festival  of  Music",  radio  program  with  three  radio 
shows  taped  for  broadcast  at  this  writing,  and  more  planned  for 
the  near  future.  The  annual  "Talent  Show"  utilized  soloists 
and  groups  from  both  the  instrumental  and  vocal  areas. 

Projected  plans  for  the  future  include  the  establishment  of 
a  testing  program  for  music  in  the  high  school,  and  a  concen- 
trated program  geared  to  build  the  size  of  the  high  school  band. 

In  conclusion,  students  of  the  Music  Department  have  been 
found  to  participate  in  all  of  our  programs  and  activities  with 
much  interest  and  enthusiasm.  We  have  enjoyed  a  productive 
year  and  we  look  forward  to  even  greater  accomplishments  in 
the  future. 

REPORT  OF  THE 
ADVANCED  ELEMENTARY  PROGRAM  j 

Edith  A.  Manzi,  Supervisor 

In  order  to  attain  the  fullest  development  of  his  potential, 
the  academically  talented  student  needs  intellectual  stimulation 
and  challenge.  We  strive  to  fulfill  these  needs  through  the 
constant  evaluation  and  revision  of  our  curriculum,  the  mod- 
ernization of  subject  matter,  materials,  and  techniques  in  all 
areas,  and  the  tightening-up  of  our  standards. 

The  Advanced  Elementary  Program  is  currently  enjoying 
its  sixth  year  of  consistent  acceleration  and  enrichment.  As 
a  result  of  acceleration  in  the  areas  of  mathematics,  science, 
English,  social  studies,  and  French,  students  emerge  from  grade 
eight  thoroughly  equipped  to  meet  the  challenges  of  high  school 
honors  courses.  The  first  two  classes  of  the  program  are  pres- 
ently in  the  freshman  and  sophomore  classes  at  Southbridge 
High  School. 

We  continue  to  promote  and  encourage  active  participation 
of  our  students  in  many  educational  endeavors.  Two  eighth 
graders  were  selected  to  attend  the  French  summer  school  on 
scholarship  at  Assumption  College.  Another  student  was  the 
Wells  Junior  High  School  finalist  in  the  Lowell  Tech-WBZ-TV 
Science  Count-Down  of  1963.  Several  students  participated  in 
the  Mathematics  State  Fair  at  Salem  State  College.  Two 
eighth  grade  students  were  rated  in  the  top  five  percent  of  900 
participants  in  the  Assumption  Preparatory  School  entrance  and 
scholarship  examination. 

The  many  and  varied  interests  of  our  students  are  mani- 
fested in  their  enthusiasm  in  the  physical  education  program,  in 
this  display  of  creativity  in  art,  and  in  their  enjoyment  of  vocal 
and  instrumental  music  classes. 

Along  with  their  scholastic  training,  we  deem  the  develop- 
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ment  of  good,  sound  character  in  each  individual  as  most  es- 
sential. We  attempt  to  instill  in  our  students  the  qualities  of 
self-reliance,  initiative,  co-operation,  and  respect  for  their  peers 
and  for  authority  qualities  for  fine  future  citizens!

REPORT  OF  GUIDANCE  AND 
PLACEMENT  DEPARTMENT 

Dr.  Lewis  A.  Kyrios,  Director 

Our  Guidance  services  have  been  structured  to  provide  for 
the  intelligent  guidance  of  individual  boys  and  girls  toward  the 
immediate  opportunities  provided  by  the  school  and  the  com- 
munity and  toward  long-time  educational  and  vocational  oppor- 
tunities available  after  secondary  school  is  finished.  The  oppor- 
tunities for  any  given  individual  are  dependent  both  upon  his 
environment  and  upon  his  aptitudes  and  personal  qualities. 

In  developing  this  guidance  structure  our  services  have 
been  concentrated  on  the  following  areas: 

1.  Individual  Inventory  Services 

2.  Informational  Services 

3.  Counseling  Service 

4.  Placement  Service 

5.  Follow-up  Service 

Individual  Inventory  Services: 

Emphasis  on  this  guidance  phase  is  on  the  collection  of 
data  that  accentuates  the  uniqueness  of  the  individual  stu- 
dent. This  data  is  based  on  objective  information,  behavior 
patterns,  and  identifying  information.  All  this  information  is 
recorded  on  the  accumulative  card  in  a  systematic  and  progres- 
sive manner.  In  seeking  better  objective  information  our  test- 
ing program  in  Grades  1-8  has  been  upgraded  and  expanded  with 
special  emphasis  on  the  results  derived  from  the  item-analysis 
survey. 

Informational  Services: 

The  intent  of  our  information  program  is  to  help  bring 
about  better  distribution  of  our  students  to  the  offerings  of  our 
school,  to  the  opportunities  for  higher  education,  and  to  voca- 
tions. In  order  to  accomplish  this,  an  up-to-date  guidance  li- 
brary is  maintained.    This  library  contains  college  and  school 
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catalogs,  scholarship  and  financial  aid  information,  occupational 
information  files,  and  reference  books.  Visitations  to  colleges, 
to  hospitals,  to  technical  schools  and  interviews  with  college 
representatives  are  emphasized  as  part  of  our  informational 
services. 

Counseling  Service: 

Our  counseling  may  be  defined  as  individualized  and  per- 
sonalized help  extended  to  a  student  in  making  choices,  plans 
and  adjustments,  with  all  pertinent  facts  studied  and  analyzed, 
with  a  solution  sought,  and  with  the  student  assuming  increas- 
ingly greater  self-direction.  Counseling  is  the  "backbone"  of  our 
guidance  services.  Stress  is  placed  in  the  areas  of  educational 
planning  and  educational  adjustment.  Every  high  school  stu- 
dent is  interviewed  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Placement  Service: 

A  placement  service  is  offered  by  the  Guidance  Department. 
This  service  is  utilized  to  assist  students  who  wish  to  be  placed 
in  various  positions  in  the  labor  field.  Part-time  work  has  been 
secured  for  many  students.  Students  are  notified  when  part- 
time  positions  are  available. 

Follow-up  Service: 

An  important  function  of  our  guidance  office  is  our  follow- 
up  service.  It  consists  of  the  presentation  of  a  composite  picture 
of  what  happened  to  the  last  graduating  class.

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At  the  annual  meeting  in  March  of  1964  the  town  voted  to 
construct  a  27  inch  interceptor  sewer  on  East  Main  Street  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $300,000.00.  The  Federal  Grant  will  be  one 
third  of  the  cost  and  the  consulting  engineers  hired  by  the  Sewer 
Commissioners  were  Fay,  Spof ford  and  Thorndike  of  Boston. 
Construction  was  not  started  in  1964  due  to  the  Public  Health 
Service  requiring  additional  information  prior  to  giving  final 
approval  to  the  design.  Construction  should  be  well  under  way  by 
early  spring  of  1965. 

During  1964  a  savings  of  about  350  dollars  was  realized  due 
to  a  change  made  in  the  chlorinizers  at  the  Sewage  Treatment 
Plant  by  the  department  personnel.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 
Dear  Sirs  : 

The  Cemetery  Committee  met  and  organized  on  April  2,  1964. 
Stavri  B.  Yanka  was  elected  chairman  and  the  other  two  members 
are  Willard  Stark  and  Lectance  Landry.  Seaver  Rice  was  ap- 
pointed clerk  and  Superintendent  of  Cemetery. 

The  usual  cleaning  up  period  started  April  3rd  and  consisted 
of  cleaning  up  debris  and  filling  in  sunken  graves  also  getting  the 
gravel  roads  in  good  condition  and  pruning  shrubbery.  Grass 
cutting  started  the  first  of  May  and  continued  twice  monthly  until 
October.  The  usual  dry  summer  retarded  the  growth  of  grass  and 
there  were  several  weeks  when  cutting  was  not  required.  It  must 
be  pointed  out  that  very  few  cemetaries  allow  shrubbery  to  be 
planted  on  lots  and  Oak  Ridge  may  have  to  enforce  the  rule  of  no 
planting.  Many  old  families  have  passed  away  leaving  no  one  to 
take  of  extensive  plantings  with  the  result  that  the  cemetery 
force  has  inherited  this  problem. 

Our  new  section  called  meadow  section  is  completed  and 
mapped  and  lots  may  now  be  sold.  We  have  98  two  grave,  88  four 
grave  and  42  six  grave  lots.  At  a  cost  of  approximately  $5,000 
for  development  we  have  a  potential  sale  value  of  $36,000.  This 
development  plus  other  available  space  should  last  the  cemetery 
for  many  years  before  space  is  exhausted. 

Vandalism  in  the  cemetery  remains  a  serious  problem,  during 
the  past  year  over  thirty  monuments  and  markers  were  overturned 
and  some  were  broken  beyond  repair.  Vigilance  by  the  police  and 
cemetery  personnel  seems  the  only  way  to  curb  this  problem.  We 
wish  to  thank  all  town  officials  who  assisted  us  in  our  problems 
particularly  the  town  engineer  Henry  Racicot  and  his  assistants, 
also  the  superintendent  of  highways  Joseph  Benoit  and  the 
Police  Department.

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and 
Agent  for  Veterans'  Benefits  Department,  I  hereby  submit  my 
report  of  activities  and  services  rendered  for  the  year  1964. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  located  in  rooms  12  and  14  of  the  Town  Hall 
and  is  open  daily  from  9 :00  a.m.  to  1 :00  p.m.  and  2 :00  p.m.  to 
5:00  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday.  The  office  is  also  open 
Monday  night  from  7:00  p.m.  to  8:00  p.m.  and  is  available  to 
all  veterans  of  Southbridge  and  their  dependents,  seeking  infor- 
mation partaining  to  their  rights  and  benefits  under  Federal  and 
State  Laws. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  department  to  aid  and  inform  all 
eligible  veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  benefits 
within  the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

Photostatic  copies  of  discharges  are  being  developed  for 
Southbridge  veterans.  In  addition,  copies  of  marriage,  birth, 
death,  and  other  certificates  were  made  for  Veterans'  Benefits 
and  claims  against  the  Veterans  Administration.  Necessary  forms 
were  filled  out  covering  lost  discharges,  burial  allowance  and 
yearly  income  questionnaires. 

Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and  other 
branches  of  the  government  pertaining  to  education,  training 
subsistence  allowance,  insurance  payments,  medical  treatment, 
hospitalization,  compensation  and  pension  for  veterans  and  their 
dependents,  re-employment  rights,  employment  difficulties,  unem- 
ployment compensation,  as  well  as  numerous  telephone  calls  and 
letters.

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VETERANS'  BENEFITS 


Under  Chapter  115,  and  its  amendents,  each  application  for 
Veterans'  Benefits  submitted  to  the  town  after  thorough  investi- 
gation by  this  office  is  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Veterans  Services,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  for  approval,  as 
under  this  chapter  the  state  agrees  to  reimburse  the  town  for 
one-half  of  all  aid  granted. 

On  or  about  July  10,  1964,  the  town  of  Southbridge  received 
from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Treasury  Department 
a  check  for  $51,836.82.  This  check  was  for  reimbursements  due 
us  for  the  calendar  year  of  1963. 

An  investigator  for  the  State  Office  periodically  checks  the 
local  agent's  office,  in  addition  to  personally  contacting  the 
recipient  of  veterans'  benefits. 

Under  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his 
dependents,  meet  all  requirements  of  eligibility  and  he  falls  in 
need  of  financial  assistance  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  he  is 
granted  Veterans  Benefits.  The  amount  varies,  and  is  dependent 
upon,  the  particular  needs  of  the  individual  case.  Any  amount 
received  from  Federal  benefits  or  other  financial  grants  is  de- 
ducted from  the  amount  that  is  allowed  by  this  department, 
therefore  helping  to  reduce  that  which  must  be  expected  by  the 
town. 

As  of  December  31,  1964,  there  were  81  active  cases  on  file, 
aiding  143  persons.  In  addition,  many  cases  were  pending  settle- 
ment and,  as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is  maintained 
and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where  awards  are  con- 
sidered unfair  or  insufficient. 

For  a  list  of  expenditures  and  reimbursements  of  this  depart- 
ment, please  refer  to  report  of  the  Town  Accountant. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks,  to  all  town  departments, 
officials  at  the  Rutland  Heights,  Roxbury  and  Boston  Veterans 
Administration  Hospitals  and  also  the  Holyoke  Soldiers  Home. 

This  office  aided  between  120  and  130  veterans  in  gaining 
medical  services  at  these  fine  Veterans'  Institutions.  We  also 
would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  local  industries,  veterans 
organizations  and  their  auxiliaries  and  all  others  who  helped  to 
carry  out  the  service  of  this  department. 
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I  also  wish  to  express  the  thanks  of  all  veterans  to  the  Santa 

Fund  who  responded  to  our  appeal  so  generously  at  Christmas

ATTENDANCE: 

Year  after  year  more  adults  seem  to  take  advantage  of  the 
pool's  facilities.  This  increase  in  adult  attendance  was  again 
observed  during  the  1964  season. 

The  total  attendance  for  the  season  was  16,500:  3,500  June: 
8,500  July :  and  4,500  August. 

RESCUES: 

Twelve  rescues  were  reported  by  lifeguards  during  the 
season. 

The  efficent  supervision  given  our  bathers  can  certainly  be 
considered  as  a  major  deterrent  to  the  incident  of  many  more  ser- 
ious accidents. 

INSTRUCTION: 

Formal  instruction  in  swimming  and  lifesaving  was  provided 
through  the  excellent  Red  Cross  Program  during  the  season.  More 
than  400  children  and  some  adults  benefited  from  the  program 
through  regular  morning  classes  conducted  by  Mrs.  Roger  Lataille 
and  Miss  Diane  Lafrance,  a  regular  member  of  our  staff. 
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HEALTH  CARE: 


Maintaining  a  low  bacterial  count  is  naturally  of  paramount 
importance.  This  was  accomplished  by  regulating  the  flow  of 
water  into  the  pool  in  accordance  with  the  bathing  load. 

The  laboratory  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy,  Engineers,  reported 
our  water  to  be  of  excellent  quality  for  bathing.

REPORT  OF 
HENRY  ST.  FIELD  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  The  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee : 

Again,  this  area  has  provided  more  and  better  recreation 
for  all  ages,  then  any  year  in  the  past.  We  have  granted  to 
the  Southbridge  Playground  Department  the  use  of  our  Baseball 
Fields,  Basketball  Court,  Swings,  See-Saws,  Jungle  Gyms,  plus 
other  games  and  the  use  of  toilet  facilities,  conducted  with  super- 
vision during  six  weeks  summer  recreation. 

Little  League  and  Minor  League  used  one  Baseball  diamond 
from  May  to  the  middle  of  August,  ending  their  season  with  All 
Star  playoffs  of  the  Little  League.  All  Star  games  with  surround- 
ing towns  were  also  included.  Six  teams  were  represented  in  each 
league,  Little  and  Minor  with  approximately  180  boys  partici- 
pating in  this  game  of  skill  and  fair  play  program. 

The  Lassie  League  softball  which  includes  the  Lassiettes  or 
Minor  League  teams,  shared  the  spotlight  nightly  from  May  to 
the  latter  part  of  August.  This  League  terminated  it's  season 
with  playoffs  and  All  Star  games,  with  girl  teams  from  other 
towns.   This  Lassie  League  is  Softball  for  girls  from  9  to  15 
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years  of  age.  Six  teams  were  represented  in  each  League,  Lassie 
and  Lassiette  for  a  total  of  approximately  128  girls. 

Without  the  help  of  patient  men  and  lady  coaches,  (and  this 
applies  to  men  in  Little  and  Minor  Leagues)  plus  encouragement 
of  many  spectators  or  fans,  who  encourage  our  boys  and  girls, 
this  form  of  recreation  would  not  be  successful. 

The  Community  softball  league  composed  of  five  sponsored 
teams,  which  75  or  more  young  men,  played  this  game  nightly, 
from  May  to  September,  plus  playoffs  and  numerous  practice 
sessions,  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

The  Elementary  Schools  Baseball  teams  and  numerous  Base- 
ball, Softball,  and  Football  sand  lot  games  were  played  almost 
daily  from  early  spring  to  late  fall. 

A  Carnival  or  Fiesta  conducted  by  a  Veterans  organization 
for  Scholarship  purposes,  was  held  for  a  week  on  the  field  parking 
lot. 

The  seasons  activities  were  terminated  with  the  annual  Police 
Dept.  Halloween  party  for  children,  with  rides  provided  and  a 
huge  display  of  fireworks,  on  Saturday  October  31. 

I  wish  to  thank  fellow  recreation  members,  notably  Albert 
Gendron,  Narcisse  Lajeunesse  who  kept  the  field  or  area  clean 
at  all  times,  also  Alphonse  LaPierre  and  others  who  have  helped 
to  make  this  1964  season  successful.

Lassie  League  1964  turned  out  to  be  on  of  the  best  attended 
and  most  popular  sport  that  the  Town  of  Southbridge  provided 
for  it's  young  people.  The  town  provides  to  the  Lassie  League 
$500.00  to  spend  in  the  forming  of  it's  league.  The  money  is 
spent  in  buying  hats,  balls,  bats,  etc. 

The  Lassie  League  has  provided  it's  adult  leadership  thru 
the  working  membership  of  the  Leonide  J.  Lemire  Post  6055 
V.F.W.  The  V.F.W.  also  provides  for  various  expenditures  that 
the  Town  would  not  be  expected  to  pay  for,  such  as  a  banquet, 
and  trips  to  various  cities  and  towns  around  to  play  in  All  Star 
games.  This  project  is  one  that  rates  very  high  on  the  list  for 
the  V.F.W. 

This  year  Lassie  League  provided  recreation  for  128  girls 
and  40  adults.  It  has  been  the  contention  of  the  officials  of  the 
league  for  the  past  4  years  to  allow  every  girl  who  tries  out  her 
chance  to  play,  needless  to  say  that  all  do  not  have  the  same 
ability.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Warden  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1964. 

The  past  year  deadwood,  split  and  broken  branches  a  con- 
tant  hazard  to  life  and  property,  were  pruned  out  of  our  town 
owned  trees.  Low-hanging  live  branches  were  removed  where  they 
interfered  with  pedestrians  and  vehicular  traffic.  Eleven  trees 
and  3  stumps  were  removed.  Tree  preservative  applied  to  cavities 
that  needed  repainting. 

Fifteen  town  owned  trees  on  Main  Street,  were  fertilized,  to 
improve  the  condition  and  appearance  of  these  trees. 

Twenty  shade  trees  were  bought  and  planted  on  various 
town  streets  where  trees  had  been  removed,  and  on  new  streets. 

The  ice  storm  of  December  4  and  5  of  the  past  year,  caused 
extensive  tree  breakage.  Town  owned  trees  were  examined  care- 
fully to  determine  the  extent  of  injury,  nearly  every  tree  was 
damaged  by  the  ice  storm.  Ice  laden  limbs  and  trees  were  removed 
from  roads  and  streets  and  made  passable.

DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Control 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1964. 

Two  methods  must  be  used  to  prevent  Dutch  elm  disease,  a 
good  sanitation  program  and  a  spray  program.  No  spray  pro- 
gram can  be  successful  without  sanitation.  Deadwood  split  and 
broken  limbs  were  removed  out  of  town  owned  elm  trees  and 
destroyed.  Nine  dead  elm  trees  were  removed  and  6  elm  stumps. 

A  special  dormant  spray  of  DDT  helped  check  the  spread  of 
Dutch  elm  disease  by  providing  a  DDT  residue  on  the  trees  which 
will  kill  the  elm  bark  beetle  before  they  transmit  the  fungus. 
The  spray  was  applied  with  a  hydraulic  sprayer  to  the  elm  trees 
just  before  the  leaves  developed  on  the  trees.  In  June  and  July 
a  leaf  spray  was  applied  to  protect  leaves  of  elms  from  being  fed 
upon  by  the  elm  leaf  beetle  which  should  not  be  confused  with  the 
elm  bark  beetle.  The  elm  leaf  beetle  feeds  exclusively  on  leaves 
and  when  it  is  abundant  the  leaves  become  brown  and  fall  off, 
such  defoliation  weakens  the  trees,  and  many  valuable  elms  have 
been  killed  as  results  of  out  breaks  of  this  insect. 

It  is  still  far  cheaper  to  protect  and  maintain  our  elms  than 
it  is  to  merely  carry  out  a  diseased  elm  removal  program. 

Again  the  past  year  we  received  State  assistance  which  was 
very  helpful. 

A  large  elm  tree  and  stump  12  inches  below  grade  was  re- 
moved and  necessary  repairs  made  to  sidewalk  and  abutting  pro- 
perty at  85  Hamilton  Street.

THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health : 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1964. 

As  in  the  past  years,  clinics  for  the  prevention  of  contagious 
diseases  were  held.  These  were  in  the  form  of  immunization  clinics 
against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping-Cough.  Five  hundred 
and  twelve  children  attended,  completing  the  basic  immunization 
series  or  receiving  a  booster.  Three  clinics  for  distribution  of 
Sabin  Oral  Polio  Vaccine  were  held  at  which  two  hundred  and 
nineteen  pre-schoolers  were  immunized.  In  the  prevention  of 
Tuberculosis,  chest  x-ray  clinics  were  held  every  third  Wednesday 
of  the  month  at  Harrington  Memorial  Hospital,  jointly  sponsored 
by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Worcester  County  Health  Asso- 
ciation. Mantoux  or  Tine  tests  were  also  done  at  these  clinics. 
All  x-rays  were  read  by  Worcester  County  Sanatorium  physicians 
and  reports  sent  to  both  family  doctor  and  Board  of  Health  for 
future  reference.  Clinics  were  very  well  attended ;  patients  referred 
by  family  physician  and  others  attending  as  x-san  patients  or 
their  contacts  for  follow-up  examination.  Patients  may  still 
attend  out-patient  clinics  held  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  morn- 
ings at  the  Sanatorium. 

Registration  for  new  first  graders  was  held  at  the  Mary  E. 
Wells  Jr.  High,  a  joint  project  of  the  school  and  health  depart- 
ments. Following  registration  two  clinics  for  school  physicals 
were  held  in  the  Board  of  Health  rooms  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Health  and  school  physicians. 

Nursery  schools  were  visited  as  usual  although  licensing  of 
these  is  now  the  function  of  the  State  Health  Department. 

School  activities  are  many  and  varied.  Some  of  these  include 
home  visits,  health  conferences  with  physicians,  nurses,  state 
health  consultants,  teachers,  parents,  pupils,  social  workers  and 
others.  List  of  handicapped  children  in  parochial  schools  ws 
compiled,  as  well  as  reports  of  all  clinics  completed  and  sent  to 
State  Health  Dept.  Assisting  school  physician,  chiropodist,  and 
dentist  in  the  examination  of  school  children.  Parents  notified 
when  treatment  indicated.  Dental  clinics  conducted  in  the  Board 
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of  Health  offices  for  children  wishing  to  attend,  others  referred 
to  family  dentist.  The  Mass  Vision  and  the  Maico  Hearing  tests 
given  to  all  school  children  both  high  and  elementary.  Parents 
notified  when  further  treatment  was  advisable. 

During  the  year  I  have  attended  In-Service  programs  for 
Public  Health  Nurses,  held  at  the  Rutland  St.  Sanatorium. 
These  covered  such  topics  as  The  Care  and  Education  of  the 
Mentally  Retarded  Child;  New  Legislation  to  Protect  the  Bat- 
tered Child;  and  many  others  of  interest  and  value.  Evening 
classes  were  attended  for  a  course  in  Educational  Psychology.

The  Department  of  Civil  Defense  has  moved  forward  in  the 
past  year,  the  pace  has  been  slow  but  it  has  been  forward. 

The  National  Civil  Defense  Program  has  been  concentrated 
on  the  Fallout  Shelter  Program.  We  have  eight  licensed  Fallout 
Shelters  in  Southbridge  with  five  new  sites  made  eligible  in  the 
Phase  #2  survey  completed  this  past  Fall.  Efforts  are  being 
made  to  get  licenses  signed  and  supplies  requisitioned  for  these 
new  sites.  The  Federal  Government  furnishes  these  supplies  at  no 
cost  to  the  town.  Fallout  Shelter  Sites  in  Southbridge,  are  located 
in  Town,  Federal  and  privately  owned  buildings. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  persons  who  have  co- 
operated with  this  program  in  the  past,  and  hope  for  the  co- 
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operation  of  all  the  citizens  of  Southbridge  in  the  future,  so  that 
we  can  carry  out  this  program  to  the  utmost. 

Many  thanks  to  the  members  of  Civil  Defense  who  have 
contributed  many  tireless  hours  in  the  past,  and  to  the  officials 
of  the  town  for  their  continued  support,  and  co-operation  with 
this  department.

REPORT  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge : 

We  expended  $696,862.45  for  assistance,  salaries,  and 
administration  expenses  in  1964,  and  received  $544,478.26  in 
reimbursements ;  making  the  local  share  $152,384.19. 

This  agency  administers  five  programs  os  assistance  with 
an  average  of  468  cases  a  month.  We  received  252  applications 
during  the  year.  We  approved  196  and  denied  56  applications. 
This  caseload  is  administered  by  the  Director  of  Public  Assistance, 
who  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare,  and  serviced  by  four  Social  Workers  and  four  Clerks ; 
under  the  over-all  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare. 

General  Relief  is  a  program  of  assistance  for  persons  who 
are  in  need  temporarily,  and  are  not  eligible  for  any  of  the  Federal 
categories.  An  average  of  34  cases  a  month  were  aided  under  this 
program.  The  average  monthly  cost  per  case  was  $78.18.  The 

Old  Age  Assistance  is  for  needy  persons  over  65.  The  aver- 
age age  of  our  recipients  is  77  years  old.  Under  this  category, 
Statewide  average  monthly  cost  was  $91.03  per  case. 
212  cases  a  month  were  aided  at  a  monthly  cost  of  $89.29  per  case. 
The  Statewide  monthly  average  is  $91.63  per  case.  The  local 
share  after  reimbursements,  is  $9.30  a  month  per  case,  or  $111.67 
a  year.  The  average  monthly  Social  Security  payment  received 
by*  140  recipients  is  $57.86.  There  are  72  recipients  who  are  not 
eligible  for  Social  Security  Benefits.  Based  on  the  October,  1964 
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Social  Security  Bulletin,  the  nationwide  monthly  Social  Security 
Benefit  for  the  retired  worker  is  $81.06  a  month. 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  provides  assistance 
to  children  living  in  a  home  maintained  by  their  father,  or  mother, 
or  other  relative,  when  death,  long  term  illness  or  other  factor, 
has  deprived  the  children  of  the  normal  support  or  care  of  either 
father  or  mother.  We  have  aided  an  average  of  55  families  a 
month  under  this  category  at  an  average  monthly  cost  of  $197.32 
per  family.  The  Statewide  monthly  average  cost  is  $182.38  per 
family.  The  cost  of  this  program  could  be  reduced  by  $50,804.00 
a  year  if  we  received  the  necessary  cooperation  in  collecting  court 
orders.  The  local  share  after  reimbursements  is  $46.13  per  family 
a  month,  or  $553.66  a  year. 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  is  for  persons  over  65  whose 
income  and  resources  are  insufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  necessary 
medical  care.  The  average  age  of  MAA  recipients  is  77.  We  have 
aided  an  average  of  127  cases  a  month  at  a  cost  of  $128.00  a 
month  per  case.  The  Statewide  average  monthly  cost  is  $172.85 
per  case.  The  local  share  after  reimbursements  is  $16.15  a  month 
per  case  or  $193.97  a  year.  The  average  monthly  Social  Security 
payment  is  $74.09.  We  had  an  average  of  71  persons  a  month 
receiving  care  in  Nursing  Homes  during  1964,  30  of  these  are  not 
eligible  for  Social  Security  Benefits. 

Disability  Assistance  program  is  for  permanently  and  totally 
disabled  persons.  We  have  aided  an  average  of  40  cases  a  month 
at  a  cost  of  $118.24  each.  The  Statewide  monthly  average  cost 
is  $144.99.  The  local  share  after  reimbursements  is  $31.85  a 
month  per  case  or  $382.27  a  year. 

We  express  our  sincerest  thanks  to  the  various  organizations 
and  individuals  too  numerous  to  list  who  throughout  the  year 
provided  extras  to  the  recipients  of  public  assistance.

REPORT    OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  accepted 
the  reccommendations  of  library  building  consultant,  Kenneth 
Shaffer  (Director  of  the  School  Library  Science,  Simmons  Col- 
lege) who  made  a  detailed  study  of  present  and  projected  Library 
facilities.  James  Britton,  architect,  was  then  hired  to  proceed 
with  plans  and  cost  estimates.  In  July  the  U.S.  Community  Facili- 
ties Administration  approved  a  $15,000  preliminary  grant  for  the 
proposed  addition.  This  information  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  If  the  project  is  approved,  application 
will  be  made  for  additional  federal  aid  under  the  Library  Services 
Construction  Act. 

During  the  year  several  major  jobs  were  accomplished. 
Manuak  of  procedure  for  adult  staff  and  student  pages  were 
completed.  Juvenile  books  were  inventoried.  The  phonograph 
record  collection  was  recognized  by  subject.  An  intensive  pro- 
gram of  discarding  and  replacing  wornout  and  out-dated  books 
made  our  collection  more  attractive  and  released  needed  shelf 
space. 
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Due  to  lack  of  space  the  weekly  children's  film  program  was 
discontinued.  However  we  promoted  films  available  to  adults 
from  the  Central  Regional  Library  Collection  and  film  borrowing 
from  the  Central  Regional  Library  Collection  and  film  borrowing 
increased.  Attendance  at  weekly  story  hour  increased  to  an  aver- 
Earls  continued  to  present  her  original  puppet  shows  at  Story 
Hour  which  accounts  for  much  of  the  attraction.  If  time  and 
space  were  available  we  should  have  a  story  hour  for  older  children 
as  well. 

As  usual  the  annual  Creative  Writing  Contest  was  held 
during  Book  Week.  During  the  year  seven  eighth  grades  and 
four  fifth  grades  visited  the  library  for  instruction  in  its  use. 
Eleven  classes  came  for  special  story  hours.  We  continued  to  de- 
posit books  in  various  schools  including  the  public  high  school 
library  to  serve  students  more  effectively.  The  summer  reading 
club  was  held  in  the  usual  three  sections  to  accommodate  95 
junior  and  68  senior  members. 

In  February  we  held  a  special  two  hour  course  for  adults 
in  the  use  of  the  library.  In  spite  of  a  blizzardy  evening  25  per- 
sons attended.  Special  film  programs  were  held  at  the  library,  one 
for  a  study  club  and  the  other  for  the  Girl  Scouts.  Southbridge 
Flower  and  Garden  Workshop  invited  the  library  to  have  a  book 
table  at  their  show  in  September.  With  the  cooperation  of  the 
commercial  department  at  Southbridge  High  School,  a  pre-college 
reading  list  was  prepared  and  distributed  to  all  three  high  schools 
with  copies  left  to  give  to  area  students  at  the  library. 

Rotary  Club  asked  for  a  talk  on  library  services,  and  the 
Women  of  Holy  Trinity  Church  requested  a  book  talk.  I  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Southbridge  Sesquicentennial  Committee  and  serv- 
ed on  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  following  meetings  were  attended :  Round  Table  of 
Young  Adults,  Central  Regional  System  Annual  Meeting,  Bay 
Path  Library  Club  Annual  Meeting,  and  Public  Library  Admini- 
strators Meeting. 
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Mrs.  Petrelli  attended  a  special  course  on  children's  books 
and  Mrs.  Merriam  participated  in  a  young  adult  book  course  both 
courses  sponsored  by  the  Central  Regional  System. 

Several  gifts  were  received  during  the  year.  Ted  Savary 
gave  his  collection  of  carved  native  birds  and  a  case  to  house  them 
to  the  Children's  Room.  The  Young  Women's  Club  provided  funds 
for  a  collection  of  table  games  and  toys  for  the  Children's  Room. 
A  visitor  from  Israel  sent  two  Israeli  dolls  for  our  collection  upon 
her  return  home.  Edward  Zuiss  continued  to  give  countless  hours 
devoted  to  keeping  the  magazine  stacks  in  order  and  other  tasks. 

Book  circulation  for  March  proved  to  be  the  largest  on 
record  -  11,565  -  compared  with  an  average  monthly  circulation 
of  3,600  when  the  building  was  new  fifty  years  ago.  Our  annual 
circulation  lacked  47  of  making  105,000,  2,000  less  than  for  the 
previous  year  but  10,000  more  than  for  1962.  The  annual  circu- 
lation fifty  years  ago  was  45,840. 

Providing  up-to-date  service  in  a  half-century  year  old  build- 
ing geared  to  an  entirely  different  kind  of  library  need  is  a  chal- 
lenge and  at  this  point  ingenuity  has  been  pretty  well  exhausted. 

Southbridge  wants  and  needs  active,  modern  library  service 
to  the  extent  -  I  deeply  hope  -  of  being  willing  to  pay  for  it.

"Observe  with  us  a  minute  of  silence  for  those  who  passed 
away  this  year;  Blanche  Metras,  Charles  Hart  and 
Arthur  Nadeau.  They  had  great  ability  and  gave  freely 
of  their  time  and  ability  for  public  service  in  this  com- 
munity." 
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"We  shall  follow  the  usual  custom:  Recommendations  of 
the  Finance  Committee  to  be  considered  as  motions  and 
said  motions  duly  seconded.  Substitute  motions  may 
be  presented  from  the  floor." 

The  moderator  warned  the  inhabitants  to  please  refrain 
from  personalities. 

The  moderator  referred  to  a  statement  that  he  had  read 
'Derogatory  ejection  by  police.'  "My  opinion  for  ejec- 
tion will  be  in  accordance  to  Chapter  39,  Section  17." 
He  commented  on  the  following:  "Come  to  the  Town 
Meeting  if  you  want  to  have  fun."

The  report  of  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  Committee 
was  read  by  Attorney  Michael  Morrill,  chairman  of  the  Repre- 
sentative Town  Meeting  Committee. 

COPY  OF  REPORT 

By  a  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  December  10, 
1962,  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  Committee  was  formed. 
This  committee  was  to  report  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
1963  its  findings  and  recommendations.  The  substitute  motion  at 
the  December  10,  1962  meeting  which  provided  for  the  formation 
of  the  committee  and  its  constituent  members  was  sponsored  by 
Alfred  Dumas,  Chairman  of  the  Democratic  Town  Committee. 
Twenty-five  Committee  members  were  appointed  and  the  atten- 
dance at  each  of  the  Committee  meetings  was  excellent. 

The  Committee  first  considered  a  questionaire  which  had 
been  sent  to  each  of  the  forty-one  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  which  presently  have  Representative  Town  Meet- 
ings A  series  of  eleven  comprehensive  questions  were  asked  in  this 
questionaire  and  general  comments  were  sought  from  each  of  the 
towns.  Of  thirty-six  towns,  thirty-two  indicated  that  the  experi- 
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ence  of  the  Representative  Town  Meetings  demonstrated  that 
Representative  Town  Meetings  worked  better  than  Open  Town 
Meetings. 

All  of  our  Committee  meetings  were  open  to  the  public  and 
the  representatives  of  the  press  and  radio  attended  many  of  the 
meetings.  When  the  bill  had  been  prepared,  it  was  published  in 
full  in  the  local  newspaper.  This  took  place  in  October. 

The  bill  was  furnished  to  the  Selectmen  who  then  turned  the 
bill  in  its  final  form  to  the  State  Senator  and  State  Representative 
from  this  area  to  the  State  Legislature.  The  bill,  in  its  entirety, 
was  filed  in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  November,  1963.  The 
deadline  for  such  filing  was  December  4,  1963. 

Plans  had  been  made  by  the  Committee  for  further  publica- 
tion and  promulgation  of  the  enabling  act  between  the  time  of  its 
successful  passage  by  the  State  Legislature  and  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  1964. 

The  Town  and  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  Committee 
received  notice  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  Towns  that  there 
would  be  a  legislative  hearing  on  the  bill  on  February  11,  1964  in 
Boston.  The  hearing  was  held.  The  Joint  Committee  filed  an 
adverse  report  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  The  House  of 
Representatives  voted  against  allowing  the  bill  to  be  voted  upon 
by  the  Town  of  Southbridge. 

A  majority  of  the  Representative  Town  Committee  now  asks 
the  Town  to  vote  to  allow  the  Committee  to  prepare  a  new  en- 
abling act  for  submission  by  the  Selectmen  to  the  Legislature  so 
that  the  Town  may  vote  on  the  issue  at  the  annual  election,  next 
held  after  successful  passage  by  the  State  Legislature. 

Opponents  of  certain  portions  of  the  enabling  act  have  stated 
that  their  opposition  will  be  withdrawn  if  a  new  enabling  act  is 
prepared  which  covers  their  objections.  The  Committee  feels  that 
some  suggestions  are  valid  and  that  a  new  bill  could  be  drafted  to 
encompass  such  suggestions.  The  Committee  respectfully  re- 
quests that  it  be  given  the  opportunity  to  do  so.

As  in 
the  case  of  appointments  still  requiring  Council  approval,  such 
recommended  removal  from  the  Youth  Service  Board  must  be  acted 
upon  the  Council  within  thirty  calendar  days ;  otherwise  the  pro- 
posed removal  shall  become  effective  as  if  approval  had  been  given. 
In  the  case  of  any  appointment  which  heretofore  required  Council 
approval  the  Governor  may,  within  fifteen  days  of  the  making  of 
the  appointment,  remove  the  person  appointed  without  cause. 

The  Council  shall  no  longer  be  required  to  approve  the  fixing 
of  any  compensation  for  services  rendered  in  the  executive  depart- 
ment. And  henceforth  there  need  be  no  approval  by  the  Council  of 
actions  or  agreements  by  executive  officers,  including  but  not 
limited  to  borrowings  and  loans,  investments,  leases,  licenses,  pur- 
chases and  conveyances,  and  contracts,  and  also  including  the 
promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  Governor  shall  at  all 
times  remain  free  to  seek  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council 
upon  any  matter.

SUMMARY 

Under  the  Act,  effective  as  of  January  1,  1964,  each  member 
of  the  General  Court  shall  receive  seventy-eight  hundred  dollars 
for  each  regular  annual  session,  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  each  receive  the  same 
amount  as  additional  compensation,  and  the  floor  leaders  of  each 
of  the  major  political  parties  in  the  Senate  and  House,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  and  the  Chair- 
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man  and  Vice-Chairman  of  that  committee  of  the  House,  shall 
each  receive  thirty-nine  hundred  dollars  as  additional  compensa- 
tion, to  be  paid  as  provided  in  the  Act.  After  the  same  date  the 
annual  expense  allowance  is  to  be  six  hundred  dollars  for  each 
member  and  the  travel  allowance  is  to  be  eight  cents  per  mile  with 
a  stated  minimum  and  an  alternative,  and  a  member  chosen  to  fill 
a  vacancy  or  who  resigns  during  a  session  is  to  be  entitled  to  per 
diem  compensation  at  the  rate  for  each  regular  annual  session  and 
to  the  allowances  for  travel  and  other  expenses  for  the  time  of 
his  membership. 

It  is  also  provided  that  in  addition  to  the  compensation  for 
the  1963  annual  session  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker 
of  the  House  shall  be  paid  thirty-nine  hundred  dollars,  the  floor 
leaders  of  each  major  political  party  in  the  Senate  and  House, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  and 
Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  that  committee  of  the  House, 
shall  be  paid  twenty-nine  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and 
each  other  member  shall  be  paid  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  the  fis- 
cal year  1963,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  in  the  offices  of  the  town 
account  and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The^  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  appropriation 
accounts  were  compared  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  financial 
votes  passed  by  the  town  meetings,  the  recorded  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  of  the 
departments  making  payments  to  the  treasurer,  while  the  pay- 
ments, as  entered,  were  compared  with  the  treasury  warrants  and 
with  the  treasurer's  books. 

The  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit  were 
made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this 
report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  December  31,  1963. 

The  balance  sheet  shows  overdrafts  in  the  Chapter  90  high- 
way accounts  amounting  to  $12,000.00  which  could  have  been 
avoided  if  the  treasurer  had  issued  a  temporary  loan  in  anticipa- 
tion of  State  and  county  reimbursements,  as  provided  for  by 
Section  6A,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared 
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with  the  town  accountant's  books,  with  the  departmental  records 
of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  with  other  sources  from  which 
money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were  check- 
ed with  the  warrants  approved  by  the  selectmen  and  with  the 
accountant's  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  treasurer's  cash  balance 
on  February  11,  1964  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in 
the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  state- 
ments furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  maturing  debt  and  interest  payments  were  compared 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  were  checked  with  the  cancelled 
securities  on  file.  The  outstanding  coupons  on  February  11,  1964 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  balance  in  the  bond  and  coupon 
account,  as  shown  by  statements  received  from  the  banks  of 
deposit. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes  and  for  group  insurance  premiums  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  deductions  were  footed,  the  payments  to  the  proper 
agencies  were  verified,  and  the  balances  on  hand  were  reconciled 
with  the  ledger  controls. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the  in- 
vestments of  the  several  trust  and  retirement  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  examined  and  listed. 
The  income  was  proved  and  all  transactions  and  balances  were 
verified  and  compared  with  the  accountant's  books,  and,  in  the 
case  of  the  retirement  funds,  with  the  records  of  the  retirement 
board. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  transferred  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  checked  with  the  collector's  books,  the  reported 
redemptions  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and 
the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled 
with  the  controlling  ledger  accounts,  and  checked  with  records  at 
the  Registry  of  Deeds. 
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The  records  of  parking  meter  collections  were  examined  and 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes,  excise,  and  assessments  out- 
standing at  the  time  of  the  previous  audit,  as  well  as  all  subsequent 
commitments,  were  audited  and  proved.  The  recorded  collections 
were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  as  shown  by  the 
treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books ;  the  abatements,  as  enter- 
ed, were  compared  with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements 
granted;  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  proved;  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  re- 
spective controls  in  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  commitments  were  verified,  the  abate- 
ments were  compared  with  the  departmental  records  of  abatements 
granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  controlling  ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  and  departmental 
accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to 
the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the  ac- 
counts, as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  deferred  sewer  and  sidewalk  assessments  were 
examined.  The  payments  in  advance  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  the  amounts  added  to  taxes  were 
verified,  and  the  apportionments  due  in  future  years  were  listed 
and  compared  with  the  accountant's  books. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting 
licenses  issued,  and  from  recording  fees  and  miscellaneous  charges, 
were  verified  and  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  town 
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treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game.  The  cash 
book  was  footed,  and  the  cash  balance  on  February  11,  1964  was 
verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  received  from  the  bank 
of  deposit. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  board 
of  selectmen  and  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  by 
the  police,  fire,  health,  public  welfare,  school,  library,  and  ceme- 
tery departments,  and  by  all  other  departments  in  which  money 
was  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  pay- 
ments to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the 
treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books,  and  the  cash  on  hand  in 
the  several  departments  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

There  were  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several  cash  accounts, 
summaries  of  the  tax  ,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  and  depart- 
mental accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  transactions  and 
condition  of  the  trusts  and  retirement  funds. 

On  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express 
appreciation  for  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  several  town 
officials  during  the  progress  of  the  audit.

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The  average  circulation  per  day  in  1964  was  35  books  per 
day,  and  the  average  attendance  was  155  students  per  day — an 
increase  of  30  over  last  year. 

CURRICULUM 

Courses  at  Southbridge  High  School  continued  to  be 
offered  at  three  levels  during  1964 — honors,  standard  and  basal. 
Our  aim  in  this  organization  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  individ- 
ual student  we  serve. 

Curriculum  guides  for  all  courses  offered  were  completed  in 
the  Spring  of  1964.  This  project  represented  a  mammoth  task 
for  our  staff.  And  needless  to  say,  a  project  in  which  each  member 
should  have  great  pride. 

New  methods,  techniques  and  materials,  used  in  the  imple- 
mentation of  curriculum  offerings,  were  carefully  evaluated  and 
adopted  whenever  they  represented  a  genuine  improvement  over 
present  methods,  techniques  and  materials. 

In  conclusion,  we  feel  that  1964  was  a  successful  year  for 
Southbridge  High  School  and  we  welcome  the  opportunity  to 
thank  all  who  contributed  to  this  success.

Raoul  0.  Lataille,  Principal 

For  many  years,  we  have  felt  a  great  deal  of  concern  for 
youngsters  who  are  making  the  transition  between  Elementary 
and  Junior  High  School  and  from  Junior  High  School  to  High 
School.  The  jump  from  the  5th  Grade  to  our  Mary  E.  Wells  Jun- 
ior High  School  presents  some  major  problems  for  most  young- 
sters -  -  problems  that  the  students  cannot  resolve  alone.  The 
community,  teachers,  parents,  and  students  need  to  work  together 
in  seeking  to  make  the  adjustment  from  Elementary  to  Junior 
High  School  a  little  easier. 

Although  different  patterns  of  school  organization  are 
changing  the  situation  in  some  school  systems,  it  is  still  in  most 
cases  that  the  student's  departure  from  Elementary  School  in- 
volves a  change  from  a  primarily  one-teacher  classroom  to  many 
teachers  and  many  classrooms.  It  involves  a  change  from  depend- 
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ence  to  independence,  from  a  situation  in  which  one  teacher  knows 
the  student  well  to  a  situation  in  which  many  teachers  lack  the 
time  and  opportunity  to  be  concerned  in  a  parental  way. 

Our  effort  at  the  Junior  High  School  level  are  directed 
toward  a  very  important  phase  that  should  ease  the  transition  by 
attempting  to  close  the  gap  that  has  existed  between  Elementary 
and  Junior  High  School. 

Our  main  and  prime  concern  at  this  time  is  to  provide  the 
best  continuity  of  subject  matter  in  every  subject  from  one  level 
to  the  other. 

ARITHMETIC 

The  purchase  of  our  new  arithmetic  series  for  grades  1  thru 
8  is  an  example  of  such  a  practice.  The  adoption  of  one  series  of 
arithmetic  texts  for  this  grade  span  assures  better  continuity, 
therefore  less  difficulty  and  less  confusion  in  transferring  and 
adjusting  to  the  different  level. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  up-date  our  mathematics  program 
by  1)  Putting  more  emphasis  upon  arithmetic  as  a  mathematical 
science;  2)  Giving  greater  attention  and  more  Math  to  the 
pupils  particularly  gifted  in  the  subject  by  grouping  pupils 
according  to  ability  in  each  subject;  3)  Teaching  arithmetic 
in  a  more  meaningful  way  -  -  in  a  way  that  makes  arithmetic 
less  a  challenge  to  the  memory  and  more  a  challenge  to  the  intelli- 
gence; and  4<)  Developing  in  pupils  a  deeper  appreciation  for 
this  subject  matter. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

A  Curriculum  revision  in  Social  Studies  at  the  Junior  High 
School  is  contemplated.  The  learining  load  with  the  voluminous 
and  numerous  Social  Studies  textbooks  expected  of  all  pupils 
regardless  of  ability  level  is  beyond  the  scope  of  reason.  The  pro- 
posed revision  would  eliminate  much  of  the  over-emphasis  and  as 
much  of  the  duplication  of  subject  matter  found  in  different 
grades. 

SCIENCE 

The  establishment  of  a  miniature  Science  Laboratory  will 
indeed  help  pupils  tremendously  to  understand  the  meaning  of 
science  concepts  and  problems  better  by  being  able  to  see  re- 
actions and  results  develop  right  before  their  eyes. 

This  should  help  pupils  to  learn  effective  ways  to  discover 
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answers  to  their  questions,  to  become  better  thinkers,  and  to 
develop  ways  of  manipulating  laboratory  materials  with  a  great 
deal  more  dexterity. 

READING 

Because  reading  is  so  vitally  important  to  the  over-all  suc- 
cess of  all  the  pupils  in  every  subject,  it  becomes  ever  so  increas- 
ingly important  to  provide  all  conceivable  advantages  and 
materials  that  will  help  eliminate  the  many  reading  difficulties 
that  now  exist  . 

We  could  make  remarkable  great  strides  forward  with  the 
establishment  and  incorporation  of  a  sound  and  lasting  Remedial 
Reading  Program.  The  need  is  imminent  and  must  be  reckoned 
with  as  soon  as  possible. 

ENGLISH 

Our  attention  here  will  be  focused  on  a  curriculum  revision 
that  will  be  more  beneficial  to  all  students.  It  is  our  hope  to  out- 
line the  subject  matter  to  be  covered  and  stressed  not  only  at  each 
grade  level  but  at  different  levels  of  achievement  within  each  grade. 
We  are  striving  to  make  English  a  more  practical  and  more  usable 
subject  for  everyday  use  in  the  slower  groups  whereas  for  the 
upper  groups,  in  addition,  pupils  will  be  exposed  to  the  more  com- 
plicated intricacies  of  the  subject  in  preparation  for  High  School 
and  as  a  sound  basis  for  good  college  work  later. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  all  the  people  in  the  administrative,  teaching,  secretarial,  cafe- 
teria and  custodial  personnels  who  have  helped  to  make  the  year 
1963-1964;  a  very  memorable  one. 

REPORT  OF 
EVENING  ADULT  EDUCATION

Approximately  300  adults  were  enrolled  in  17  courses  in  10 
different  subjects  in  the  adult  education  program  for  1963-64. 

These  courses  were  conducted  at  the  Southbridge  High  School 
and  the  Cole  Trade  High  School  on  a  four  night  a  week  schedule. 
The  courses  ran  on  a  varied  schedule  of  from  6:30  to  10:00  P.M. 
on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  nights. 
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Welding,  Machine  Shop  Practice,  Drafting  and  Blue  Print 
Reading  were  conducted  under  Trade  Extension  organization. 
Three  courses  in  Furniture  Refinishing  and  four  in  Sewing  were 
carried  on  under  Practical  Arts.  Woodworking,  Art  and  two 
courses  in  Rug  Braiding  were  Hobby  courses.  One  course  in  Typ- 
ing was  conducted  under  University  Extension  organization. 

In  University  Extension  Courses  each  student  must  pay  nine 
dollars.  One  dollar  is  for  registration  and  the  other  eight  dollars 
is  for  tuition.  20  People  are  needed  to  initiate  a  course. 

The  Adult  Education  program  can  be  expanded.  Our  aims  for 
expansion  are  in  the  areas  of  Ceramics,  Cooking,  Rughooking, 
Leatherwork  and  Business  Courses. 

In  nearly  all  of  these  courses  a  waiting  list  was  registered 
and  attendance  was  kept  Well  up  by  drop-outs  being  replaced  from 
the  waiting  list. 

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Pauline  Boucher  R.X.,  School  Nurse 

The  aim  of  the  school  health  department  is  the  growth  of 
every  child.  This  growth  means  the  development  of  good  health 
habits,  good  work  habits,  and  attitudes  of  friendliness  and  co- 
operation together  with  growth  in  studies.  A  child  makes  his  best 
progress  when  the  home  and  the  school  work  together. 

As  in  the  past,  the  routine  physical  examinations  on  students 
in  grades  four,  seven,  eleven,  and  all  students  who  have  transferred 
from  other  school  departments  were  examined.  Parents  have  the 
choice  of  selecting  their  own  family  physician  for  this  examination. 
There  was  a  total  of  1044  students  examined  and  of  this  total 
205  were  seen  by  their  family  physicians. 

The  vision  and  hearing  program  was  completed  with  2249 
students  tested.  There  were  84  hearing  failures  and  of  these  65 
received  treatment.  There  were  158  vision  failures  and  143  re- 
ceived treatment. 

Also,  the  yearly  dental  clinics,  the  dipthehria,  tetnanus  and 
whooping  cough  clinics,  and  the  preschool  clinics  were  held.  These 
are  a  few  of  the  usual  activities  that  were  successfully  completed 
this  year. 

Santa's  Fund  was  again  able  to  take  care  of  all  the  less 
fortunate  families.  A  project  of  this  kind  could  not  be  successful 
without  the  loyal  support  of  the  townspeople. 
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At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  report  that  the  school  nurses 
have  completed  a  course  in  Educational  Psychology.  Also,  Mrs. 
Page  has  completed  her  course  in  Child  Growth  and  Development. 

In  conclusion,  many  thanks  to  Mr.  Fox,  the  Members  of  the 
School  Committee,  The  School  Physicians,  my  co-worker,  Mrs. 
Virginia  Page,  and  all  school  personnel  for  having  been  so  helpful 
and  understanding.  A  special  thanks  to  all  the  parents  for  their 
cooperation. 

REPORT  OF  THE 
ADVANCED  ELEMENTARY  PROGRAM 

Edith  A.  Manzi,  Supervisor 

A  sound  educational  policy  indicates  that  each  individual 
should  be  provided  the  opportunity  to  realize  his  talents  and 
potentialities.  Hence,  more  advanced  education  is  being  continu- 
ously provided  for  the  carefully  selected,  capable  groups  in  the 
Advanced  Elementary  Program. 

We  aim  to  guide  these  young  participants  into  training  com- 
mesurate  with  their  talents  by  consistent  acceleration  in  all  areas 
and  by  periodic  evaluation  and  updating  of  teaching  techniques 
and  subject  matter. 

By  the  same  token,  enrichment  activities  are  conducted  through 
independent  study  and  research  projects  in  science  and  social 
studies,  through  participation  in  the  Mathematics  State  Fair  at 
Salem  State  College,  through  the  selection  of  an  eighth  grader  as 
Wells  Junior  High  School  finalist  in  the  Lowell  Tech  -  WBZ-TV 
Science  Count-Down  of  1964,  and  through  a  more  intensive  study 
of  French  Culture.  We  are  helping  students  to  better  understand 
the  culture  of  the  people  whose  language  they  are  studying 
through  the  media  of  recent  slides  of  everyday  life  and  of  famous 
edifices,  of  tape  recordings  of  contemporary  French  children's 
spontaneous  conversations,  of  authentic  recordings  of  French  mus- 
ic, and  of  foreign  language  films.  This  establishes  an  awareness  of 
the  close  relationship  between  culture  and  language  -  resulting  in 
a  better  appreciation  of  the  French  language. 

Keen  interest  and  pleasure  are  derived  from  art  projects, 
vocal  and  instrumental  music  classes,  and  from  manv  extra-curric- 
ular  activities. 

As  our  newly-formed  sixth  grade  is  adjusting  with  facility  to 
each  facet  of  the  program  and  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are 
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continuing  their  progess,  so  the  initial  advanced  grades  are  cur- 
rently enjoying  the  challenges  of  courses  at  Southbridge  High 
School  as  freshmen,  sophomores  and  juniors. 

I  extend,  in  closing,  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  to  the  School  Committee,  to  the  High  School 
Principal,  the  Junior  High  Principal,  to  the  Elementary  School 
Principals,  to  the  teachers  of  the  program,  and  to  the  parents  - 
to  all  who  have  helped  maintain  a  happy  liaison  between  school 
and  home  for  the  success  of  our  mutual  interest  -  the  student ! 

I  REPORT  OF 

I  THE  ELEMENTARY  PRINCIPALS 

In  its  whole  approach  to  education  and  in  all  its  services,  the 
elementary  school  today  expresses  the  basic  way  in  which  an  un- 
derstanding of  all  education  takes  place.  For  our  young  adoles- 
cent it  is  the  place  where  his  formal  social  and  academic  training 
begins.  It  is  the  training  ground  for  the  moral  values  so  important 
in  a  dynamic  and  ever-changing  society.  For  the  parent  it  is  a 
center  that  helps  him  to  a  wiser  and  more  comprehending  picture 
of  his  whole  child.  For  the  elementary  educator  it  is  the  gradual 
building  up  of  formal  academic  areas  leading  to  advanced  skills 
and  knowledge  for  junior  and  senior  high  school  work. 

We  in  elementary  education  are  pleased  to  report  to  our 
Southbridge  parents  the  results  of  our  changing  curriculum  for  a 
better  education  for  our  children. 

Our  transitional  mathematics  program  is  now  in  progress 
with  a  new  mathematics  series  used  at  all  levels  from  Grades  1-5. 
Although  recognizing  the  importance  of  up-to-date  teaching  in 
modern  mathematics,-  this  series,  Moving  Ahead  in  Mathematics, 
by  Holt,  Rinehart  &  Winston  Co.,  also  incorporates  the  use  of 
skills  and  methods  common  in  the  older  and  more  traditional  pre- 
sentation mathematics.  It  is  a  two-way  system  of  understanding  the 
how  and  why  of  mathematics,  providing  for  better  insight  and  un- 
derstanding of  the  workings  of  math,  thus  laying  the  groundwork 
for  algebra  and  geometry  in  solving  more  difficult  problems. 
Children  are  made  to  realize  there  is  a  continuous  transfer  of 
learning  as  they  advance  from  the  elementary  to  junior  high  and 
later  senior  high.  The  ten  week  math  course  taken  earlier  by  the 
elementary  teachers  proved  to  be  invaluable  as  background  train- 
ing for  teaching  this  new  approach  to  mathematics. 


Our  basic  reading  and  spelling  programs  have  been  in  opera- 
tion a  year  and  all  indications  show  them  to  be  excellent  in 
presenting  and  teaching  basic  skills  in  these  important  areas. 
Group  and  oral  presentations,  independent  study  exercises  and 
provisions  for  individual  differences  in  reading  levels  form  the 
core  in  these  school  subjects.  A  system  of  phonics  is  also  correlated 
with  the  reading  and  language  arts,  making  for  a  well-rounded 
reading  program. 

An  active  physical  education  program  with  Mr.  Anthony 
Santilli  is  already  paying  dividends  in  the  physical  skills  and 
exercises  our  young  people  are  capable  of  performing.  This  phase 
of  our  school  program  is  another  indication  of  the  interest  our 
Southbridge  citizens  have  in  our  schools.  Not  all  elementary 
schools  in  the  Commonwealth  enjoy  a  physical  education  program 
as  we  do. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  school  nurses,  Mrs.  Edward 
Boucher  and  Mrs.  George  Paige,  the  children's  health  needs  are 
carefully  checked  for  any  remedial  or  corrective  measures  neces- 
sary. A  continuous  record  of  each  child's  immunization  is  filed 
and  kept  up-to-date  from  year  to  year. 

Approximately  fifty  fifth  graders  are  actively  participating 
in  the  instrumental  music  program.  Practice  sessions  find  young 
people  enjoying  the  study  of  the  saxophone,  trumpet,  flute,  and 
drum.  This  is  a  good  beginning  for  young  musicians-to-be  in  the 
Junior  High  and  Senior  School  bands. 

Enjoyment  and  appreciation  of  music  is  fostered  in  all  grades 
by  Mrs.  Vincent  Rubenstein  and  Mrs.  Harding  Jenkins  in  weekly 
periods. 

However  important  these  tangibles  in  education  may  be,  they 
are  only  as  good  as  the  teaching  involved  in  the  various  areas  of 
learning.  As  in  other  professional  fields,  there  is  always  room 
for  improvement  and  study.  Xew  trends  and  changes  in  education 
are  continually  taking  place,  and  with  this  in  mind  elementary 
teachers  and  administrators  are  each  year  enrolled  in  graduate 
courses  at  various  colleges  and  universities  in  the  area. 

We  should  like  to  thank  our  Superintendent  of  Schools  Mr. 
Robert  L.  Fox  and  the  Southbridge  School  Committee  for  their 
guidance  and  encouragement  in  1964.  To  our  parents,  the  various 
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P.T.A.'s  and  other  agencies  in  Southbridge  who  have  contributed 
their  time  and  effort  on  our  behalf,  a  sincere  thank  you.

ART 

Due  to  the  continual  growth  of  our  school  system,  the  art 
program  now  starts  at  the  sixth  grade  level  in  Junior  High  School, 
where  the  art  supervisor  spends  half  of  her  allotted  time.  The  rest 
of  the  school  day  is  given  to  Southbride  High  School. 

All  of  the  elementary  schools  are  thus  deprived  of  art  super- 
vision, and  the  classroom  teachers  themselves  must  plan  their  art 
programs  and  teach  too. 

Our  High  School  has  a  spacious  and  modern  art  room,  the 
newest  in  equipment  and  materials,  but  art  is  taught  only  on  a 
part-time  basis.  There  should  be  a  full-time  art  teacher  in  the  high 
school  alone,  and  another  art  teacher  assigned  to  elementary  and 
Junior  High  School.  Southbridge  High  School  now  has  an  electri- 
cally-operated potters  wheel;  this  makes  it  possible  for  students 
to  experiment  not  only  in  clay  forming  but  also  in  clay  throwing. 
High  school  students,  in  our  area,  have  shown  a  great  deal  of 
serious  interest  and  ability  in  oil  painting,  and  we  were  very  proud 
of  the  work  which  was  on  display  during  education  week. 

All  of  Southbridge  is  unusally  interested  in  the  arts.  Adult 
classes  in  sketching  and  painting  were  held  evenings  in  Southbridge 
High  School  this  year  and  we  hope  that,  in  the  near  future,  it  will 
be  possible  to  expand  both  the  day  classes  and  the  evening  program 
to  their  full  potentialities.

REPORT  OF  GUIDANCE 
AND  PLACEMENT  DEPARTMENT 

Dr.  Lewis  A.  Kyrios,  Director 

The  history  of  education  reveals  an  increasing  awareness 
of  the  necessity  for  understanding  students  as  individuals.  This 
understanding  can  come  only  by  appraising  students  through 
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use  of  a  variety  of  techniques.  Our  guidance  and  pupil  personnel 
service  have  been  especially  designed  to  meet  this  challenge.  In- 
structional staff  co-ordination  with  the  guidance  services  is 
emphasis  in  the  attempt  to  meet  this  need. 

Our  guidance  services  provide  an  inventory  of  the  individual, 
counseling,  educational  and  job  placement,  and  follow-up. 

Inventory  Service:  This  phase  of  guidance  is  the  collection 
of  information  that  will  identify  each  individual  pupil  as  a  unique 
individual.  It  is  based  on  objective  information,  behavior  pat- 
terns, and  identifying  information. 

Testing  is  an  important  factor  in  the  inventory  service. 
Our  testing  program  consists  of  the  following: 

1.  Achievement  tests 

2.  Intelligence  tests 

3.  Mechanical  and  clerical  aptitude  tests 

4.  Interest  tests 

5.  Cooperative  tests 

These  tests  are  administered  to  pupils  on  different  levels 
and  in  various  areas  of  our  school  system. 

Couseling:  The  Guidance  Department  provides  individual 
counseling  to  assist  students  to  discover  and  pursue  those  courses 
of  study  which  offer  them  the  greatest  opportunities.  Solution 
of  personal  problems  is  likewise  an  objective  of  this  service.  Spe- 
cialists are  also  consulted  in  this  counseling  process. 

Educational  and  Job  Placement:  It  is  the  policy  of  the 
Director  of  Guidance,  with  the  educational  devise  of  couseling, 
to  stimulate  and  motivate  the  college  students  to  seek  advance 
admission  to  their  selected  colleges. 

Information  about  colleges  and  future  occupations  is  readily 
available  in  the  Guidance  Office.  Applications  to  college,  local  or 
college  scholarship  information,  college  board  examinations,  and 
bulletins  of  information  are  all  in  the  realm  of  the  guidance 

services.

The  Music  Department  at  the  High  School  has  continued, 
during  this  past  year,  to  give  every  student  who  desires,  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  musical  organizations. 

THE  SCARLET  TROUBADOURS  have  continued  their 
schedule  of  three  rehearsals  a  week  with  the  Southbridge  High 
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School  Chorus  meeting  twice  a  week  and  the  band  rehearsing,  as 
last  year,  five  times  a  week.  All  of  these  groups  offered  credit 
toward  graduation. 

Eleven  Southbridge  High  School  students  passed  the  audi- 
tions for  Central  District  Chorus  and  Band.  Eight  students  from 
Southbridge  High  participated  last  year.  Nine  of  our  District 
students  have  been  invited  to  audition  for  the  All-State  Chorus 
and  Band.  Two  students  participated  last  year. 

The  band  and  SCARLET  TROUBADOURS'  choral  group 
traveled  to  Bennington,  Vermont,  this  past  spring  and  presented 
a  concert  in  the  high  school  which  was  well  received.  The  Benning- 
ton groups  visited  Southbridge  High  School  two  weeks  later  and 
presented  an  assembly  and  a  concert  at  our  school. 

The  band  also  performed  at  all  Southbridge  High  School 
football  games,  both  home  and  away,  in  several  school  assemblies 
and  in  two  parades.  Both  the  band  and  choral  groups  performed 
in  the  annual  Christmas  and  Spring  Concerts  at  the  high  school. 

The  Music  Department  continued  to  participate  in  the 
WESO  "Festival  of  Music,"  radio  program,  and  prepared  a 
special  Christmas  broadcast  in  December. 

The  annual  TALENT  SHOW  was  presented  to  a  "standing 
room  only"  audience  for  the  benefit  of  the  James  M.  Robertson 
Scholarship  Fund. 

Projected  plans  for  the  future  include  a  continuation  of  the 
concentrated  program  to  build  the  size  of  the  high  school  band. 
Our  high  school  music  program  is  expected  to  reach  the  apex  of 
its  development  to  date  this  spring,  when  our  high  school  band 
and  SCARLET  TROUBADOURS  travel  to  New  York  to 
perform  in  the  Special  Events  Program  of  the  New  York  State 
Pavilion  at  the  World's  Fair.  We  feel  very  proud  to  have  been 
invited  to  perform  at  the  Fair,  and  will  certainly  endeavor,  through 
this  performance,  to  bring  honor  to  our  Department,  our  school, 
and  our  community. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  say  that  none  of  our  endeavors  could 
be  successful  without  the  cooperation  of  many  people.  I  wish  to 
thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  School  Committee,  and 
particularly  our  high  school  principal  Mr.  Edward  J.  Desroches, 
for  recognizing  and  understanding  what  we  are  trying  to  accomp- 
lish, and  working  with  us  to  this  end. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

FOR  1964 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Southbridge : 

I  hereby  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.  This  is  the  seventy-third  in  a 
series  of  such  reports. 

INTRODUCTION 

We  are  passing  through  an  era  in  the  history  of  our  country 
when  investigations,  surveys  and  evaluations  are  being  applied  to 
all  phases  of  American  life.  There  are  investigations  of  organiza- 
tions, of  government  officials,  of  federal  and  state  commissions 
and  of  a  host  of  other  individuals  and  groups.  Surveys  are  being 
conducted  by  municipal,  state  and  federal  agencies  to  determine 
the  need  for  more  and  better  highways,  the  demands  for  more 
adequate  housing  and  the  feasability  of  building  new  schools  of 
all  types  from  kindergarten  through  graduate  school.  Teams  of 
evaluators  are  constantly  rating  the  facilities  now  available  to 
determine  whether  or  not  improvement  can  be  attained.  If  from 
all  of  these  probings  there  will  finally  be  a  measureable  betterment 
in  our  way  of  life,  the  time  and  money  thus  spent  will  have  been  an 
excellent  investment. 

EVALUATION  OF  THE  PUBLIC  EDUCATIONAL 
SYSTEM  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 

On  May  31,  1962  the  resolution  to  provide  an  investigation 
and  study  by  an  unpaid  commission  relative  to  improving  and 
extending  educational  facilities  in  the  Commonwealth  was  passed 
by  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts.  The  commission  which 
resulted  from  this  act  consisted  of  three  members  of  the  Senate, 
seven  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  eleven  persons 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor.  These  appointees  were,  accord- 
primary  grades  through  college.  One  of  the  most  important  duties 
ing  to  the  law,  to  consider  the  entire  educational  system  from 
primary  grades  through  college  one  of  the  most  important  duties 
assigned  to  this  commission  was  the  direction  to  appoint  a  person 
outstanding  in  the  field  of  education,  to  act  as  its  secretary  and 
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to  correlate  the  findings,  and  the  commission  also  had  the  author- 
ity to  establish  the  salary  of  the  secretary.  The  man  finally 
selected  for  the  position  of  secretary  was  Dr.  Benjamin  C.  Willis, 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Chicago,  Illinois. 

The  report  which  is  now  complete  indicates  an  exhaustive 
for  instance,  in  Southbridge?  How  many  we  implement  those  parts 
interest  to  all  of  the  people  of  Massachusetts  but  especially  to 
those  in  whose  hands  rest  the  responsibility  for  educational  pro- 
grams at  the  local  level.  How  will  the  recommendations  affect  us, 
for  instance,  in  Southbridge?  How  may  we  implement  thos  parts 
of  the  report  which  seem  to  point  towards  desirable  changes.  At 
least  there  should  be  pointed  out  in  this  report  to  a  limited  degree 
the  impact  that  would  be  felt  if  the  recommendations  relating  to 
pupils  and  personnel  were  put  into  effect. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  school  year  consist  of  at  least  185 
days  instead  of  180  days  which  is  the  present  requirement.  There 
has  long  been  a  feeling  among  some  educators  that  the  length  of 
the  school  year  should  be  extended  both  to  better  educate  those 
of  school  age  and  to  use  to  a  greater  extent  the  schools  which  are 
so  expensive  to  build  but  which  are  without  educational  activities 
for  a  large  section  of  the  year.  The  addition  of  five  days  would 
be  but  a  start  but  even  these  few  days  a  year  would  add  one-third 
of  a  year  to  the  twelve  year  course 

There  is  a  proposal  that  all  school  districts  provide  Kinder- 
gartens, attendance  at  which  would  be  permissive.  In  Southbridge, 
if  this  proposal  were  adopted,  it  would  mean  the  addition  of  at 
least  four  teachers  to  the  staff. 

A  change  from  the  present  maximum  age  requirement  of 
sixteen  to  eighteen  would  certainly  solve  the  school  drop-out  prob- 
lem because  the  large  majority  of  high  school  students  are  not 
eighteen  years  old  until  the  latter  part  of  the  twelfth  year.  It 
might  in  some  communities  add  to  the  high  school  population  suf- 
ficiently to  necessitate  reconsideration  of  the  problems  of  space. 

The  following  is  a  direct  quotation  from  the  report: 
"Minimum  ratio  of  teaching  and  non-classroom  professional 
personnel  should  be  developed  to  assure  within  a  stipulated,  reason- 
ably short  time,  the  ratio  of  forty  teachers  and  ten  non-classroom 
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professional  personnel  per  thousand  pupils  in  self-contained  ele- 
mentary school  grades  sixty  teachers  and  fifteen  non-classroom 
professional  personnel  in  the  secondary  grades." 

If  these  suggested  ratios  were  applied  to  Southbridge  many 
more  teachers  and  specials  would  have  to  be  employed.  In  the 
elementary  grades,  for  example,  we  would  require  a  staff  of 
seventy-five  instead  of  our  present  staff  of  sixty-five.  In  the  high 
school  the  application  of  the  formula  would  result  in  a  need  for 
forty-four  instead  of  our  present  staff  of  thirty-four. 

I  have  written  briefly  about  a  small  part  of  the  report  be- 
cause I  think  that  during  the  next  two  years  a  great  deal  of 
public  attention  will  be  focused  upon  it  and  I  think  that  we  all 
have  a  stake  in  the  situation  because,  since  the  commission  was 
appointed  by  legislative  action,  some  parts  of  the  report  may 
become  law.

REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL  SCHOOL 

A  survey  of  the  need  for  a  regional  vocational  and  technical 
-chool  which  would  include  as  participants  in  the  project  the  towns 
of  Southbridge,  Charlton,  Webster,  Dudley  and  Spencer  has  been 
completed  by  the  State  Department  of  Vocational  Education.  It, 
too.  is  a  thick  volume  of  information  which  cannot  be  condensed 
without  omission  of  many  important  aspects  of  the  proposal.  The 
reasons  for  supporting  plans  for  such  a  school  are  contained  in 
last  year's  report.  If  anything,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
Southbridge  and  the  entire  membership  of  the  Southbridge  School 
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Committee  feel  even  more  strongly  that  progress  in  the  area  re- 
quired the  inclusion  of  a  plan  to  build  a  six  year  vocational-techni- 
cal school  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

An  article  in  the  warrant  for  the  1965  annual  Town  Meeting 
requests  that  a  committee  of  three,  one  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee,  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  join  with  men  and 
women  of  other  communities  to  form  a  regional  school  committee. 

This  is  the  first  step  on  what  may  be  a  long  road  to  insure  the 
training  of  personnel  for  the  plants  in  this  highly  industrialized 
area. 

CONCLUSION 

We  conclude  with  a  word  of  gratitude  to  all  who  have  helped 
in  any  way  to  make  the  past  year  another  successful  one  for  the 
Southbridge  School  System.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge : 

Southbridge  throughout  1965  showed  a  steady  growth  in 
many  areas.  Population  increased,  employment  is  high,  Main 
Street  and  other  sections  of  town  show  that  there  is  a  good 
climate  for  renewed  and  new  business  activity. 

New  home  construction  has  increased  this  year  giving 
the  town  additional  tax  revenue.  The  new  houses,  of  course, 
do  also  necessitate  the  extension  of  local  governmental  services 
such  as  maintenance  of  roads,  street  lights,  sewers,  fire  hy- 
drants and  many  others.  We  are  pleased  that  the  growth  has 
been  orderly  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  community  as  a 
whole. 

The  matter  about  which  this  Board  did  receive  some  crit- 
icism was  in  regard  to  the  question  of  licensing  cable  television. 
It  was  our  opinion  that  when  this  service  is  made  available  that 
it  should  be  regulated  as  is  any  other  monopolistic  public 
utility.  Citizens  at  the  last  town  meeting  voted  to  follow  this 
course  and  to  defer  the  acceptance  of  CATV  until  such  time 
as  regulations  are  promulgated.  It  was  within  our  jurisdiction 
to  withhold  this  choice  from  the  people,  however,  as  we  stated 
at  the  time,  we  felt  that  citizens  should  be  given  the  oppor- 
tunity to  vote  on  the  matter,  and  that  we  would  abide  by  their 
decision. 

We  refer  the  reader  to  other  sections  of  this  book  for  the 
yearly  reports  of  particular  departments,  and  to  the  town 
accountant's  report  for  the  financial  records  of  each  office. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  appreciation  to  all 
persons  who  have  helped  to  make  Southbridge  a  good  place 
in  which  to  live.

The  new  27  inch  sewer  line  was  installed  and  put  into  op- 
eration during  the  past  year  on  East  Main  street.  The  area  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  traffic  rotary  will  now  be  free  from  surcharg- 
ing in  the  sewer  lines  when  high  flows  prevail. 

Considerable  effort  by  the  Sewer  Department  officials, 
workers  and  by  State  officials  again  failed  to  eliminate  the 
odor  problems  at  the  treatment  plant.  However,  it  was  dis- 
covered that  there  were  some  industrial  wastes  in  the  sewage 
that  could  be  harmful  to  proper  sewage  treatment  processes. 
Also,  the  Commissioners  plan  to  have  consulting  enginers  study 
the  plant  and  make  definite  recommendations  on  changes  neces- 
sary to  operate  the  plant  odor  free.  This  may  require  extensive 
alterations  and  expense. 
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More  changes  by  the  plant  personnel  in  the  chlorinators 
has  resulted  in  lowering  the  1965  water  consumption.  This  has 
resulted  in  the  annual  water  expense  dropping  from  a  high  of 
over  800  dollars  a  few  years  ago  to  less  than  200  dollars  in  1965.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 
Dear  Sirs : 

The  Cemetery  Committee  met  and  organized  on  March  24, 
1965.  Lectance  Landry  was  elected  chairman,  other  members 
are  Willard  Stark  and  Stavri  Yanka.  Seaver  Rice  was  appointed 
superintendent  and  clerk  of  the  board. 

During  the  year  approximately  one  half  mile  of  black  top 
road  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  $2675.75.  This  work  was  done 
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under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineering  and  Highway  De- 
partments. New  sections  of  black  topping  will  be  instituted  as 
funds  become  available. 

Chester  Maska,  the  Tree  Warden  has  removed  several 
dead  trees  from  the  property,  also  there  is  considerable  more 
work  to  be  done  cutting  out  dead  branches.  We  are  fortunate 
to  have  so  many  beautiful  trees  in  our  cemetery,  constant  care 
should  be  exercised  for  their  upkeep. 

The  dry  summer  was  a  factor  in  curtailing  labor  expense  as 
frequent  mowing  of  grass  was  not  necessary. 

We  will  have  a  balance  of  several  hundred  dollars  in  the 
Cemetery  Account  for  this  reason  and  also  an  unexpected 
windfall  from  our  invested  Trust  Funds.  Many  savings  in- 
stitutions raised  their  interest  rates  during  1965  which  resulted 
in  substantial  increase  in  our  receipts  from  this  quarter. 

We  will  have  to  make  some  increases  in  our  hourly  labor 
rates  for  1966,  as  required  by  the  Board  of  Review.  Our  re- 
quest for  Town  funds  for  1966  will  still  be  less  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  appreciation  of  aid  from  town 
officials  and  many  interested  citizens  of  Southbridge.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and 
Agent  for  Veterans'  Benefits  Department,  I  hereby  submit  my 
report  of  activities  and  services  rendered  for  the  year  1965. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  located  in  rooms  12  and  14  of  the  Town  Hall 
and  is  open  daily  from  9:00  a.m.  to  1:00  p.m.  and  2:00  p.m.  to 
5:00  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday.  The  office  is  also  open 
Monday  night  from  7:00  to  8:00  p.m.  and  is  available  to  all 
veterans  of  Southbridge  and  their  dependents  seeking  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  their  rights  and  benefits  under  Federal  and 
State  Laws. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  department  to  aid  and  inform  all 
eligible  veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  benefits 
within  the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

Phostatic  copies  of  discharges  are  being  developed  for 
Southbridge  veterans.  In  addition,  copies  of  marriage,  birth, 
dead,  and  other  certificiates  were  made  for  Veterans'  Benefits 
and  claims  against  the  Veterans  Administration.  Necessary 
forms  were  filled  out  covering  lost  discharges,  burial  allowance 
and  yearly  income  questionnaires. 
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Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and 
other  branches  of  the  government  pertaining  to  education, 
training  subsistence  allowance,  insurance  payments,  medical 
treatment,  hospitalization,  compensation  and  pension  for  vet- 
erans and  their  dependents,  re-employment  rights,  employment 
difficulties,  unemployment  compensation,  as  well  as  numerous 
telephone  calls  and  letters.

VETERANS'  BENEFITS 

Under  Chapter  115,  and  its  amendments,  each  application 
for  Veterans'  Benefits  submitted  to  the  Town  after  thorough 
investigation  by  this  office  is  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services,  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
for  approval,  as  under  this  chapter  the  state  agrees  to  reim- 
burse the  town  for  one-half  of  all  aid  granted. 

On  or  about  July  28,  1965,  the  Town  of  Southb ridge  re- 
ceived from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Treasury 
Department  a  check  for  $27,576.94,  and  on  December  31,  1965 
a  check  was  received  for  $22,969.12,  a  total  of  $50,546.06  re- 
imbursement for  the  year  1964. 

An  investigator  for  the  State  office  periodically  checks  the 
local  agent's  office  in  addition  to  personally  contacting  the 
recipient  of  veterans'  benefits. 

Under  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his 
dependents,  meet  all  requirements  of  eligibility  and  he  falls 
in  need  of  financial  assistance  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  he 
is  granted  Veterans  Benefits.  The  amount  varies  and  is  de- 
pendent upon  the  particular  needs  of  the  individual  case.  Any 
amount  received  from  federal  benefits  or  other  financial  grants 
is  deducted  from  the  amount  that  is  allowed  by  this  depart- 
ment, therefore  helping  to  reduce  that  which  must  be  expended 
by  the  town. 

As  of  December  31,  1965,  there  were  98  active  cases  on 
file,  aiding  115  persons.  In  addition,  many  cases  were  pending 
settlement  and,  as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is  main- 
tained and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where  awards 
are  considered  unfair  or  insufficient. 
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For  a  list  of  expenditures  and  reimbursements  of  this 
department,  please  refer  to  report  of  the  Town  Accountant. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  town  depart- 
ments, officials  at  the  Roxbury  and  Boston  Veterans  Adminis- 
tration Hospitals  and  also  the  Holyoke  Soldiers  Home. 

This  office  aided  between  140  and  150  veterans  in  gaining 
medical  services  at  these  fine  Veterans'  Institutions.  We  also 
would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  local  industries,  veterans 
organizations  and  their  auxiliaries  and  all  others  who  helped 
to  carry  out  the  service  of  this  department. 

I  also  wish  to  express  the  thanks  of  all  veterans  to  the 
Santa  Fund  who  responded  to  our  appeal  so  generously  at 
Christmas  time  and  to  various  persons  who  wish  to  remain 
anonymous.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SUMMER  PROGRAM 
FOR  MENTALLY  AND  PHYSICALLY 
HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN 

The  summer  program  for  handicapped  children  was  highly 
successful  this  year.  Commencing  on  July  6,  1965,  and  running 
for  seven  weeks,  it  was  based  at  the  Center  of  Hope  School, 
38  Walnut  St.,  Southbridge.  Mr.  William  Johnson,  of  Leomin- 
ster, Mass.,  was  the  instructor,  and  was  assisted  by  counselors 
Michele  Hurley,  Peter  Nosse  and  volunteer  Elizabeth  Ben- 
jamin. 

Sessions  commenced  at  10:00  a.m.  and  ended  at  3:00  p.m. 
Although  participants  brought  their  lunches,  milk  and  certain 
other  refreshments  were  provided.  Daily  activities  included 
opening  exercises,  arts  and  crafts,  rhythmic  play,  music  and 
games,  and  rest  periods.  Highlights  of  the  season  were  outings 
to  state  parks,  the  fire  and  police  stations,  cook-outs,  swim- 
ming, nature  hikes,  and  trips  to  homes  and  farms  of  interested 
relatives  and  friends. 

The  average  attendance  was  over  eleven  children  a  day, 
a  substantial  improvement  over  recent  years.  However,  of  the 
46  similar  programs  in  the  state,  about  90%  furnish  trans- 
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portation,  according  to  state  authorities,  paid  for  in  half  by  the 
state.  This  feature,  if  provided,  should  increase  attendance  by 
several  children.  The  budget  for  1966,  therefore,  has  been  ad- 
justed to  include  this  service. 

The  Southern  Worcester  County  Association  for  Retarded 
Children  is  gratefully  acknowledged  for  the  use  of  their  facili- 
ties and  their  continued  interest  in  the  program.

REPORT  OF 
THE  SWIMMING  POOL  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee: 
Dear  Sir: 

At  your  request,  I  am  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the 
swimming  pool  supervisor  for  the  1965  season. 

PERSONNEL: 

Supervision  of  bathers  was  provided  by  a  staff  of  seven 
lifeguards.  Four  were  on  duty  between  the  hours  of  one  and 
five ;  two  between  five  and  six ;  and  three  between  six  and  clos- 
ing. Th  outstanding  safety  record  achieved  at  the  pool  is  a 
magnificent  tribute  to  the  excellent  work  performed  by  our 
qualified  and  experienced  staff  and  certainly  deserves  the  high- 
est commendation. 

ATTENDANCE: 

The  pool  opened  on  June  26  and  closed  on  September  2. 
The  total  attendance  for  this  period  was  20,700:  3,000  June; 
9.300  July;  8,000  August;  and  400  September. 

INSTRUCTION 

In  addition  to  the  informal  instruction  provided  by  the 
staff,  a  formal  program  in  swimming  and  water  safety  was 
conducted,  in  the  morning,  by  the  Southbridge  Red  Cross  Chap- 
ter. This  program  has  proven  to  be  an  outstanding  program 
for  many  years.  More  than  500  youngsters  participated  in  the 
program  in  1965.

HEALTH  CARE: 

The  quality  of  pool  water  was  controlled  by  a  continuous 
flow  of  city  water  into  the  pool.  The  amount  of  water  allowed 
to  flow  into  the  pool  was  regulated  by  the  size  of  the  bathing 
load. 

Per  iodic  examinations  of  pool  water  were  conducted  by  the 
enginering  firm  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy  Engineers  and  found  to 
be  of  excellent  quality  for  swimming  at  every  examination. 

RESCUES: 

The  importance  of  efficient  supervision  was  again  demon- 
strated during  the  1965  season.  Twelve  youngsters  were  helped 
to  shore  by  members  of  the  staff  during  the  season.  Many  of 
these  cases  could  have  resulted  in  fatalities  had  it  not  been  for 
the  effective  supervision  of  our  staff. 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

The  following  recommendations  for  the  general  improve- 
ment of  the  pool  are  resubmitted  for  your  consideration : 

1.  A  complete  study  to  determine  the  most  efficient  ap- 
proach to  use  for  the  maintenance  of  reasonably  clear  water  in 
the  pool. 

2.  The  extension  of  pool  water  to  all  three  walls  of  the 
pool — at  present,  a  sand  bar  exists  on  one  side  of  the  pool. 

3.  A  study  of  the  feasibility  and  practicality  of  installing 
an  inexpensive  chlorinating  device  (the  type  suggested  by  a 
state  engineer  several  years  ago)  at  the  source  of  our  water 
supply. 

4.  The  purchase  of  a  small  row  boat  for  lifesaving  and 
instructional  programs. 

5.  A  study  of  the  needs  for  a  wading  pool  which  would  be 
separated  from  the  main  pool.  At  present,  our  pool  does  not 
provide  this  accommodation  for  the  very  young.

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee: 

This  area  provides  various  recreational  facilities  for  boys, 
girls,  and  men  of  all  ages,  notably  Softball,  Little  League,  and 
Lassie  League  with  a  ball  field  for  each  mentioned  used  simul- 
taneously. Ball  games  ran  be  played  without  interfering  with 
each  other  on  three  separate  ball  diamonds. 

Twelve  teams  were  represented  in  Little  and  Minor 
Leagues  with  approximately  180  boys  participating  in  this 
game  of  skill  and  fair  play. 

The  Lassie  League  Softball  for  girls  from  9  to  15  years 
of  age,  shared  the  spotlight  nightly  from  May  to  the  latter 
part  of  August.  Eight  teams  were  represented  in  this  League 
for  a  total  of  approximately  135  girls  participating,  to  include 
24  adult  personnel. 

The  Community  Softball  League  composed  of  4  sponsored 
teams  and  60  or  more  men  played  this  game  nightly  from  May 
to  September  plus  playoffs  and  numerous  practice  sessions 
Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

The  Southbridge  Playground  Department  again  selected 
this  area  because  of  the  baseball  fields,  basketball  court, 
swings,  see-saws,  jungle  gyms,  horseshoes,  etc. 

The  Elementary  Schools  Baseball  teams  and  numerous 
baseball,  softball,  and  football  sand  lot  games  were  played 
daily  from  early  Spring  to  late  Fall. 

A  Carnival  or  Fiesta,  conducted  by  a  Veterans'  Organiza- 
tion for  scholarship  purposes,  was  held  for  one  week  on  the  field 
parking  lot. 

The  seasons  activities  were  terminated  with  the  annual 
Police  Department  Halloween  party  for  children,  with  rides 
provided  and  a  huge  display  of  fireworks  on  Saturday,  October 
31,  1965. 

A  four  foot  chain  link  fence  was  erected  for  a  distance  of 
283  feet  for  the  Little  League  Field  from  the  3rd  to  1st  base 
line. 

An  addition  to  the  top  of  the  softball  backstop  was  also 
made  and  wired  to  prevent  balls  fouling  in  Carpenter's  Pond, 
thus  saving  softballs. 
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Seventy-five  cubic  yards  of  loam  was  used  to  repair  dia- 
monds and  loam,  seed  and  fertilize  a  portion  of  the  Little 
League  field. 

I  wish  to  thank  fellow  recreation  members  notably  Albert 
Gendron  and  Narcisse  Lajeunesse  who  kept  the  field  or  area 
clean  at  all  times.  Also,  J.  Armand  Saulnier  and  others  who 
have  helped  to  make  this  1965  season  successful.

Annual  Report  Concerning  the  Use  and  Improvement  of 

Alumni  Field 

From  April  1  to  November  30,  1965  Recreational  Facilities 
at  Alumni  Field  were  provided  for  a  variety  of  sports  pro- 
grams : 

1 —  Schools — in  the  spring  the  Southbridge  H.  S.  varsity 
football  squad  used  the  field  for  practice  and  the  freshman 
baseball  team  used  it  both  for  practice  and  regularly  scheduled 
games.  From  September  through  November  Alumni  Field  was 
the  site  of  grammar  school  intramural  touch  football  games. 

2 —  League — The  Little  League,  Minor  League  and  Inter- 
mediate League  occupied  the  field  five  nights  per  week  for  regu- 
larly scheduled  baseball  games  and  on  Saturdays  for  practice. 
The  Lassie  League,  consisting  of  girls'  softball  teams,  played 
some  of  the  playoff  games  at  Alumni  field. 

3 —  Other — The  Local  Punt,  Pass  and  Kick  contest  spon- 
sored by  the  Ford  Motor  Co.  was  held  at  the  field  with  about 
150  children  aged  8-13  participating.

DITCH  ELM  DISEASE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 
Southbridge.  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Con- 
trol for  the  year  ending  December  31.  1965. 

There  is  no  guarantee  that  a  healthy  tree  will  not  succumb 
to  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  However,  a  weak  tree  is  more  susceptible 
to  beetle  invasion.  Storms,  drought,  construction  that  inter- 
feres with  the  tree's  root  system  or  deflects  its  water  supply, 
ravages  by  leaf -destroying  insects,  and  old  age  provide  the 
dying  elm  wood  that  the  beetles  seek. 
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Two  methods  must  be  used  to  prevent  Dutch  Elm  Disease, 
a  good  sanitation  program  and  a  spray  program.  No  spray  pro- 
gram can  be  successful  without  sanitation.  Deadwood,  split  and 
broken  limbs  were  removed  out  of  Town  owned  elm  trees  and 
destroyed.  Ten  dead  elm  trees  were  removed  and  destroyed. 

A  special  dormant  spray  of  DDT  helped  check  the  spread 
of  Dutch  Elm  Disease  by  providing  a  long  residual  action  on  the 
trees  which  will  kill  the  elm  bark  beetle  before  they  transmit 
the  fungus.  The  dormant  application  was  applied  to  elm  trees 
prior  to  bud-break  with  a  hydraulic  sprayer.  In  June  and  July 
a  Leaf  spray  was  applied  to  protect  leaves  of  elms  from  being 
fed  upon  by  the  elm  leaf  beetle  which  should  not  be  confused 
with  the  elm  bark  beetle.  The  elm  leaf  beetle  feeds  exclusively 
on  leaves  and  when  it  is  abundant  the  leaves  become  brown  and 
fall  off,  such  defoliation  weakens  the  trees,  and  many  valuable 
elms  have  been  killed  as  a  result  of  outbreaks  of  this  insect. 

It  is  still  far  cheaper  to  protect  and  maintain  our  elms 
than  it  is  to  merely  carry  out  a  diseased  elm  removal  program. 

The  past  year  we  received  State  assistance  on  April 
second,  and  County  aid,  which  was  very  helpful.

The  Board  made  the  following  appointments:  Ernest  Te- 
treault,  Agent  and  Sanitary  Inspector:  Rachel  Jolicoeur,  RN, 
Nurse;  Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Gas,  Milk,  Food  and  Plumbing  In- 
spector; Alcide  Fournier,  Animal  Inspector. 

Monthly  T.B.  or  chest  X-ray  were  held  at  the  Harrington 
Hospital  during  the  year  excluding  the  months  of  August  and 
December,  355  persons  were  X-rayed  and  one  case  of  pul- 
monar  tuberculosis  was  discovered.  We  have  two  patients  at 
present  in  the  Sanatorium  and  two  received  treatment  during 
the  year  and  were  discharged.

REPORT  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health : 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse 
for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1965. 

Clinics  for  the  prevention  of  communicable  diseases  were 
held  as  follows:  Immunization  clinics  for  Diphtheria,  Tetanus 
and  whooping-cough  were  conducted  for  pre-school  and  school 
children  as  well  as  for  infants  3  months  and  over.  A  total  of 
493  school  children  and  78  pre-schoolers  received  a  booster  or 
completed  the  basic  series  of  three  injections  at  monthly  in- 
tervals. Clinics  for  the  prevention  of  polio  were  also  held  for  in- 
fants and  children  entering  first  grade  in  September.  Tri- 
Valent  polio  vaccine  was  distributed  at  these  clinics.  In  tuber- 
culosis, chest  x-ray  clinics  are  conducted  every  third  Wednes- 
day of  the  month,  excluding  the  months  of  July  and  December, 
at  the  Harrington  Hospital  x-ray  department.  These  clinics  are 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Worcester 
County  Health  Association,  made  possible  through  the  sale  of 
TB  Christmas  seals.  Patients  are  referred  to  the  clinics  by 
their  own  doctor.  Ex-san  patients  of  their  contacts  are  also 
seen  at  these  clinics.  Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  patients  were 
seen  and  forty-five  were  given  a  Tine  test  along  with  the  x-ray. 
Patients  may  still  attend  the  outpatient  clinics  at  the  Sanato- 
rium in  West  Boylston  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings 
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throughout  the  year.  Home  visits  were  also  made  as  follow-up. 
Two  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  during  the  year 
and  one  has  been  discharged. 

As  part  of  the  state-wide  program  to  immunize  adults 
against  Diphtheria  and  tetanus,  two  clinics  were  conducted  for 
them.  Only  152  attended,  still  leaving  a  majority  of  the  adult 
population  unprotected  against  these  diseases.  Our  pre-school 
and  school  children  however  are  well  protected  against  these 
diseases  and  polio  as  well. 

The  dental  program  has  had  to  be  restricted  to  examina- 
tion of  pupils  in  the  third  grade  with  some  work  being  done  at 
clinics  at  the  town  hall.  Children  were  referred  to  their  private 
dentists  for  extractions  or  extensive  fillings. 

School  nursing  services  included  registration  of  first 
graders  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High,  a  joint  project  of  the 
Board  of  Health  and  school  departments.  Nursery  schools  were 
visited  during  the  year.  Two  have  been  licensed  by  the  State 
Health  Department.  Physicals  were  done  by  the  school  physi- 
cian supplemented  by  special  foot  exams  by  the  Podiatrist. 
Vision  and  hearing  tests  were  completed  in  all  schools.  Parents 
were  notified  following  all  school  examinations  when  it  was  ad- 
visable to  seek  further  examination.  Home  visits  made  when 
indicated  for  health  conferences  as  well  as  numerous  telephone 
conferences.  Lists  of  handicapped  children  in  parochial  schools 
completed,  as  well  as  reports  of  all  clinics  completed  and  sent 
to  the  State  Health  Department.  Serving  on  Santa's  Fund 
Committee  was  very  rewarding  as  well  as  the  vision  screening 
of  the  four  year  olds  at  the  Lions  Club  Eye  Conversation  Pro- 
gram. In-service  programs  for  Public  Health  Nurses  were  at- 
tended throughout  the  year.  We  try  to  help  the  children  lead  a 
happy  and  normal  school  life  preparing  them  to  become  the 
leaders  of  tomorrow. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciation  and 
sincere  thanks  to  all  those  who  have  helped  to  make  our 
program  successful.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

The  expenses  and  the  caseload  for  the  General  Relief  pro- 
gram were  the  lowest  in  twenty  years  during  the  year  1965. 
The  total  General  Relief  cost  was  S24. 794.40,  and  an  average  of 
only  23  cases  a  month  were  aided  under  General  Relief.  This  is 
following  the  new  welfare  trend  whereby  more  and  more  per- 
sons are  eligible  for  Federal-State  reimbursable  categories  of 
Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children,  Disability  Assistance. 
Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged,  and  Old  Age  Assistance.  Be- 
cause of  this  trend  towards  aiding  more  and  more  recipients 
under  the  Federal-State  reimbursable  program,  the  workload 
of  this  department  has  increased  considerably  and  each  case 
record  is  becoming  bulkier  with  the  passing  months  whereby 
our  files  are  filled  to  overflow  leaving  us  with  very  inadequate 
office  space  causing  very  unfavorable  working  conditions  for 
the  staff. 

The  total  expenditures  for  these  categories,  which  also 
have  local  shares  in  addition  to  the  Federal  and  State  reim- 
bursements, are  also  on  the  upward  trend  as  the  standards  of 
assistance  and  of  administration  are  set  by  policies  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  by  legislative  action. 

The  increase  in  Social  Security  Benefits  in  the  Fall  did  not 
reduce  the  cost  in  assistance  rendered  to  Old  Age  Assistance 
recipients,  because  through  legislative  action,  an  increase  in 
payments  to  recipients  occurred,  thus  offsetting  the  increase 
in  Social  Security  Benefits.  During  the  coming  year  there  will 
be  an  increase  in  cost  because  of  revised  standards  of  assistance 
and  increases  in  some  of  the  medical  fee  schedules  set  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  Looking  at  the  overall 
welfare  cost  at  this  year's  end.  it  does  not  appear  that  the 
Medicare,  which  will  become  effective  July  1,  1966,  will  reduce 
the  total  welfare  cost  in  1966  to  anv  extent. 

The  total  cost  for  the  five  programs  administered  by  the 
agency  in  1965  totals  S711,957.81.  This  amount  includes  as- 
sistance rendered  to  recipients,  as  well  as  the  administration 
expenses.  Reimbursements  from  Federal.  State.  Refunds  and 
Recoveries  for  assistance  expenses  and  State  and  Federal  reim- 
bursements for  administration,  total  S559.124.81.  We  rendered 
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assistance  to  an  average  of  454  cases,  or  628  persons  each 
month. 

Mr.  Raymond  L.  Boucher  who  served  on  this  Board  for 
ten  years,  passed  away  in  September  and  in  October  Mr. 
Charles  L.  Trahan  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  various  groups 
and  individuals  too  numerous  to  list  in  this  report  who  through- 
out the  year  provided  extras  to  the  recipients  of  public  assist- 
ance.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

The  library  building  expansion  program  dominated  1965 
activities.  Blueprints  and  sketches  were  exhibited  in  the  library 
in  January.  At  the  March  annual  Town  Meeting  voters  gave 
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permission  for  trustees  to  apply  for  further  funds  from  public 
and  private  sources.  Application  was  made  to  the  State  Board 
of  Library  Commissioners  for  aid  under  the  federal  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act,  and  this  library  was  placed  on 
the  stand-by  list  in  December. 

Talks  about  the  need  for  building  expansion  were  given 
before  the  Lions,  Woman's,  and  Rotary  Clubs. 

The  Lions  Club  donated  $1800  for  carpeting,  and  the 
Southbridge  Technical  Society  gave  $1,474.35  for  construction 
or  books  to  be  decided  by  the  Trustees. 

In  November  the  Trustees  formally  stated  to  the  Select- 
men their  intention  of  requesting  funds  for  building  expansion 
at  the  1966  annual  Town  Meeting.  The  Selectmen  graciously 
voiced  their  support. 

As  a  final  inducement  to  encourage  voters  to  approve 
building  funds,  this  library  has  been  offered  a  superb  collec- 
tion of  books  which  are  examples  of  fine  printing  depending 
on  whether  there  is  proper  space  to  house  them.  If  funds  are 
not  granted  for  a  building  addition,  the  collection  will  go  to  a 
university  library  which  has  accepted  it  on  these  terms. 

A  1965  highlight  was  the  establishment  of  the  Dirlam  Col- 
lection on  the  Arctic  and  Whaling.  Mr.  Peter  Dirlam  will  con- 
tinue to  add  to  the  collection  which  is  shelved  separately  and  to 
absorb  the  cost  of  added  clerical  help  necessary  to  process  it. 
During  July  he  gave  a  series  of  well-attended  evening  lectures 
at  the  library  on  this  subject  geared  for  teenagers. 

In  May  Mrs.  David  Hobson  retired  after  18  years  of  dedi- 
cated service.  Her  position  was  filled  by  Mrs.  Nancy  Benoit. 

Meanwhile  the  regular  programs  of  the  library  continued. 
Summer  reading  club  again  met  in  three  sections  because  of 
space  limitations.  Mr.  Lion  of  Channel  5's  Bozo  the  Clown  show 
performed  for  members.  As  Carroll  Spinney  he  has  been  an 
active  library  user. 

Book  Week  saw  the  usual  program  of  extra  story  hours 
and  the  ninth  annual  creative  writing  contest.  Mary  Nash, 
children's  author,  came  to  the  library  to  discuss  her  writing 
methods  with  the  children.  She  spent  the  evening  at  an  auto- 
graphing party  at  the  Book  Corner. 

Four  Scout  groups  and  one  session  of  the  Vacation  Bible 
School  met  at  the  library.  There  were  14  special  story  hours  in 
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addition  to  regular  weekly  story  hours.  The  library  took  part  in 
a  national  writing  contest  limited  to  third  graders. 

A  special  collection  of  books  printed  in  large  type  was 
started  for  persons  with  poor  eyesight.  The  library  benefited 
from  the  services  of  a  Trade  School  student  working  on  library 
maintenance  under  the  federal  Work-Study  Program. 

Mrs.  Benoit  completed  a  course  in  reference  work,  and 
Mrs.  Petrelli  completed  one  in  Children's  Book  Selection  both 
offered  by  the  Central  Regional  Library  System.  Mrs.  Petrelli 
continues  to  participate  as  an  active  member  in  the  Regional 
children's  book  review  group. 

Gifts  of  books  were  made  by  Nipmuck  Tribe  131  of  the 
Order  of  Redmen  and  by  the  National  Secretaries  Association 
as  well  as  by  several  individuals.  Columbia  Records  donated  an 
encyclopedia  of  music  in  text  and  recordings.  The  Polish  Youth 
Committee  of  Pilsudski  Polish  American  Citizens  Club  gave 
funds  for  buying  current  microfilmed  copies  of  the  Southbridge 
Evening  News.  A  generous  gift  from  another  sources  made  it 
possible  to  complete  the  microfilming  of  the  back  files.  The 
Garden  and  Conservation  Committee  of  the  Southbridge  Wo- 
men's Club  provided  funds  for  filling  the  flower  urns.  Edward 
Zuiss  continued  to  donate  countless  hours  in  keeping  magazine 
stacks  in  good  order. 

I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Round  Table  for  Young  Adult's 
Reading,  gave  a  paper  at  the  Bay  Path  Library  Club,  attended 
the  Central  Regional  System  Annual  meeting  at  which  Dr. 
Pioppi  served  on  a  panel  discussing  library  standards,  and 
participated  in  another  meeting  on  young  adult  reading.  The 
library  had  a  table  at  the  modern  church  art  show  at  the  Con- 
gregational Church. 

I  served  as  judge  for  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce 
essay  contest  and  continued  as  historian  for  the  Sesquicenten- 
nial  Committee. 

It  is  deeply  hoped  that  next  year's  annual  report  will  de- 
scribe extended  services  made  possible  by  a  completed  addition 
to  the  library  building.  Town's  people  can  be  assured  that  their 
benefits  from  the  library  will  increase  accordingly.

THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Sixty-Five 

AN  ACT  ESTABLISHING  IN  THE  TOWN  OF  SOUTH- 
BRIDGE  REPRESENTATIVE  TOWN  GOVERNMENT  BY 
REPRESENTATIVE  TOWN  MEETINGS. 

Be  it  enaeted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  town  of 
Southbridge  the  form  of  representative  town  government  by 
representative  town  meetings  hereinafter  set  forth. 

SECTION  2.  The  by-laws  of  the  town  shall  determine 
the  number  of  voting  precincts  or  a  minimum  and  maximum 
number  into  which  the  town  shall  be  divided  for  the  election 
of  members  of  the  representative  town  meeting. 

SECTION  3.  The  membership  of  the  representative  town 
meeting  elected  in  each  precinct  shall  consist  of  one  town  meet- 
ing member  for  each  one  hundred  voters  or  major  fraction 
thereof  as  nearly  as  may  be. 

SECTION  4.  The  membership  of  the  representative  town 
meeting  also  shall  include  the  following  members  at  large:  the 
moderator,  town  clerk,  the  selectmen,  chairman  of  the  finance 
committee,  and  chairman  of  the  advisory  board  of  review. 

SECTION  5.  Meetings  of  the  registered  voters  of  the 
several  precincts  for  elections  and  primaries  or  for  voting  upon 
a  question  to  be  submitted  to  all  the  voters  of  the  town  shall 
be  held  at  the  same  time  and  at  such  place  or  places  as  the 
selectmen  shall  direct  in  the  warrant  for  the  meeting. 

SECTION  6.  The  nomination  of  candidates  for  repre- 
sentative town  meeting  members  shall  be  made  by  nomination 
papers  which  shall  bear  no  political  designation.  Such  papers 
shall  be  signed  by  not  less  than  ten  registered  voters  of  the 
precinct  in  which  the  candidate  resides  and  shall  be  filed  with 
the  town  clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  on  which  the  nomi- 
nation papers  of  candidates  for  other  town  officers  must  be 
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filed.  They  shall  be  submitted  to  the  registrars  of  voters  and 
shall  be  certified  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  certifi- 
cation of  the  nomination  papers  of  candidates  for  town  offices. 
Nomination  papers  shall  not  be  valid  for  any  candidate  whose 
written  acceptance  is  not  endorsed  thereon  or  attached  thereto 
when  filed. 

SECTION  7.  A  town  meeting  member  may  become  a 
candidate  for  re-election  by  giving  written  notice  to  the  town 
clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  on  which  the  nomination  pa- 
pers of  candidates  for  other  town  offices  must  be  filed.  If  a 
town  meeting  member  is  a  candidate  for  re-election,  there  may 
be  added  to  his  name  as  it  appears  on  the  ballot  for  the  election 
of  town  officers  the  words  "candidate  for  re-election". 

SECTION  8.  The  registered  voters  in  each  precinct,  at 
the  first  annual  town  election  held  after  the  establishment  of 
the  precinct,  and  those  in  any  precinct  affected  by  a  revision 
of  precincts  at  the  first  annual  town  election  following  such  re- 
vision, shall  elect  by  ballot  the  number  of  registered  voters  in 
the  precinct,  determined  as  herein  provided,  to  be  representa- 
tive town  meeting  members  of  the  town. 

SECTION  9.  At  the  first  election  of  members  by  the 
voters  of  each  precinct,  each  precinct  shall  elect  the  total  num- 
ber of  members  to  which  it  is  entitled  by  virtue  of  the  provi- 
sions of  section  three  above.  Of  the  total  number  of  members 
elected,  the  first  half  in  order  of  votes  received  shall  serve  for 
two  years,  the  second  half  in  order  of  votes  received  shall  serve 
for  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  annual  town  election.  In  the 
event  that  the  total  number  of  members  to  which  a  precinct  is 
entitled  is  an  odd  number,  then  one  half  of  the  largest  even 
number  that  is  one  less  than  the  actual  number,  plus  one,  of 
those  elected  shall  serve  for  two  years  and  the  balance  of  those 
elected  shall  serve  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  annual 
town  election. 

SECTION  10.  Thereafter,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
herein,  the  registered  voters  of  each  precinct  at  each  annual 
town  election  shall  elect  for  the  term  of  two  years  in  like 
manner  one  half  of  the  number  to  which  the  precinct  is  en- 
titled. 

SECTION  11.    If  two  or  more  candidates  for  representa- 
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tive  town  meeting  member  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes 
other  than  for  the  division  into  halves,  for  deciding  their  term 
of  office,  the  remaining  members  elected  in  such  precinct  at 
the  same  election  shall  determine  by  ballot  which  of  the  can- 
didates shall  serve  as  a  representative  town  meeting  member. 
The  terms  of  office  of  the  representative  town  meeting  members 
from  any  precinct  whose  boundaries  are  revised  shall  cease 
upon  the  election  of  their  successors.  The  town  clerk,  after 
every  election  of  representative  town  meeting  members,  shall 
notify  each  member  by  mail  of  his  election.  The  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  General 
Laws  pertaining  to  elections  and  the  procedure  for  recount. 

SECTION  12.  If  the  boundaries  of  any  precinct  are  re- 
vised or  any  new  precinct  established,  there  shall  be  a  new 
election  of  representative  town  meeting  members  in  such  pre- 
cinct at  the  first  annual  town  election  following  such  a  revision. 

SECTION  13.  The  representative  town  meeting  mem- 
bers shall  be  elected  in  conformity  with  the  laws  relative  to 
elections,  and  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  precinct  voting 
at  elections  shall  apply  to  all  elections  and  primaries  in  the 
town  so  far  as  such  laws  are  not  inconsistent  herewith.  The 
provisions  of  this  act  pertaining  to  the  establishment  of  pre- 
cincts shall  not  authorize  any  action  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  any  law  relative  to  the  use  of  precincts  in  the  formation  of 
representative  districts. 

SECTION  14.  A  representative  town  meeting  member 
may  resign  by  filing  a  written  resignation  with  the  town  clerk, 
effective  upon  the  date  of  filing.  A  member  who  removes  from 
the  town  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  forwith  upon  removal,  and 
a  member  who  removes  from  one  precinct  to  another  may  serve 
only  until  the  next  annual  town  meeting  as  a  member  from  the 
precinct  from  which  he  has  moved. 

SECTION  15.  A  vacancy  in  the  number  of  representa- 
tive town  meeting  members  shall  be  filled  by  the  unsuccessful 
candidate  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  the  preced- 
ing election  in  the  precinct  and  who  consents  to  accept  the 
office.  Such  candidate  shall  be  deemed  to  be  elected  and  the 
town  clerk  shall  give  notice  of  his  election  upon  the  filing  of  his 
written  acceptance.  If  there  be  no  such  candidate  willing  to 
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accept,  then  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  mem- 
bers from  the  precinct  as  hereinafter  provided. 

SECTION  16.  Upon  petition  signed  by  not  less  than  one 
third  of  the  remaining  representative  town  meeting  members 
from  the  precinct,  the  town  clerk  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
remaining  members  from  the  precinct  for  the  purpose  of  filling 
the  vacancy,  notice  of  which  shall  be  mailed  to  such  members 
not  less  than  seven  days  before  the  time  of  the  meeting. 

SECTION  17.  At  such  a  meeting  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers from  the  precinct  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  shall  elect 
one  of  their  number  as  chairman  and  one  as  clerk.  The  vote 
shall  be  by  ballot  and  a  plurality  of  votes  cast  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  a  choice.  The  chairman  and  clerk  shall  count  the  bal- 
lots, and  the  chairman  shall  make  a  certificate  of  the  choice 
which  shall  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk  together  with  a  written 
acceptance  of  the  person  so  chosen,  who  thereupon  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  elected  as  a  representative  town  meeting  member. 

SECTION  18.  A  moderator  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  town  meeting  when  the  term  of  office  of  a  moderator 
expires,  and  he  shall  serve  at  all  town  meetings,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  until  a  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified.  The  nomination  and  election  of  a  moderator  shall  be 
the  same  as  for  other  elective  town  officers.  If  the  moderator 
is  absent,  a  moderator  pro  tern  may  be  elected  by  the  repre- 
sentative town  meeting  members. 

SECTION  19.  The  articles  in  the  warrant  for  every  town 
meeting  which  relate  to  the  election  of  a  moderator,  town  offi- 
cers, and  representative  town  meeting  members  and  to  refer- 
enda and  all  matters  to  be  acted  upon  and  determined  by  ballot, 
shall  be  acted  upon  and  determined  by  the  registered  voters  of 
the  town  in  their  respective  precincts.  All  other  articles  shall 
be  acted  upon  and  determined  exclusively  by  the  representative 
town  meeting  members  at  a  meeting  held  at  a  time  and  place 
specified  by  the  selectmen  in  the  warrant  for  the  meeting,  sub- 
ject to  a  referendum  as  herein  provided. 

SECTION  20.  The  town  clerk  shall  post  notices  of  the 
time  and  place  at  which  meetings  are  to  be  held  in  accordance 
with  the  General  Laws  and  the  town  by-laws  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  meeting.  Notice  of  an  adjourned  meeting  shall  be 
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posted  as  soon  as  practicable  following  the  dissolution  of  the 
meeting  from  which  adjournment  is  taken. 

SECTION  21.  The  members  shall  receive  no  compensa- 
tion for  serving  as  members  of  the  representative  town  meet- 
ing. A  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  A  lesser  number  may  organize  tem- 
porarily and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  but  a  meeting 
shall  not  adjourn  beyond  the  date  of  an  election  of  representa- 
tive town  meeting  members. 

SECTION  22.  There  shall  be  no  vote  taken  at  any  town 
meeting  by  secret  ballot.  Upon  motion  by  a  town  meeting  mem- 
ber, duly  made  and  seconded,  with  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  the 
representative  town  meeting  members,  present  and  voting  in 
favor  thereof,  a  roll  call  vote  shall  be  taken  on  any  issue  which 
may  properly  come  before  the  town  meeting. 

SECTION  23.  The  representative  town  meeting  may  ap- 
point such  committees  as  it  may  consider  necessary  to  investi- 
gate and  report  on  any  matters  referred  to  them  and  to  make 
a  recommendation  thereon,  but  no  such  committee  shall  have 
any  executive  or  legislative  powers  and  all  matters  shall  be 
determined  by  the  representative  town  meeting  members. 

SECTION  24.  All  representative  town  meetings  shall  be 
open  to  the  registered  voters  of  the  town.  Any  registered  voter 
of  the  town  who  is  not  a  town  meeting  member  may  speak 
upon  any  matter  at  such  a  meeting,  but  he  shall  have  no  vote. 

SECTION  25.  The  following  votes  of  a  representative 
town  meeting  shall  not  be  operative  until  the  expiration  of 
seven  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays,  from  the  dis- 
solution of  the  meeting;  (a)  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  five 
thousand  dollars  or  more  as  a  special  appropriation;  (b)  estab- 
lishing a  new  board  or  office;  (c)  abolishing  an  old  board  or 
office;  (d)  merging  two  or  more  boards  or  offices;  (e)  fixing 
the  term  of  office  of  town  officers  where  such  term  is  optional ; 
(f)  increasing  or  reducing  the  number  of  members  of  the 
board;  (g)  adopting  a  new  by-law;  (h)  amending  or  repealing 
an  existing  by-law. 

SECTION  26.  If  within  such  period  of  seven  days  from 
the  dissolution  of  a  town  meeting,  a  petition  signed  by  not  less 
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bridge  all  rights  by  proper  instruments,  or  act  anything  there- 
on. 

On  motion  of  Finance  Committee,  duly  seconded,  it  was 
VOTED:     (Overwhelmingly)  In  the  affirmative  for  $2,- 
650.77. 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate, borrow  or  transfer  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Ninety 
($390.00)  Dollars,  for  labor  and  equipment  to  clear  tree 
branches  now  obstructing  street  lights  on  various  town  streets, 
or  act  anything  thereon. 

On  motion  of  Finance  Committee,  duly  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:    In  the  affirmative  for  $300.00. 

Article  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate, borrow  or  transfer  the  sum  of  Seven  Thousand 
($7,000.00)  Dollars,  to  complete  work  on  extensive  tree  break- 
age caused  by  the  December  4  and  5  ice  storm;  to  remove 
broken  and  twisted  limbs  and  split  sections  of  trees;  badly 
damaged  trees  over  streets,  walks,  and  roads  jeopardizing 
public  safety.  Said  sum  would  include  work  on  all  town  owned 
trees  such  as  at  Schools,  Parks,  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery,  or  act 
anything  thereon. 

On  motion  of  Finance  Committee,  duly  seconded,  it  was 
VOTED:  In  the  affirmative  for  $4,500.00  out  of  funds 
voted  under  Article  37  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  March 
11,  1963,  which  said  funds  were  used  in  conjunction  with  funds 
allocated  under  Chapter  718  for  the  reconstruction  of  Crystal 
Street. 

Article  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred 
Sixty  ($460.00)  Dollars  to  buy  and  plant  20  shade  trees  where 
trees  have  been  removed,  and  on  new  streets.  If  tree  or  trees 
are  planted  on  private  land,  said  owner  or  owners  of  land  will 
release  to  the  Town  all  their  rights  by  proper  instrument,  or 
act  anything  thereon. 

On  motion  of  Finance  Committee,  duly  seconded,  it  was

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and

drawings,  specifications  or  other  action  preliminary  to  and  in 
preparation  for  the  construction  of  public  works,  and 

Whereas,  the  Town  has  examined  and  duly  considered  such 
act  and  the  Town  considers  it  to  be  in  the  public  interest  and 
to  its  benefit  to  file  an  application  under  said  act  and  to  autho- 
rize other  action  in  connection  therewith;

September  13,  1965 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Willard  R.  Stark 
at  8:15  P.M. 

He  made  the  following  announcements : 

"Relevant  to  the  by-laws  of  the  town  Article  111  Town 
Meetings,  Section  6,  the  moderator,  town  clerk  and  only  one 
voter  would  constitute  a  quorum." 

"At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  it  is  usually  the  custom  to 
use  the  Voting  Lists  and  no  one  may  be  admitted  unless  he  is 
a  registered  voter.  This  procedure  is  expensive.  At  the  special 
town  meetings  this  count  is  not  done.  However,  I  assume  that 
you  are  all  registered  voters  in  this  hall  this  evening.  There- 
fore, if  you  find  that  you  neighbor  is  not,  it  is  your  duty  as  a 
citizen  to  notify  me." 
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He  requested  that  those  standing  in  the  rear  of  the  hall 
should  be  seated. 

VOTED:  That  the  reading  of  the  warrant  by  the  Town 
Clerk  be  dispensed  with. 

Officer's  return  on  Warrant  was  read  by  Town  Clerk, 
Clare  P.  Boyer.

Mr.  Walsh  a  member  of  the  Southbridge  Retirement  Board 
stated  "that  said  pension  was  mandatory."

The  moderator  was  requested  to  read  Chapter  490,  Sec- 
tions 1-2-3.

S.  A.  Caprera,  Esq.,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
stated  the  Board  of  Selectmen  accepted  and  adopted  Chapter 
490  of  the  Acts  of  1961.  Therefore  it  is  compulsory  legislation 
and  if  payment  is  not  made  Benoit' s  only  recourse  would  be  to 
bring  suit  against  the  town.  He  further  stated  that  it  would  be 
possible  for  the  town  to  contact  representatives  in  legislature 
with  the  view  to  withdrawing  from  future  participation  in  the 
system."

thereon. 

Finance  Committee's  motion. 

Indefinite  postponement.  Motion  duly  seconded. 

Substitute  motion  presented  and  seconded. 

To  abandon  that  section  of  Breckneck  Road  from  the 
southerly  line  of  the  1904  relocation  of  South  Street,  south- 
westerly to  the  northerly  line  of  the  1961  relocation  of  Break- 
neck Road  for  a  distance  of  approximately  two  hundred  twenty 
(220)  feet. 

Atty.  Snyder  presented  the  substitute  motion  and  called 
for  a  vote  in  the  affirmative.  He  explained  his  substitute  mo- 
tion. He  claimed  this  is  a  part  of  U.S.  Government  Flood  Con- 
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trol  contract  signed  in  1960  that  had  to  be  amended  after  the 
original  contract  had  been  approved  by  the  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers  and  if  we  do  not  pass  the  substitute  motion  the  U.S. 
Government  can  proceed  with  condemnation  proceedings  and 
take  the  road. 

Mr.  Ryan,  a  member  of  the  Southbridge  Planning  Board 
asked:  "Who  inserted  the  article  in  the  warrant?"  The  Select- 
men replied:  "Mr.  H.  Racicot,  the  Town  Engineer."  Mr.  Ryan 
claimed  that  the  article  should  not  have  been  put  in  the  warrant 
because  under  Chapter  41,  Section  81  I ...  No  public  way  shall 
be  laid  out,  altered,  relocated  or  discontinued  unless  the  pro- 
posed laying  out,  alterations,  relocation  or  discontinuances 
has  been  referred  to  the  Planning  Board  for  a  report.  This  was 
not  done.  The  Planning  Board  is  opposed  to  the  abandoning  of 
this  road. 

He  reported  making  a  survey  and  none  of  the  inhabitants 
living  in  that  area  did  not  want  the  abandonment.  He  also  read 
a  letter  from  the  Hamilton  Rod  &  Gun  Club  and  they  requested 
him  to  voice  their  disapproval  of  the  abandonment  of  said  road. 

The  Fire  Chief  reported  making  a  survey  and  claims  that 
the  road  should  remain  opened  to  assist  the  Fire  Dept.  in  laying 
lines  to  get  water. 

Mr.  Duff  tried  to  point  out  that  the  road  had  been  constructed 
in  the  wrong  place  to  begin  with  by  saying:  "That  the  location 
of  the  road  in  itself  was  not  the  question.  The  question  is  the 
abandonment  of  the  road  as  it  is  to-day." 

The  Town  Counsel,  Atty.  Snyder,  spoke  again  and  re- 
stressed  that  it  is  part  of  the  contract  that  the  road  be  aban- 
doned. He  also  said:  "That  the  Corps  of  Engineers  had  told  him 
that  they  had  never  taken  a  road  by  condemnation  for  this  rea- 
son because  all  the  towns  and  counties  had  voted  to  abandon 
roads  for  them." 

Mr.  Richard  Leduc  spoke  to  the  point  that  if  the  dam  was 
closed  by  the  engineers  the  water  would  rise  to  a  point  and  you 
would  only  have  to  go  200  or  300  ft.  not  1500  ft.  as  had  been 
claimed  by  Fire  Chief.  He  was  perfectly  agreeable  to  have  a 
court  case  of  this. 

Mr.  R.  Lescarbeau,  a  former  Sturbridge  resident  told  us  of 
a  case  in  Sturbridge  where  it  was  voted  to  keep  a  bridge  opened. 
Said  bridge  was  supposed  to  be  closed  and  in  this  case  the 
government  did  not  exercise  its  contractional  right  to  close  the 
bridge. 
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Mr.  R.  Lataille,  a  former  member  of  the  board  of  Selectmen 
stated:  "It  was  the  custom  of  the  board  to  accept  the  rulings 
of  the  Town  Counsel."  He  was  a  member  of  the  board  when  the 
contract  was  signed  and  he  did  not  think  the  intent  of  the 
Selectmen  had  been  to  close  or  abandon  the  road.  He  suggested 
that  we  explore  the  matter  further. 

Mr.  R.  Harwood  spoke  to  the  point  that  we  had  spent 
money  repairing  South  Street  and  that  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  and  then  he  moved  the  previous  question  and  it 
was  seconded. 

Mr.  Ryan  rose  to  a  point  of  order  .  .  .  that  he  wished  to 
answer  the  previous  speaker  on  ...  he  explained  that  the 
boundary  of  South  Street  ends  at  the  half-way  mark  on  the 
bridge  and  the  other  line  continues  down  in  the  middle  of 
Quinebaug  River. 

The  moderator  stated:  "That  the  passage  of  a  motion  to 
abandon  land  would  require  a  two-thirds  vote  and  he  was  going 
to  call  for  it  by  a  show  of  hands  and  if  it  was  not  clearly  dis- 
cernable  we  would  vote  by  division." 

The  moderator  announced:  "The  show  of  hands  of  200  in 
the  negative,  3  in  the  affirmative." 

The  substitute  motion  was  defeated. 

The  Finance  Committee's  motion  carried. 

VOTED:     (Unanimously)  Indefinite  postponement. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  that 
section  of  Old  South  Road  from  the  westerly  line  of  the  1961 
Relocation  of  South  Street  as  shown  on  Plans  Decree  2028, 
Plan  H3805R,  dated  March  9, 1961,  thence  northwesterly  to  the 
southerly  line  of  South  Street  as  relocated  in  1904  by  the 
County  Commissioners,  for  a  distance  of  approximately  six 
hundred  eighty  (680)  feet,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Finance  Committee's  motion:  Indefinite  postponement. 

It  was  duly  seconded. 

Mr.  Ryan,  chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  spoke  to  the 
point .  .  .  that  the  same  reasons  for  not  abandoning  Breakneck 
Road  should  exist  for  not  abandonment  of  Old  South  Road. 
The  Planning  Board  is  opposed  to  the  abandonment  of  this  road 
and  again  he  referred  to  Chapter  41,  Section  81  I.  He  did  point 
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out  that  if  this  road  is  not  abandoned  that  it  should  be  plowed 
and  taken  care  of  properly. 

Finance  Committee's  motion  carried. 

VOTED:     (Unanimously)  Indefinite  postponement. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  zon- 
ing by-laws  and  map  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge  to  provide  for 
extending  the  Heavy  Industry  District  regulating  the  use  to 
property  situated  on  the  northerly  side  of  North  Street  and  the 
southerly  side  of  Quinebaug  River,  and  more  particularly  de- 
scribed as  follows : 

Beginning  on  the  northerly  side  of  North  Street  at  west- 
erly boundary  of  the  American  Optical  Company ; 
Thence  northerly  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  said 
American  Optical  Company  land,  to  the  southerly  shore 
line  of  said  Quinebaug  River ; 

Thence  westerly  along  the  southerly  shore  line  of  said 
Quinebaug  River  to  the  northeasterly  corner  of  land  of 
Romeo  Godro ; 

Thence  southerly  along  the  easterly  boundary  of  Godro 
land  to  the  northerly  side  of  North  Street ; 
Thence  easterly  along  the  northerly  side  of  North  Street 
to  the  point  of  beginning,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Finance  Committee's  recommendation:  Referred  to  the 
town  meeting. 

Mr.  Ryan  presented  a  Planning  Board  report  and  their 
recommendation  which  was  put  in  a  form  of  a  motion :  That  the 
town  amend  the  zoning  by-laws  and  map  to  extend  the  Heavy 
Industry  District  on  the  northerly  side  of  North  Street.  The 
moderator  had  requested  and  had  received  unanimous  consent 
from  the  voters  to  eliminate  the  reading  of  the  description  of 
land.  Mr.  Ryan  pointed  out  that  the  technical  description  would 
have  to  be  read  in  full  as  it  differed  from  the  technical  descrip- 
tion in  the  original  article  in  the  warrant.  His  motion  was  duly 
seconded.  He  then  spoke  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of  the  mo- 
tion presented  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Atty.  Sly  spoke  as  a  representative  of  the  American  Op- 
tical Co.  He  presented  evidence  to  the  effect  that  the  phrase- 
ology which  named  North  Street  Extension  as  such  or  North 
Street  at  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  AOCo.  as  being  incor- 
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rect.  In  support  of  his  claim  he  read  letters  which  showed  that 
this  land  is  not  North  Street  Extension  but  that  it  is  part  of 
AOCo.  property. 

Atty.  Venie  presented  the  following  substitute  motion: 
That  the  Zoning  By-laws  and  Map  of  the  Town  of  South- 
bridge  be  and  hereby  are  amended  to  provide  for  extending  the 
Heavy  Industry  District  regulating  the  use  to  property  situated 
on  the  northerly  side  of  North  Street  and  the  southerly  side  of 
Quinebaug  River,  and  more  particularly  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  southeasterly  corner  of  land 
of  Joseph  Theodoss,  et  al,  said  point  being  at  the  westerly 
boundary  of  land  of  the  American  Optical  Co. ; 
Thence  northerly  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  said 
American  Optical  Company  land  to  the  southerly  shore 
line  of  said  Quinebaug  River; 

Thence  westerly  along  the  southerly  shore  line  of  said 
Quinebaug  River  to  the  northwesterly  corner  of  land  of 
Universal  Blank  Co.,  Inc.; 

Thence  southerly  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  land  of 
said  Universal  Blank  Co.  Inc.,  and  of  Sabatino  DiGregorio 
to  the  northerly  side  of  North  Street; 
Thence  easterly  along  the  northerly  side  of  North  Street 
to  the  southwesterly  corner  of  land  of  said  Joseph  Theo- 
doss, et  al ; 

Thence  easterly  along  the  southerly  boundary  of  land  of 
said  Joseph  Theodoss,  et  al  to  the  point  of  beginning.  Said 
substitute  motion  duly  seconded. 

Atty.  Venie  stated:  He  was  representing  Universal  Blank 
Co.  Inc. 

His  substitute  motion  changed  the  phraseology  of  the 
description  of  the  land  and  eliminated  the  objection  raised  by 
the  American  Optical  Company  which  they  were  afraid  might 
cause  litigation  if  it  were  passed  in  the  form  that  Sly  objected. 
Atty.  Venie  pointed  out  that  his  substitute  motion  used  the 
terminology  that  took  the  measurements  from  inside  boundary 
markers  rather  than  the  outside.  These  boundaries  were  read  in 
detail  by  the  moderator. 

Mr.  Ryan  then  spoke  and  reviewed  the  series  of  Planning 
Board  Zoning  Maps  since  their  inception  and  asked  the  meeting 
to  vote  for  the  motion  presented  by  the  Planning  Board  with 
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the  description  contained  therein.  He  further  pointed  out,  that 
all  town  zoning  maps  showed  such  an  extension. 

Mr.  John  H.  Leigh  of  61  North  Street  spoke  in  opposition. 
He  was  against  having  any  re-zoning  passed  at  this  meeting. 

Chairman,  Armand  Bellerive,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  speaking  officially  and  as  an  individual  urged  that 
we  pass  the  substitute  motion  presented  by  Atty.  Venie  and 
thus  show  our  confidence  in  the  management  of  the  Universal 
Blank  Co.  Atty.  S.  Anthony  Caprera  also  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  spoke  in  favor  of  Atty.  Venie' s  substitute 
motion  stating  that  two  attorneys  had  expressed  their  opinion 
that  this  was  a  proper  legally  drawn  motion  and  he  felt  that  we 
should  take  their  opinions  into  consideration  and  vote  yes.  Mr. 
H.  DiGregorio  urged  the  passage  of  the  substitute  motion  pre- 
sented by  Atty.  Venie.  He  also  stated:  "That  Universal  Blank 
Co.  had  obtained  the  ten  necessary  signatures  of  abuttors  be- 
fore taking  their  action."  Mr.  Leigh  raised  a  question  as  to  why 
he  wasn't  asked  to  consent  to  the  request  for  a  zoning  change. 
It  was  then  pointed  out  by  Mr.  DiGregorio  that  they  stopped 
getting  signatures  when  they  had  obtained  the  necessary  10. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for  and  Mr.  Ryan  rose 
to  a  point  of  order  and  was  allowed  to  correct  two  errors.  It 
was  his  opinion  that  Atty.  Venie  had  used  an  out-dated  zoning 
map  and  he  questioned  the  reaction  to  the  publication  of  a  pub- 
lic hearing  called  for  by  the  Planning  Board.  He  again  asked 
the  meting  to  vote  for  the  motion  presented  by  the  Planning 
Board  with  the  description  contained  therein.  The  moderator 
put  the  substitute  motion  to  a  vote  and  explained  that  a  two- 
thirds  vote  would  be  necessary  for  passage. 

On  a  hand  count,  100  in  favor  and  4  opposed,  it  was 

VOTED:  That  the  Zoning  By-laws  and  Map  of  the  Town  of 
Southbridge  be  and  hereby  are  amended  to  provide  for  extend- 
ing the  Heavy  Industry  District  regulating  the  use  to  property 
situated  on  the  northerly  side  of  North  Street  and  the  southerly 
side  of  Quinebaug  River,  and  more  particularly  described  as 
follows :

Agreement  dated  August  9,  1965  which  is  on  file  with 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  which  is  to  be  included  as  a 
part  of  Article  11  though  it  did  not  appear  in  the  original 
article. 

COPY  OF  AGREEMENT 

That  the  said  Anthony  Detarando  fulfills  at  his  expense 
which  consists  of : 
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1.  The  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  southerly  side 
of  the  fire  station  from  the  present  garage  to  the  sidewalk 
On  Elm  Street,  said  addition  to  be  of  equal  width  as  the 
present  garage,  also  of  like  construction  and  quality  as 
the  present  building ; 

2.  Building  a  bulkhead  in  the  rear  of  the  Fire  Station; 

3.  Install  proper  drainage ; 

4.  Install  asphalt  black  top  over  all  the  land  shown  on 
parcels  "B"  &  "C"  on  the  aforesaid  plan; 

and  that  the  said  Anthony  Detaranda  at  his  expense  also; 

5.  Re-locate  the  water  and  gasoline  tanks ; 

6.  Close  the  entrance  where  the  Forest  Fire  Equipment 
is  presently  housed ; 

with  all  works  to  be  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Southbridge 
Fire  Department  and  the  Town  Engineer,  and  completed  within 
one  year,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Finance  Committee's  recommendation. 

Referred  to  the  town  meeting. 

The  moderator  read  Article  11  then  asked  for  unanimous 
permission  to  waiver  the  reading  of  the  technical  description 
of  the  boundaries  described  within  the  article.  Receiving  un- 
animous approval  he  then  read  the  agreement  dated  8-9-65 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  which  is  to  be 
included  as  a  part  of  Article  11  though  it  did  not  appear  in 
the  original  article. 

Atty.  Morrill  moved  for  the  adoption  of  Article  11. 

His  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  the  moderator  gave 
the  floor  to  Atty.  Morrill. 

After  Atty.  Morrill  spoke  in  favor  of  the  passages  of  his 
motion  the  Fire  Chief  also  spoke  in  favor  of  having  the  motion 
approved.  Saying  in  essence  that  it  would  be  good  for  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  Town  of  Southbridge. 

Mr.  Seaver  Rice  raised  the  question  relative  to  a  rumor 
that  was  disturbing  the  veterans'  organization  thereof.  They 
have  heard  that  this  exchange  of  land  is  just  an  opening  wedge 
and  that  it  is  planned  to  next  ask  for  some  portion  of  the  area 
known  as  W.  W.  Memorial  Park  and  he  asked  for  a  definite 
statement  by  the  proponents  of  the  motion. 

Mr.  Detarando  in  answer  to  Mr.  Rice  unequivocally  stated : 
"That  there  was  no  intention  now,  or  in  the  future,  in  so  far, 
as  he  was  concerned  for  the  taking  of  any  of  the  property  of 
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W.  W.  Memorial  Park."  Mr.  V.  P.  Tetreault  also  spoke  about 
the  rumor  referred  to  by  Mr.  S.  Rice  and  pointed  out  that  this 
was  a  matter  of  grave  concern  to  the  veterans  and  that  is  why 
they  desired  to  get  a  statement  on  record. 

Atty.  Morrill  rose  to  also  reassure  the  people  that  there 
was  no  intent,  or  no  thought,  now,  cr  in  the  future  to  obtain 
any  land  now  known  as  W.  W.  Memorial  Park. 

Mr.  Pervier  spoke  to  the  point  that  the  technical  descrip- 
tion of  the  land  in  this  article  and  in  all  articles  is  not  under- 
standable to  others  than  engineers  and  his  point  was  that 
these  descriptions  should  be  made  on  some  kind  of  a  visual 
map  basis.  Possibly,  printed  in  the  local  newspaper. 

Mr.  E.  Ryan  expressed  a  thought  that  more  consideration 
and  study  should  be  made  before  any  actions  are  taken  on  this 
matter  and  to  that  end  he  made  a  substitute  motion  that  the 
Selectmen  appoint  a  committee  of  7  and  that  they  be  instructed 
to  make  a  survey  of  the  entire  matter  and  report  back  at  the 
next  annual  town  meeting.  Motion  duly  seconded. 

Mr.  Detarando  told  the  meeting  that  from  the  start  of 
this  project  he  had  agreed  to  every  suggestion  made  by  the 
Selectmen,  The  Finance  Committee  and  the  Fire  Chief  that 
would  safeguard  the  interest  of  the  town  of  Southb ridge.  He 
did  agree  that  this  swap  would  be  a  benefit  to  him,  but  he 
pointed  out  that  he  was  going  forward  with  the  project  in  any 
case.  He  further  pointed  out  that  as  the  matter  stands  at  the 
moment  town  equipment  is  trespassing  on  his  property  every 
time  they  enter  or  leave  the  fire  station.  He  closed  by  saying: 
"That  this  change  would  enable  him  to  build,  to  create  park- 
ing space  and  exits  and  entrances  thereto."  "Nothing  has  been 
done  behind  closed  doors,  it  is  a  straightforward  offer  of 
benefit  both  to  the  town  and  to  myself."  He  urged  the  passage 
of  the  motion. 

Mr.  A.  Bellerive,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
urged  the  passage  of  the  motion  stating  that  he  was  sure  that 
most  people  knew  where  the  land  was  and  what  it  was  proposed 
to  do  with  it  and  if  we  did  pass  this  motion  it  would  be  a  for- 
ward step  in  the  economical  life  of  Southbridge. 

Mr.  L.  Ciprari  of  the  Finance  Committee  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  motion.  He  pointed  out  that  he  and  his  committee  had  spent 
considerable  time  in  a  personal  survey  of  the  property  in  ques- 
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tion  and  that  they  were  in  agreement  that  this  was  a  good 
thing  to  have  happen  from  the  town's  point  of  view.

The  Planning  Board  submits  the  following  final  report  and 
recommendation  on  the  petition  of  the  Mechanic  Realty  Corp. 
for  an  amendment  to  the  zoning  law  for  the  area  of  Proulx 
Ave.,  Main  Street,  Wall  Street,  Langlois  Ave.  and  Pleasant 
Street. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  this  petition  on  July  26, 1965, 
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in  the  Planning  Board  office  in  the  town  hall.  Atty.  Michael 
Morrill  represented  the  Mechanic  Realty  Corp.  Also  present 
was  Mr.  Ernest  E.  Desrosiers,  an  officer  of  the  Corporation.  It 
was  brought  out  at  the  hearing  that  the  purpose  for  asking 
for  a  change  in  the  zoning  law  was  to  permit  the  Sparkle  Car 
Wash  Co.  from  the  state  of  Connecticut  to  get  from  the  build- 
ing inspector  of  Southbridge.  a  permit  to  erect  a  building  for 
the  purpose  of  washing  cars. 

Southbridge  by  vote  of  its  people  in  1941.  adopted  the  act 
known  as  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws,  and  is  known  and 
cited  as  "The  Zoning  Enabling  Act",  and  is  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  the  health,  safety,  convenience,  morals  or  welfare 
of  its  inhabitants.  It  is  a  long  established  principle  that  a  zon- 
ing law  may  be  amended  only  if  it  is  going  to  further  promote 
the  public  health,  safety,  convenience,  morals  or  welfare  of  its 
inhabitants.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts  has  said 
that  a  zoning  law  might  be  amended  when  the  character  or 
use  of  a  district  or  of  the  surrounding  land  had  become  so 
changed  that  the  public  health,  morals,  safety  and  welfare 
would  be  promoted  by  the  amendment,  but  that  mere  economic 
gain  to  the  owner  of  a  comparatively  small  area  is  not  suffi- 
cient cause. 

We  therefore  believe  that  this  petition  can  be  characterized 
as  "spot  zoning".  We  recommend  to  the  town  meeting  that  for 
the  public  good,  this  article  should  receive  a  no  vote.

Atty.  J.J.  O'Shaughnessy  spoke  on  his  motion  and  he  also 
gave  a  short  description  of  CATV  services.

Selectmen  A.C.  Bellerive  and  Atty.  S.A.  Caprera  spoke 
on  this  issue,  Atty.  S.A.  Caprera  stating  that  the  selectmen 
were  not  dodging  this  issue  in  passing  it  along  to  the  people. 
"We  feel"  he  said,  "that  the  sentiment  of  the  town  should  be 
sounded,"  Both  selectmen  stressed  that  it  would  mean  tax 
revenue  to  the  town.  They  also  explained  procedures  of  the 
issuance  of  said  license  or  franchise. 

P.L.  Dumas  took  the  oor  against  cable  television. 
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Atty.  M.J.  Morrill,  counsel  for  Radio  Station  WESO  and 
V.A.  Caplette,  manager,  took  the  floor  to  urge  passage  of 
CATV. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Bastien  presented  the  following  substitute 
motion.  Said  substitute  motion  duly  seconded. 

That  the  Town  hereby  adopt  the  following  resolution: 

Resolution  to  determine  the  need  for  the  installation  of 
Southbridge. 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  permit  to  issue 
pursuant  to  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  a  license 
for  Cable  Television  within  the  Town  of  Southbridge ;  and 
Whereas,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  establish  reason- 
able regulations  thereto ;  and 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  desirous  of  determin- 
ing the  need  therefore  through  a  majority  vote  of  the 
townspeople  at  a  Town  Meeting  duly  assembled. 
Now,  therefore,  be  it  sesolved,  by  the  Town  Meeting  as- 
sembled of  the  Town  of  Southbridge  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  installation  of  Cable  Television  within  the 
Town  of  Southbridge  is  to  the  best  interests  of  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Town,  and  to  the  end  that  such  service  may  be 
provided  as  promptly  as  practicable,  it  is  desirable  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  issue  a  license  for  Cable  Television 
within  the  Town  of  Suthbridge. 

2.  That  such  license  be  issued  subject  to  reasonable  regu- 
lations to  be  promulgated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as 
they  deem  necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Town  of  Southbridge,  and  at  such  time  as 
State  and  Federal  Legislation  is  passed  regulating  CATV. 

Mr.  Bastien,  representing  the  Superior  Cable  TV  Inc. 
of  Southbridge,  said  that  there  is  one  thing  that  should  be 
made  clear.  "We  are  not  against  cable  television,  and  that 
there  is  a  definite  need  for  it  in  about  10  percent  of  the  town." 

"But  we  should  wait  until  there  are  state  and  federal 
regulations."  Mr.  Bastien  stated:  "there  are  several  bills  pend- 
ing on  such  regulations,  therefore,  I  suggest  we  wait  for  the 
enactment  of  said  regulations." 

Mr.  Bastien  suggested  that  the  issue  be  placed  on  a  ballot 
and  let  all  the  voters  make  a  decision. 

While  Mr.  Bastien  was  speaking  on  news  coverage  the 
Moderator  informed  him:  "one  minute  more  to  go." 
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than  two  hundred  of  the  registered  voters  of  the  town  is  filed 
with  the  selectmen  asking  that  any  question  involved  in  such  a 
vote  taken  at  the  aforesaid  town  meeting  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  the  town  at  large,  then  the  selectmen  after  the  ex- 
piration of  seven  days  shall  call  a  special  meeting  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  presenting  the  question  to  the  voters  at  large. 

Any  question  submitted  shall  be  stated 
upon  the  ballot  substantially  in  the  same  language  and  form 
in  which  it  was  presented  to  the  representative  town  meeting 
by  the  moderator  as  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  meeting. 

SECTION  28.  The  polls  for  voting  upon  such  a  question 
shall  be  opened  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  closed  at 
eight  o'clock  in  the  evening.  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot 
and  the  check  list  used  in  the  several  precincts  in  the  same 
manner  as  for  the  election  of  town  officers.  A  question  sub- 
mitted shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  registered  vot- 
ers of  the  town  voting  thereon,  but  an  action  of  the  representa- 
tive town  meeting  shall  not  be  reversed  unless  at  least  fifteen 
per  cent  of  all  the  registered  voters  shall  vote. 

SECTION  29.  If  such  a  petition  for  a  referendum  is  not 
filed  within  seven  days  the  vote  of  the  representative  town 
meeting  shall  become  operative  and  effective  upon  the  expira- 
iton  of  that  period. 

SECTION  30.  The  town  shall  have  the  capacity  to  act 
through  and  to  be  bound  by  the  action  of  its  representative 
town  meeting  members,  who  when  convened  from  time  to  time 
shall  constitute  a  representative  town  meeting.  The  represent- 
ative town  meeting  shall  have  and  may  exercise  all  powers 
vested  in  the  municipal  corporation  so  far  as  is  consistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

SECTION  31.  Action  by  a  representative  town  meeting 
in  conformity  with  laws  now  or  hereafter  applicable  to  the 
transaction  of  town  affairs  in  town  meeting  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  taken  in  a  town  meeting  open  to  all  voters 
of  the  town,  as  organized  and  conducted  before  the  establish- 
ment of  representative  town  government. 

SECTION  32.  This  act  shall  not  abridge  the  right  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  to  hold  general  meetings,  as  secured  to 
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them  by  the  constitution  of  the  commonwealth,  nor  confer  upon 
any  representative  town  meeting  the  power  finally  to  commit 
the  town  to  any  measure  affecting  its  municipal  existence  or 
substantially  changing  its  form  of  government  without  action 
thereon  by  the  voters  at  large,  using  the  ballot  and  check  list 
therefor. 

SECTION  33.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance 
to  the  registered  voters  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  at  the  next 
annual  town  meeting  following  its  passage.  The  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  ballot  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  so  far 
as  the  same  shall  be  applicable.  The  question  to  be  placed  upon 
the  ballot  to  be  used  for  the  election  of  town  officers  in  the  town 
shall  be:  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  entitled  'An  Act  establishing 
in  the  town  of  Southbridge  representative  town  government  by 
representative  town  meetings',  be  accepted  by  the  town?"  If  a 
majority  of  the  voters  voting  on  this  question  vote  in  the 
affirmative,  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  next  annual  town  election,  and  for  all  things  relat- 
ing thereto,  and  shall  take  full  effect  beginning  with  said  elec- 
tion. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  town  officials  having  to  do  with 
elections  and  holding  office  at  the  time  of  such  acceptance  to 
do,  in  compliance  with  law,  all  things  necessary  for  the  nomina- 
tion and  election  of  officers  first  to  be  elected  under  this  act.

Stark  at  7  P.M.

Officer's  return  on  Warrant  was  read  by  Town  Clerk, 
Clare  P.  Boyer.  (195  present  at  7:03  P.M.) 

Mr.  E.  Ryan,  referring  to  Article  1,  asked  the  moderator: 
"Is  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  Committee  out  of  exist- 
ence ?  May  I  receive  your  decision  Mr.  Moderator  ?  I  would  like 
you  to  refer  to  the  Town  Report  of  December — 1964,  pp.  147, 
Article  74."  The  moderator  requested  the  ruling  from  the  Town 
Counsel.  The  Town  Counsel  requested  time  to  make  a  reviewal. 
Time  granted. 

The  moderator  stated:  "Rise  with  me  and  observe  a  min- 
ute of  silence  for  those  who  passed  away  since  the  last  annual 
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town  meeting.  I  cannot  recognize  every  person,  but  some  of 
these  were:  R.  S.  Normandin,  Esq.,  Louis  Gubb,  Rev.  Gatineau, 
Laurenda  Boyer,  Alfred  Hamel  and  Dr.  Dresser.  These  persons 
were  closely  connected  with  the  town  and  some  were  former 
town  officials.  They  had  great  ability  and  gave  freely  of  their 
time  and  ability  for  public  service  in  this  community." 

The  moderator  announced  the  following:  "Recommenda- 
tions of  the  Finance  Committee  are  to  be  considered  as  motions 
and  said  motions  duly  seconded.  Substitute  motions  may  be 
presented  from  the  floor.  Do  not  be  abusive  to  each  other.

"We  estimate  that  there  will  be  a  tax-rate  increase  of  ap- 
proximately $1.00  or  $1.50,  from  $91.20  due  primarily  to  in- 
creased departmental  budget  increases.  We  hope  that  you  will 
approve  our  recommendations  this  evening."

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  section  108G,  as  in- 
serted by  Chapter  19  of  the  Acts  of  1963,  relative  to  the  estab- 
lishments of  an  alternate  schedule  of  minimum  annual  com- 
pensation for  police  officers,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  special 
law  to  the  contrary,  the  minimum  annual  compensation  of 
each  regular  police  officer  of  the  police  department  of  any 
city  or  town  which  accepts  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  not  less  than  the  following:  For  the  first  year  of 
service,  Fifty  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  For  the  second  year 
of  service,  Six  Thousand  Dollars.  For  the  third  year  and 
each  succeeding  year  of  service,  Sixty  Three  Hundred 
Dollars." 

This  article  to  be  effective  December  31,  1966,  or  act  anything 
thereon. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Section  1,  HOLIDAYS — of  the  Employment  practices  Affect- 
ing Compensation  known  as  Article  XCXI  of  the  Town  By- 
Laws,  to  read:  Section  1,  HOLIDAYS — Town  employees  in- 
cluding members  of  the  Police  Department  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  following  Holidays  with  pay  at  their  regular  straight 
time  rate  when  they  fall  or  are  observed  within  the  regular 
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work  week;  January  First,  February  Twenty-Second,  April 
nineteenth,  May  Thirtieth,  July  Fourth,  the  first  Monday  of 
September,  October  twelfth,  November  eleventh,  Thanksgiving 
Day  and  Christmas  Day.  Employees  other  than  the  Fire  De- 
partment, required  to  work  on  a  legal  holiday  shall  be  paid 
according  to  the  provisions  provided  for  in  Section  4.  Members 
of  the  Fire  Department  required  to  work  on  a  legal  holiday 
shall  be  allowed  compensated  time  off  at  the  convenience  of 
the  department  Head,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer  the  sum  of  $3,000  to  be  used 
to  pay  for  the  cost  of  publishing  a  book  listing  valuations  and 
property  taxes  paid  by  individuals  and  business  firms  in  town, 
once  every  five  years,  beginning  with  this  year  1966,  or  act 
anything  thereon. 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
zoning  by-laws,  to  establish  a  uniform  heavy  industry  district 
on  both  sides  of  Dresser  Hill  Road. 

Beginning  at  the  terminus  of  the  existing  heavy  industry 
district  on  the  westerly  side  of  Dresser  Hill  Road ;  thence 
running  north  westerly  for  a  distance  of  four  hundred

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

For  196o 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Southbridge : 

I  hereby  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  as  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.  This  is  the  seventy- 
fourth  in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

The  trend  toward  equalization  of  education  and  economic 
opportunities  has  begun,  after  many  years  of  discussion,  to 
reach  a  point  in  development  which  is  having  and  will  continue 
to  have  a  marked  influence  on  the  social  structure  of  our 
country.  Federal  laws  have  been  introduced  and  adopted  by 
Congress  with  the  full  support  of  President  Johnson  which 
have  brought  new  hope  to  the  millions  of  Americans  who  still 
live  in  sub-standard  environments:  to  children  who  might  upon 
entering  the  first  year  of  school  be  gravely  handicapped  in 
competition  with  others  who  have  had  pre-school  training,  to 
high  school  students  so  econmically  deprived  that  dropping  out 
of  school  to  earn  money  and  help  at  home  has  been  a  strong 
temptation. 

These  laws,  in  fact,  hit  at  the  very  heart  of  discontent, 
frustration  and  need.  They  are  so  all  encompassing  and  so 
many  in  number  that  the  time  is  not  far  away  when  a  school 
system  of  any  size  will  rind  it  feasible  to  employ  a  staff  member 
to  propose  and  supervrse  projects  so  that  an  equitable  partici- 
pation in  the  available  benefits  may  be  assured.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  so  many  opportunities  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  discuss  all  of  them  in  so  brief  a  report. 

The  Southbridge  School  Department  has.  with  the  encour- 
agement and  approval  of  the  School  Committee,  several  proj- 
ects and  proposals  in  progress.  These  are  some  of  them: 

WORK-STUDY  PROGRAM 

The  work  study  group,  c  omposed  of  trade  school  pupils 
who  meet  the  requirements,  performed  useful  maintenance 
work  in  the  public  buildings  of  the  town  during  the  summer 
and  it  can  be  safely  said  that  the  long  distance  plan  tor  reno- 
vation of  the  school  buildings  was  advanced  a  full  year.  A 
similar  project  was  approved  for  the  school  year  1965-1966 
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and  we  have  assurance  that  our  proposal  will  be  honored  for 
the  coming  summer.  The  total  amount  allocated  to  the  town 
for  these  undertakings  up  to  now  is  $21,615. 

Another  similar  program  which  is  not  limited  to  trade 
school  boys  and  may  include  girls  is  the  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corps.  The  purpose  behind  these  programs  is  to  give  young 
people  work  experience  and  to  help  them  financially  so  that  the 
mcidence  of  drop-outs  may  be  lessened.  We  have  received  the 
sum  of  S2.222  up  to  this  date  for  the  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corps  operation. 

BASIC  ADULT  EDUCATION 

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  give  every  adult  citizen 
m  the  United  States  who  has  not  completed  the  sixth  grade  an 
opportunity  to  do  so.  We  have  two  such  classes  and  an  enroll- 
ment of  38.  We  have  received  $2. 137.50.  an  outright  grant,  for 
this  project  and  the  Town  of  Southbridge  will  be  reimbursed 
fully  for  any  further  expense. 

This  is  but  the  start.  There  are  plans  now  to  carry  this 
program  through  the  upper  grades  and  high  school  thus,  over 
a  period  of  years,  offering  an  opportunity  for  a  full  public 
school  education  to  those  who  had  the  ill-fortune,  whatever  the 
the  reason,  to  leave  school  at  an  early  age. 

HEAD  START 

There  is  general  acceptance  of  the  fact  that  children  enter- 
ing the  first  grade  from  disadvantaged  home  emlronments 
have  a  handicap  which  only  the  most  intelligent  may  overcome. 
If  a  child  can  be  stimulated  m  a  preprimary  class  to  learn  the 
simple  educational  principles  he  doesn't  learn  at  home,  he  may 
get  a  head  start  on  later  success  in  school. 

Our  proposal  for  a  Head  Start  program  for  Southbridge  is 
almost  ready  to  be  submitted  to  the  proper  authority  for  ap- 
proval. If  accepted  and  funded  by  the  government,  there  would 
be  created  for  the  underprivileged  pre-schooi  children  an  op- 
portunity for  development  which  has  not  existed  up  to  now. 

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  CURRICULUM  AND  SERVICE — 
Planned  for  1966 

The  addition  of  another  registered  nurse  on  half-time  will 
increase  the  service  of  our  medical  department.  The  mcrease  m 
work  caused  by  new  clinics  has  created  a  burden  too  great  for

our  staff  of  two  nurses  and  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
staff  member  will  bring  our  ratio  to  the  State  recommendations 
of  one  nurse  to  every  thousand  pupils. 

The  increased  service  will  also  permit  us  to  have  a  nurse  at 
all  times  during  the  school  day  in  each  of  the  two  large  schools 
and  to  have  a  more  complete  coverage  in  the  other  schools. 

The  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  School  will  have  a  full- 
time  guidance  counselor  beginning  September  1,  1966.  This  will 
allow  our  two  present  members  of  the  guidance  staff  to  meet 
more  completely  the  growing  demands  of  the  Southbridge  High 
and  Cole  Trade  Schools. 

An  Industrial  Arts  Teacher  will  be  employed  for  the  Junior 
High  School  in  September.  Plans  are  being  made  to  install 
machinery  in  one  of  the  basement  rooms  and,  by  thus  broaden- 
ing the  curriculum,  boys  who  are  undecided  about  their  secon- 
dary school  plans  will  be  given  a  chance  to  explore  the  ad- 
vantages of  vocational  training. 

More  students  in  the  Junior  High  School  will  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  study  French.  We  are  looking  forward  to  the 
time  when  all  who  can  accept  the  challenge  of  extra  work  may 
elect  this  subject. 

The  Director  of  Audio-Visual  Aids  in  the  elementary 
schools  will  be  released  from  classroom  work  half  of  each 
school  day  so  that  this  important  phase  of  modern  education 
may  receive  the  attention  and  supervision  it  should  have. 

The  outside  work  performed  by  Trade  School  pupils  has 
received  considerable  attention  during  the  past  few  years.  One 
of  the  chief  difficulties  in  administering  this  program  is  that 
it  is  not  educationally  sound  to  take  an  entire  class  of  boys  to 
each  job  partly  because  of  the  supervisory  aspect  of  the  situa- 
tion and  partly  because  the  boys  in  the  lower  classes  could 
benefit  more  from  the  shop  training  in  school. 

It  is  a  worth  while  program  and  should  be  continued. 
Therefore  the  School  Committee  has  approved  the  employment 
of  another  teacher  so  that  the  boys  who  are  left  in  the  shop  can 
continue  their  training  at  the  proper  level. 

We  are  in  the  transitory  stage  of  upgrading  sections  of 
the  Southbridge  School  System  to  meet  the  increasingly  de- 
manding criteria  of  education,  the  state  and  the  times.  The 
improvements  planned  for  1966  will  add  greatly  to  the  quality 
of  education  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Southbridge.  However,  a 
long  range  plan  should  include  the  employment  of  another 
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teacher  of  art,  a  teacher  of  Home  Economics  for  the  Junior 
High  School  and  reading  specialists  throughout  the  system. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Physical  Education  is  taught  in  the  first  five  grades  due 
to  the  availability  of  auditoriums  and  gymnasiums  which  can 
be  used  for  that  purpose.  There  are  excellent  facilities  for  and 
teaching  of  physical  development  for  students  on  the  secondary 
level.  However,  facilities  for  the  subject  are  completely  lacking 
in  the  Junior  High  School. 

The  auditorium  is  in  the  middle  of  the  building  and  sur- 
rounded by  academic  classrooms  on  two  floors.  It  has  been 
tried  as  a  gymnasium  but  the  normal  noise  that  accompanies 
physical  exercise  was  so  great  as  to  interfere  with  the  regular 
program. 

Serious  thought  should  be  given  to  sound-proofing  the 
auditorium  and  installing  shower  rooms,  or  adding  a  gymna- 
sium to  the  building.  In  this  day  when  great  stress  is  rightfully 
placed  on  the  need  for  physical  fitness,  and  when  there  is  this 
gap  in  our  program,  swift  corrective  acction  seems  to  be  in 
order. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHBRIDGE  HIGH  SCHOOL

Southbridge  High  School  welcomes  the  mutiplicity  of 
educational  challenges  constantly  hurled  at  today's  secondary 
school.  Pressures  of  college  admissions,  new  approaches  in 
techniques  and  methods  of  teaching,  new  discoveries  in  learn- 
ing theory  through  accelerated  and  extended  educational  re- 
search, increased  depth  and  refinement  in  subject  content — all 
are  providing  exciting  challenges  to  the  professional  educator 
in  today's  world. 

The  activities  at  Southbridge  High  School  during  the  past 
year  represent  an  attempt  to  meet  the  exciting  and  stimulating 
educational  challenges  of  our  time. 

GRADUATION 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  at  Dresser  Street  Field  on 
June  6, 1965.  The  Class  of  1965  included  one  hundred  eighty-six 
members:  forty-one  from  the  Trade  Division  and  one  hundred 
forty-five  from  the  Academic  Division.  Mr.  Raymond  Pervier, 
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Chairman  of  the  Southbridge  School  Committee,  presented  the 
diplomas.

The  total  enrollment  in  the  Academic  Division  as  of  Octo- 
ber 1,  1965  was  630.  The  total  enrollment  in  the  Trade  Division 
was  162. 

LIBRARY 

The  last  months  of  this  year  were  busy  ones  for  our  new 
librarian.  Orders  for  over  six  hundred  professionally  selected 
books  were  placed  with  various  book  jobbers.  These  books 
should  start  coming  into  the  library  in  early  1966.  In  order  to 
accommodate  an  expanded  library,  new  book  shelves  and 
magazine  storage  racks  are  being  constructed  by  students  at 
Cole  Trade  Division.

Average  attendance  was  160  students  per  day — all  of  whom 
were  engaged  in  assigned  research  work  or  were  making  in- 
dependent use  of  the  library  facilities. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  1965  Southbridge  High  School  Summer  School  Pro- 
gram represents  a  first  in  secondary  education  in  Southbridge. 
It  provided  an  educational  service  never  before  offered  in 
Southbridge. 

Designed  to  help  students  make  up  credits  lost  during 
the  year,  raise  grades,  provide  a  preview  of  courses  to  be 
taken  in  the  Fall,  and  strengthen  foundations  in  specific  sub- 
jects, the  Program  met  the  individual  needs  of  112  high  school 
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students  at  absolutely  no  cost  to  the  Town.  Actually,  the  Pro- 
gram realized  a  profit  of  some  $250  for  the  Town. 

On  the  basis  of  its  demonstrated  educational  and  financial 
success,  it  would  appear  superfluous  to  recommend  that  the 
Southbridge  High  School  Summer  School  Program  should  be- 
come a  part  of  our  total  educational  structure. 

In  conclusion,  we  look  back  with  pride  to  1965  as  a  year 
of  educational  achievement,  but  we  also  look  forward  with 
renewed  vigor  to  the  educational  challenges  which  will  be  con- 
fronting us  in  1966.

REPORT  OF  COLE  TRADE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Wilfred  H.  Learned,  Jr.,  Director 

The  challenge  of  training  students  to  participate  in  this 
changing  world  or  work  is  indeed  an  exciting  task.  No  one 
knows  which  particular  skills  will  be  needed  at  any  given  time 
in  the  future.  Therefore  it  is  the  primary  concern  of  education 
to  equip  students  with  work  habits,  skills  and  attitudes  that 
will  allow  them  to  adjust  to  the  demands  of  industry  and 
society. 

The  base  of  Vocational  Education  has  been  tremendously 
broadened  so  that  we  now  have  the  flexibility  necessary  to  do 
this  job.  Historically  vocational  education  has  been  limited  to 
a  three  or  four  year  Unit  Trade  Program  which  taught  skills 
that  pertained  to  one  trade  or  vocation.  Now  they  are  talking 
about  families  of  occupations  that  will  teach  skills  in  more  than 
one  trade. 

There  is  also  a  movement,  a  federal  obligation,  to  develop 
programs  for  disadvantaged  youth  and  also  for  youths  on  the 
13th  and  14th  year  level,  commonly  called  a  technical  institute. 

As  you  can  see  vocational  education  can  now  meet  the 
needs  of  the  individual  and  thereby  meet  the  needs  of  industry 
and  society.

REPORT  OF  EVENING  ADULT  EDUCATION 

Frank  P.  Skinyon,  Director 

More  than  300  adults  were  enrolled  in  17  classes  m  10 
different  courses  in  the  adult  education  program  for  1964-65. 

These  courses  were  conducted  at  the  Southbridge  High 
School  and  the  Cole  Trade  High  School  on  a  four  night  a  week 
schedule.  The  courses  ran  a  varied  schedule  of  from  6:30  to 
10:00  P.M.  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday. 

Welding,  Machine  Shop  Practice,  Drafting  and  Blue  Print 
Reading  were  conducted  under  Trade  Extension  organization. 
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Three  courses  in  Furniture  Refinishing  and  four  in  Sewing  were 
carried  on  under  Practical  Arts.  Woodworking,  two  courses  in 
Art  and  two  in  Rug  Braiding  were  Hobby  courses.  One  course 
in  Typing  was  conducted  under  University  Extension  organiza- 
tion. 

In  University  Extension  courses  each  student  must  pay 
nine  dollars.  One  dollar  is  for  registration  and  the  other  eight 
dollars  are  for  tuition.  Twenty  people  are  needed  to  initiate  a 
course. 

In  most  of  these  courses  a  waiting  list  was  registered. 
Attendance  was  kept  well  up  by  drop-outs  being  replaced  from 
a  waiting  list. 

The  Adult  Education  program  can  be  expanded.  Our  aims 
for  expansion  are  in  the  areas  of  Cooking,  Rughooking,  and 
Business  Courses. 


REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  PRINCIPALS 


The  intellectual  needs  of  our  young  children  in  an  ever- 
increasing  and  complex  American  society  is  a  topic  frequently 
discussed  through  all  the  news  media  on  local,  state,  and 
national  levels.  The  Southbridge  Elementary  Schools  are  con- 
tinuing to  answer  these  needs  by  enriching  their  academic 
areas  as  well  as  art,  music,  and  physical  education. 

After  a  year  of  intensive  preparation  and  presentation  of 
a  new  transitional  arithmetic  series,  we  are  pleased  to  find  that 
youngsters  have  assimilated  and  enjoyed  this  new  approach  to 
arithmetic  learning.  The  "how  and  why"  of  numbers  and  the 
practical  application  of  same  have  provided  for  children  an 
insight  into  an  area  of  learning  conducive  to  more  advanced 
learning  in  algebra,  geometry,  and  calculus,  and  for  vocational 
pupils,  a  broader  understanding  of  practical  mathematics. 
Mental  arithmetic  training  from  the  basic  introduction  of  the 
sets  theory  in  grade  one,  along  with  expanded  notation  in  the 
computational  areas  of  arithmetic  through  grade  five,  stimu- 
lates the  mental  processes  needed  in  the  understanding  of 
arithmetic.  The  traditional  approach  emphasizing  drill  and 
repetition  of  learning  processes  is  also  blended  in  with  the 
newer  approach.

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Our  science  program  has  also  been  up-dated  to  keep  pace 
with  the  new  developments  and  discoveries  of  the  Space  Age. 
The  Harper  &  Row  Science  Series,  TODAY'S  BASIC  SCIENCE, 
was  the  unanimous  choice  of  teachers,  after  carefully  studying 
various  science  textbooks.  In  this  course  of  study,  pupils  ex- 
plore science  "scientifically,"  by  applying  principles  and  gener- 
alizations in  their  experimentation  with  a  mature,  scientific 
attitude.  By  using  the  Scientific  Method,  or  problem-solving 
approach  to  science,  the  inquisitive  child  learns  that  the  "how 
and  why"  of  his  environment  can  be  answered  by  himself. 
Provision  is  made  for  extra  reading  to  remind  pupils  that  read- 
ing is  truly  an  important  part  of  the  scientist's  work  as  he 
gathers  information,  tests  ideas,  and  keeps  records  to  obtain 
positive-proof  facts  so  necessary  in  his  work. 

The  language  arts  program  is  now  under  objective  study. 
An  increasing  necessity  for  good  oral  and  written  expression 
in  our  everyday  needs  prompts  a  study  of  new  material  in  the 
spelling  and  creative  writing  areas,  as  well  as  the  study  of 
grammar  and  language. 

At  present,  principals  and  teachers  are  revising  and  rewrit- 
ing a  curriculum  guide.  This  guide  will  be  of  value  to  our  edu- 
cators in  unifying  the  entire  school  program  from  Grades  1-12. 

New  areas  of  knowledge  and  teaching  methods  have  chal- 
lenged faculty  members  to  such  an  extent  that  many  principals 
and  teachers  are  actively  enrolled  in  various  colleges  and 
universities. 

We  should  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  our  School 
Committee  and  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  their  help  during 
the  school  year.  To  the  parents,  P.T.A.'s  interested  citizens, 
and  businessmen  of  the  community,  who  have  always  been 
generous  to  our  schools,  we  extend  a  sincere  thank  you. 

REPORT  OF  THE  MARY  E.  WELLS 
JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Raoul  O.  Lataille,  Principal 

Many  sweeping  changes  in  the  content  and  conduct  of  in- 
struction will  be  affected  in  the  near  future  at  all  levels  of 
schooling.  Many  innovations  in  curriculum,  instructional  de- 
vices, and  school  organization  have  been  developed  during  the 
past  year  and  are  undergoing  a  period  of  experimentation, 
study,  and  recommendation. 
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TESTING 


At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year  for  many  years, 
achievement  tests  are  given  to  all  students  in  the  major  sub- 
jects. The  results  of  each  grade  are  evaluated,  analyzed  with 
the  results  of  the  previous  year,  and  then  compared  with 
national  standards.  This  provides  us  a  means  of  comparing 
our  local  standards  with  those  of  the  other  sections  of  the 
country. 

In  general,  the  results  have  been  good  and  the  students  at 
Wells  Junior  High  School  have  scored  invariably  above  national 
averages.  However,  where  certain  deficiencies  and  weaknesses 
may  have  existed,  remedial  measures  were  taken  and  corrective 
procedures  were  applied. 

CURRICULUM 

At  present,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Curriculum  Coordi- 
nator, we  are  in  the  process  of  evaluating  and  consolidating 
the  curriculum  of  grades  one  through  eight  on  a  sound  and 
unified  basis. 

Committees  from  various  elementary  schools  as  well  as 
committees  from  the  instructional  staff  at  Wells  Junior  High 
School  have  been  appointed  and  appropriately  contain  members 
from  all  the  subject  areas.  Subject  matter  chairmen  have  been 
named  to  meet  with  the  committees  to  discuss  their  curriculum 
area  and  to  unify  goals  and  objectives. 

In  grades  one  through  five,  the  following  chairmen  have 
been  appointed :  Mrs.  Camella  Dintini,  Social  Studies ;  Miss  Con- 
stance L'Ecuyer,  Arithmetic;  Miss  Patricia  Callahan,  Science; 
Mr.  Vincent  Puracchio,  Reading. 

At  Wells  Junior  High  School,  the  subject  chairmen  are: 
Mrs.  Celestine  Sweet,  English;  Mr.  Francis  Flanagan,  Science; 
Mrs.  Claire  Kirk,  Mathematics;  Mrs.  Joan  Ferry,  Literature; 
Mr.  Raymond  Renaud,  Social  Studies;  Miss  Edith  Manzi, 
French;  Mr.  George  Curtin,  Special  Education;  Miss  Claire 
Birtz,  Mrs.  Rosalie  Rubenstein,  and  Mr.  Richard  Yucatonis, 
general  supervisors  of  Art  and  Music. 

The  curriculum  must  be  arranged  so  that  work  is  sequential 
and  some  prerequisites  are  set  up  for  more  advanced  work. 
The  activity  program  should  be  coordinated  with  the  academic 
work  so  as  to  enrich  the  instructional  program. 

Coordination  of  the  curriculum  with  the  school  unit  preced- 
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ing  and  the  unit  following  is  desirable  to  effect  good  articula- 
tion. For  example,  the  curriculum  of  the  Junior  High  School 
should  be  articulated  with  the  elementary  and  with  the  Senior 
High  School.  The  high  school  must  have  good  articulation  of 
curriculum  with  the  junior  high  and  with  higher  institutions 
of  learning.  Such  consideration  and  coordination  of  effort  in 
modernizing  the  curriculum  of  any  school  unit  is  highly  recom- 
mended. 

There  are  other  responsibilities  for  the  curriculum  com- 
mittees. We  contemplate  that  every  year  a  program  of  studies 
should  be  developed  to  decide  which  subjects  will  be  required 
by  some  or  all  students  and  which  subjects  should  be  put  in 
the  elective  area.  Depth  in  the  different  subjects,  too,  must  be 
allocated  to  the  year  of  study  or  requirement  so  that  a  reason- 
able sequence  can  be  for  more  effective  learning. 

The  aim  and  spirit  of  our  curriculum  program  must  be  con- 
structive and  developmental  at  the  same  time  that  it  is  ex- 
perimental. Many  changes  will  have  to  take  place  in  an  effort 
to  correlate  all  the  language  arts.  More  emphasis  needs  to  be 
placed  on  written  expression  in  the  form  of  composition. 

The  new  arithmetic  textbook  series  is  now  in  its  second 
year  of  usage  and  proving  very  satisfactory,  but  it  must  be 
adapted  and  geared  to  the  needs  and  abilities  of  the  students. 

Children  today  live  in  a  world  where  science  and  technol- 
ogy have  changed  the  whole  way  of  living  from  that  of  even 
twenty-five  years  ago,  and  where  changes  of  still  greater  im- 
port are  clearly  indicated. 

The  major  problem  in  the  social  studies  area  is  the  learn- 
ing load.  Most  curriculum  designs  seem  to  expect  coverage 
beyond  all  reason  and  often  results  in  frustration  on  the  part 
of  the  teacher  and  ot  the  pupils.  The  social  studies  curriculum 
is  being  revised  to  give  recognition  but  not  an  overemphasis 
to  many  topics.  It  must  be  designed  to  eliminate  duplication 
and  formulated  to  the  needs  and  abilities  of  the  students. 

GROUPING 

Program  provisions  and  curriculum  adaptations  and  ad- 
justments must  be  made  by  subject  for  ability  grouping  and 
adequate  programs  for  the  academically  talented  as  well  as  the 
slow  learner.  The  aim  for  adequate  curriculum  provision  is  to 
offer  enough  subjects  of  suitable  or  vocational  standard  to 
provide  a  maximum  challenge  for  every  student.

The  curriculum  must  present  various  curricular  opportu- 
nities and  offerings  so  that  every  pupil,  if  properly  placed  in 
the  school  program,  could  attain  the  full  development  of  his 
potentialities.  Vocational  and  other  types  of  education  must  be 
added  in  order  to  become  a  good  source  of  basic  training  for 
boys  and  girls. 

Many  schools  take  their  students,  give  them  a  general 
achievement  rating  and  assign  them  to  a  definite  classroom 
section  or  group.  These  students  then  take  the  same  block  of 
subjects  year  after  year.  However,  schools  now  know  that 
students  who  have  superior  ability  in  English  may  not  have 
the  same  level  of  academic  ability  in  science  or  some  other 
subjects.  Modern  schools  are  grouping  these  students  by  sub- 
jects. Wells  Junior  High  School  is  proud  to  practice  this  latter 
recommended  form  of  pupil  classification. 

Nevertheless,  all  groups  must  be  flexible.  As  soon  as  the 
student  demonstrates  an  ability  or  a  lack  of  auihty  to  do  the 
required  level  of  performance  in  one  level  group,  he  should  be 
placed  in  the  appropriate  ability  level  group.  Pupils  must 
be  listed  by  name  and  classified.  Individual  schedules  must  be 
arranged  as  they  should  be  for  all  students  in  a  school  that 
operates  on  the  philosophy  of  serving  the  individual  student. 

Our  present  curriculum  revision  plans  will  strive  with  in- 
creased professional  efforts  in  providing  every  normal  youth 
with  the  best  possible  development  so  he  can  become  a  pro- 
ductive member  in  our  society  and  a  responsible  citizen  in 
our  American  democracy. 

All  Junior  High  School  teachers,  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  Mr.  Fox,  our  Superintendent,  the  supervisors,  the 
nurses,  the  Junior  High  Secretary,  the  cafeteria  personnel  and 
the  custodians  are  to  be  commended  for  their  share  in  making 
the  past  year  a  profitable  one  for  all  our  students. 

REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  AND 
PLACEMENT  DEPARTMENT 

Dr.  Lewis  A.  Kyrios,  Director 

The  education  of  the  youth  of  America  is  the  most  im- 
portant aspect  of  our  culture.  We  have  dedicated  ourselves, 
our  financial  support,  and  more  importantly  our  moral  support 
to  see  that  the  generation  of  tomorrow  is  to  have  the  best 
educational  opportunities  available. 
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It  is  with  this  philosophy  that  our  guidance  services  has 
been  organized.  Our  services  intend  to  give  continuous  assist- 
ance to  each  student  in  knowing  himself  as  an  individual  and 
as  a  member  of  society;  in  making  the  most  of  his  strength 
and  in  correcting  or  compensating  for  limitations  and  in  dis- 
covering and  developing  creative  interests  and  appreciations. 

Our  guidance  services  provide  an  inventory  of  the  indi- 
vidual counseling,  educational  and  job  placement  and  follow-up. 

INVENTORY  SERVICE:  This  phase  of  guidance  is  the 
collection  of  information  that  will  identify  each  individual  pupil 
as  a  unique  individual.  It  is  based  on  objectve  information,  be- 
havior patterns,  and  identifying  information. 

Testing  is  an  important  factor  in  the  inventory  service. 
Our  testing  program  consists  of  the  following: 

1.  Achievement  tests 

2.  Intelligence  tests 

3.  Mechanical  and  Clerical  Aptitude  tests 

4.  Interest  tests 

5.  Cooperative  tests 

These  tests  are  administered  to  pupils  on  different  levels 
and  various  areas  of  our  school  system. 

COUNSELING:  The  Guidance  Department  provides  indi- 
vidual counseling  to 1  assist  students  to  discover  and  pursue 
those  courses  of  study  which  offer  them  the  greatest  opportu- 
nities. Solution  of  personal  problems  is  likewise  an  objective  of 
this  service.  Specialists  are  also  consulted  in  this  counseling 
process. 

EDUCATIONAL  AND  JOB  PLACEMENT:  It  is  the  pol- 
icy of  the  Guidance  Department  with  the  educational  device  of 
counseling  to  stimulate  and  motivate  the  college  students  in 
the  first  quarter  of  their  senior  year  to  seek  advanced  admis- 
sion to  their  selected  colleges.  Information  about  colleges  and 
future  occupations  is  readily  available  in  the  Guidance  Office. 
Applications  to  college,  local  or  college  scholarship  informa- 
tion, college  board  examinations,  and  bulletins  of  information 
are  all  in  the  realm  of  the  guidance  services. 

Part-time  employment  of  pupils  is  fostered  by  our  Guidance 
Department.  An  excellent  cooperative  program  utilizing  our 
commercial  students  has  been  very  successful  with  industry.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT 


Pauline  Boucher,  R.N.,  Senior  Nurse 

It  is  now  a  recognized  fact  that  the  two  most  important 
social  institutions  in  every  child's  life  are  his  home  and  the 
school.  The  school  plays  an  important  part  in  contributing  to 
the  family.  A  well  coordinated  home  and  school  program  is 
most  helpful  for  a  child  to  be  well  adjusted  and  happy  with  his 
daily  living. 

The  Central  Youth  Guidance  Clinic  which  opened  on  Oakes 
Avenue,  in  March  of  1965,  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  this 
department.  When  any  problem  is  reported  to  the  School 
Nurse  it  can  now  be  evaluated  sooner.  Dr.  Goldstein  has  been 
helpful  in  evaluating  children  with  problems  and  in  some  cases 
the  nurses  have  been  able  to  take  care  of  the  situation  with 
his  guidance.  There  are  several  cases  who  are  now  getting  help 
at  the  clinic  that  were  referred  through  the  school. 

As  in  the  past,  the  routine  physical  examinations  were 
done  by  the  school  doctors.  A  total  of  996  students  were  seen 
by  either  their  own  family  doctor  or  by  the  school  doctors. 
Twenty-three  notices  for  defects  were  mailed  and  of  these 
only  one  student  had  not  received  treatment  when  the  follow 
up  work  was  done.  This  student  has  since  received  treatment. 

The  yearly  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  clinics 
were  held.  The  school  population  in  this  town  is  very  well  im- 
munized. The  parents  are  to  be  commended  for  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  services  available  in  this  community. 

The  usual  other  programs  such  as  vision  and  hearing 
screening  and  the  dental  clinic  were  completed  as  in  the  past. 

Santa's  Fund  went  way  over  the  top.  The  committee  was 
able  to  care  for  more  families.  Food  baskets  were  distributed 
to  all  of  these  families.  The  children  who  were  in  need  of  per- 
sonal items  such  as  mittens,  hats,  scarves,  etc.  received  those 
along  with  toys,  trucks,  games,  dolls,  stuffed  animals,  just  to 
name  a  few.  The  support  of  the  townspeople  is  what  makes  this 
program  so  successful  every  year. 

Through  the  generosity  of  a  local  organization  14  needy 
children  received  treatment  for  vision  failures.  Examinations 
were  done  and  glasses  were  obtained  when  needed. 

We  are  concluding  another  tremendous  year.  1  would  like 
to  thank  Mr.  Fox,  the  members  of  the  school  committee,  my  co- 
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worker  Mrs.  Page,  the  School  Physicians  and  the  school  per- 
sonnel for  being  so  understanding  and  helpful.  To  the  parents 
a  special  thanks  for  your  cooperation. 

CONCLUSION 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
help  and  cooperation  that  has  been  extended  to  the  schools 
during  the  past  year.  The  community  as  a  whole  and  many  of 
its  public  and  private  agencies  have  been  most  helpful.  I  am 
especially  indebted  to  all  members  of  the  staff  and  to  the 
School  Committee.

TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Warden  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31  ,  1966. 

It  is  not  enough  to  plant  a  tree;  it  must  receive  care  after  it 
is  in  the  ground.  This  in  part  is  the  work  of  your  Tree 
Department. 

Great  care  is  given  to  the  selection  of  trees  to  be  planted 
on  the  various  streets.  They  should  enhance,  beautify  and 
protect. 

20  Shade  trees  were  planted  on  new  streets  and  where  dead 
trees  were  removed. 

A  great  aid  to  your  Tree  Department  is  the  Skyworker.  Those 
who  have  seen  this  machine  in  operation  have  marveled  at 
the  ease  with  which  dangerous  limbs  have  been  removed  in 
hazardous  places.  The  removal  od  deadwood  out  of  trees 
is  accomplished  with  ease  and  safety,  thanks  to  this  machine . 

General  tree  maintenance  practices  were  carried  out;  dead- 
wood,  storm  damaged  and  low  limbs  were  removed  out  of 
trees.       14  dead  trees  were  removed  and  4  stumps.  Tree 
preservative  applied  to  cavities  that  needed  repainting. 

To  improve  the  condition  and  appearance  Trees   on  main 
streets  were  fertilized. 

A  dormant  spray  is  applied  each  year  to  our  elms  to  help 
control  the  Elm  Bark  beetle.  The  insecticide  provides  re- 
sidual control  of  the  Elm  Bark  beetle,  the  insect  responsible 
for  spreading  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  This  is  applied  to 
to  elm  trees  prior  to  bud-break,  with  a  hydraulic  sprayer. 
In  June  and  July  a  foliar  spray  is  applied  to  hold  in  check 
various  leaf-eating  insects  and  the  Elm  Leaf  beetle.  This 
year  2  foliar  sprays  were  applied  to  the  elm  trees  because 
of  heavy  infestation  caused  by  dry  hot  weather  conditions. 
The  Elm  Leaf  beetle  feeds  exclusively  on  leaves  and  when  it 
is  abundant  the  leaves  become  brown  and  fall  off,  such 
defoliation  weakens  the  trees. 


Sanitation  practices  were  carried  out,  deadwood  out  of  elm 
trees  were  removed,    20  dead  and  dying  elm  trees  were  re- 
moved and  destroyed  and  4  elm  stumps. 

For  Mosquito  control , insecticide  was  applied  to  swamps 
and  low  lying  areas  with  excellent  results .    Swamps  and 
flats  areas,  Fairmont  Avenue,  Charlton  St.  ,  Moon  Street, 
Oak  Ridge  low  lying  areas.    Meadowbrook  Road,  Elm  Street 
rear  of  Clemence  Lumber  Co. 

As  many  as  possible  Town  owned  trees  and  wooded  areas 
were  sprayed  the  past  year,  using  Seven,  malathion  and  DDT 
insecticide  for  Moth  Extermination,    Insect  Pest  Control. 
In  sprayed  areas  infestation  has  been  kept  down  with  good 
results.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  Cemetery  Committee  met  and   organized   on  March  21, 
1966.   WillardStark  was  elected  Chairman,  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  are  Lectance  Landry  and  Stavri  Yanka. 
Seaver  Rice  was  appointed  superintendent  and  clerk  of  the 
board . 
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During  the  year  considerable  work  was  done  in  removing 
dead  trees  and  limbs.  Our  cemetery  has  several  hundred 
trees  of  various  species.  Fortunately  we  have  very  few 
elms  which  of  course  are  susceptible  to  the  Dutch  Elm 
Disease.  Only  routine  work  was  done  in  the  cemetery  during 
the  year,  such  as  grass  cutting,  trimming  shrubbery,  main- 
tenance of  gravel  roads  and  straightening  grave  stones. 

Vandalism  remains  a  problem  and  will  probably  not  improve 
until  there  is  an  awakening  of  moral  responsibility  in  our 
youth.   We  expect  to  raise  our  hourly  rates  in  1967  to  con- 
form with  the  rates  established  at  a  Town  Meeting  last  year. 
This  will  result  in  an  increased  budget  of  six  or  seven  hun- 
dred dollars.  Our  budget  as  compared  to  towns  of  like  size 
in  the  Commonwealth  is  still  substantially  lower.   We  wish 
to  thank  our  several  Town  Department  heads  who  assisted 
us  in  our  work,  particularly  Mr.  Joseph  Benoit  of  the  High- 
way Department.

Gentlemen: 

The  Dept.  of  Civil  Defense  has  operated  effectively  in  the 
pastyear.  We  have  programs  that  require  continuous  efforts 
and  are  all  kept  up  to  date  as  required.    The  program  of  most 
importance  at  present  is  the  fallout  shelter  program. 

We  have  twelve  licensed  shelters ,  eight  of  these  are  stocked. 
Supplies  are  requisitioned  from  the  Federal  Government  and 
handled  locally  by  volunteers,  all  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

Medical  Self  Help  is  another  major  program  and  while  a  great 
deal  of  progress  is  being  made,  our  goal  is  one  trained 
person  per  family.  Although  this  training  is  free,  public 
apathy  remains  the  one  big  stumbling  block.  This  is  regret- 
table because  someday  this  type  of  training  may  be  the  dif- 
ference between  life  or  death  of  ourselves  or  loved  ones. 
This  program  is  however  being  carried  out  very  successfully 
in  the  high  school,  for  seniors. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  volunteers  of  Civil 
Defense  who  have  given  many  tireless  hours  to  the  town, 
these  are  the  people  who  make  Civil  Defense  a  working  or- 
ganization. Many  thanks  also  to  all  the  town  officials  and 
departments  for  the  courtesy  and  cooperation  extended  the 
Dept.  of  Civil  Defense  in  the  past  year.

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and 
Agent  for  Veterans' Benefits  Department,  I  hereby  submit  my 
report  of  activities  and  services  rendered  for  the  year  1966. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  located  in  rooms  12  and  14  of  the  Town  Hall 
and  is  open  daily  from  9:00  a.m.  to  1:00  p.m.  and  2:00  p.m. 
to  5:00  p.m.  ,  Monday  through  Friday.  The  office  is  also 
open  Monday  night  from  7:00  to  8:00  p.m.  and  is  available 
to  all  veterans  of  Southbridge  and  their  dependents  seeking 
information  pertaining  to  their  rights  and  benefits  under  Fed- 
eral and  State  Laws. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  department  to  aid  and  inform  all  eli- 
gible veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  benefits 
within  the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

Photostatic  copies  of  discharges  are  being  developed  for 
Southbridge  veterans .  In  addition,  copies  of  marriage ,  birth, 
death  and  other  certificates  were  made  for  Veterans'  Benefits 
and  claims  against  the  Veterans  Administration.  Necessary 
forms  were  filled  out  covering  lost  discharges,  burial  allow- 
ance and  yearly  income  questionnaires. 

Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and  other 
branches  of  the  government  pertaining  to  education,  training 
subsistence  allowance,  insurance  payments,  medical  treat- 
ment,   hospitalization,    compensation  and  pension  for  vet- 
erans and  their  dependents  ,  re -employment  rights ,  employ- 
ment difficulties,  unemployment  compensation,  as  well  as 
numerous  telephone  calls  and  letters. 

Upon  the  enactment  of  the  Cold  War  G.I.  Bill  (S.9,  89th 
Congress)   this  office  was  flooded  with  calls  and  inquiries 
by  discharged  servicemen  as  to  their  eligibility  to  entitle- 
ment to  schooling  and  home  loans  and  also  to  V.A.  services 
relative  to  hospitalization  and  other  benefits. 
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This  new  Cold  War  G.  I.  Bill  has  made  hundreds  of  men  in 
Southbridge  who  had  been  on  active  duty  for  more  than  180 
days  since  January  31,  1955,    or  has  a  service  connected 
disability  eligible  to  receive  benefits,    that  prior  to  enact- 
ment of  this  bill,  they  were  not  eligible  to  receive.

VETERANS'  BENEFITS 

Under  Chapter  115  and  it's  amendments,  each  application 
for  Veterans'  Benefits  submitted  to  the  Town  after  thorough 
investigation  by  this  office  is  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services,  Boston,  Massachusetts , 
for  approval,   as  under  this  chapter  the  state  agrees  to  re- 
imburse the  town  for  one-half  of  all  aid  granted. 

An  investigator  for  the  State  office  periodically  checks  the 
local  agent's  office  in  addition  to  personally  contacting  the 
recipient  of  Veterans'  Benefits. 

Under  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his  de- 
pendents ,  meet  all  requirements  of  eligibility  and  he  falls 
in  need  of  financial  assistance  through  no  fault  of  his  own, 
he  is  granted  Veterans'  Benefits.    The  amount  varies  and  is 
dependent  upon  the  particular  needs  of  the  individual  case. 
Any  amount  received  from  federal  benefits  or  other  financial 
grants  is  deducted  from  the  amount  that  is  allowed  by  this 
department,  therefore  helping  to  reduce  that  which  must  be 
expended  by  the  town. 

As  of  December  31,  1966,   there  were  80  active  cases  on 
file,  aiding  95  persons.  In  addition,  many  cases  were  pend- 
ing and,   as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is  main- 
tained and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where  awards 
are  considered  unfair  or  insufficient. 

For  a  list  of  expenditures  and  reimbursements  of  this  depart- 
ment, please  refer  to  report  of  the  Town  Accountant. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  town  departments 
officials  at  the  Roxbury  and  Boston  Veterans'  Administration 
Hospitals  and  also  the  Holyoke  Soldiers  Home. 

This  office  aided  between  120  and  130  veterans  in  gaining 


medical  services  at  these  fine  Veterans'  Institutions.  We 
also  would  like   to  express  our  thanks  to  local  industries, 
Veterans  Organizations  and  their  auxiliaries  and  all  others 
who  helped  to  carry  out  the  service  of  this  department. 

I  also  wish  to  express  the  thanks  of  all  veterans  to  the  Santa 
Fund  who  responded  to  our  appeal  so  generously  at  Christ- 
mas time  and  to  various  persons  who  wish  to  remain  anony- 
mous .

Wilfred  Learned ,  our  recently  appointed 
Director  of  Cole  Trade  High  School. 

Meeting  with  comparable  committees  of  other  Towns  involved , 
we  as  a  Regional  Unit,  submit  this  Progress  Report. 

After  holding  a  preliminary  meeting  in  April  1965,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  John  E.  Hodgen,  Specialist,  School  Build- 
ing Assistance  Commission,  of  the  State  Department  of  Ed- 
ucation, the  Southern  Worcester  County  Regional  Vocational- 
Technical  School  Planning  Board  was  formally  organized  in 
May  of  1965.    It  has  met  monthly  since  then,  alternating 
the  meeting  place  among  the  participating  towns  of  Charlton, 
Dudley,  Oxford,  Southbridge  and  Webster. 

Sub-committees  on  School  Site,  Curriculum,  and  School 
District  Agreement  were  formed,  and  these  committees  also 
have  been  conducting  their  separate  meetings. 

The  Superintendents  of  Schools  of  the  participating  towns 
and  the  Director  of  Cole  Trade  High  School,  who  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Board,  serve  as  an  Advisory  Committee  on 
Education. 

A  complete  report  of  the  Planning  Board's  findings,  as  well 
as  a  recommended  plan  of  action,  is  expected  to  be  ready 
for  submission  and  approval  by  the  member  towns  at  special

SUMMARY 

The  Act  imposes  a  temporary  tax  upon  all  retail  sales  of 
tangible  personal  property  at  the  rate  of  tnree  per  cent  of 
the  selling  price .  Sales  of  certain  items  are  exempted  from 
the  tax,  including  but  not  limited  to  sales  of  food  products 
for  human  use,  articles  of  clothing,  prescription  medicines, 
agricultural  machinery  and  certain  publications .  The  statute 
contains  specific  provisions  relating  to  the  registration  of 
vendors ,  the  filing  of  returns  and  tne  payment  of  the  amounts 
collected  by  such  vendors.  Vendors  may  apply  to  the  State 
Commission  for  abatements  of  the  amounts  owed  where  they 
believe  such  amounts  to  be  excessive,  and  decisions  of 
the  Commission  on  such  applications  may  be  reviewed  by 
the  Appellate  Tax  Board.  The  Commissioner  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation  shall  have  the  usual  powers  and  remedies  pro- 
vided for  tax  collection  for  the  collection  of  the  taxes  im- 
posed by  this  section.  The  State  Tax  Commission  shall 
issue  regulations  necessary  for  proper  administration  and 
enforcement  of  the  section. 

The  Act  further  imposes  a  temporary  excise  upon  the  storage, 
use  or  other  consumption  in  Massachusetts  of  tangible  per- 
sonal property  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  of  the  sales  price 
of  such  property.    Sales  upon  which  the  retail  sales  tax 
described  above  has  been  imposed,  or  which  are  exemp 
from  the  retail  sales  tax,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  use  tax 
Sales  upon  which  a  tax  has  been  paid  in  another  jurisdiction 
shall  also  be  exempt.  Assessment, abatement  and  collection 
of  the  use  tax  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  which  re- 
late to  the  tax  upon  retail  sales.   The  tax  upon  retail  sales 
and  the  excise  upon  storage,  use  or  other  consumption  shall 
be  effective  during  the  period  from  April  1,  1966  to  Decem- 
ber 31  ,  1967. 

Each  qualified  taxpayer  shall  be  entitled  to  a  credit  of  four 
dollars  for  himself,  four  dollars  for  his  spouse  and  eight 
dollars  for  each  qualified  dependent,  but  such  credit  shall 
not  be  allowed  if  the  taxable  income  of  such  individual  and 
his  spouse  exceeds  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  year,  ir 
addition  to  the  taxes  described  above,  the  Act  provides  fo 
new  excises  upon  certain  banks;  new  taxes  upon  the  income

At  7:30  P.M.  the  Town  Clerk  called  the  meeting  to  order  and 
entertained  a  motion  for  a  recess  because  the  voters  coming 
into  the  auditorium  to  attend  the  meeting  were  being  checked- 
off  the  voting  lists.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  the 
fiscal  year  1965  ,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions ,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collections,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  and 
records  of  the  town  accountant  and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  town  accountant's  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  appropria- 
tion accounts  being  compared  with  the  town  clerk's  records 
of  financial  votes  passed  by  the  town  meetings  and  with 
the  finance  committee's  authorizations  of  transfers  from 
the  reserve  fund.  The  necessary  audit  adjustments  were 
made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended 
to  this  report ,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition 
of  the  town  on  December  31 ,  1965. 


The  balance  sheet  shows  overdrafts  in  the  Chapter  90  high- 
way accounts  totaling  $6,2  03.57.  As  in  previous  audits, 
attention  is  directed  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6A,  Chap- 
ter 44,  General  Laws,  which  provide  that  the  treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  may  issue  a  temporary 
loan  in  anticipation  of  State  and  County  reimbursements , 
thereby  avoiding  unlawful  overdrafts. 

In  checking  the  original  vouchers  on  file,  it  was  noted  that 
payments  had  been  made  to  certain  town  officials  for  ex- 
penses incurred  for  out-of-State  travel  although  no  specific 
appropriation  had  been  made  therefor  as  required  by  clause 
34  of  Section  5,  Chapter  40,  General  Laws. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed 
and  compared  with  the  .town  accountant's  books,  with  the 
departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  with 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasurery.  The  disbursements  were  checked  with  the  war- 
rants approved  by  the  selectmen  and  with  the  accountant's 
books . 

The  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  treasurer's 
cash  balance  on  January  31,  1966  was  proved  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of 
bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of 
deposit. 

The  maturing  debt  and  interest  payments  were  proved  with 
the  amounts  falling  due  and  were  checked  with  the  cancelled 
securities  on  file.  The  outstanding  coupons  on  January  31, 
1966  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  balance  in  the  bond 
and  coupon  account ,  as  shown  by  a  statement  received  from 
the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State  taxes 
and  for  group  insurance  premiums  were  examined.   The  de- 
ductions were  footed,  the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies 
were  verified,  and  the  balances  on  hand  were  reconciled 
with  the  controlling  ledger  accounts. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  transferred 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  collector's 
books,  the  reported  redemptions  and  sales  were  compared 
with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  the  foreclosures 
were  verified,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on 


hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger 
controls,  and  checked  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds . 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the  in- 
vestments of  the  several  trust  and  retirement  funds  in  the 
custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  exam- 
ined and  listed.  The  income  and  withdrawals  were  verified, 
and  the  balances  were  compared  with  the  books  of  the  town 
accountant,  and,  in  the  case  of  the  retirement  funds,  with 
the  records  of  the  retirement  board. 

The  records  of  collections  from  parking  meters  were  exam- 
ined, footed,  and  compared  with  the  treasurer's  recorded 
receipts . 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax,  excise,  and  assessment 
accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  audit,  as 
well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and 
proved.  The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  and 
accountant's  books,  the  abatements ,  as  entered,  were  com- 
pared with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted, 
the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  proved,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
ledger  controls . 

The  outstanding  tax ,  excise,  and  assessment  accounts  were 
further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town,  and  from  the  replies  received,  it  appears  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  deferred  sewer  and  sidewalk  assessments 
were  examined.  The  payments  in  advance  were  compared 
with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  the  amounts  added 
to  taxes  were  verified ,  and  the  apportionments  due  in  future 
years  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting 
licenses  issued,  and  from  miscellaneous  recordings  and 
charges  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  payments  to 
the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and 
Game.  The  cash  book  additions  were  verified ,  and  the  cash 
balance  on  January  31,  1966  was  proved  by  actual  count  of 
the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  bal- 


ance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  board 
of  selectmen  and  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as 
well  as  by  the  police ,  fire,  health,  public  welfare,  school, 
library,  and  cemetery  departments,  and  by  all  other  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town,  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified 
by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's 
books,  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  departments,  in 
eluding  petty  cash  advances,  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several  cash 
accounts,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax 
title,  and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules 
showing  the  transactions  and  condition  of  the  trust  and 
retirement  funds. 

On  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  ex- 
press appreciation  for  the  cooperation  received  from  the 
several  town  officials  during  the  progress  of  the  audit.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 

The  expenditures  for  all  programs  administered  by  this  agency 
during  the  year  1966  were  $733,619.92.  This  amount  in- 
cludes assistance  rendered  to  recipients ,  administration 
expenses,  alterations,  repairs  and  equipment .  We  aided  an 
average  of  475  cases  a  month.  Reimbursements  received 
from  Federal,  State,  refunds  and  recoveries  totalled  $596,746  .01 , 

Medicare,  effective  July  1,  1966,  did  not  reduce  the  cost  as 
anticipated.  On  September  1,  1966,  the  Medical  Assistance 
for  the  Aged  Program  was  abolished.  It  was  replaced  by  a 
new  program  under  Title  XIX  of  the  Social  Security  Act.  This 
program,  Medical  Assistance ,  sometimes  called  "Medicaid" 
provides  for  medical  care,  including  nursing  and  conva- 
lescent care  for  the  former  recipients  for  Medical  Assistance 
for  the  Aged.  It  also  provides  medical  care  and  service  to 
all  persons  eligible  for  Disability  Assistance,  Old  Age  As- 
sistance and  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children. 

Mr.  Hermas  Lippe,  a  board  member  for  thirty-six  years, 
retired  in  March  and  Mr.  Eugene  Ledoux,  a  social  worker 
for  seven  years, retired  on  December  31,  1966. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  various  groups 
and  individuals  too  numerous  to  list,  who  throughout  the 
year  provided  extras  to  the  recepients.

Parents  were  notified  of  their  children's  foot  problems  on 
the  State  form  provided  and  in  a  few  cases  personal  contact 
by  the  Board  of  Health  nurse,  Mrs.  Jolicoeur,  was  deemed 
advisable . 

It  has  been  very  gratifying  to  note  the  interest  and  response 
of  both  the  parents  and  the  children.  We  also  are  pleased 
at  increased  awareness  of  the  importance  cf  foot  health  to 
the  well-being  cf  the  child  and  we  take  every  opportunity 
to  educate  the  children  in  the  proper  care  of  their  feet  in  a 
program  of  preventive  podiatry.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1966. 

As  in  the  past,  clinics  for  the  prevention  of  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Whooping -Cough  were  sponsored  for  infants, 
pre-schoolers  and  school  children.    I  feel  that  these  clin- 
ics were  very  well  attended  as  eighty  children  were  given 
a  series  of  three  injections  at  monthly  intervals  and  three- 
hundred  and  ninety-four  were  given  a  booster.  School  child- 
ren attending  the  clinics  received  Dipththeria  and  Tetanus 
only.  Immunization  of  adults  against  Tetanus  and  Dephtheria 
was  carried  on  at  two  clinics  and  two-hundred  and  fifty  in- 
jections were  given.    Two  clinics  for  distribution  of  Tri- 
Valent  polio  oral  vaccine  were  held  for  infants  and  for  child- 
ren entering  kindergarten  or  first  grade  during  the  year .  Forty- 
two  completed  the  series  of  two  drinks  and  one-hundred 
and  twenty-eight  received  a  booster  feeding.  Tuberculosis 
services  included  chest  x-ray  clinics  conducted  every  third 
Wednesday  of  the  month  excluding  July  and  Dec.  ,  at  the 
Harrington  Memorial  Hospital  x-ray  department.  These 
clinics  are  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Worcester  Co.  Health  Association,  made  possible  through 
the  sale  of  TB  Christmas  seals.   Patients  are  referred  to 
the  clinics  by  their  private  physician  who  receives  a  report 
of  the  x-ray  findings.    Ex-san  patients  and  their  contacts 
are  also  checked  at  these  clinics  which  are  supervised  by 
a  physician  from  the  Worcester  Co.  TB  Sanatorium.  Three- 
hundred  and  twenty  had  a  diagnostic  x-ray  and  thirty-three 
were  also  given  a  Tine  test.    Patients  may  still  attend  the 
out-patient  clinics  at  the  Worcester  Co.  TB  Sanatorium  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings  throughout  the  year.  Home 
visits  were  also  made  as  part  of  the  follow-up  program. 
One  patient  is  still  hospitalized. 

Registration  of  the  first  graders  at  Mary  E.  Weels,  a  joint 
project  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  school  department  was 
held  as  usual.    Nursery  schools  were  visited  during  the 
year.    Two  have  been  licensed  by  the  State  Health  Depart- 
ment.   Physicals  were  done  by  the  school  physician  in 
grades  2,4,6  and  8.    Chiropody  examinations  by  the  Polia- 
trist  were  also  done  in  these  grades.    The  vision  and  hear- 


ing  program  was  carried  on  as  usual  with  all  pupils  in  grades 
one  through  twelve  being  screened.  Parents  notified  by  mail 
following  all  school  examinations  whenever  it  was  necessary, 
for  further  examination  or  treatment.  Home  visits  made  when 
indicated  for  health  conferences  as  well  as  numerous  person- 
al interviews  and  telephone  calls.   As  of  January  a  new  den- 
tal program  was  inaugurated  for  the  pupils  in  the  5th  grade 
of  both  public  and  parochial  schools.   With  their  parents 
permission  these  pupils  were  given  prophylaxis  and  fluoride 
applications.    When  necessary  they  were  referred  to  their 
own  dentist  for  fillings  and  extractions.   Three-hundred  and 
thirty-six  were  treated  during  the  year.    In  order  to  evaluate 
the  results  of  the  fluoride  applications  the  State  Dental  Hy- 
gienist  conducted  a  survey  of  pupils  in  grade  six  this  year; 
the  results  are  pending.  However  the  initial  impression  was 
favorable.  Reports  of  all  clinics  and  school  services  were 
completed  and  sent  to  the  State  Health  Dept.    List  of  hand- 
icapped children  attending  parochial  schools  was  compiled. 
Serving  on  Santa's  Fund  Committee  was  very  rewarding  as 
well  as  taking  part  in  the  Lions  Club  Eye  Conservation  pro- 
gram for  four  year  olds.   A  special  two  week  course  on  the 
"Psychology  of  the  Sub-Normal  and  Unadjusted"  conducted 
at  Anna  Maria  College  was  attended.    Other  in-service  pro- 
grams sponsored  for  Public  Health  Nurses  were  also  attended 
as  well  as  meetings  of  the  Central  Youth  Guidance.  The 
school  is  an  integral  part  of  a  child's  life  and  we  try  to  make 
it  a  healthful  and  happy  one. 

A  sincere  thank  you  goes  to  the  school  personnel  for  their 
splended  cooperation.  My  appreciation  also  to  all  parents 
and  to  everyone  who  has  helped  make  the  past  year  such  a 
success .

The  Board  of  Health  met  on  March  8,  1966  and  organized 
as  follows:  Dr.  Raymond F.  Haling,  Chairman;  Dr.  Ralph 
C.Monroe,  Clerk  and  Publicity  Chairman;  and  Mr.  Henry 
DemersP.H.G.  Third  member. 

We  had  ten  regular,  one  special  and  one  public  meetings, 
The  Board  made  the  following  appointments ,  Ernest  Tetreault 
Agent,    and  Sanitary  Inspector;  Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Food, 
Milk,  Gas  and  Plumbing  Inspector;  Mrs.  Rachel Jolicoeur, 
Nurse;  and  Mr.  Alcide  Fournier,  Animal  Inspector.  Ernest 
Tetreault  was  also  appointed  Slaughtering  Inspector. 

Monthly  T.B.  or  Chest  X-Ray  were  held  at  the  Harrington 
Memorial  Hospital  during  the  year,  excluding  the  months 
of  August  and  December.  Articles  were  inserted  in  the 
Southbridge  News  urging  all  persons  having  dogs  to  have 
them  immunized  against  rabies  as  recommended  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health. 

Acceptance  of  four  new  streets  was  approved  by  the  Board. 
Four  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered  during  the  year. 
All  four  received  treatments  in  the  sanatorium.   At  present 
we  have  one  patient  in  the  sanatorium. 

A  rabie  clinic  for  dogs  was  held  at  the  Globe  Fire  Station, 
conducted  by  Dr.  Terry  Mills.    350  dogs  were  immunized 
against  rabies.    The  results  of  this  clinic  has  been  very 
gratifying . 

During  the  year  various  Health  Meetings  were  attended  in 
many  cities  in  the  State,  by  members  of  the  Board,  the 
Nurse  and  the  Agent.    A  more  detailed  account  of  the  acti- 
vities of  the  department  can  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the 
personnel  of  the  Board. 

We  thank  all  who  have  been  instrumental  in  helping  us  with 
our  work  and  ask  for  cooperation  and  assistance  to  make 
our  town  a  cleaner,  healthier  and  happier  place  to  live.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


1966  saw  the  fulfillment  of  plans  for  library  expansion  that 
had  begun  six  years  ago  when  the  Trustees  invited  a  member 
of  the  State  Division  of  Library  Extension  to  make  a  survey 
of  our  library. 

Three  years  later  a  professional  library  consultant  made  a 
detailed  study  of  the  town  and  its  library  needs  projected 
over  a  twenty  year  period.  A  federal  grant  of  $15,000  made 
it  possible  to  hire  an  architect  who  designed  his  plans  ac- 
cording to  the  consultant's  recommendations. 

Finally,  after  unusual  cooperation  from  newspapers  and 
radio,  service  clubs  and  other  organizations,  persons  skill- 
ed in  operation  of  town  affairs,    and  library  friends  who 
manned  the  telephones ,  money  for  expansion  was  unanimous- 
ly appropriated  at  Town  Meeting  on  March  14. 

On  April  13  Trustees  were  notified  that  they  had  been  grant- 
ed $50 ,  000  under  the  federal  Library  Services  and  Construc- 
tion Act.  A  building  contract  was  signed  with  T.  A.  Daley 
of  Indian  Orchard  on  August  31. 

Ninety  children  broke  ground  on  September  8  and  were  award- 
ed certificates  of  participation.    The  Children's  Room  was 
closed  after  children  and  teachers  borrowed  quantities  of 
books  in  anticipation  of  several  months'  needs.   We  hope 
to  be  able  to  open  the  Children's  Room  again  in  February. 

This  was  the  year  of  the  Sesquicentennial  observance  of 
the  founding  of  Southbridge  in  which  the  library  was  active 
as  a  source  of  historical  information.  Mrs.  Petrelli  and  I 
along  with  Arthur  Kavanaugh  wrote  an  anniversary  history. 
The  local  history  collection  was  strengthened  by  new  mat- 
erial that  came  to  the  library  as  a  result  of  interest  aroused 
by  the  observance. 

I  served  as  chairman  of  judges  for  the  Sesquicentennial 
essay  contest  for  which  award  ceremonies  were  held  at  the 
library  on  May  26.  The  anniversary  china  plate  was  design- 
ed from  material  within  the  library. 

Early  spring  saw  a  vigorous  campaign  against  library  vandal- 
ism.   Thanks  to  newspaper  and  radio  publicity  and  police 
cooperation  sufficient  adult  indignation  was  aroused  to 
ferret  out  several  culprits.  After  a  brief,  miserable  period 
the  situation  improved  greatly. 


We  sponsored  local  participation  in  a  national  writing  con- 
test limited  to  third  graders.    One  of  our  winners  Susan 
Forcier,  was  one  of  28  contestants  awarded  honorable  men- 
tion on  a  national  basis.  She  was  the  only  winner  from  New 
England. 

The  Polish  Millennium  was  observed  with  a  special  exhibit 
of  materials  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Banach  of  St.  Hed- 
wig's  Church. 

Summer  activities  included  the  usual  weekly  meetings  of 
the  junior  and  senior  reading  clubs.  A  new  project,  entire- 
ly dependent  on  volunteer  help  as  I  had  not  budgeted  for  it, 
showed  a  decided  need  for  better  library  service  in  the  Pleas- 
ant Street  School  area.  Temporary  library  stations,  stocked 
and  manned  by  Judith  Jenkins  and  Thomas  Hobbes ,  were  set 
up  at  that  school  and  in  the  Boys  Club  building  during  July 
and  August.   Each  was  open  one  afternoon  a  week. 

Three  library  pages  -  Stephen  Kochoff,  Nicholas  Apostola , 
and  Anne  Kowalewski  -  became  interested  in  puppeteering 
and  wrote  and  presented  plays  for  reading  clubs,  summer 
stations,  and  head  start  groups.  They  have  just  completed 
several  performances  for  local  children's  Christmas  parties, 
billing  themselves  as  the  Jacob  Edwards  Library  Pages. 

A  one  evening's  course  for  adults  in  the  use  of  the  library 
was  well  attended  in  August.     Class  instruction  in  the  lib- 
rary could  not  be  done  this  year  because  of  building  renovation 

The  annual  Creative  Writing  Contest  was  held  for  the  tenth 
year  at  the  request  of  parents  and  children  even  though 
children's  services  were  almost  non-existent. 

71  volumes  were  added  to  the  Dirlam  Collection  on  Arctic 
andWhalingata  total  cost  of  $438.88.    Books  and  clerical 
labor  involved  in  processing  them  were  a  gift  from  Peter 
Dirlam . 

Mrs.  Petrelli  was  certified  by  the  Commonwealth  as  a  pro- 
fessional librarian  after  written  examination.    She  and  Mrs. 
Benoit  participated  in  several  workshops  on  cataloging  and 
book  selection  offered  by  the  Central  Regional  System. 

They  attended  spring  and  fall  Bay  Path  Library  Club  meetings 
with  me.  I  attended  the  Library  Equipment  Preconference 
and  some  of  the  regular  meetings  of  the  American  Library 
Association  in  New  York  in  July.  I  also  attended  the  Annual 


Meeting  of  the  Round  Table  of  Librarians  for  Young  Adults 
in  New  Bedford  and  the  Central  Regional  System  annual 
meeting  as  well  as  a  meeting  concerning  library  services 
for  the  disadvantaged.  I  spoke  at  Rotary  Club  and  taught 
an  extension  course  in  library  methods  for  Southern  Connec- 
ticut State  College  during  the  fall. 

Several  groups  met  in  the  library  including  the  Adult  Literacy 
and  Citizenship  Class,  two  different  Bible  School  groups 
several  Head  Start  classes,  and  the  children  of  the  Baptist 
Church  who  had  a  special  film  program .  I  gave  class  instruc- 
tion in  the  schools  as  is  customary. 

Staff  changes  included  the  retirement  in  April  of  Mrs 
Merriam whose  position  was  filled  by  Mrs.  Petrelli.  Mrs 
Benoit became  Children's  Librarian  and  Rejane  Constantine 
came  as  Clerk-Bookkeeper.  The  new  position  of  typist  was 
filled  by  Jessie  Lajeunesse.  Mrs.  Eddy  resigned  in  March 
and  was  temporarily  replaced  by  Joanne  Ranslow  who  was 
in  turn  replaced  by  Phyllis  Shaw  in  the  part-time  position.. 

I  wish  I  could  properly  express  to  everyone  my  appreciation 
for  the  enthusastic  cooperation  during  our  period  of  expan- 
sion. Support  has  come  from  unexpected  sources  as  well 
as  from  reliable  friends.  The  wonderful  attitude  of  the 
people  of  Southbridge  toward  a  long  and  expensive  job  is  a 
once  in  a  lifetime  experience  to  be  forever  treasured.

FOR  1966 

To  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Citizens  of  Southbridge,  Massachusetts 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.     This  is  the  Seventy- 
fifth  in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

Over  twenty-five  new  people  were  hired  to  replace  teachers 
retiring  or  staff  members  leaving  the  system,  which  amounts 
to  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  total  professional  staff.  A  new 
salary  schedule  has  been  adopted  however,  which  will  in- 
sure the  Town  of  Southbridge  the  opportunity  to  recruit  new 
and  experienced  people  who  will  want  to  teach  and  to  stay 
in  Southbridge. 

Nearly  $100,000  was  received  by  the  Southbridge  School 
System  to  operate  Federal  Projects  initiated  during  the  year 
1966.  During  the  Summer  two  Federal  Projects  were  started 
in  addition  to  the  two  Summer  School  Programs  offered  at 
Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  and  Southbridge  High. 

Mr.  Flanagan,    the  Audio-Visual  Director,    coordinated  a 
Head  Start  Program  for  the  pre-schoolers  of  Southbridge  un- 
der a  grant  from  the  Economic  Opportunity  Act.     This  pro- 
gram was  most  successful,  and  plans  are  now  being  made 
to  offer  a  similar  program  this  coming  Summer. 

Mrs.  Dintini,  Principal  of  Charlton  Street  School,  coordin- 
ated a  remedial  reading  and  a  remedial  mathematics  program 
for  the  children  of  Southbridge  under  a  grant  from  the  Elemen- 
tary-Secondary Education  Act .     Because  this  program  was 
extremely  successful,  the  Federal  Government  allowed  the 
Southbridge  System  to  expand  the  program  in  the  remedial 
reading  area  to  cover  students  from  Pleasant  Street,  Charlton 
Street,    and  MaryE.  Wells  Junior  High  Schools  for  a  full 
year.     Students  from  the  Sacred  Heart  School,  also,  parti- 
cipated in  this  program. 

Mr.  Learned,  Director  of  Cole  Trade,  and  Dr.  Kyrois,  Direc- 
tor of  Pupil  Personnel,  were  instrumental  in  developing  pro- 
grams financed  by  the  Federal  Government  under  Public  Law 
88-210  of  the  Vocational  Education  Act.  These  funds  help- 
ed to  purchase  equipment  to  expand  the  programs  at  Cole 
Trade,  and  to  establish  a  Work  Study  Program  which  employ- 
ed many  boys  to  help  with  custodial  duties  in  town  buildings. 


Many  projects  were  started  or  continued  this  year  with 
grants  from  the  Federal  Government  under  the  National 
Defense  Education  Act .    This  coming  year  the  Science  Pro- 
jects at  the  Junior  and  the  Senior  High  Schools  will  be  con- 
tinued.  A  Social  Studies  Project  at  the  high  school  level 
will  be  expanded ,  and  a  new  Social  Studies  Project  will  be 
initiated  at  the  elementary  level.    These  projects  are  sup- 
ported on  a  matching  basis:  the  School  System  appropriates 
the  full  cost  of  the  program  and  the  Federal  Government  re- 
imburses the  School  System  fifty  percent  of  expenditures. 

In  October  of  this  year  a  new  Hot  Lunch  Program  was  start- 
ed for  the  students  of  the  Charlton  Street  School.  Mrs. 
Freeman,  the  Cafeteria  Manager ,  and  Mrs.  Dintini  deserve 
a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  success  of  this  program.  Over 
eighty-five  percent  of  the  students  take  advantage  of  the 
Hot  Lunch  Program  at  the  Charlton  Street  School  each  day. 

1966  Summary  of  Highlights 

The  following  summary  highlights  the  progress  of  education 
in  Southbridge  during  the  year  1966: 

1.  The  development  of  an  up-to-date  curriculum  guide  for 
grades  one  through  eight.  (See  report  of  Junior  High  Principal) 

2.  The  involvement  of  almost  $  100 ,  000  in  Federal  Funds  to 
supplement  and  to  develop  remedial  programs  in  the  Town 
of  Southbridge. 

3.  The  fine  record  of  over  seven  out  of  every  ten  high  school 
graduates  continuing  further  education.  (See  report  of 
Senior  High  Principal) 

4.  At  the  Cole  Trade  High  School  the  introduction  of  abil- 
ity grouping.    (See  report  of  Director  of  Cole  Trade) 

5.  The  interest  and  development  of  the  individual  pupil  as 
characterized  by  the  guidance  program.    (See  report  of  Dir- 
ector of  Pupil  Personnel) 

6 .  The  outstanding  changes  made  in  the  elementary  schools 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Elementary  School  Principals. 
(See  report  of  the  Elementary  Principals) 

7.  The  improvement  of  library  services  at  the  high  school. 
(See  report  of  Senior  High  Principal) 

Before  I  project  the  future  of  education  in  Southbridge,  I 
take  this  opportunity  to  give  credit  to  both  Mr .  Robert  L.  Fox  , 
the  former  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Southbridge,  and 
the  Southbridge  School  Committee .    Mr.  Fox  was  the  Super- 
intendent for  twelve  years,  and  during  his  tenure  of  office 
many  fine  programs  and  projects  were  started.    Under  his 
leadership  the  School  Committee  adopted  policies  and  bud- 
gets, and  passed  judgment  on  many  issues.    Certainly  if 
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the  above  brief  review  is  any  indication  of  the  type  of  pro- 
gress showed  over  the  last  twelve  years,  I  feel  Mr.  Fox 
and  the  School  Committee  deserve  the  acclamation  of  every- 
one . 

1967  Projected 

First,  let  me  mention  possible  additional  staff  members  that 
may  be  hired  during  1967. 

A  new  Household  Arts  teacher  will  assure  a  basic  program 
for  all  the  girls  in  the  Junior  High,  completing  a  program 
started  two  years  ago  to  improve  thex curriculum  at  the  Jun- 
ior High.  Last  year  an  Industrial  Arts  teacher  was  hired  to 
take  care  of  the  needs  of  the  boys. 

A  new  Music  teacher  will  complete  the  Music  Program  for 
grades  one  through  twelve.  At  the  present  time  the  first 
and  second  grade  students  are  not  receiving  special  help 
in  Music.  This  additional  staff  member  can  also  improve 
and  expand  the  music  program  at  the  Junior  High  School, 

Anew  Art  Teacher  will  allow  supervision  in  the  Elementary 
Schools  for  the  first  time.     At  present  the  teachers  have 
been  carrying  the  full  load.    This  new  teacher  should  im- 
prove the  understanding  and  the  appreciation  of  Art  that  we 
believe  all  students  need. 

A  new  Remedial  Reading  teacher  will  take  care  of  the  needs 
of  the  children  in  both  Eastford  Road  and  West  Street  Schools. 
We  hope  the  Federal  Remedial  Reading  Program  will  continue 
in  the  other  three  schools,  thus  assuring  our  children  rem- 
edial reading  help  in  all  of  our  schools. 

A  new  Speech  Teacher  will  work  in  the  School  System.  Be- 
cause this  is  a  new  position,  a  continuous  evaluation  of 
the  program  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  decide  whether 
the  program  should  be  expanded  sometime  in  the  future. 

A  Vice-Principal  at  the  Junior  High  School  is  being  consid- 
ered. At  the  present  time  the  principal  must  act  as  the  dis- 
ciplinarian, the  public  relations  man,  the  supervisor  of  the 
professional  and  the  non-professional  staff,  as  well  as  the 
educational  leader  for  some  600  boys  and  girls  and  a  staff 
of  over  40  men  and  women.     If  this  new  position  is  filled, 
the  principal  will  be  able  to  spend  more  of  his  time  on  cur- 
ricular  supervision  and  public  relations. 

Another  new  position,  that  of  an  Assistant  Superintendent  of 


Schools,    is  being  considered.    At  the  present  time  the 
school  system  has  over  2300  children,  120  professional 
staff  members ,  and  another  50  non-professional  people  un- 
der the  leadership  of  one  person.     If  we  hope  to  continue 
with  our  in-service  programs  for  teachers,  expand  our  Fed- 
eral programs  ,  assure  a  smooth  articulation  for  all  students 
from  one  grade  to  the  next,  and  offer  the  community  and 
the  teachers  the  educational  leadership  they  need  and  de- 
serve, I  believe  this  position  should  be  filled  this  coming 


A  second  area  to  discuss  is  the  new  programs  which  may 
go  into  effect  in  the  year  1967. 

At  the  Vocational  School  we  hope  tc  start  a  pilot  project 
that  will  allow  12  to  15  boys  from  the  8th  grade  to  work 
half  time  in  the  shop  and  half  time  in  the  academic  area . 
These  beys  will  be  selected  frcm  a  list  of  disadvantaged 
boys  fourteen  years  of  age  or  older.    If  these  potential  drop- 
outs are  stimulated  ~r.d  develop  an  interest  in  a  vocation, 
not  only  will  the  boys  benefit  but  the  community  as  well. 

The  Elementary  Principals  are  working  with  their  teachers 
on  an  ungraded  approach  to  the  lower  grades.  Once  the 
program  has  been  structured  and  presented  to  the  School 
Committee  for  approval,  the  boys  and  girls  of  Southbridge 
will  move  from  class  to  class  very  much  as  the  students  at 
the  Junior  or  Senior  High.  This  program  will  allow  teachers 
with  special  abilities  and  interests  to  concentrate  on  these 
areas.  The  students  will  be  the  real  benefactors,  however, 
because  the  boys  and  girls  will  move  from  class  to  class 
according  to  their  abilities.  The  children  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  move  up  or  down  within  groups,  depending 
upon  their  own  speed  and  development. 

This  type  of  program  is  the  closest  we  can  come  to  individ- 
ualized instruction  without  having  a  one  teacher  one  stu- 
dent relationship. 

We  are  investigating  the  possible  expansion  of  the  Hot 
Lunch  Program.  If  it  proves  economical  and  desirable,  all 
schools  will  be  included  in  Hot  Lunch  Programs  next  year. 

In  the  high  school  we  hope  to  explore  two  new  approaches 
to  instruction.  The  first  area  will  involve  changing  the 
present  block  scheduling  to  a  module  type  scheduling.  If 


the  school  day  is  divided  into  fifteen  minute  modules  in- 
stead of  fifty  minute  periods,   greater  flexibility  can  be 
utilized  in  scheduling.  Thus  a  typing  class  may  be  assign- 
ed two  modules  (30  minutes),  a  chemistry  class  six  mod- 
ules (90  minutes  ),a  mathematics  class  four  modules  (60 


minutes)  and  history  class  three  modules     (45  minutes). 


This  approach  to  scheduling  will  mean  that  only  a  portion 
of  the  students  will  be  moving  at  any  one  time. 

The  second  area  of  investigation  will  encompass  the  indivi- 
dual student  even  more  than  the  above  innovation.    This  new 
program  will  allow  individual  students  to  study  and  to  com- 
plete research  papers  and  projects  under  the  guidance  of  one 
or  a  team  of  teachers.    The  student  may  spend  many  hours 
in  the  Library  or  at  an  individual  study  carrel  f  attending 
classes  only  when  necessary.     Both  of  these  approaches 
will  improve  the  high  school  program.    It  will  be  necessary 
to  study  these  ideas  in  depth,  however,  before  we  can  de- 
velop possible  operative  programs.    Many  other  ideas,  pro- 
grams, and  research  studies  are  being  developed  for  future 
consideration. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHBRIDGE  HIGH  SCHOOL

The  American  educational  scene  today  presents  a  multiplicity 
of  challenges  that  are  both  staggering  and  stimulating.  In 
this  great  upheaval,  we  find  the  modern  secondary  school 
playing  a  most  important  part.  Increased  enrollments  -  more 
than  2.6  million  young  people  graduated  from  high  school 
in  1966;  educational  innovations  -  team  teaching,  ability 
grouping,  programmed  instruction,  audio-visual  materials 
and  equipment;  increased  breadth  and  depth  of  curriculum 
content;  and  the  mounting  pressures  of  college  admissions  - 
all  have  given  present  day  secondary  education  a  place  of 
tremendous  significance  in  our  total  educational  organiza- 
tion . 

The  activities  at  Southbridge  High  School  during  the  past 
year  were  conducted  with  full  cognizance  of  their  education- 
al importance  and  their  contribution  to  the  total  develop- 
ment of  the  secondary  school  student.

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ENROLLMENT 


The  total  enrollment  in  the  Academic  Division  as  of  October 
1,  1966,  was  592.  The  enrollment  in  the  Trade  Division 
was  174. 

LIBRARY 

The  school  library  is  the  hub  of  a  dynamic  program  as  mod- 
ern teaching  methods  place  an  ever  increasing  demand  upon 
students  in  an  effort  to  engage  them  in  independent  study 
and  to  use  a  multiple  source  approach  to  learning .  The 
diversified  interests  and  range  of  abilities  in  today's  stu- 
dents plus  the  requirements  of  the  curriculum  can  be  accom- 
modated only  through  a  school  library  that  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  school  program.    Since  our  goal  in  education  is 
to  help  each  student  to  develop  his  maximum  potential,  he 
must  be  free  to  go  beyond  the  classroom  and  its  resources  t 
in  his  quest  for  knowledge.    The  library  serves  as  a  learn- 
ing center  for  both  teachers  and  students,  providing  the 
stimulus  for  a  continuously  growing  program  of  education. 

During  the  past  year  our  library  collection  has  increased 
in  size  by  over  two  thousand  volumes.    A  small  part  of 
this  increase  is  due  to  the  Federal  government's  aid  to 
school  libraries  through  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Edu- 
cationAct,  Title  II;  however,  only  a  portion  of  these  funds 
was  spent  directly  on  books  for  the  school  library.  This 
legislation  was  purposefully  made  broad  in  its  application; 
consequently ,  we  followed  State  recommendations  in  spend- 
ing the  greater  part  of  our  allotment  to  acquire  supplemen- 
tary classroom  texts  and  audio-visual  aids. 

Presently,  our  collection  totals  approximately  5,500  hard- 
bound books  plus  other  printed  material  divided  into  the 
following  categories:

The  average  circulation  in  1966  was  49  books  per  day. 
Average  attendance  was  171  students  per  day  -  all  of  whom 
were  engaged  in  assigned  research  or  were  making  independ- 
ent use  of  the  library  facilities. 


Space,  both  in  terms  of  additional  shelving  and  expanded 
student  seating,  is  becoming  a  serious  problem  in  our  lib- 
rary. As  the  library  expands  its  services,  it  is  at  the  same 
time  experiencing  serious  difficulty  in  maintaining  its  rapid 
rate  of  growth  because  of  the  limited  space  and  facilities. 
It  is  suggested,  therefore,  that  a  complete  survey  be  con- 
ducted as  soon  as  possible  to  find  the  best  possible  ap- 
proach to  our  problem. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

Our  second  Summer  School  Program  was  as  much  of  an  ed- 
ucational success  as  our  first.  The  total  enrollment  and 
the  general  achievement  of  participating  pupils  definitely 
point  to  the  importance  of  this  educational  service.  No 
less  than  115  students  participated  in  the  Program  to  meet 
specific  educational  objectives.  Some  participated  to 
make  up  deficiencies,  some  to  raise  marks,  some  to  pre- 
view courses  they  would  pursue  in  the  Fall,  while  others 
participated  to  develop  basic  skills  in  typing  . 

The  total  success  experienced  in  our  two  years  of  Summer 
School  activities  would  certainly  suggest  a  continuation 
of  this  educational  service  with  definite  plans  for  a  pos- 
sible expansion  of  the  Program  in  1967. 

CONCLUSION 

We  are  pleased  with  the  educational  achievements  at 
Southbridge  High  School  in  1966,    and  we  welcome  the  op- 
portunity to  thank  all  those  who  contributed  to  our  success . 


REPORT  OF  COLE  TRADE  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Wilfred  H.  Learned,  Jr.  ,  Director 

The  year  1966  has  been  a  year  of  change ,  improvement,  and 
hope  for  the  future . 

The  change  of  which  I  speak  is  in  the  area  of  curriculum 
and  scheduling  of  classes.  We  have  introduced  ability 
grouping  in  the  academic  areas,  reorganized  our  related 
classes,  and  reduced  the  number  of  classes  in  shop  from 
four  to  two.  The  freshmen  and  seniors  are  in  shop  one 
week,  and  the  sophomores  and  juniors  are  in  shop  the  al- 
ternate week.     With  this  arrangement  we  are  able  to  do 


much  more  for  the  individual  students. 


The  hope  for  the  future  of  vocational  education  was  in  the 
tremendous  response  of  townspeople,  civic  officials,  bus 
inessmen,  and  members  of  the  clergy  in  their  support  of  the 
creation  of  a  regional  vocational  school  district.  I  wish  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people  of  Southbridge  for 
their  support.

REPORT  OF  EVENING  ADULT  EDUCATION 


Frank  P.  Skinyon,  Director 

Approximately  360  adults  were  enrolled  in  18  classes  in  10 
different  courses  in  the  Adult  Education  program  for  1965-66. 
These  courses  were  conducted  at  the  Southbridge  High 
School  and  the  Cole  Trade  High  School  on  a  four  night  a 
week  schedule.  The  courses  ran  on  a  varied  schedule  of 
from  6:00  P.M.  to  10:00  P.M.  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wed- 
nesday, and  Thursday  nights. 

Welding,  Machine  Shop  Practice,  and  Blue  Print  Reading 
were  conducted  under  Trade  Extension  organization.  Two 
courses  in  Furniture  Refinishing  and  four  in  Sewing  were 
conducted  under  Practical  Arts .  Woodworking,  three  cour- 
ses in  Art,  and  two  in  Rug  Brading  were  Hobby  courses.  A 
course  inAlgebra  II  and  a  Machine  Apprentice  Related  class 
were  also  conducted  this  year. 

Typing,  Shorthand,    and  Business  Machine  courses  were 
offered,  but  enrollment  failed  to  materialize. 

Attention  is  being  paid  to  the  needs  of  the  Community  so 
that,  when  enrollment  warrants  it,  Evening  Adult  Education 
could  be  expanded  in  the  areas  of  Rug  hooking,  Cooking, 
Leather  work,  and  Business  courses. 

Our  aim  is  to  eliminate  waiting  lists  in  Evening  Adult  Ed- 
ucation courses.     This  can  be  done  by  conducting  more 
courses  in  a  given  subject. 


REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  PRINCIPALS 

Miss  Patricia  Callahan  Miss  Constance  L'Ecuyer

In  keeping  pace  with  modern  educational  trends  the  elemen- 
tary schools  of  Southbridge  have  made  several  changes  dur- 
fn  the  past  year.     The  upgrading  of  education  throughout 
the   Commonwealth,    as  recommended  by  the  Harrington- 
Willis  report  and  encouraged  and  accepted  by  the  Volpe 
Administration,  has  resulted  in  a  definite  improvement  of 
the  educational  program  in  our  schools. 

A  new  curriculum  guide  is  now  in  use.  This  project,  a  year 
in  preparation,  was  compiled  by  the  faculty  and  administra- 
tion. It  required  many  meetings  held  after  school  hours  of 


the  teachers  of  various  grades.     All  subjects  were  com- 
pletely covered  at  all  grade  levels,  and  the  use  of  this 
guide  should  strengthen  learning  skills  and  provide  for  an 
orderly  and  systematic  presentation  of  school  materials. 

A  new  language  program  was  introduced  in  the  grades  this 
year.     After  much  thought,  deliberation,  and  study  of  var- 
ious English  series  by  the  teachers,  a  program  of  English 
grammar  and  composition  was  selected. 

We  have  taken  advantage  of  the  various  Federal  Grants 
made  available  to  supplement  the  educational  program.  A 
cafeteria  has  been  established  at  Charlton  Street  School  on 
a  trial  basis  to  explore  the  possibility  of  a  hot  lunch  pro- 
gram for  all  elementary  schools  in  the  future. 

Under  Title  I ,  a  Remedial  program  in  reading  and  mathematics 
for  disadvantaged  children  of  grades  1  through  5  was  car- 
ried onfor  six  weeks  during  the  summer  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Camella  Dintini,  with  $6,000.00  allotted  South- 
bridge.       The  success  of  this  program  resulted  in  a  full- 
time  remedial  reading  program  in  three  schools  with  three 
instructors   for  this   school  year,  with  an  allocation  of 
$33, 100. 00. 

An  eight  week  Headstart  Program  for  pre-schoolers  under 
the  direction  of  Francis  Flanagan  was  also  carried  on  dur- 
ing the  summer  months.  $25,000  was  allocated  for  this 
phase  of  the  Title  I  program.  Under  Title  II  $3,500.00  was 
expended  for  the  purchase  of  library  books  for  all  grades  in 
the  system.  This  worthwhile  project  is  a  definite  step  in 
stimulating  the  reading  habits  of  our  children  and  in  the 
formation  of  elementary  libraries. 

We  are  presently  involved  with  Title  III  funds  to  provide  for 
supplementary  materials  to  be  used  in  improving  our  social 
studies  program  now  under  study  for  the  1967-1968  school 
year. 

We  earnestly  recommend  the  re-introduction  and  expansion 
of  the  cultural  aspects  of  our  school  program.  The  invalu- 
able services  of  full  time  art  and  music  supervisors  will 
further  stimulate  growth,  appreciation,  and  a  broadening 
knowledge  of  these  important  areas  of  living.  We  also  rec- 
ommend, because  of  a  serious  need,  the  appointment  of  a 
speech  therapist.  Such  a  program,  though  limited ,  was 
most  successful  in  the  past;  and  we  urge  its  re-instatment 
in  the  near  future. 


Committees  will  soon  be  appointed  to  study  the  advisability 
on  introducing  non-gradedness  when  structuring  the  elemen- 
tary program  of  the  future.  Since  this  requires  much  insight 
and  knowledge,    in-service   training  and   observation  of 
school  systems  already  working  with  such  a  program,  we 
must  be  thorough  in  our  approach,  presentation,  and  accep- 
tance of  any  such  program. 

We  in  elementary  education  are  most  fortunate  to  have  the 
full  cooperation  of  the  Southbridge  School  Committee,  The 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  our  citizens  who  are  inter- 
ested in  providing  the  best  possible  education  for  all  our 
youth. 


REPORT  OF  THE  MARY  E.  WELLS 
JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Raoul  O.  Latailie ,  Principal 

The  year  1966  has  brought  about  many  cnanges  and  innova- 
tions at  the  Wells  Junior  High  School.  It  also  has  brought 
forth  the  realization  that  many  facilities  are  lacking  and, 
therefore,  must  be  provided  in  the  near  future  if  we  are  to 
keep  up  with  modern  educational  trends  and  to  satisfy  the 
needs  of  the  pupils. 

The  scope  of  this  report  will  encompass: 

I.  Cnanges  which  have  taken  place  in  the  Junior  High 
School  during  1966. 

II.  Innovations  to  the  program 

III.  Contemplated  basic  future  needs. 

I.  Changes 

A .  An  effective  educational  program  is  contingent  upon  the 
development,  the  imorovement,  the  continuity,  and  the 
coordination  of  instruction  and  the  curriculum  at  all  grade 
levels  and  at  each  grade  level. 

As  times  change,  schools  must  change  also  if  we  are  to 
provide  the  learning  that  children  need  in  order  to  cope  with 
the  rapidiy  changing  world. 

In  an  attempt  to  keep  pace  with  these  rapid  changes,  the 
complete  program  of  studies  from  grade  1  through  grade  8 
was  reviewed  and  revised  to  provide  a  well-rounded  educa- 
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tion,  adjusted  to  the  several  levels  of  ability. 

Meetings  of  the  Junior  High  School  teachers  with  the  Ele- 
mentary teachers  on  the  one  hand  and  with  the  Senior  High 
School  teachers  on  the  other  were  held  to  discuss  and  to 
offer  the  continuity  in  the  curriculum  that  is  urgently  needed 
for  the  normal  development  of  each  child.  Grade  level  meet- 
ings at  the  Junior  High  School  were  held  regularly  to  pro- 
vide for  the  individual  differences  of  pupils .  The  curriculum 
guide  now  in  its  final  stages  will  be  distributed  to  all  teach- 
ers at  the  beginning  of  January.   All  Elementary  and  Junior 
High  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for  a  job  well  done. 

B.  The  work  "Accelerated"  has  been  eliminated  as  a  con- 
notation to  certain  classes .  Instead  of  the  past  segregation 
of  certain  gifted  pupils  into  a  self-contained  group  at  each 
grade  level,  all  pupils  are  now  under  one  administration, 
are  grouped  according  to  ability  in  each  major  area  of  learn  - 
and  are  subject  to  the  same  ability  standards,  expectations, 
and  challenges  of  all  other  pupils. 

The  previous  program  restricted  the  number  of  pupils  eligible 
for  the  "accelerated"  classes.    They  consequently,  were 
judged  superior  to  all  others  in  all  subjects.    This  restric- 
tion also  excluded  all  other  pupils  who  might  have  excelled 
in  at  least  one  major  subject  area. 

This  year's  revision  of  the  program  practices  the  education- 
al ideal  of  equal  opportunity  for  all  children  according  to 
their  ability.  It  also  affords  each  child  the  challenge  of 
maintaining  high  achievement  if  he  is  to  remain  in  a  higher 
group,  while  furnishing  an  incentive  for  those  in  the  lower 
groups  to  work  toward  an  achievement  into  a  higher  group. 

C .  The  French  program  has  been  expanded  from  three  class- 
es to  eight  classes,  thereby  enabling  more  pupils  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  program. 

The  method  used  to  teach  this  new  language  is  based  on  the 
way  a  child  learns  English.  In  his  early  years  the  child 
hears  the  language,  then  imitates  its  sounds  without  know- 
ing what  they  mean,  then  identifies  the  objects  connected 
with  the  sounds.  It  is  only  after  this  preliminary  stage  that 
the  structure  of  the  language  should  be  investigated. 

D.  Because  of  the  increasing  enrollment  at  the  Junior  High 
School  and  because  of  the  limited  time  allocated  to  the  super- 
visors at  this  level,    art  and  music  have  been  offered  as 


elective  subjects.  This  arrangement  allows  all  pupils  to 
work  more  diligently  at  the  special  subject  of  their  choice 
and  at  their  rate  of  ability. 

II.  Innovations 

A.  The  addition  of  a  full-time  Guidance  Counselor  to  the 

Junior  High  School  staff  has  expanded  services  to  pupils 
by  informing  them  of  pertinent  date  necessary  to  adequate 
course  selection  for  high  school. 

The  present  duties  of  the  Guidance  department  include  group 
guidance  as  well  as  individual  counseling,  testing,  and 
programming . 

The  nature  of  this  counseling  is  concerned  with  pupil  fail- 
ures, educational  and  vocational  planning,  job  placement, 
and  general  pupil  adjustments. 

 The  introduction  of  a  formal  literature  program  for  ad- 
vanced pupils  serves   to  develop  creativity  and  critical 
thinking.  It  is  intended  to  serve  as  a  basic  background  to 
the  evaluation  and  the  interpretation  of  classic  materials 
with  which  these  pupils  will  be  faced  in  high  school. 

C .  Through  Federal  Title  I,  we  have  been  granted  the  ser- 
vices of  a  Remedial  Reading  teacher.    With  the  purchase  of 
basic  reading  books  and  reading  ability  testing  materials, 
a  program  which  takes  care  of  individual  differences  in  slow 
readers  and  in  reading  comprehension  has  been  established. 
In  making  every  effort  to  capitalize  on  this  opportunity, 
teachers  have  assigned  slow  readers  and  pupils  with  the 
greatest  difficulties  in  reading  daily  to  these  classes.  The 
pupils  are  individually  helped  in  overcoming  some  of  their 
reading  weaknesses. 

D.  A  major  immediate  concern  at  Wells  Junior  High  School 
is  that  the  school  does  not  have  a  library,  nor  any  library 
facilities.     The  only  resources  for  this  purpose  were  pro- 
vided this  past  year  by  the  Federal  Title  II  project  that  af- 
forded us  the  opportunity  of  acquiring  $900.00  worth  of 
books  as  a  start  toward  the  formation  of  a  library. 

It  is  essential  to  the  instructional  program  that  a  well-stock- 
ed up-to-date  library  be  provided  to  benefit  both  pupils 
and  faculty. 

E .  The  State  Law  now  provides  that  Physical  Education  be 


taught  in  all  schools.  In  compliance  with  this  law,  only  a 
very  limited  Physical  Education  program  has  been  possible 
in  the  form  of  calisthenics  because  of  a  complete  lack  of 
facilities  at  the  school. 

It  is  our  greatest  hope  that,  in  the  very  near  future,  the 
Junior  High  School  pupils  will  be  given  the  same  opportun- 
ities as  other  grade  levels  to  enjoy  and  to  benefit  from  a 
fully  organized  Physical  Education  program. 

F .  Parents  who  are  acquainted  with  the  physical  plant  at 
Junior  High  realize  the  absence  of  and  the  dire  need  for 
science  laboratories. 

We  are  attempting  through  Federal  Project  Title  III  to  remedy 
somewhat  this  deficiency  by  purchasing  materials  and  equip- 
ment to  be  used  in  the  classroom  to  supplement  science 
teaching . 

The  objective  in  science  today  is  to  have  pupils  learn  by 
doing  or  experimenting.     Such  procedure  is  impossible  un- 
less plans  are  formulated  to  improve  the  conditions  at  Wells 
Junior  High. 

G.  Industrial  Arts  has  been  instituted  this  year  as  part  of 
the  school  program  for  eight  classes  or  approximately  150 
boys  who  enjoy  and  are  developing  basic  skills  in  work- 
ing with  their  hands . 

This  program  was  suggested  and  approved  so  that  the  boys 
would  be  better  qualified  to  decide  later  on  an  academic  or 
a  vocational  high  school  program. 

Boys  who  are  more  mechanically  inclined  or  not  academically 
talented  are  given  a  chance  to  gain  concrete  and  practical 
experiences . 

In  conjunction  with  Industrial  Arts,  these  same  boys  are 
also  offered  Mechanical  Drawing  one  period  per  week. 

We  also  hope  that  Domestic  Arts  can  be  offered  to  the  girls 
in  the  near  future. 

HI.  Future  Needs 

Much  publicity  has  been  given  within  recent  months  to  the 
expansion  of  vocational  facilities.  Without  discrediting 
nor  minimizing  this  worthwhile  endeavor,  it  seems  to  me 


that  our  local,  present,  basic  educational  needs  as  well  as 
projected  needs  should  be  considered  before  an  expansion 
of  facilities  not  confined  to  our  town  is  contemplated. 

Furthermore,    immediate  consideration  of  the  impending 
needs  of  the  Junior  High  School  would  benefit  100%  of  the 
pupils  (boys  and  girls)  in  our  local  public  schools  whereas 
contemplated  programs  would  benefit  merely  a  smaller  per- 
centage of  our  public  school  population. 

The  pressing  needs  of  the  Junior  High  are  essential  and 
vital  to  the  proper  foundation  and  needed  background  of  a 
sound  high  school  education. 

A  skeletal  Junior  High  committee  of  parents  has  been  form- 
ed, and  its  members  have  surveyed  the  existing  conditions 
and  have  evidenced  the  lack  of  many  basic  facilities.  I 
would  welcome  all  interested  citizens  of  Southbridge  to 
visit  and  so  to  witness  the  urgent  need  for  better  physical 
conditions . 

A  quick  summary  of  these  basic  needs  is  hereby  presented 
for  consideration  and  evaluation: 

A.  A  gymnasium:  The  location  of  the  present  school  audi 
tori  urn  is  in  the  center  of  the  building  surrounded  by  class 
rooms.  Noise  emanating  from  this  area  is  disturbing  to  the 
adjoining  classrooms,  making  it  impossible  to  conduct  a 
full-scale  physical  education  program.  Yet,  the  state  law 
compels  the  schools  to  have  a  physical  education  program 
and  I  presume  that  the  future  requirements  of  this  law  will 
increase  and  eventually  compel  us  to  construct  a  gymnasium 

B.  Science  laboratories:  There  is  no  science  laboratory 
presently  at  this  level. 

C .  Industrial  Arts:  Although  an  Industrial  Arts  program 
was  initiated  this  year,  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  expan 
sion  of  facilities,  space,  materials,  and  equipment. 

D.  Instrumental  music:  A  classroom  in  the  basement  of 
the  school  directly  under  regular  classrooms  offers  both 
poor  teaching  facilities  and  interferes  with  other  classes 
A  need  exists  for  a  music  room  remote  from  other  classes. 

E .  Library:  There  are  no  library  facilities  at  Wells.  The 
only  books  available  at  present  are  those  acquired  through 
Federal  project  II  this  past  year.     A  large  room  should  be 


contemplated  for  this  purpose. 

F.  Language  laboratory  expansion:   Our  present  facilities 
are  limited  to  five  stations  for  an  average  class  of  33  pupils. 
A  need  for  a  larger  classroom  with  about  ten  more  stations 
is  imperative. 

G.  Cafeteria:  A  survey  made  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education  two  years  ago  indicated  clearly  the  inadequacy 
of  our  present  cafeteria. 

Furthermore,    the  projected  anticipated  enrollment  at  the 
Junior  High  School  within  the  next  few  years  seems  to  in- 
dicate a  substantial  increase  in  pupils  and  consequently 
a  need  for  more  classroom  space. 

Something  must  be  done  while  there  is  still  time  for  some 
sensible  planning. 

In  conclusion ,  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  contributed 
to  a  generally  successful  year  1966.

The  essence  of  our  guidance  services  consists  of  an  empha- 
sis on  cherishing  the  uniqueness  of  the  individual  student 
and  on  bending  the  efforts  of  the  school  staff  to  aid  in  his 
development.     It  is  our  intent  to  aid  the  student  who  has 
less  learning  ability  than  his  peers  to  achieve  as  high  a 
level  as  is  possible  for  him  in  the  skills  so  important  for 
his  performance  as  a  worker,  a  family  member,  and  a  citi- 
zen. Our  bright  student  is  no  longer  made  to  slow  his  steps 
to  those  of  his  fellows.  He  is  now  guided  and  encouraged 
in  obtaining  an  enriched  education  commensurate  with  his 
gifts,  interests,  and  needs.  The  child  whose  social  devel- 
opment interferes  with  his  optimum  use  of  school  is  helped 
by  means  of  counseling,  parent  education,  and  changes  in 
the  school  environment  to  understand  and  cope  with  the 
socialization  process.     Our  point  of  view  maintains  that 
educators  need  to  understand  each  student  so  that  they  may 
use  the  facilities  of  the  school  to  advance  his  total  develop- 
ment by  helping  him  make  the  best  use  of  educational  oppor- 
tunities . 


In  developing  our  guidance  concepts ,  our  services  have  been 
concentrated  on  the  following  areas: 

1.  Individual  inventory  services 

2.  Information  service 

3 .  Counseling  service 

4.  Placement  service 

5.  Follow-up  service 

INVENTORY  SERVICE: 

Comprehensive  information  about  students  systematically 
organized  for  use  is  essential  for  an  effective  guidance  pro- 
gram. Our  individual  inventory  service  is  one  of  gathering, 
recording,  and  making  available  information  about  a  pupil 
which  will  be  useful  to  those  teaching  or  counseling.  This 
service  is  performed  by  and  for  the  entire  teaching  staff. 
Our  testing  program  is  an  important  part  of  the  inventory 
service.  In  this  area  tests  are  administered  to  pupils  on 
different  levels  and  in  various  areas  of  skill.  Achievement 
tests,  interest  tests,  and  cooperative  tests  are  utilized  in 
our  educational  testing  program.  This  year,  the  S.  R.A; 
Achievement  series  for  grades  four  and  five  has  been  added 
to  our  testing  program. 

INFORMATION  PROGRAM: 

One  of  the  important  functions  of  guidance  is  to  help  bring 
about  better  distribution  of  young  people  to  the  offerings  of 
our  schools,  to  the  opportunities  for  higher  education,  and 
to  vocations .  To  perform  this  function ,  the  counselors  place 
special  emphasis  on  our  guidance  library.  Our  guidance 
library  contains  college  and  school  catalogues ,  educational 
reference  books,  and  an  up-to-date  occupational  file.  Con- 
ferences, interviews,  and  visitations  to  colleges ,  hospitals, 
and  industries  are  also  utilized. 

COUNSELING: 

This  phase  of  guidance  provides  individual  counseling  to 
assist  students  to  discover  and  to  pursue  those  courses  of 
study  which  offer  them  the  greatest  opportunity.  It  is  a 
policy  of  the  Guidance  Department  that  each  individual  high 
school  student  be  interviewed  at  least  once  a  year. 

JOB  PLACEMENT: 

This  service  is  utilized  to  assist  students  who  wish  to  be 
placed  in  various  positions  in  the  labor  field.  Part-time 


work  has  been  secured  for  many  students.  Students  are  no- 
tified when  part-time  positions  are  available. 

Our  commercial  Cooperative  Plan  under  the  capable  super- 
vision of  Mrs.  Kathryn  Beauregard  in  co-ordination  with 
Commercial  Department  and  industrial  staffs  has  proved  to 
be  successful .  Eighteen  of  our  senior  commercial  girls  have 
been  utilized  in  this  program,  and  the  results  have  been 
very  gratifying . 

FOLLOW-UP: 

Our  follow-up  service  consists  yearly  of  a  survey  of  our 
last  graduating  class.

REPORT  OF  ART  DEPARTMENT 


Miss  Claire  Birtz 

That  interest  in  art  is  increasing  all  over  the  country  is  re- 
flected in  the  larger  enrollment  in  Southbridge  High  School 
art  classes. 

Some  students  will  make  art  their  vocation;  other  students 
find  art  a  most  satisfying  hobby.    Because  no  fulltime  art 
teacher  is  engaged  at  Southbridge  High,  some  serious  art- 
students  are  unable  to  take  a  single  art  course  throughout 
their  four  years  of  high  school.  Unfortunately  such  a  situa- 
tion deprives  students  with  high  art  potentialities  from  gain- 
ing the  foundation  in  art  knowledge  needed  to  enter  an 
art  school. 

More  art  appreciation  courses  should  be  offered  in  high 
school,  but  cannot  be  because  art  is  taught  on  a  part-time 
basis. 

Art  or  art  appreciation  should  also  be  offered  to  all  students 
at  Junior  High  level;  but  again,  it  is  impossible  for  one  art 
supervisor  to  cover  both  Senior  and  Junior  High  School. 

Even  though  many  students  will  not  continue  in  this  field, 
an  appreciation  of  art  is  important  to  all.  Today's  student 
can  look  forward  to  the  shortest  work  week,  the  best  pen- 
sion, and  the  earliest  retirement  in  our  history.    The  cul- 
tural courses  he  has  been  introduced  to  may  well  help  him 
enjoy  his  later  leisure  time. 

Art  should  also  be  taught  in  the  elementary  schools.  Even 
though  the  classroom  teacher  tries  and  does  very  well  in 
teaching  of  art,  art  is  a  specialized  field.  Thus  I  feel  a 
qualified  teacher  should  be  available  at  the  elementary 
level,  too. 

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 
Arnold  M .  Reppucci

Elementary  and  Junior  High  School  Vocal  Music 

The  responsibility  of  the  Elementary  School  Music  Supervi- 
sor in  the  Southbridge  Schools  consists  of  teaching  in  three 
elementary  schools,    grades  one  to  five  inclusive,  and  in 
one  school  consisting  of  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  grades . 


Unfortunately,  since  the  Music  Department  is  understaff- 
ed, there  is  no  time  for  the  Elementary  Music  Supervisor  to 
visit  grades  one  and  two.     These  youngsters  have  not  for 
some  time  had  the  benefit  of  her  visits. 

Programs  are  designed  to  enable  all  children  to  participate 
in  singing,  to  develop  a  taste  for  good  music,  and  to  teach 
some  of  the  techniques  of  music  to  the  children  so  that 
they  may  gradually  develop  the  ability  to  sing  an  unfamiliar 
song  from  the  music. 

Many  different  methods  are  used  to  achieve  the  purposes 
of  the  music  program.  In  the  lower  grades  rote  songs  are 
used  to  continue  the  music  training  pre-schoolers  have 
hopefully  been  exposed  to  at  home  or  in  kindergarten,  and 
to  introduce  the  world  of  music  to  those  who  have  had  no 
such  experience. 

Special  work  with  monotones  by  individual  effort  is  stress- 
ed, especially  in  the  lower  grades .  Unison  singing,  rounds, 
and  part  singing  are  three  divisions  employed  in  the  upper 
grades.  Then  technical  terms  are  introduced,  gradually  in- 
creasing the  musical  vocabulary  of  the  students. 

The  program  is  designed  to  foster  a  love  of  music,  a  know- 
ledge of  the  physical  symbols  of  music,  and  the  ability  to 
read  music  at  sight. 

Elementary  and  Junior  High  School  Instrumental  Music 

The  elementary  instrumental  program  encompasses  four 
schools,  grades  five  through  eight.  Grades  five  and  the 
beginning  students  are  basically  concerned  with  fundamen- 
tals of  tone  production  and  basic  musicianship.  The  more 
advanced  students  are  organized  at  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior 
High  School  in  two  bands,  the  sixth  grade  (intermediate) 
and  combined  seventh  and  eighth  grade  (advanced)  bands. 

The  fifth  grade  has  performed  twice  during  the  past  year,  at 
two  special  performances  for  the  P.T.A.  at  Charlton  Street 
School  and  at  Eastford  Road  School.  The  Beginner's  Band 
also  played  at  Mary  E.  Wells  Annual  Spring  Concert. 

The  combined  bands  at  Mary  E.  Wells  have  had  an  active 
and  successful  year ,  rich  in  opportunities  for  musical  grow- 
th   and  rewarding  in  successful  performances. 

Last  April  the  Junior  High  Band  accepted  an  invitation  to 


play  ac  a  joint  concert  with  the  students  of  Leicester  Ele- 
mentary Band,  In  May  the  band  played  in  the  Sesquicenten- 
nial  Parade  and  the  Memorial  Day  Parade.     The  month  of 
June  closed  the  school  year  with  the  Annual  Spring  Concert, 
and  the  band  took  part  in  the  Eighth  Grade  Graduation  Cer- 
emony.    The  Junior  Band  has  also  played  in  a  concert  for 
the  High  School  Band  Booster's  Club  in  November,  and  the 
Wells  Junior  High  Christmas  Assembly. 

High  School  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music 

The  schedule  of  band  and  choir  classes  continued  this  year, 
as  last  year,  with  the  band  meeting  five  times  a  week,  the 
Troubadour  Choir  three  times  ,  and  the  chorus  twice.  Credit 
is  offered  for  participation  in  each  group. 

Eight  Southbridge  High  School  students  passed  the  auditions 
for  Central  District  Chorus,  Band,  and  Orchestra  and  parti- 
cipated in  the  Central  District  Concert. 

The  band  performed  at  Southbridge  High  School  football 
games,    both  at  home  and  away,    in  several  school  assem- 
blies, in  rallies,  and  in  two  parades.    Both  the  band  and 
the  choral  groups  performed  in  the  annual  Christmas  and 
Spring  Concerts  at  the  high  school,  and  at  graduation. 

Active  participation  was  also  continued  in  the  W  E  S  O 
Christmas  radio  show,  and  the  annual  "Talent  Show"  which 
utilized  both  soloists  and  groups  from  the  instrumental  and 
vocal  areas. 

Our  program  to  promote  the  band  in  the  community  was  given 
much  help  this  year  by  the  formation  of  the  "Southbridge 
High  School  Band  Booster  Club."  The  club  is  made  up  of 
parents  and  others  in  the  community  interested  in  the  devel- 
opment of  the  High  School  Band.  In  the  short  period  of  time 
since  they  were  formed,  the  "Booster  Club"  has  already 
done  much  to  assist  and  promote  the  band  and  through  it, 
the  entire  Music  Department. 

It  is  recommended  that  one  additional  music  teacher  be  en- 
gaged to  work  in  the  grades  and  at  the  Junior  High  School. 
At  the  present  time,  quite  a  few  elementary  classes  have 
no  music  because  of  the  lack  of  adequate  staff.  Also,  an 
additional  teacher  would  permit  the  organization  of  com- 
plete general  music  classes  at  the  Junior  High  School, 
presently  impossible. 


Our  thanks  are  extended  to  the  School  Committee,  Mr 
Charles  Beattie,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  all  of  the  prin 
cipals,  and  the  parents  who  have  assisted  us  in  our  mus 
ical  efforts. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 
Mrs.  Pauline  Boucher  R.N.  ,  Senior  Nurse 

The  health  of  one  person  cannot  be  the  same  as  that  of  an 
other  person.  Our  heredity  and  enviornment  play  a  strong 
part  in  our  individual  make  up.  Health  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  home  as  well  as  the  school.  The  purpose  of  the 
School  Health  Program  is  to  provide  the  best  possible  health 
education  for  each  student  and  to  prepare  these  future  cit 
izens  to  make  intelligent  decisions  regarding  their  own  well 
being . 

As  in  the  past,  the  routine  physical  examinations  were  giv 
en  to  students  in  grades  one,  four,  seven  and  eleven ,  and 
to  all  students  who  transferred  from  other  school  department 
A  total  of  1101  students  were  examined.  Of  this  total  239 
were  seen  by  their  own  family  physicians.  22  notices  were 
mailed  to  report  defects,  and  16  completed  the  referral. 

The  vision  and  hearing  program  was  completed  with  2271 
tested.  Of  58  hearing  failures  53  received  treatment;  of 
150  vision  failures,  139  received  treatment.  Santa's  fund 
was  again  able  to  take  care  of  all  the  less  fortunate  fam 
ilies.  The  loyal  support  of  the  townspeople  makes  this 
kind  of  program  successful. 

A  dental  survey  was  conducted  in  grade  six.  Last  year  this 
group  was  given  fluoride  treatment  at  the  dental  clinic  held 
by  the  Board  of  Health.  Those  who  returned  a  signed  parent 
al  permit  participated  in  the  program.  Of  the  170  cases  ex 
amined  this  year,  145  had  received  fluoride  and  25  had  not 
participated.  Of  this  number  118  cases  needed  no  treat 
ment,  26  cases  needed  care  but  not  urgently,  and  26  cases 
needed  early  treatment.  It  is  easily  seen  that  this  clinic 
was  worthwhile. 

Many  thanks  go  to  the  school  committee  for  approving  the 
appointment  of  a  part-time  nurse.  Mrs.  Julia  Christo  was 
first  appointed  last  March  but  submitted  her  resignation  on 
November  first  because  of  moving  out  of  town.  Mrs.  Mary 
Libuda  has  since  filled  the  vacancy. 


In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
Mr.  Fox,  who  is  now  retired,  and  to  Mr.  Beattie,  the  new- 
ly appointed  superintendent,  and  to  everyone  else  in  the 
school  department  for  being  so  helpful  and  understanding. 
To  the  Parents  goes  a  special  thank  you  for  your  cooperation. 

REPORT  OF  FEDERAL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 
Mrs.  Edith  M .  Freeman,  Supervisor 

On  September  19,   1966  the  Senior  High  School  Cafeteria 

Staff  started  transporting  hot  lunches  to  the  Charlton  Street 

School  where  an  average  of  240  students  participate  every 

day.    Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  and     Southbridge  High 

Schools  continue  to  serve  the  average  of  1100-  1150  meals 
daily.  At  Christmas  1700  free  dinners  were  served  to  the 
three  schools . 

The  Elementary  school  milk  program  continues  on  the  same 
high  level. 

The  Southbridge  Evening  Woman 1  s  Club  has  provided  money 
for  free  lunches  for  pupils  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  meals 
The  Supervisor  wishes  to  thank  this  organization  for  its  gen 
erosity  in  providing  additional  nutrition  which  is  so  essen 
tial  to  children.
